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MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen and of the Common 
Councit. 


Graterut for renewed indications of confidence on the 
part of a generous people, I again assume the functions 
of office; and solemnly pledge whatever abilities I may 
possess to the zealous, the diligent, and the faithful per- 
formance of the duties devolved upon me by the suffrages 
of my fellow-citizens. 

During the year, which has just passed away, our be- 
loved City has been blessed with health to a remarkable 
degree, has been exempt from extraordinary calamities, 
and its population and general prosperity have steadily 
increased. Its valuation, as recently rated by the Com- 
monwealth, amounts to two hundred and fourteen millions 
of dollars; and its population, by census, is but little short 
of one hundred and forty thousand of inhabitants,—with- 
out including great numbers of persons who have their 
places of business within our borders, and their legal 
residences in other places. The cities and towns, which 
constitute our business neighborhood, have an aggregate 
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population as large as that of the metropolis, and in con- 
nection therewith constitute a community unexcelled for 
industrious thrift, and social privileges and institutions. 
These blessings being the result directly, or indirectly, of 
the system of popular education founded by our fathers, it 
is proper that our schools should have precedence in an 
official survey of the municipal affairs of Boston. 

There are at this time in attendance upon our public 
schools nearly 21,000 pupils. The whole number of 
these schools, (viz: the Primary, Grammar, English High 
and Latin Schools) is two hundred. Within the year 
there has been expended from the City Treasury, for 
instruction, $182,000; for repairs, fuel and other incidental 
expenses of school houses $596,500; for new school houses 
$06,000,—the aggregate amounting to $294,500. The 
public schools, in general, are in a highly satisfactory 
condition, and the Committees having them in charge 
have been diligently faithful to their responsible trusts. 
With all the excellence of our system of instruction, I 
think it has an important failing in the endeavor to ac- 
complish too much,—especially when I consider the 
limited time during which our youth can have the benefit 
of the schools. A less number of studies, carefully 
reserving those having the most important practical 
bearing upon mental improvement, would secure the 
great ends of popular education better than ambitious 
endeavors to teach almost every thing. These, in too 
many cases, result in an imperfect acquaintance, on the 
part of the pupil, with those branches which are most 
essential to his progress and happiness in life. 
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Our various institutions for the punishment and refor- 
mation of criminal delinquents, together with those for 
the relief of the destitute and insane, have been conducted 
by the several boards and officers having them in charge, 
in a most faithful and satisfactory manner. The burden 
imposed upon our fellow-citizens by these establishments 
is very great: but from careful inquiry I am satisfied that 
the expense of sustaining them cannot be essentially re- 
trenched, with proper regard to the purposes for which 
they were instituted. Crime and pauperism have more 
than kept pace with the progress of the City in wealth 
and population. The comparatively easy enforcement of 
the license laws in the smaller communities of the State, 
tends to accumulate upon the metropolis (as occasional 
or permanent residents) an undue proportion of the de- 
praved and licentious of American origin; and our mari- 
time position insures us a constant influx of the wretched 
and destitute of other lands, 

There are at this time in our jail, and houses of correc- 
tion and reformation 575 individuals confined for offences 
against the laws. There are 204 patients in our hos- 
pital for the insane, and 1,254 paupers in the almshouses 
at South Boston and Deer Island. During the year, 
“out-door relief” amounting to $18,600, has been ex- 
tended by the Overseers of the Poor to a great number 
of distressed persons. ‘The cost of this relief, and sup- 
port of prisoners, lunatics, and paupers during the year, 
including all expenses of carrying on the several estab- 
lishments amounts to $179,000. ‘These expenses do 
not include the cost of the new edifices. In offset 
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to the foregoing amount, the City has received, or is 
entitled to, from the Commonwealth, on account of State 
paupers and lunatics, $36,000. Of the inmates of our 
almshouses and lunatic hospital, a great majority are 
natives of other countries. Many of this class, including 
imbeciles both in body and mind, were paupers in the 
country whence they came, and nearly all were utterly 
destitute upon their arrival here. The immigration of 
such as these, is a flagrant abuse of the hospitalities of 
a nation which welcomes to its shores the honest and 
industrious of every land, who are capable of sustaining 
a proportionate share in developing the resources, and 
promoting the welfare, of their adopted country. An 
abuse so injurious to the interests of the Republic, and 
bearing with such peculiar hardship upon the Atlantic 
cities, calls urgently for the corrective interference of 
the General Government. I recommend that it be made 
the subject of a respectful memorial on the part of the 
City Council to the National Congress. 

The new almshouse upon Deer Island is nearly com- 
pleted. It is built in a plain and substantial manner, 
being indestructible by fire—a calamity which is a con- 
stant subject of apprehension im reference to the edifices 
now in use upon that island. Its cost amounts to about 
$150,000, and it is capable of containing two thousand in- 
mates. Jam of opinion that it will be found expedient 
to remove to this edifice, when finished, all the inmates 
of the House of Industry (at South Boston.) Advan- 
tages will doubtless result, both in regard to economy 
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and simplicity of administration, by concentrating all 
that class of unfortunates within a single establishment. 


The new Jail is nearly completed. It is well known 
that (on first entering upon the duties of this office,) I 
endeavored to obtain authority to rescind the contracts 
which had been entered into for the construction of the 
edifice in question, upon payment of an adequate consid- 
eration to the contractors. It was, and is, my belief that 
the old jail might, at a small comparative expense, have 
been so modified, as to answer all reasonable purposes of 
such an institution. My colleagues in office determined 
otherwise, after making alterations in the plan which 
greatly reduced the estimates of the expense of the struc- 
ture. The actual cost, including that of the land pur- 
chased on account of the jail, will amount to about 
$450,000. The building has been constructed in a most 
faithful manner, comprises many supposed improvements 
in matters appertaining to prison discipline, and con- 
stitutes one of the principal architectural ornaments of 
the City. y 


The Streets have been kept in as good order, as is con- 
sistent with their frequent disarrangement by the laying 
or repairing of pipes for gas, water and drains. The 
expense of the street department, including a large 
quantity of new paving, has amounted to $143,000. 

Considerable improvement has been made in the light- 
ing of the streets during the year. Gas has been substi- 
tuted for oil in the street lamps in many cases, including 
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the whole of that portion of Washington street (a mile in 
extent,) between Dover street and Roxbury. The whole 
number of street lamps now in the City, is 2202, of which, 
the number of gas lamps is 959. The expense of light- 
ing the City during the year, has been $64,000 including 
$7,300 for new gas lamps and fixtures. Great improve- 
ments and additions have been made in the sewerage of 
the City; the total expense amounting to $43,000. 


The Bills of Mortality have fallen far below those of 
the preceding year, the deaths amounting to 3,667. In 
the year 1849, the number was 5,079, the difference 
being mainly attributable to the Cholera prevailing in 
that year, from which disease we have since been hap- 
pily exempt. In previous addresses to the City Council 
I have urged the expediency of providing suitable accom- 
modations for the burial of our dead, outside of our mu- 
nicipal boundaries. I have the satisfaction of saying, that 
during the year, private enterprise has, in a great measure, 
remedied the wants of our community in this respect, by 
the establishment of extensive and well-located cemete- 
ries, in the neighboring towns of Malden and Dorchester. 
In these cemeteries, eligible lots may be purchased at rates 
within the means of almost every citizen, who is not de- 
pendent upon charity. The City also owns a tract of land 
in its vicinity, which can be converted into a “ Potter’s 
Field,” whenever such a disposal of it shall be deemed 
necessary, 
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_ The Fire Department continues to be active and effi- 
cient. Occasional disorderly conduct on the part of in- 
dividual members, (although promptly rebuked, or pun- 
ished by discharge,) have excited severe animadversion 
in some quarters ; and fears have been expressed of the 
general soundness of its condition. These apprehensions, 
in my opinion, have no adequate foundation. Neither the 
department in question, nor any other large body of men, 
should be held answerable for the delinquencies of indi- 
vidual members. ‘The department is composed of select- 
ed persons of full age, of undoubted respectability of 
character at the time of appointment, and receiving ade- 
quate compensation for their services. I believe that a 
very great majority of them feelas much interest in the 
good name and welfare of the City, as any other portion of 
our people. Subordination is, of course, indispensable to 
the usefulness of such a department, and whenever occa- 
sion requires, I shall cause it to be enforced accordingly. 
The department consists of 14 engine, 4 hose, and 3 
hook and ladder companies, the whole (including engin- 
eers, &c.,) constituting a force of 625 men. There are 
980 hydrants, so located and arranged throughout the 
City, as to furnish in every quarter, when necessary, an 
instant and inexhaustible supply of water for the extin- 
guishment of fires. The payments from the Treasury on 
account of the department during the year, have amount- 
ed to about $60,000, and it has been called out for fires 
or alarms, 304 times. 
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The Police Department, including the night watch, 
has, in the main, been active and faithful in the discharge 
of its duties, and has accomplished as much as could 
reasonably be expected, from its paucity of numbers, 
and defective system of organization. Although the beat 
of each watchman when on duty averages nearly a mile of 
streets, lanes, and courts; and the police force, proper, 
consists of but fifty-one individuals ; the expense of the 
two branches for the year, has amounted to $122,000. 
Any considerable increase of the number of persons in 
these branches, would involve a degree of additional ex- 
pense, which would add seriously to the weight of taxa- 
tion. Great advantages, however, I believe, would result 
from a reorganization of the whole department under a 
single head; with modifications similar to those suggest- 
ed in an able report on the subject, recently submitted to 
the City Council. 


During the year, a most desirable and important work 
has been accomplished, by the revision of the Ordinances 
of the City, and combining their provisions in a clear, 
compact, and intelligible form. These, together with a 
digest of all Legislative enactments relating specially to 
Boston, have been printed, and published in a single vol- 
ume. Our fellow-citizens therefore, are now able to as- 
certain, with tolerable certainty, the actual requirements 
and prohibitions of our by-laws, without the necessity of 
searching a variety of books, pamphlets and manuscripts. 
The revision and compilation under the direction of a 
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joint committee, were performed by the City Solicitor, and 
reflect great credit upon that able jurist. 


Considerable progress has been made within the year, 
towards forming a Free City Library. Donations of 
funds and books have been received, to an extent which 
have already secured a respectable foundation for an in- 
stitution, the serious want of which is generally acknowl- 
edged. JI commend the subject to your favorable con- 
sideration, and trust that an appropriation will be made, 
worthy of a project which has an auspicious bearing, pro- 
spectively, upon the moral and intellectual character of the 
people of Boston. As the result of such an example on 
your part, I anticipate many and valuable contributions 
for the purpose in view, at the hands of public spirited 
citizens. 


The City Lands, on the Neck, have begun to be an im- 
portant source of municipal revenue. Great progress 
has been made by grading, draining, &c., towards getting 
them into a more inviting condition for the investment of 
private capital. The ready disposal of lots recently of- 
fered at auction, to the value of over $300,000, and the 
constant application for purchases at private sale, at good 
prices, are of the most cheering augury to the financial 
interests of the City. 


In my last Inaugural Address, speaking of the Public 
Garden, so called, I made use of the following language : 
“it should either be put into a state which would vindi- 
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cate a claim to its appellation, or it should be sold.” 
The public press, with hardly an exception in its 
columns, tovk strong ground against selling the tract 
of land in question, and seemed (for aught that I could 
ascertain to the contrary) to be a correct exponent of the 
present state of popular opinion on this important subject. 
At any rate it is sufficiently clear, that the sale (although 
I still believe it to be entirely within the competency of 
the City Council,) would cause discontent and unhappi- 
ness to a very large number of tax paying citizens, of all 
classes. This, I consider, would at any time, be a suffi- 
cient objection to such an important measure, unless the 
financial exigencies of the City were much greater than 
they are at present. I therefore recommend the alterna- 
tive which I suggested in my last address, viz: to put 
the tract in question into a condition creditable to the 
appearance of the City, and in keeping with the beauty 
of the neighboring Common. I advise a sufficient appro- 
priation for this purpose. 


I congratulate you upon the very gratifying fact, that 
every section of the City is now supplied with Pure Water. 
The aqueduct to East Boston, has been completed in a 
most skilful and substantial manner, and the distribution 
pipes now connect with the dwellings and work shops of 
that thriving place. The expense of the aqueduct, ex- 
tending more than three miles in length, and crossing 
three wide estuaries, has been $140,000, that of the 
reservoir on Hagle Hill $60,000, and that of the dis- 
tribution $115,000; the whole amounting to $313,000, 
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(including cost of land) and being about $140,000 less 
than the original estimate. ‘ 

The whole cost of the Cochituate Waterworks to the 
present time, (including those just alluded to) amounts to 
$4,321,000, not including interest on loans. The actual 
debt for this object is about $5,000,000, a part of which 
is at five per cent. interest. The aggregate length of 
streets, lanes, and courts, through which the main and 
distribution pipes are laid, exceeds 96 miles. There are 
at this time 13,463 takers of the water. The income 
during the twelve months, has been about $100,000, and 
under the new rates will probably amount to $175,000 
for the current year—leaving a balance of interest on the 
water loan of about $90,000, unprovided for. This bal- 
ance I trust, will be defrayed by the annual tax, as I do 
not suppose it will be your policy to permit the debt to 
accumulate. Great and onerous as has been the cost of 
the introduction and distribution of water, I cannot think 
that any citizen would consent to relinquish the blessings 
resulting from the undertaking, for a remuneration of the 
expense incurred. 


The City Debt exclusive of that contracted for water 
amounted on the Ist instant to $1,756,000, the same be- 
ing nominally greater than it was a year since by the 
sum of $153,000. By the recent sale however of a por- 
tion of the neck lands, already alluded to, the City has 
come into possession of available securities, bearing inter- 
est, to an amount which exceeds the increase-.of the debt 
by nearly $200,000. Of available means, to meet the debt, 
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_ we have bonds, mortgages, &c., to the amount of $465,000 
and the City Wharf valued at $500,000; to say nothing 
of the Market and Old State House (jointly yielding, 
under the new leases, about $46,000 per annum,) and 
nearly ten millions of feet of uplands and flats in the 
11th and 12th wards. The total expenditures from the 
City Treasury during the recent municipal year (exclu- 
sive of those on account of the water works) have amount- 
ed to $1,940,000, of which sum $1,373,000 have been 
paid for ordinary purposes ; $230,000 on account of City 
debt ; and $356,000 on account of filling up South Bay 
and for carrying on construction of almshouse and jail. 


As taxable property is rapidly accumulating in our 
midst, and as we now have a right to anticipate large an- 
nual receipts from sales of lands, | see no reason to doubt 
that the City debt (proper) may be easily and entirely 
extinguished within a very few years. ‘To conduce to 
an event so desirable, it behoves us to enter upon no 
new project involving great expense, and to administer 
the finances of the City with all the economy which is 
consistent with its interest and honor. 


Gentlemen,—We are charged with duties which affect 
the immediate comfort and welfare of the great family 
under our civic guardianship, far more sensibly than the 
action of the State or National Governments. It is im- 
peratively incumbent upon us to be true in all things to 
the responsibilities we have voluntarily assumed. We 
owe it to the memory of our fathers to be faithful to the 
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great trusts committed to our care in this, the metropolis ~ 
of their pride and love. Our brethren look to us with 
mingled feelings of watchfulness and confidence,—bid- 
ding us “be just and fear not.” Over us is that great 
Ruler, who will surely hold us to account, for official, no 
less than personal, fidelity. 
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Sxct. 1. At the commencement of the Municipal year, 
the following Joint Standing Committees shall be chosen 
by ballot, viz:

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and the Presi- 
dent and four members of the Common Council ; 

A Committee on the Institutions at South Boston and 
on Deer Island— 

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council ; 

A Committee on Fuel— 

To consist of two members of the Board of Mayor and 
Aldermen, and three members of the Common Council ; 

A Committee on Water— 

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council ; 

A Committee on the Treasury Department— 

To consist of two Aldermen, and three members of the 
Common Council ; 

A Committee on the Assessors’ Department— 

To consist of two members of the Board of Mayor and 
Aldermen, and three members of the Common Council ; 

A. Committee on Boston Harbor— 

To consist of two members of the Board of Mayor and 
Aldermen, and three members of the Common Council ; 

A Committee on Printing— 

To consist of one member of the Board of Mayor and 
Aldermen, and two members of the Common Council; 

A Committee on a Public Library— 

To consist of the Mayor and two Aldermen, and five 
members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Ordinances— 

To consist of three Aldermen, and five members of the 


Common Council. 


On all Joint Committees, wherein it is provided that the 
Mayor shall be a member, in case of the non-election, de- 
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cease, inability, or absence of that officer, the Chairman of 
the Board of Aldermen shall act ex-officio. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
Common Council, who shall constitute the» Joint Standing 
Committees, shall be chosen or appointed by their respec- 
tive Boards. 

The Mayor, the President of the Common Council, and 
the Chairman of the Committee of Finance on the part of 
the Common Council, shall, according to the ordinance, 
constitute the Committee on the Reduction of the City 
Debt. 

The member of the Board of Aldermen first named on 
every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a mem- 
ber, shall be its Chairman ; and in case of his resignation 
or inability, the other members of the same Board, in the 
order in which they are named, and after them, the mem- 
ber of the Common Council, first in order, shall call meet- 
ings of the Committee and act as Chairman. 

Sror. 2. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either Board shall 
request a conference, and appoint a Committee of Confer- 
ence, and the other Board shall also appoint a Committee 
to confer, such Committee shall, at a convenient hour, to be 
agreed upon by their Chairman, meet and state to each 
other verbally or in writing, as either shall choose, the 
reasons of their respective Boards, for and against the 
matter in controversy, confer freely thereon, and report to 
their respective branches. 

Szor. 8. When either Board shall not concur in any 
action of the other, notice of such non-concurrence shall 
be given by written message. 

Sot. 4. Hither Board may propose to the other, for its 
concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall adjourn. 

Sxot. 5. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, shall 
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be termed “ Ordinances,” and the enacting style shall be :— 
Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled. 

Srot. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches of 
the City Council express any thing by way of Command, 
the form of expression shall be “ Ordered ;” and when- 
ever, either or both branches. express opinions, principles, 
facts, or purposes, the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved.” 

Szot. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, after the annual order of appropriations shall have 
been passed, no subsequent expenditures shall be authorized 
for any object, unless provision for the same shall be made 
by special transfer from some of the appropriations con- 
tained in such annual order, or by expressly creating there- 
for a City Debt; im the latter of which cases, the order 
shall not be passed, unless two thirds of the whole number 
of each branch of the City Council shall yote in the affirm- 
ative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 

Sect. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever the esti- 
mates shall exceed the appropriation specially made there- 


for, it shall be the duty of the Committee having such sub- - 


ject in charge to submit the same to the City Council for 
instructions before such contract is made and signed, or any 
expenditure for the object is made. 

Szor. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause records 
to be kept of them proceedings, by a Secretary to be chosen 
at their first meeting,in books provided by the City for that 
purpose. No Committee shall act by separate consulta- 


tions, and no report shall be received, unless agreed to in. 


Committee actually assembled. 
Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every Joint Commit- 
tee, to whom any subject may be specially referred, to 


fo 
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report thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further 
time. 

Szot. 11. All reports and other papers submitted to 
the City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and no 
report or endorsement of any kind shall be made on the 
reports, memorials, or other papers referred to the Com- 
mittee of either branch. All reports shall be signed by 
_ the writers thereof, unless otherwise directed by the Com- 
mittee. And the Clerks shall make copies of any papers 
to be reported by Committees, at the request of the respec- 
tive Chairmen thereof. 

Sxcr. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the City, for any 
supplies or services, which shall not have been ordered or 
authorized by the Committee. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Duties and Powers of the President. 


Sct. 1. The President shall take the chair precisely 
at the hour to which the Council shall have adjourned ; 
shall call the members to order ; and on the appearance of 


‘a quorum, cause the minutes of the preceding meeting to 


be read, and proceed to business. 

Srot. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other members ; 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Council, by motion regularly seconded ; and no other 
business shall be m order till the question on the appeal 
shall have been decided. 

Srot. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any member 
rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause a return of 
the members voting in the affirmative, and in the negative, 


_ without further debate on the question. 


Sror. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to put 
a question, but may read sitting. 

Srot. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 

Sect. 6. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole, the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. The President may at 
any other time, call any member to the chair, but such sub- 


stitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment.

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Secr. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, the 
President shall take the sense of the Council by yeas and 
nays, provided one fifth of the members present shall so 
require. | 

Szor. 8. The President shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent. 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except, that im naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time, 
shall be put first. | 

Sect. 9. After a motion is stated or read by the Presi- 
dent, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Council, 
and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover may with- 
draw it at any time before a decision or amendment. | 

Sect. 10. When a question is under debate, the Presi- 
dent shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to lay on the 
table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day cer- 
tain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; 
which several motions. shall have precedence in the order in 
which they stand arranged; and a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of an Ordinance, shall be equivalent to a 
motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Sect. 11. The President shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order; and that motion, and the mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or to take up from the table, shall 
be decided without debate. 

Secr. 12. He shall put the previous question in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?”— 
and all debate upon the main question shall be suspended 
until the previous question shall be decided. After the 
adoption of the previous question, the sense of the Council 
shall forthwith be taken upon amendments reported by a 
Committee, upon all pendmg amendments and then upon 
the main question. 

Srot. 18. On the previous question, no member shall

speak more than once without leave; and all incidental 
questions of order, arising after a motion is made for the 
previous question, shall be decided without debate, except 
‘on an appeal; and on such an appeal, no member shall be 
allowed to speak more than once without leave of the 
Council. 

Sect. 14. When two or more members happen to rise 
at once, the President shall name the member who is first 
to speak. | 

Secor. 15. All Oommittees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise provided for, 
or specially directed by the ‘Council. | 


Righis, Duties, or Decorum of Members, 


Srot. 16. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall ‘call the Council to order, and pre- 
side until a President pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; 
and if an election is not effected on the first trial, on a sec- 
ond ballot a plurality of votes shall elect. 

Sect. 17. Every member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the President; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid personali- 
ties ; and shall sit down when he has finished. No mem- 
ber shall speak out of his place without leave of the Presi+ 
dent. 

Szor. 18. No member speaking, shall be interrupted by 
another, but by rising up to call to order.

No member shall be permitted to vote, or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his private 
right 1s immediately concerned, distinct from the public 
interest. 

Sxot. 25. Every member, who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, shall 
excuse him ; application to be so excused, on any question, 
must be made before the Council is divided, or before 
the calling of the yeas and nays, and such application 
shall be accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, 
and shall be decided on without debate. 

Sect. 26. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct. 

Sxct. 27.. Any member may require the division of a 
question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion to 
strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible; but a 
motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude amend- 
ment, or a motion to strike out and insert.

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Sxor. 28. No motion or proposition, of a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration, shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Szct. 29. Motions and Reports may be committed or 
recommitted, at the pleasure of the Council. 

At every regular meeting of the Council, the 
order of business shall be as follows :-— 

1. Papers from the Board of Mayor and Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and Reports from City Officers. Pre- 
sentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memorials.

5. Motions, Orders or Resolutions. 

And the above order shall not be departed from but by 
the votes of a majority of the members of the Council 
present.

Ordinances, Orders, &c. 


Srot. 48. All Ordinances, Orders and Resolutions 
shall have two several readings, before they are finally 
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passed ; and no Ordinance, Order or Resolution, imposing 
penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, whether 
the same may have been appropriated or not—and no Or- 
der or Resolution authorizing a loan, shall have more than 
one reading on the same day; provided however, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the passage of an 
Order at any meeting of the Council, to authorize the 
printing of any document relating to the affairs of the City.

Rep, 
485,) it was held, that a town is authorized to appropriate money for the 
repair of fire engines, used for the purpose of extinguishing fires therein, 
whether they belong to the town or were purchased by private subscrip- 
tion; and in the case of Hardy v. Inhabitants of Waltham, (3 Metcalf’s 
Rep. 163,) it was held, that a town has authority to appropriate money for 
the construction of reservoirs for water to supply fire engines. In the case 
of Spaulding v. City of Lowell, (23 Pick. Rep. 71,) it was held, that cities 
and towns in this commonwealth, by virtue of their general powers, have ~ 
authority in their corporate capacity, to build a market house, to appro- 
priate money therefor, and to assess the same upon the inhabitants, “To 
bring any particular subject,” the court remark, “within this description 
of necessary town charges, it must appear to be money necessary to the 
execution of some corporate power, the enjoyment of some corporate right, 
or the performance of some corporate duty, as established by law, or long 
usage.’ 4A town has no authority to raise money to aid in the construction 
of aroad which by law is to be made at the expense of the county, and 
consequently a tax laid by the town for the purpose of collecting the mon- 
ey is illegal and void. A vote by a town appointing a committee to ap- 
propriate money for constructing such road, is an illegal and void act; 
and a contract for constructing it entered into by the committee in behalf 
of the town, will not be binding upon the town. Parsons v. Inhabitants of 
Goshen, (11 Pick. Rep. 396.) A town has authority to provide for the 
support of a public clock, and to assess the expense thereof upon the in- 
habitants of the town.

There have been four successfully contested elections.* 

The first, Feb. 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll before the hour, 
at which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a 
violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members 
of Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an 
adjourned meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of ir- 
regular proceeding to render the whole number of votes cer- 
tain by taking the highest number of votes for candidates on 
each opposing ticket ; adjournment of the meeting by the sole 
authority of the Warden, and other irregularities at the an- 
nual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1859, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal 
voters, sufficient to effect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1845, vacated the seats of three 
members from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned 
meeting, December 14, gn the ground that four votes for non- 
resident candidates, (after having been first thrown out by 
the Ward officers,) twere counted at the annual election, De- 


* During the present year the seats of two members from Ward 3 have 
been contested, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting alleged to have been illegally held.

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cember 12, thereby preventing the choice of two other candi- 
dates, who, by excluding the said four votes, were by the deci- 
sion of the Council, declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The election of Mayor for 1845, was more warmly contested 
than on any former year. There were not less than eight several 
ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the 21st of 
Februar y, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, 
William Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been ‘eleoted 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of 
Mayor. 

On the 6th of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, how- 
ever, was not accepted by the City Council, and on the 22d of 
November he died, being the first Mayor who has died, while 
in office, since the organization of the City Government in 
1822. 

_ On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr. was elected 
Mayor, by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1840. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as 
Chairman of the Board in the interval between the death of Mr.

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OSMYN BREWSTER AND OTHERS. 


In Common Council, January 5, 1851. 


Referred to the Committee on Elections and Returns, 
with authority to print this remonstrance 
print; and to send for persons and papers. 


FRANCIS BRINLEY, 
President. 
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To the Honorable the Common Council of the City of 
Boston. 


Respectfully represent the undersigned citizens of 
Ward number Three in said City, that in the represen- 
tation to which said ward is by law entitled in the 
Honorable Council aforesaid, for the current year, there 
are two vacancies—only two persons having been law- 
fully returned, or elected for members thereof for the | 
_ current municipal year 1851—the same having been 
done on the day in the statute designated therefor, Dec. 
9th, 1850. 

That after that day no meeting or adjourned meeting 
of the citizens of said ward, under law, was held or 
provided for. ‘That nevertheless your petitioners have 
been informed that several persons, without any war- 
rant of law, and without any presence of any officer 
whatever legally constituted to hold or preside at any 
meeting of the citizens of said ward—did assume to pre- 
tend an election was had on Tuesday, the 10th day of 
December last—at an alleged adjourned meeting of 
the citizens of said ward, to fill said vacancies—and did 
further assume to direct and make a purported return 
as of an election of two persons to be members of the 
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Common Council aforesaid, to wit: Andrew Abbott 
and Thomas Sprague, (as well as to fill other vacancies 
which still exist in the board of officers, by law contem- 
plated for said ward—in regard to which the undersign- 
ed or others have memorialized the Honorable Board 
of the Mayor and Aldermen of said City.) 

And the undersigned request especial attention to the 
following extract from the legally authenticated records 
of the meeting held in said ward pursuant to the war- 
rant for the said late municipal election, on Dec. 9th, 
VIZ ; 

« After the Warden had declared the result of the 
balloting (it being about eight o’clock in the evening, ) 
as it was ascertained that vacancies existed for two 
Common Councilmen, Warden, and three Inspectors of 
Elections, a motion was made to proceed to fill vacan- 
cies immediately, the poll to be kept open forty-five 
minutes. 'The Warden decided that the motion was not 
in order at that time, as it was not a ‘ convenient time’ 
to hold an election. 

“Tt was then moved that the meeting be now dissolv- 
ed, which motion was put by the Warden and decided 
in the negative. 

« Following this, it was moved that the meeting be ad- 
journed to Wednesday at 12 o'clock, M., for the pur- 
pose of completing the election, and that the poll be 
open therefor till 4 o’clock, P. M. This motion was 
also put and lost, as well as a similar motion substitut- 
ing Thursday for Wednesday. | 

“Tt was then again moved that the meeting proceed 
to fill vacancies this evening, whereupon the Warden 
re-affirmed his decision that such a motion was not in 
order. An appeal was taken from his decision, and 


s 
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the decision was not sustained, the question on the ap- 
peal being put by the clerk. It was now proposed to 
adjourn to 12 o'clock, midnight ; which proposition, 
however, was not considered. The Warden then offered 
some remarks as to the impropriety of the proposed 
proceedings, alluding to the arduous duty he had per- 
formed during the day, &c., and stated that he should 
be obliged to leave the meeting, feeling justified in his 
course by the construction he put upon the law regu- 
lating elections, and that the meeting was of course at 
liberty to take such action as it pleased in the premises. 
The Warden then retired, and a motion was made that 
the meeting proceed to the choice of a Warden pro tem. 
The clerk decided the motion to be in his opinion, not. 
in order, and declined putting the question. No appeal 
was taken from his decision, on any question put there- 
on. After waiting in the room twenty to thirty min- 
utes, and no further action for the meeting being pro- 
posed during this time, the clerk also left the meeting, 
believing the same to be dissolved by common consent, 
according to established usage. 

«The clerk will further record, (not however, under- 
standing it to be a part of his required record,) that he, 
after an absence of some thirty minutes, returned to the 
ward room, and at the urgent request of several indi- 
viduals, consented to put the question to those present 
on 2 motion to adjourn without day, which was decided 
in the negative. 

« After the lapse of some half hour or more, during 
which time unsuccessful efforts were made to choose a 
Warden pro tem, the clerk was again urgently desired 
to put the question on a further motion to adjourn to 
the following evening, (‘Thursday, Dec. 10,) at 6 o'clock, 
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which he did, and declared an affirmative decision. 
Hereupon the assemblage dispersed. 

« The clerk would also record that he considered these 
proceedings to be wholly illegal; and the following 
day the officers of the ward being satisfied that such 
proceedings would not be countenanced by the proper 
authorities, concluded to take no part whatsoever in the 
doings of the presumed illegally adjourned meeting. 
Therefore the clerk was not present, (nor was the war- 
den) on the said Tuesday evening, nor at any later pub- 
lic meeting of citizens of the said ward; and no further 
proceedings have been had, to the knowledge of the 
clerk, which might seem to conduce towards a legal . 
election to fill the existing vacancies. | 


“Attest: Ss. A. BRADBURY, 
“ Clerk Ward 3.” 


And the undersigned further respectfully represent 
(as appears also from the said record) that at or prior 
to any supposed effectuation of an adjournment, no 
“Warden” nor any “ Warden or Moderator” pro tem, 
and no Clerk pro item, was or were at any time chosen 
or sworn in the presence of either the regular War- 
den, or the regular Clerk; and that at any alleged ad- 
journed meeting from, or adjournment of said annual 
meeting, begun on Monday, Dec. 9th, there was present 
no chosen or sworn Warden or Clerk (and no person 
whatever authorized) to call to order or to.begin such 
alleged adjourned meeting, or, to begin any proceedings 
thereat,—further than any voter in said ward whatever 
might be without election or oath—both which are re- 
quisite by the only law whereby said City exists, or it 
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or any one claiming authority under it or its charter, 
can lawfully act to any legal purpose or end whatever. 

And the undersigned further suggest that it clearly 
appears, from the third section of the charter of said 
City, that the Clerk had no authority to preside for the 
choice of a Warden, or “a Warden or Moderator pro 
tempore,’ the time being none other than at an ‘““An- 
nual Meeting,” and not “at the opening thereof,” but 
far from it. 

And the undersigned further suggest that in no case 
is it legally competent for the Clerk to preside for the 
purpose of an adjournment, or for any other than the 
choice of “ a Warden,” at “ the opening” of an “ Annual 
Meeting,” or of “Moderator or Warden pro tempore,” 
at some “other meeting.” ==} 

And the undersigned further suggest that the meet- 
ing having been once dissolved by common consent, at 
or before the time when the Clerk so left the place of 
‘meeting on Monday night, nothing short of a new war- 
rant from the proper authorities could give authenticity 
or legal effect to any further proceedings. 

And that for some or all of the foregoing reasons, , 
and others that may be adduced, any pretended election, 
or any purported return as of an election of members 
to said Council from said ward at any adjourned meet- 
ing, or any meeting later than that to which the above 
stated record relates, are wholly unauthorized and void.

OF THE 


BOARD OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


Establishment of the Public Schools: 


By a special enactment of the Legislature of the 
Commonwealth, passed in the year 1835,* twenty-four 
persons are annually elected, two in each Ward of the 
City, who, with the Mayor and President of the Common 
Council, constitute the School Committee, and have the 
superintendence of the Public Schools. These are, one 
Latin Grammar School, one English High School, twenty- 
two Grammar and Writing Schools, and one hundred and 
eighty-eight Primary Schools, in which instruction is free- 
ly given to children of both sexes, who reside in the City, 
commencing at the age of four years.

CHAPTER, I. 
Organization of the Board. 


Sect 1. ‘The first meeting of the Board shall be held 
early in January. The Mayor shall be Chairman. A 


é ; z a 
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Secretary shall be chosen by the Board. A Visiting 
Committee for each School, consisting of five for the 
Latin School and English High School, respectively, and 
three for each of the other Schools; a Committee on 
Books, consisting of five members ; a Committee of Con- 
ference with the Primary School Committee, consisting of 
three members; a Committee on the Erection, Alteration, 
and Ventilation of School Houses, consisting of three 
members; and a Committee on Temporary Instruction, 
consisting of three members; shall be appointed by the 
Chairman, subject to the approval of the Board. 

Srct. 2. Whenever it is proposed to erect or alter 
any School House, the Sub-Committee of that School 
shall be joined with the Committee on the Hrection of 
School Houses, and together, they shall constitute the 
Committee on the Erection, Alteration, and Ventilation 
of such School House. 

Sect. 3. Stated quarterly meetings of the Board shall 
be held on the first Tuesday of February, May, August 
and November, at 4 o’clock, P. M., at such place as the 
Chairman may direct ; and special’ meetings may be held 
whenever necessary. No meeting shall be called, howev- 
er, upon shorter notice than twenty-four hours. 

Sect. 4. A majority of the Board (thirteen members 
excluswe of the presiding officer,) is requisite to constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sect. 5. In January, annually, this Board shall nom- 
inate and appoint a suitable number of gentlemen, whose 
duty shall be to provide instruction for children between 
four and eight years of age, by means of the Prunary 
Schools, and shall authorize the Committee of these schools 
to organize their body and regulate their proceedings as 
they may deem most convenient, and to remove such 
members thereof as, in their opinion, do not attend to their 
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duties, and to fill all vacancies which may occur in the 
same, during the year; and this Board will respectfully 
receive ‘from them such communications as they may 


please to make on the subject of those Schools. 


CHAPTER IL. 
fights and Duties of the Chairman. 


Sxcr. 1. The Chairman shall take the chair precisely 
at the hour appointed for the meeting of the Board; he 
shall call the members to order, and on the appearance of 
a quorum, shall cause the minutes of the preceding 
meeting to be read, and proceed to business. In the ab- 
sence of the Chairman, the President of the Common 
Council shall take the chair; and in the absence of both, 


the Board shall choose a Chairman pro tempore. 


Secor. 2. The Chairman shall call a special meeting of 
the Board, whenever he may deem it necessary, or at the 
request in writing of any two members; and, except 
when otherwise provided for, he shall be the organ of 
communication with the other branches of the City Gov- 
ernment, in matters relative to any votes or doings of 
this body, which may have respect to a co-operation with 
them in the transaction of business. 

Sucr. 3. He shall preserve decorum and order in the 
meetings; he may speak to points of order in preference 
to other members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Board, on motion of any 
member, regularly seconded. 

Sror. 4. He shall declare all votes; but if any mem- 
ber doubt the vote, the Chairman, without further debate 
upon the question, shall require the members voting, to 
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rise and stand until they are counted, and he shall declare 
the result. 

Srot. 5. He shall rise to address the Board, or to put 
a question, but may read sitting. 

Srcr. 6. The Chairman may call any member to the 
chair; provided such substitution shall not continue 
longer than one meeting. When the Board shall deter- 
mine to go into Committee of the Whole, the Chairman 
shall appoint the member who shall take the chair. The 
Chairman may express his opinion on any subject under 
debate ; but in such case, he shall leave the chair, and 
appoint some other member to take it; and he shall not 
resume the chair while the same question is pending. 
But the Chairman may state facts, and give his opinion 
on questions of order, without leaving his place. 

Secr. 7. When any member shall require a question 
to be taken by Yeas and Nays, the Chairman shall take 
the sense of the Board in that, manner, provided one-third 
of the members present are in favor of it. 

Secr. 8 He shall propound all questions in the order 
in which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion 
shall be previous in its nature; except that, in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum, and the longest 
time, shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is seconded, and stated by 
the Chairman, it shall be disposed of by vote of the Board, 
unless the mover withdraw it before a decision or an 
amendment. 

Sect. 10. The Chairman shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, unless a member has posses- 
sion of the floor, or any question has been put and not 
decided; and said motion to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. 

sect. 11. He shall put the previous question in the 
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following form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?”?— 
and all amendments or further debate of the main ques- 
tion shall be suspended, until the previous question shall 
have been decided ; and the previous question shall not 
be put unless a majority of the members present are in 
favor of it. 

Sxcr. 12. When two or more members happen to rise 
at the same time, the Chairman shall name the member 
who is first to speak. 

Sect. 13. All Committees shall be nominated by the 
Chairman, unless otherwise ordered. 


CHAPTER. III. 
Rights and Duties of Members. 


Sect. 1. When any member is about to speak in 
debate, or to deliver any matter to the Board, he shall 
rise in his place, and respectfully address the Chairman ; 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personality. He shall sit down as soon as he has 
done speaking. 

Szct. 2. No member, in debate, shall mention another 
member by his name ; but may describe him by the ward 
he represents, the place he sits in, or such other designa- 
tion as may be intelligible and respectful. 

Sect. 3. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to call to order, or to correct a 
mistake. But if any member in speaking, or otherwise, 
transgress the Rules of the Board, the Chairman shail, or 
any member may, call him to order; in which case the 
member so called to order, shall immediately sit down, 
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unless permitted to explain; and the Board, if appealed 
to, shall decide on the case, but without debate. 

Secr. 4. If a member violate any of the Rules and 
Orders of the Board, and the Board shall determine that 
ha has so transgressed, he shall not be allowed to speak, 
unless by way of excuse for the same, until he shall have 
made satisfaction therefor. 

Sect. 5. No member shall speak more than five 
minutes at any one time, on any motion or order under 
discussion, before the Board, nor more than twice to the 
same question, without first obtaining leave of the Board; 
nor more than once, until all other members, choosing to 
speak, shall have spoken. 

Secr. 6. When a motion is made and seconded, it 
shall be considered by the Board, and not otherwise ; and 
no member shall be permitted to submit a motion in wri- 
ting, until he has read the same in his place, and it has 
been seconded. 

Srecr. 7. When a question is under debate, no motion 
shall be received but to adjourn; to lay on the table; for 
the previous question; to postpone to a day certain; to 
commit; to amend; or to postpone indefinitely; which 
several motions shall have precedence, in the order in 
which they stand arranged. 

srcr. 8. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the Chairman direct, or any member of the Board re- 
quest it. 

Secr. 9. When a motion has once been made, and 
carried, in the affirmative or in the negative, it shall be 
in order for any member to move for a reconsideration, 
and if such motion is seconded, it shall be open to debate, 
and be disposed of by the Board. And in case the mo- 
tion be made at the same meeting, it shall be competent 
for a majority of the members present to pass a vote of 
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reconsideration :—but if it be made at a subsequent meet- 
ing, the subject shall not be reconsidered unless a majority 
of all the members of the Board shall vote therefor. But 
no more than one motion for the reconsideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. - esi 

Szcr. 10. No member shall be permitted to stand up, 
to the interruption of another, whilst any member is 
speaking ; or to pass unnecessarily between the Chairman 
and the person speaking. 

Sxcr. 11. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, shall give his vote, unless the Board, 
for special reasons, excuse him. 

Szcr. 12. On the “previous question,’ no member, > 
shall speak more than once without leave. 

Szcr. 13. All motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sscr. 14. The division of a question may be called 
for, when the sense will admit of it. 

Szor. 15. When the reading of a paper is called for, 
and the same is objected to by any member, it shall be 
determined by a vote of the Board. 

Sxct. 16. The consent of three-fourths of the members 
present at any meeting of the Board, shall be requisite 
for the repeal, amendment, or suspension of any standing 
Rule of the Board, or Regulation of the schools, unless 
the proposal for the same shall have lain upon the table 
for one week. 
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CHAPTER IV. 
} Duties of the Secretary. 


Sect. 1. The Secretary shall have charge of the 
records of the Board, and of all papers directed by them 
to be kept on his files; he shall keep a fair and full 
record of all the proceedings of the Board; he shall no- 
tify all stated and special meetings ; he shall notify the 
Chairman of every Committee appointed, stating the 
commission, and the names of the members; he shall 
notify the meetings of all Committees when requested by 
their Chairman ; he shall notify the instructors of their 
appointments; and shall give such other notices as the 
Board may require. 

Sect. 2. He shall prepare the annual report required 
by the statute of the Commonwealth. | Rev. St. ch. 23, 
§§ 62, 68, 64.] 

Sect. 3. At the quarterly meetings, in February and 
August, he shall present to the Board an abstract of the 
semi-annual returns of the Grammar and Writing Schools, 
and a schedule showing the number of teachers then em- 
ployed in each school, and the number to which each 
school is entitled according to the provision contained in 
the School Regulations.

CHAPTER V. 
Appomtment of Instructors. 


Sect. 1. In August annually, all the instructors in the 
public schools shall be elected, and their salaries voted ; 
and no alteration in the amount of salary of any in- 
structor shall be made at any other time. 

Sxor. 2. The masters of the several schools shall be 
elected by ballot, and not less than ten votes shall be 
necessary to a choice: the other instructors shall be elect- 
ed on nomination of their respective Sub-Committees, 
after they shall have conferred with the masters with 
whom said assistant instructors are to be associated. But 
no election of new assistant instructors shall be made by 
the Board until after they shall have been on trial three 
months previous to said election. 

Sect. 3. Whenever a master is to be elected for the 
first time in any of the Public Schools, the Secretary 
shall give public notice of the proposed election in such 
newspapers, and for such length of time, as the Board 
may by its order direct, and the notice shall specify that 
the Board will receive applications for the office until a 
day to be named therein. 

_ Secor. 4. All applications for the office of master shall 
be made in writing, and shall be lodged with the Secre- 
tary, together with any written evidence of qualification 
which the candidate may wish to present, on or before the 
day fixed in the notice above mentioned. 

Sucr. 5. At the meeting of the Board holden next 
after the expiration of the notice above mentioned, all the 
applications and written evidence shall be taken from the 
Secretary’s files and referred to an examining Committee, 
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to be composed of the Sub-Committee of the School in 
which the vacancy exists, and of the members from the 
two wards numerically nearest to the ward in which the 
School is situated, and they shall have interviews with 
he applicants and make personal examinations and in- 
quiries as to their qualifications; and any vacancies shall 
be filled by the Chairman of this Board. 

Srct. 6. At the meeting appointed for the examina- 
tion, the examining Committee shall examine the candi- 
dates according to the direction of the Statute, | ev. S?. 
ch. 23, § 13,] and always with reference to the office that 
is then to be filled, and none but members of this Board, 
the examining Committee, and the candidates under ex- 
amination, shall be present. 

Secor. 7. In case of vacancies in the Latin School or 
the English High School, the examining Committee shall 
consist of the Sub-Committees of the School in which the 
vacancy exists, and two other members of this Board to: 
be chosen by ballot. 

Szcr. 8. The examining Committee shall report to 
the Board, at some subsequent meeting, the names of all 
the applicants, and whether they are graduates of any 
College, and if so, when graduated, and if not graduated, 
how and where educated, and what has been their em- 
ployment, and the names of the persons recommending 
them severally, with their opinion of their qtalifications 
severally, and the Board shall then proceed to a choice 
by ballot. 

Sect. 9. The instructors shall hold their offices for one 
year unless sooner removed by vote of the Board, 
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CHAPTER VI 


Duties of Sub-Committees. 

Srcr. 1. The Sub-Committees shall examine the classes 
in their respective schools, at least once in each quarter 
of the year; and, according to the provisions of the 
statute, [ Rev. S?. ch. 23, § 16,] shall visit them not less 
than once each month, without giving previous notice to 
the instructors, and shall, at each quarterly meeting of 
the Board, make a report of the results of such monthly 
examinations. 

Secr. 2. The Chairman, or some member of such Sub- 
Committee, shall, at each quarterly meeting of the Board, 
make a report in writing, of their quarterly examination, 
and its results, of any occurrences affecting the standing 
or usefulness of the schools, of any accommodations or 
indulgences they may have granted to any instructor, or 
any alterations they may have authorized in their particu- 
lar school, and of the average quarterly attendance of the 
school reported on. And, at each quarterly meeting, the 
Chairman, or any member of each Sub-Committee who 
may be present, shall be called upon for such report; and 
in ease of omission to make it, the Board shall pass a vote, 
enjoining the Sub-Committee to proceed without delay 
in the performance of their duty, and shall adjourn to 
receive their report. 

Srcr. 3. The Sub-Committees shall determine on the 
scholars who are to receive the medals in their respective 
schools, and return the names to the Secretary, at least 
four days previous to the exhibition. It shall also be their 
duty, on the day of exhibition, to present the medals. 

Sect. 4. The number of medals and certificates of 
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merit to be awarded in each school, shall be based upon 
the number of pupils belonging to the school. Hach 
school shall be entitled.to one medal and one of each of 
the Certificates of Merit for every sixty scholars upon the 
School Register. But, in any school where the number 
of scholars in the first class is comparatively small, the 
number of medals awarded shall be proportionably less ; 
and it shall never exceed one third of the number of 
candidates examined. In any school where there are no 
scholars, much advanced in improvement, no medals shall 
be awarded. 
Sect. 5. General scholarship shall be taken into con- 
sideration in awarding the medals; and, in order that 
a just assignment may be made, the Sub-Committee shall 
critically examine the candidates, and inspect the class- 
bill. E 
Sect. 6. The Sub-Committees shall give their advice 
to the instructors on any emergency ; and take cognizance 
of any difficulty which may have occurred between the 
instructors and parents of pupils, or between the in- 
structors themselves, relative to the government or in- 
struction of the school. An appeal however to the whole 
Board is not hereby denied to any citizen or instructor. 
Secr. 7. In case of a vacancy in any school, in the 
place of either of the instructors, the Sub-Committee of 
the school may, if they think proper, appoint an instruc- 
tor pro tempore, and shail give notice of such vacancy to 
the Beard, in order that it may be filled by election ; and 
whenever instructors are nominated to any of the Gram- 
mar Schools, subject to the usual probation, they shall be 
considered entitled to the usual compensation, to com- 
mence with the time of their entering upon their duties. 
Sxct. 8. No pupil whose parents or guardian reside 
jn the City, shall he admitted to, or retained in any 
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school except that for the Section, in which such pupil 
resides, without the written consent of the Sub-Commit- 
tees, both of the school to which the pupil belongs, and 
of that to which admission is sought :—the latter Com- 
mittee shall report the case to the Board of School Com- 
mittee, at the next meeting of the Board, with the reasons 
for such transfer, and if the action of the Sub-Committees 
is not confirmed by the Board, or if said Report is not 
made to the Board at said meeting, it shall be the duty 
of the master or masters of the school, into which the 
child shall have been admitted, immediately to discharge 
said pupil. 

Secor. 9. The Sub-Committee, in their periodical visi- 
tations of the schools, shall examine into the condition of 
the school houses, and yards and out buildings connected 
therewith, and the result of such examination shall be 
stated in their quarterly reports. 

Secr. 10. In addition to these specific duties of the 
Sub-Committees, it shall be their duty, generally, to 
make any temporary’ arrangement which they may find 
necessary, relative to their schools, or the convenience of 
the instructors, in cases not provided for by the general 
regulations. 

Sror. 11. All the official acts of Sub-Committees shall 
be done in meetings of the same, duly notified, and shall, 
in every instance, be expressive of the sense of a major- 
ity of any such Committee, and, when reported to the 
Board, shall be submitted in writing. 

Sect. 12. Although the interest of the schools de- 
mands Sub-Committees of the Board, each member shall 
consider it his duty to watch over all the public schools 
in the city, to attend their visitations, exhibitions, and ex- 
aminations, and to visit them at other times according to 


his ability. 
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Srct. 13. At the quarterly meeting in February, an 
Examining Committee shall be appointed, consisting of 
nine members, for the English Grammar and the Writing 
Schools; which Committee shall be joined by as many 
other members of the Board, as can conveniently attend, 
This Committee shall, in May, June or July, visit all the 
above described schools and critically examine the pupils 
of all the classes in all the studies prescribed by the Regu- 
lations, in order to ascertain the condition of the schools; 
and shall report previously to the annual election of the 
Instructors ; that the appointments of the Board on that 
occasion may be judiciously made. A similar annual and 
critical examination shall be made in May, June or July, 
of the Latin School and of the English High School by 
the respective Visiting Committees of those schools; and 
a similar report for the same purpose, and embracing the 
same objects, shall be made by each of these Committees, 
the report in each and every instance shall be the report 
of a majority of the Committee, and all the Reports of 
these Committees, after they shall have been accepted, 
shall be printed and distributed among the citizens in 
sufficient numbers, to give at least one copy to each 
family. 

Sect. 14, Instruction in Music shall be given to the 
first and second classes in each of the Grammar Schools 
of this City, in addition to exercises in vocal music, in 
which the whole school may take a part; there shall be 
two lessons, of thirty minutes each, to each school every 
week ; the day and the hour, at which said lessons are 
given, to be determined by the Sub-Committee of each 
school. 

2. The Sub-Committee shall nominate to this Board, 
lor confirmation, some suitably qualified person, as teacher 
of Musie. in the school, of which said Sub-Committee has 
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charge, and the compensation of said Teacher of Music 
shall be one hundred dollars per annum for each school ; 
this sum to include the consideration for the use of a 
pianoforte, which instrument each teacher shall provide ° 
for himself. 

3. Hach Music Teacher so appointed, shall be required 
to instruct personally, in his school, except when prevented 
by sickness, or other unavoidable casualty. 

4. The musical text-book now used in any school, 
shall be continued in said school until otherwise ordered 
by this Board. 

5. The several Sub-Committees shall make the char- 
acter, condition, progress, &c., of musical instruction in 
their several schools a part of their quarterly reports. 

Srcr. 15. Whenever it is proposed to build or alter 
any school house, the Sub-Committee on the building, 
alteration and ventilation of such school house, shall send 
a message to the Common Council of the City of Boston, 
respectfully requesting the Committee on Public Build-— 
ings to confer with them respecting such construction or 
alteration. And it shall be the duty of such Sub-Com- 
mittee, early in the month of January, to ascertain and 
consider all applications for the erection of new school 
houses, and all requisite repairs and alterations, and to 
bring such wants to the attention of the City Government 
in season to be incorporated with the annual appropria- 
tion. 

Sect. 16. It shall also be the duty of said Committee 
to exercise a general supervision over the warming and 
ventilation of the several school houses throughout the 
year. 


REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


CHAPTER I. 


Regulations common to all the Pubhe Schools under the wn- 
mediate Superintendence of the School Committee. 


Srct. 1. The instructors shall punctually observe the 
hours appointed for opening and dismissing the schools ; 
and, during school hours, shall faithfully devote themselves 
to the public service. 

Sxct. 2. The morning exercises of all the schools 
shall commence with the reading of the scriptures, and 


the Board recommend that the reading be followed with — 


prayer by the master. 

Sect. 3. Instruction in morals shall be daily given in 
each of the schools, in conformity with the provisions of 
the Rev. St. chap. 23, § 7. 

Secr. 4. In the relation existing between the instruc- 
tors, the masters shall hold priority of rank; and their 
direction shall be followed by the other instructors, in the 
business of the schools. 


= a 
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Secr. 5. Every master shall keep a register of his 
school, in which he shall record the names, ages, dates of 
admission, and places of residence of his scholars. In 
addition to this register, class-bills shall be kept, in which 
shall be entered the daily absence of the scholars, and 
such notes of their class exercises, as may exhibit a view 
of their advancement and standing. 

Sect. 6. ‘The master shall examine the pupils under 
the care of the other teachers in the school, as often as he 
can, consistently with proper attention to those whom he 
has immediately in charge. 

Sect. 7. ‘The masters shall make to the Secretary of 
the Board semi-annual returns, on the first weeks of Feb- 
ruary and August, of the number of pupils then actually 
belonging to their schools, conformably to the blanks pre- 
pared for this purpose. 

Sect. 8. The instructors shall practice such discipline 
in the schools as would be exercised by a kind, judicious 
parent in his family; and shall avoid corporal punish- 
ment in all cases where good order can be preserved by 
milder measures. When inflicted it shall take place in 
the presence of the school, arid it shall be the duty of the 
several masters and teachers in the public schools in the 
immediate charge of this Board, to keep a record of all 
inflictions of corporal punishment, which shall be submit- 
ted to the quarterly examination of the Sub-Committees. 
By “corporal punishment” is understood all inflictions of 
bodily pain. Said record shall not be preserved beyond 
each quarterly examination. 

srct. 9. For violent or pointed opposition to his au- 
thority, in any particular instance, a master may exclude 
a child from school, for the time being, and thereupon he 
shall inform the parent or guardian of the measure, and 
shall apply to the Sub-Committee for advice and direction, 
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Sxcr. 10. When the example of any pupil is very in- 
jurious, and in all cases, where reformation appears hope- 
less, it shall be the duty of any master, with the appro- 
bation of the Sub-Committee, to suspend or expel such 
pupil from the school. But any child under this public 
censure, who shall have expressed to the master his regret 
for his folly or indiscretion, as openly and explicitly as 
the nature of the case may require, and shall have given 
evidence of amendment, shall, with the previous consent 
of said Committee, be reinstated in the privileges of the 
school. 

Secr. 11. -To promote the well-being of their pupils, 
it shall be the duty of the instructors, as far as is practi- 
cable, to exercise a general inspection over them, as well 
out of school as within its walls; and on all suitable oc- 
casions to inculcate upon them the principles of truth and 
virtue. | | 

Secr. 12. In cases of difficulty in the discharge of 
their official duties, or when they may desire any tempo- 
rary indulgence, the instructors shall apply to the Sub- 
Committees of their respective schools for advice and di- 
rection. 

Srect. 15. Whenever any instructor shall be absent 
from School, and a temporary instructor rendered neces- 
sary, the amount required for said substitution shall be 


withdrawn from the salary of the absentee; unless upon ~ 


a representation of the case by petition, the Board shall 
refer the same to the Standing Committee on Temporary 
Instruction, upon whose report to that effect an allowance 
may be made. 

Sect. 14. It shall be the duty of the masters to give 
vigilant attention to the ventilation and temperature of 
the school-rooms. A regular system of ventilation shall 
be practised, as well in winter as in summer, by which 
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the air in the rooms shall be effectually changed, at the 
end of each school-session, before the house shall be closed. 

Sect. 15. The masters of the several schools shall 
prescribe such rules for the use of the yards and out- 
buildings connected with the school houses, as shall insure 
their being kept in a neat and proper condition, and shall 
examine them as often as may be necessary for such 
purpose, and they shall be holden responsible for any 
want of neatness or cleanliness about their premises. 

Secr. 16. No instructor in the public schools shall be 
allowed to keep a private school of any description what- 
ever, or to attend to the instruction of any private pupils, 
before 6 o'clock, P. M., except on Wednesday and Satur- 
day afternoons, nor be engaged as editor of any newspa- 
per, or of any religious or political periodical. 

Secr. 17. The instructors shall not award medals or 
other prizes, to the pupils under their charge. 

Scr. 18. No subscription or contribution, for any 
purpose whatever, shall be introduced into any public 
school. 

Srecr. 19. No advertisement of any kind shall be read 
by the teacher of any school to the pupils thereof, or post- 
ed up within any school house, or upon any building or 
fence belonging to the same; except those authorized by 
the Mayor, or Sub-Committee of the school. 

Secr. 20. The books used, and the studies pursued, 
in all the public schools, shall be such, and such only, as 
may be authorized by the Board, or as may be tempora- 
rily permitted by the Sub-Committee. 

Sect. 21. No pupils shall be allowed to retain their 
connexion with any of the public schools, unless they are 
furnished with the books and utensils regularly required 
to be used in the schools respectively, except by permis- 
sion of the Sub-Committee. 
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Sect. 22. In cases where children are in danger of 
being deprived of the advantages of education by reason 
of inability to obtain books, through the poverty or negli- 
gence of parents or guardians, the several Sub-Commit- 
tees are authorized, on behalf of the School Committee, to 
carry out the provisions of the statute on this subject. 
[ Rev. Stat. chap. 23, §§ 20, 21, 22. ] 

Secr. 23. Tardiness beyond five minutes, shall be 
considered a violation of school hours, and_ shall subject 
delinquents to such penalty as the nature of the case may 
require. ; 

Srot. 24. The school rooms of all the schools under 
the immediate charge of this Board, shall be opened daily 
Jifteen minutes before the time prescribed for commencing 
the schools—the object being to afford a shelter to those 
scholars, who may arrive early at the school house. 

Secr. 25. Pupils shall not be absent from school ex- 
cept on account of sickness, or other urgent reason. 

Sect. 26. There shall be a recess of from five to ten 
minutes for every pupil each half day. 

Srct. 27. No pupil shall be allowed to depart before 
the appointed hours of leaving school, except in case of 
sickness or some pressing emergency ; and the master’s 
consent must first be obtained. 

Sect. 28. No pupil shall be admitted to the privileges 
of one school who has been expelled from another, or 
while under sentence of suspension, unless by a vote of 
the Board. 

Secr. 29. Pupils going from the public Grammar 
and Writing Schools to the Latin, or the English High 
School, shall carry certificates from the masters of the 
school which they shall leave, setting forth their charac- 
ter and qualifications, without which they shall not be 
admitted. 
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Sect. 30. No child whose parents or guardian have 
not a legal residence in the city of Boston shall be ad- 
mitted to the Public Schools. And no child having only 
a temporary residence expressly for the purpose of at- 
tending the Public Schools shall be allowed to attend 
them. 

Sct. 31. No pupil shall be admitted into any of the 
public schools, without a certificate from a physician, 
that he or she has been vaccinated, or otherwise secured 
against the small pox; but this certificate shall not be 
required of pupils who go from one public school to 
another. 

Szcr. 32. There shall be annually an exhibition of 
the Latin School, on the Monday preceding the third 
Wednesday in July; and an exhibition of the English 
High School, on the Monday preceding the last Wednes- 
day in July; and, on the day succeeding the exhibition 
of the English High School, there shall be an exhibition of 
the several Grammar and Writing Schools; at which ex- 
hibitions the medals and prizes. shall be conferred upon 
the pupils. The hours for the exhibitions of the sev- 
eral schools shall be arranged by the Chairman of the 
Board. 

Secr. 33. The following holydays and vacations shall 
be granted to the schools, viz:—every Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoon, throughout the year ; Christmas day, 
May day, and Fast day; Thanksgiving week; one day 
in each year for the general training, when in Boston ; the 
fourth of July ; two weeks commencing on the Monday 
preceding the last Wednesday in May ; the remainder of 
the week after the exhibition of the Latin School, in July, 
and the five succeeding weeks to said Latin School; the 
remainder of the week after the exhibition of the English 
High School, in July, and the five succeeding weeks to 
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said English High School; and the remainder of the 
week after the exhibition of the Grammar and Writing 
Schools, in July, with the four succeeding weeks to said 
Grammar and Writing Schools ; and the Chairman of the 
Board is authorized to suspend the schools on such public 
occasions as he may think proper, not exceeding three days 
in the year. In addition to these holydays the Latin and 
English High Schools shall be entitled to the three days 
of public exhibition at Harvard University. No other 
holydays shall be allowed except by special vote of the 
Board. 


CHAPTER IL 
Regulations of the Grammar and Writing Schools. 


Sror. 1. These schools are the second in order in the 
system of public education established in this city. The 
following are their names, situation, and date of establish- 
ment.

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Sect. 2. In these schools are taught the common 
branches of an English education. They are organized 
on three different plans. 

First Plan. Tn the Eliot, Boylston, Bowdoin, Wells, 
Mather, Brimmer, Phillips, and Otis Schools, there are two 
halls, occupied by two departments, one of which isa 
Grammar and the other a Writing School. The pupils 
are organized in two divisions. While one division at- 
tends the Grammar, the other attends the Writing 
School. Thus the two departments exchange pupils half 
daily. In the Grammar department, the pupils are 
taught chiefly Spelling, Reading, English Grammar, Geog- 
raphy, and History; and in the Writing department, 
Writing, Arithmetic, Algebra, Natural Philosophy, and 
Drawing. 

Second Plan. In the Johnson, Winthrop, Lyman, En- 
dicott, Dwight and Chapman Schools, there are two de- 
partments, entirely distinct, each under the control of sep- 
arate instructors. 

Third Plan. The Mayhew, Quincy, Adams, Hancock, 
Franklin, Bigelow, Hawes and Smith Schools, are each 
under the charge of one head master, who has the direc- 
tion of the whole course of education. 

In the schools on the first pn, for boys exclusively, 
each department shall be instructed by a master, an ush- 
er, and a female assistant. In the schools on the first 
plan, for girls exclusively, each department shall be in- 
structed by a master and three female assistants. In the 
mixed schools on the first plan, each department shall be 
instructed either by a master, an usher, and one female 
assistant, or by a master and three female assistants, at 
the option of the Sub-Committee. 

In the schools on the second plan, each department 
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shall be instructed by a master and three female as- 
- sistants. 

The schools on the third plan shall each be instructed 
by a master, a UPR NE an usher, and three female 
assistants. 

By a special vote of the Board, the Mayhew and the 
Quincy schools, are allowed two ushers each. 

Sect. 3. These shall be subject to the following regu- 
lations, in addition to those provided in the preceding 
chapter. 

Sect. 4. Each school or department shall be allowed 
a teacher for every fifty-five pupils on the register, and an 
additional female assistant may be appointed whenever 
there are thirty scholars above the complement for the 
teachers already in the school department ; and whenev- 
er the number of pupils on the register shall be reduced 
to thirty less than such complement, one female assistant 
shall be removed from such school or department. 

Sect. 5. Any pupil may be admitted into the Gram- 
mar and Writing Schools, who on examination by the 
master, or either of his assistants, shall be found able to 
read, at first sight easy prose; to spell common words of 
one or two sylables; to distinguish the name and marks 
of punctuation ; to perform mentally such simple questions 
in addition, subtraction and division, as are found in Part 
First of Emerson’s North American Arithmetic; to an- 
swer readily to any proposed combination of the Mullti- 
plication Table, in which neither factor exceeds ten; to 
read and write Arabic numbers, containing three figures 
and the Roman numerals as far as the sign for one hun- 
dred ; and to enunciate, clearly and accurately, the elemen- 
tary sounds of our language. And no pupil who does not 
possess these qualifications, shall be admitted into any 
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Grammar School, except by special permit of the Sub- 
Committee. 

Sect. 6. Children coming from the Primary Schools 
to the Grammar Schools, and bringing from a member of 
the Primary School Committee a certificate of the requi- 
site qualifications, shall not be rejected on account of want 
of qualifications, unless the rejection shall be sanctioned 
by the Sub-Committee of the Grammar Schools, to pagel 
application for admission shall have been made. 

Sect. 7. In case any applicant shall be rejected by 
the master, an appeal may be made to the Sub-Committee 
of the School. 

Secr. 8. Pupils from the Primary Schools can be ad- 
mitted into the Grammar Schools only on the first Mon- 
days of September and March, and all other pupils shall 
be admitted only on the first Mondays of the calendar 
months ; provided, however, that transfers from one Gram- 


-mar School to another may be made at any time, and that 


the Sub-Committee shall have discretionary power to ad- 
mit pupils, possessing the necessary qualifications, at oth- 
er times than those mentioned. ‘This rule shall not ap- 
ply to children coming from the Intermediate Schools. 

Srecr. 9. Every pupil who shall be transferred from 
one School to another, shall be the bearer of a certificate 
from the master or masters of the school which he leaves, 
expressing his standing and character, which shall be de- 
manded of him, as a condition of his admission, by the 
master to whom he applies for that purpose. In this case 
no examination of qualifications shall be required. 

Secr. 10. Boys shall not be permitted to retain their 
places in these schools beyond the day of the next annual 
exhibition, after they shall have arrived at fourteen years 
of age, unless by special leave of the Sub-Committee. 
Girls shall be allowed to attend these schools until the 
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next annual exhibition, after they shall have arrived at 
the age of sixteen. 

Secr. 11. The several masters of the Grammar and 
Writing Departments of the Grammar Schools, shall re- 
port to the Mayor, on the first Monday of each month, 
whether there are in the schools under their charge, any 
children who are incorrigibly stubborn, or habitually 
truant, and if so, their names and their residences, and 
the names of their parents when known.* 


*STATUTE OF THE COMMONWEALTH. 
Act of 1850. Chapter 294. 


Sect. 1. Each of the several cities and towns, in this Commonwealth, is au- 
thorized and empowered to make all needful provisions and arrangements con- 
cerning habitual truants, and children not attending school, without any regular 
and lawful occupation, growing up in ignorance, between the ages of six and 
fifteen years; and also all such ordinances and by-laws, respecting such chil- 
dren, as shall be deemed most conducive to their welfare, and the good order of 
such city or town; and there shall be annexed to such ordinances, suitable penal- 
ties, not exceeding for any one breach, a fine of twenty dollars: provided, that 
such ordinances and by-laws shall be approved by the Court of Common Pleas 
for the County, and shall not be repugnant to the laws of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 2. The several cities and towns, availing themselves of the provisions, 
of this act, shall appoint, at the annual meeting of said towns, or annually by the 
mayor and aldermen of said cities, three or more persons, who alone shall be au- 
thorized to make the complaints, in every case of violation of said ordinances or 
by-laws, to the justice of the peace, or other judicial officer, who, by said ordinan- 
ces, shall have jurisdiction in the matter, which persons, thus appointed, shall alone 
have authority to carry into execution the judgments of said justices of the peace 
or other judicial officer. 

Sect. 3. The said justices of the peace, or other judicial officers, shall, in all 
cases, at their discretion, in place of the fine aforesaid, be authorized to order chil- 
dren, proved before them to be growing up in truancy, and without the benefit of 
the education provided for them by law, to be placed for the periods of time as 
they may judge expedient, in such institutions of instruction, or house of reforma- 
tion, or other suitable situation, as may be assigned or provided for the purpose, 
under the authority conveyed by the first section, in each city or town availing it- 
self of the powers herein granted. 


ORDINANCE OF THE CITY. 


Srcr, 1, The City of Boston hereby adopts the two hundred ninety-fourth

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Secr. 12. Pupils in the schools on the first plan shall 
attend equally in both departments, unless specially per- 
mitted by the Sub-Committee to attend generally or ex- 
clusively in one. 

Secr. 18. From the first Monday in April, to the first 
Monday in October, annually, the hours for keeping the 
schools shall be from 8 o’clock, A. M. until 11, and from 
2 o'clock P.M. until 5; and from the first Monday in 
October, to the first Monday in April, from 9 to 12, and 
and from 2 to half past 4. 

Srecr. 14. The masters of the Grammar Schools for 
Girls may keep school till one o’clock on days when the 
weather is such as, in their judgment, renders it expedi- 
ent; and may dispense with the afternoon session on 
those days. And they shall keep a record of the days, 
on which they have exercised this privilege, and shall 
report the same quarterly to the Sub-Committees of their 
respective schools, who shall insert the days in their 
Quarterly Reports to this Board. 

Sect. 15. The recess in all the schools shall take 


chapter of the laws of the Commonwealth for the year one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty entitled “ An Act concerning Truant children and absentees from school.” 

Secr. 2. <Any of the persons described in the first section of said act, upon 
conviction of any offence therein described, shall be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars: and the senior justice by appointment, of the police court, 
shall have jurisdiction of the offences set forth in said act. 

Sxcr. 3. The house for the employment and reformation of juvenile offenders 
is hereby assigned and provided as the institution of instruction, house of refor- 
mation or suitable situation, mentioned in the third section of this act. [Passed 
October 21, 1850.] 


This Ordinance was presented to the Court of Common Pleas for the county of 
Suffolk, at the October Term, 1850, and was approved by the Court. And ata 
meeting of the Mayor and Aldermen of the city, held on the thirty-first day of 
January, 1851, three officers were appointed in accordance with the second section 
of the statute, whose duty it is to attend to all cases of truancy reported to the 
Mayor, by the masters or sub-Committees of the several schools. 
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place as nearly as may be at the expiration of one-half of 
each school session, but in schools where there are two 
departments, there shall be an interval of fifteen min- 
utes between the times of recess of the several de- ~ 
partments. 

Sect. 16. Hach school or department of a school shall 
be divided into four classes, subject to such sub-divisions 
as the master may judge expedient. But no pupils are 
to be promoted from one class to another, till they are 
familliar with all the lessons of the class from which they 
are to be transferred, except for special reasons satisfac- 
tory to the Sub-Committee. 

Sect. 17. ‘The order of attendance in the schools on 
the first plan, where both sexes attend, shall be as follows : 
—On the first week after the summer vacation, the boys 
shall attend the Grammar School and the girls the Writ- 
ing School in the morning ; and the boys shall attend the 
Writing School and the girls the Grammar School in the 
afternoon. ‘The week following the order shall be re- 
versed, and this alternation shall continue through the 
year; the weeks of vacation not being counted. 

Sect. 18. In the schools on the first plan, where only 
one sex attend, each of the four classes shall be divided 
into two divisions, nearly equal in numbers, and the order 
of attendance shall be as follows:—On the first week 
after the summer vacation, the first divisions shall attend 
the Grammar School and the second divisions the Writing 
School in the morning; and the second divisions shall 
attend the Grammar School and the first divisions the 
Writing School in the afternoon. The week following 
the order shall be reversed, and this alternation shall be 
continued through the year, the weeks of vacation not 
being counted. In the schools on the second and third 
plans, the order of attendance and the sub-divisions of 
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the classes shall be arranged by the Sub-Committees 
of such schools, upon consultation with the instructors. 

Sror. 19. The books and exercises for the several 
classes in the schools upon the first plan, shall be as 
follows : 

In the Grammar Department.

Class 1. No. 1. American First Class Book. 2. 
Woodbridge’s School Geography and Atlas. 3. Worces- 
ter’s History. 4. Worcester’s School Dictionary. 5.

Green’s Analysis. 7. Wayland’s Moral Science, (abridge- 
ment.) 8. Exercises in Map Drawing. 9. Exercises in 
Composition and Declamation. 

This department of the school shall also be furnished 
with Green’s Chart of Sentences, one set of Pelton’s Out- 
line Maps; Fowle’s large Map of Massachusetts; and 
one of Loring’s twelve inch Terrestial Globes on a metal 
stand. 

Sect. 20. In the Writing Department, the books and 
exercises shall be the following: 
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Class 4. No. 1. Writing in books, on Root’s, Northend’s 
or Winchester’s: system. 2. Greenleaf’s Mental Arithmetic. 
3. Drawing. 

Class 3. No.1. Writing as in the 4th class. 2. North 
American Arithmetic, part second. 3. Drawing. 

Class 2. No.1. Writing in the Boston School Writ- 
ing Books, with engraved or written copies. 2. N. A. 
Arithmetic, part second. 38. Drawing. 4. Robinson’s 
Book Keeping. 

Class 1. No, 1. Writing in Boston School Writing 
Books. 2. North American Arithmetic, part third; or, 
Robinson’s American Arithmetic. 3. Robinson’s Book 
Keeping. 4. Drawing. 5. Parkers Compendium of 
Natural and Experimental Philosophy, or Olmsted’s Ru- 
diments of Natural Philosophy and Astronomy. 

The Sub-Committee of each School may supply this 
department with a set of Wightman’s Philosophical Ap- 
paratus, in conformity with a list. and schedule* adopted 
May 19, 1847; and it shall be the duty of the masters to 
use this apparatus in explaining the principles of Natural 
Philosophy. 

Sect. 21. The following studies and books may be 
introduced at the discretion of the master, but not to the 
neglect of any of the above mentioned studies. Geome- 
try, with Tillinghast’s Plane Geometry as a text book. 
Algebra, with Sherwin’s School Algebra as a text-book. 
Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic. TF. A. Adams’s Arithmetic, 
in two parts. And in the first and second classes, Chap- 
man’s American Drawing Book. 

Sect. 22. The masters shall prohibit the use of Keys 
to Arithmetic and Algebra by their pupils. 

Sxcr. 23. Any master who desires it, may be furnished 


*See Appendix for this list. 
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at the expense of the city, with James Henry’s Chart, 
called the Family and School Monitor, and with Way- 
land’s Elements of Moral Science. 

Srcr. 24. In the schools on the second, and in those 
on the third plan, the same text books and apparatus shall 
be used as in those on the first plan, with the exceptions 
specified in the 25th section. The arrangement of the 
studies, and the period in the course, at which the several 
books and studies shall be introduced, shall be left to the 
discretion of the masters and of the Sub-Committees of the 
several schools. 

Sror. 25. In the schools for Girls, Tower’s Gradual 
Reader shall be used, in place of Swan’s Primary School 
Reader, in the fourth class; and Russell’s Sequel to the 
Primary Reader in the third class. Plain sewing may be 
taught, instead of drawing, in the third and fourth classes, 
and Smellie’s Philosophy of Natural History may be in- 
troduced in the second and first classes. 


CHAPTER ILL 
Regulations of the Smith School. 


Sect. 1. This school is situated in Belknap street. 
It was instituted in 1812, and designed for the instruction 
of colored children of both sexes. The expenses of the 
school are defrayed in part by the income of a legacy 
from the late Abiel Smith, Esq. 

Sxcr. 2. The colored population in the City not being 
sufficiently numerous to require more than one school, it 
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has been thought proper to provide in this, the means 
of instruction in all the branches of learning, which 
are taught in the several orders of schools for white 
children. 

Secr. 3. The instructors in this school shall be a mas- 
ter who shall have been educated at some respectable col- 
lege, and as many assistants as the Sub-Committee of 
the School with the approval of the Board shall deem 
necessary. 

Srct. 4. The text books shall be the same as are used 
in the other public schools, except when the Sub-Commit- 
tee shall otherwise direct; and the division of the school 
into classes, and the arrangement of the studies, shall be 
left to the discretion of the master, subject to the control 
of the Sub-Committee. No pupil however shall be per- 
mitted to begin the studies pursued in the Latin or High 
School, until he is well versed in the studies pursued in 
the Grammar and Writing Schools. 

Secr. 5. Atthe exhibition in July, such rewards shall 
be bestowed upon the more deserving pupils as the Sub- 
Committee may judge proper. 


CHAPTER IV. 
Regulations of the English High School. 


Sect. 1. This school is situated in Bedford street. It 
was instituted in 1821, with the design of furnishing the 
young men of this City, who are not intended for a col- 
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legiate course of study, and who have enjoyed the usual 
advantages of the other public schools, with the means of 
completing a good English Education. Here is given in- 
struction in the elements of mathematics and-natural phi- 
losophy, with their application to the sciences and the arts, 
in grammar, rhetoric, and belles lettres, in moral philoso- 
phy, in history, natural and civil, and in the French lan- 
guage. ‘This institution is furnished with a valuable 
mathematical and philosophical apparatus, for the purpose 
of experiment and illustration. ‘To this school apply the 
following regulations, in addition to those common to all 
the schools. 

Srcr. 2. The instructors in this school shall be a mas- 
ter, two sub-masters, and so many assistants as shall give 
one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, but no additional 
assistant shall be allowed for less than twenty-one addi- 
tional pupils. It shall be a necessary qualification in all 

these instructors, that they have been educated at some 
respectable college, and they shall be competent to instruct 
in the French language. 

Szcr. 3. No boy shall be admitted as a member of 
this school, under the age of twelve years ; and the master 
shall require of every candidate for admission, previous 
to examination, a certificate from his parent or guardian 
that he is of the age required. 

Szcr. 4. Boys shall be examined for admission into 
this school only once a year, viz: on the Thursday and 
Friday next succeeding the exhibition of the school in 
July. 

Secr. 5. Candidates for admission shall produce, from 
the masters of the schools they last attended, certificates 
of good moral character and presumed qualifications for 
admission into the school. It shail, however, be the duty 
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of the master to examine them in Spelling, Reading, 
Writing, English Grammar, Modern Geography, ‘and 
Arithmetic, of which a thorough knowledge shall be, indis- 
pensable to admission. 

Srcr. 6. The pupils shall be arranged in divisions, 
corresponding to their respective degrees of proficiency. 
It shall be the duty of the master to examine each division 
as often as may be consistent with the attention due to 
those under his immediate instruction. 

Sror. 7. Individuals shall be advanced according to 
their scholarship, and no faster; and none shall be per- 
mitted to remain members of the school longer than three 
years. 

Secr. 8. Hach class or section shall occasionally be 
reviewed in its appropriate studies; and, once a quarter, 
there shall be a general review of all the previous 
studies.

_ From the first Monday in April to the first Monday in 
October, it shall begin at 38 P. M. and end at 6; and from 
the first Monday in October to the first Monday in April, 
the school shall commence at 9 A. M. and close at 2 P. M., 
thus holding only one session each day. 

The Master of the English High School shall be allowed 
to keep school until 2 o’clock on days when the weather 
is stormy, and to dispense with the afternoon session on 
such occasions, from April to October. 

Srecr. 10. The course of study and instruction in this 
school, is the following: 

No. 1. Reviews of the preparatory studies, in the text 
books authorized to be used in the Grammar and Writing 
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Schools. 2. Ancient Geography. 38. Worcester’s Gen- 
eral History, and History of the United States. 4. Sher- 
win’s Algebra. °5. Legendre’s Geometry. 6. Book-keep- 
ing. 7. Blair’s Rhetoric. 8. Paley’s Moral Philosophy. 
9. Chemistry. 10. Trigonometry, with its application to 
Surveying, Navigation, Mensuration, Astronomical Calcu- 
lations, &c. 11. Constitution of the United States. 12. 
Natural Philosophy. 13. Linear Drawing. 14. Paley’s 
Natural Theology. 15. Paley’s Evidences of Christianity. 
16. Elements of Astronomy. 17. Logic. 18. Intellec- 
tual Philosophy. 

The several divisions shall also receive instruction in 
Spelling, Reading, Writing, English Grammar, Declama- 
tion, Composition, and the French Language. 


CHAPTER V. 
Regulations of the Latin Grammar School. 


Sect. 1. This school is situated in Bedford street. It 
was instituted about the middle of the 17th century. The 
Latin Grammar School and the English High School, com- 
plete the system of public education, enjoyed alike by all 
classes in this City. 

Sect. 2. In the Latin Grammar School the rudiments 
of the Latin and Greek languages are taught, and scholars 
are fully qualified for the most respectable colleges. In- 
struction is also given in Mathematics, Geography, His- 
tory. Declamation, and English Composition. ‘To this 
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school apply the following regulations, in addition to those 
common to all the schools. 

Sect. 8. The instructors in this school shall be a mas- 
ter, a sub-master, and so many assistants as shall give one 
instructor to every thirty-five pupils, but no additional 
assistant shall be allowed for less than twenty-one addi- 
tional pupils. 

Sect. 4. It shall be a necessary qualification in all the 
instructors of this school that they have been educated at 
some respectable college. 

Sect. 0. The qualifications for admission to this school 
shall be the same as those required for admission to the 
English High School. 

Sect. 6. Boys shall be examined for admission into 
this school only once a year, viz: on the Friday and Sat- 
urday of the last week of the vacation succeeding the ex- 
hibition of the school in July. 

Sect. 7. The regular course of instruction shall con- 
tinue five years, and no scholar shall enjoy the privileges 
of this school beyond that term, unless by leave of the 
Sub-Committee. 

Sect. 8. From the first Monday in April, to the first 
Monday in October, annually, this school shall begin at 8 
o'clock, A. M., and end at 12 o’clock, M. 

Sect. 9. From the first Monday in April to the first 
Monday in October, the school shall begin at 3 P. M. and 
end at 5 P. M.; from the first Monday in October to the 
first Monday in April, the school shall commence at 9, A. 
M. and close at 2 P. M., thus holding only one session 
each day. 

The Master of the Latin School shall be allowed to 
keep school until 2 o’clock on days when the weather is 
stormy, and to dispense with the afternoon sessions, on 
such occasions from April to October. 
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Sect. 10. The school shall be divided into classes, 
with such sub-divisions as the master may think advisa- 
ble, subject to the approbation of the Sub-Committee of 
the school. 

Sect. 11. The master shall examine the pupils under 
the care of the other teachers in the school, as often as he 
can, consistently with proper attention to those whom 
he has immediately in charge. 

The Books and exercises required during 
the course of instruction in this school, are the follow- 
ing :

INTRODUCTION OF BOOKS. 


1. Any author or publisher offering a book to be introduced into 
the Grammar Schools to the exclusion of another book already in 
use, shall be required to furnish each member of the Board with a 
copy of the book, and the Book Committee with a written state- 
ment of the advantages which it is presumed to possess; and 
if, on examination by the Committee, it should be found so far 
superior in their judgment, as to render it advisable to supersede the 
one already in use, they shall so report to this Board. But if it 
should not appear to them decidedly advantageous to make the change, 
the Committee shall likewise report to the Board, that all applications 
may be definitely disposed of. 

2. Whenever a new book is proposed to be introduced into the 
schools, to the exclusion of another already in use, it shall be on the 
- condition, that the publisher will exchange the former, without cost to 
those pupils who may have been provided with the latter. 

3. Books adopted by the Board shall be introduced at the com- 
mencement of the schools, after the August vacation ; and publishers 
are required to have the exchange made in all the schools at the same

To the Honorable the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, and 
the Common Council. 


The undersigned respectfully submits this his first 
Quarterly Report under the new. Ordinance, passed 
September 12, 1850. 

This Department, as at present organized, consists of 

First—One Deputy Marshal, who officiates in my 
absence. He also has charge of the Internal Health 
Department, and sees to the execution of Ordinances 
and Rules relative to causes of sickness, nuisances, 
sources of filth that may be injurious to the health or 
comfort of the citizens. He receives money for licenses 
and pays it to the City Treasurer, grants permits for 
building, cleaning out vaults, &c. 


2p. THE DAY POLICE. 


There are six officers who have certain pct duties 
assigned them, viz: 

A Clerk of Police, who has care of all the books and 
keeps a record of every thing reported at the office, 
makes out the pay-rolls, collects the money for all extra 
services of the Police at the Theatres and elsewhere, 
and pays it over to the City Treasurer, taking his re- 
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\ 
ceipt therefor. He has the custody of all stolen prop- 
erty, each article of which is entered in a book, num- 
bered and valued and referred to in the index by its 
name; he takes receipts for all goods returned to their 
owners, at the specified valuation, and thus balances 
this book. He calls the roll twice each day, at 8 A. M. 
and 2 P. M., through the year. 

A Superintendent of Hackney Carriages, who keeps a 
record of all owners and drivers, with the numbers of 
all cabs, carriages and omnibuses, and sees that none of 
the rules and ordinances of the City in relation thereto 
are violated. 

A Superintendent of Trucks and Drays, &c., whose 
duty is similar to that of the Superintendent of Car- 
rlages. 

An Officer for the Schools, whose duty it is to ex- 
amine into all cases of truancy, which are reported 
to the Mayor by the masters of the Grammar Schools. 
He keeps records of idle and vagrant children, and in 
' many instances successfully aids the efforts of their pa- 
rents to keep them regularly at School. i 

An Officer to look after Intelligence Offices, whose 
duty it is to examine into all complaints for taking 
money improperly from applicants for places, and to 
guard against those abuses which are incident to such 
establishments in all large cities. 

He is specially authorised by order of the Mayor and 
Aldermen, to examine at any time the books of these 
offices,.and, if occasion require, report the wrong-doer 
to me, and I report the same to the Mayor and Alder- 
men. 

An Officer to look after Dealers in second-hand Arti- 
cles,—whose duty it is to see to it that they do not be- 
come receivers of stolen goods, and in particular that 
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they make no purchases from children of either sex; he 
gives information of all suspected articles to the Detec- 


tive Police, but makes no arrests himself, thus remain- 


ing unknown to the frequenters of these establishments. 

The Detective Force, so called, consists of four men, 
whose duty it is, as far as possible, to keep a record of — 
all thieves and all suspicious persons and places in the 
City, of all persons committed to or discharged from the 
State Prison and House of Correction; of all pedlers 
licensed by the Commonwealth, which class of persons 
are sometimes implicated in the purchase of stolen 
goods. ‘They also take from the records of the Court 
the names of all boys sent to the Reform School, 
thus furnishing the means of estimating hereafter the 
reformatory action of this school. 

They are ready to answer all calls made at the Police 
Office, at all times during the day. They keep file of 
all hand-bills describing rogues, escaped convicts, stolen 
property, &c. 

They keep a record of all persons indicted in the 
Municipal Court, and see all criminals when they are 
arraigned, in order to their future identification. | 

lt is their duty to be present at all unusual collec- 
tions of people in the streets or elsewhere, and to look 
out after the thieves and pickpockets who ever seek 
such occasions for their depredations, and whenever a 


suspicious person is clearly made out to be a rogue by 


information derived from other cities or from other 
sources, he is taken to the Police Office, where he is 
“shown up,” at the roll-call, and thus made known to 
the whole of the Police. 

A private record of crime is kept by the “ Detective 
Force,” to which the proper authorities only have ac- 
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cess, and the details of which are divulged only by the 
imperative requirements of justice. 

The Protective Force, or regular “ Day Police” con- 
sists of twenty-eight men; they have districts assigned 
them throughout the City, and it is their duty to pro- 
tect the persons and property of the citizens to the best 
of their ability, and to see that none of the laws and 
ordinances of the City are infringed with impunity: 
They report at 8 A. M. and 2 P. M. each day, at the 
City Hall, and receive at these times all necessary in- 
‘structions. | 

The average time of service for all Day Policemen, is 
12 hours. ‘They receive $2 per day. 

Their tour of duty commences, throughout the year, 
at 8 A. M., and ends :—for four months ending March 
Ist, at 7 P. M. For the months of March, April, Sep- 
tember and October, at 8 P. M. For four months end- 
ing September Ist, at 9 P. M. 

If on extra duty in the night, they are allowed 25 
cents per hour until midnight; if on duty all night, 
they receive $2. 

They are occasionally employed, at the expense of the 

City, to attend meetings for charitable purposes. 
~The Day Force is increased on Sundays on the Com- 
mon, and at other points, as occasion requires, by em- 
ploying the “ Night Police,’ who then received $2 per 
day. 

All Policemen have all the powers of Constables ex- 
cept to serve Civil processes. } 
They are sent, upon requisition, to all places of pub- 
lic amusement, whose proprietors reimburse the City 

therefor. © : 

The Day Policemen are engaged in no other occupa- 
tion, and the duty of no oné of them is so special-that 
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he is not liable, at any time, to do any duty which he 
may be called upon to perform by me. 

All the fees due to the Day Police Officers as wit- 
_ nesses in all cases brought before the Courts, are deducted 
Jrom.their regular monthly pay, a return of the same being 
made by the Officers of the Courts to the City ; so that no 
Officer can derive any pecuniary benefit from complaints 
made by himself or others for violation of any of the 
Laws of the Commonwealth or Ordinances of the City.

Watch and Police says ;— | 


THE NIGHT POLICE 


Consists of 1 Captain, witha salary of _ - $800

‘They have districts assigned them, and their duty 
laysin that part of the City principally occupied by 
stores and other places of business ;—from India wharf 
up Milk street, Washington street, Court street, Hano- 
ver street to the water. 

It is divided into three watches of seven each, leaving 
"one supernumerary. ‘Two-thirds of the whole number, 
or 14 men, are on duty two-thirds of each night, and 
the remaining seven men remain at the office, at City 
Hall, to answer calls, attend fires, &c. 

The space over which the Night Police patrols, is di- 
vided into 14 districts, which are differently assigned 
every night, so that no Policeman is on the same beat 
two nights in succession. * 
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Their time of service averages 12 hours each night 
during the year. 

Their tour of duty commences, from Nov. 

to March, four months, at 6 P.M. and Time °f service. 

ends at 7 A.M. - - ~ - - 13 hours. 
During the months of March, April, Septem- 

ber and October, four months, it commen- 

ces at 7 P. M.,and ends at 7 1-2 A. M. - 12% hours. 
From May to September, it commences at 8 

P. M. and ends at 8 A. M., - - - 12 hours. 

Thus they go on duty one hour before the “ Watch ” 
is set, and remain two hours later in the morning. 

On special occasions, when the “ Day Police” is 
strengthened, the Night Police is generally employed, 
and they then receive pay as Day Police. 

This is an account of what the Night Police was, 
and, when so arranged, was composed of men, princi- 
pally mechanics, averaging under 28 years of age, mar- 
ried men, citizens, tax-payers,—and, in my opinion, a 
more useful body of men never were in the employ of 
the City; at that time they did no other business than 
Police, and for the three months ending December 31, 
1848, as appears by the records of the Courts, with an 
average attendance of 2() men each night, they caught 
and convicted more thieves, burglars and robbers, than 
the whole Watch Department, consisting, at that time, 
of over 200 men. I have been to one fire with 10 or 12 
of them and saved from a burning building over $7,000 
worth of property, for which we have the receipt upon 
our books. I regret that the City Government should 
‘have suffered this important branch of the Day Police 
to die out, for the effect is apparent that, as they have 
decreased in numbers, discipline and efficiency, rob- 
beries, burglaries and larcenies have increased. Of 168 
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robberies; burglaries, and larcenies reported at this of:- 
fice for the last quarter 115 have been committed by 
night. This branch of the Department was also made 
a place of trial for men as to their fitness for day duty, 
and from them the most meritorious were taken to in- 
crease the day force. 


The Night Police now consists of 
One Captain, at $2 00 per night $730 per year.

Three of whom I have now to put on day duty, to 
perform the work which oughi to be done by those be- 
longing to the day force. Of the other four, three of 
them, in my opinion, are not fit for Policemen. 

By the Ordinance passed September 12th, 1850, I am 
directed to keep this office open at all hours of the Day 
and Night, (including Sundays.) ‘The. appropriation 
for the Police Department was intended to, and will, 
cover the expense of the full compliment'of men. I re- 
spectfully recommend that it be immediately (or as soon 
as the proper men can be obtained) restored to its orig- 
inal numbers and discipline.

Of the whole number of arrests made, six hundred 
and twenty-two were minors. 

A very small number of complaints have been made 
against persons arrested for drunkenness ; they were 
. detained until sober and then discharged. 

By an examination of the Records of the Municipal 
and Police Courts for one quarter in 1849, I find 
that there was paid into the Courts as fines and 
forfeitures, the result of the labors of this Depart- 
ment, $47014+4—_ - - SLE $18,804.00, 
(and 8. D. Parker, Esq., County Attorney, thinks that 
out of $31,000.00 which has been paid in during the 
year 1850, $20,000 of it is the result of the labors of 
this Department.) During the year 1850, there has 
_ been earned by the Day Police, and credited to the City: 
Witness fees, to the amount of 22 J BP BOP ITB: 
There has also been received for services at Theatres, 
Museum, and other places of amusement, and paid into 
the Treasury, - - - ~ - $2,565.00. 
There has been received for Licenses for Trucks, 
Wagons, &c., and paid into the City Treasury, $1,650.00. 
Other sums for Police services have been received, and 
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paid into the City Treasury to the amount of $133.00 
Give the credit of this to thirty-eight men, who have 
done the work and are entitled to it, and they have put 
into the Treasury of the City, County and State, a sum 
nearly equal to their cost. By an examination of the 
records of the Courts and Prisons, I find that the aggre- 
gate number of years of imprisonment which has been 
imposed upon prisoners arrested and convicted by this 
Department, for the year 1849, who have been sentenc- 
ed to the State’s Prison and the House of Correction, 
to be over 320 years. Taking into view the fact that 
the above named services of the Police have occupied 
less than one quarter of the time they were on duty, I 
cannot but think that they have prevented an amount 
of crime equal to that which they have detected and 
assisted to punish. ‘They have also rendered services 
to the officers of the Courts, in a large number of cases, 
for which the officers of the Courts receive the fees; a 
large number of cases have been investigated by direc- 
tion of the Judges of the Police Courts, besides render- 
ing such assistance as they have been called upon, from 
time to time, by the inhabitants. 

A matter of considerable importance, to which I have 
given particular attention for some time past, is the 
granting of Police Warrants to persons in the employ 
of Railroad Companies, and other special warrants. The 
interest of such persons is for their employers and them- 
selves, and not for the public. Complaints are often 
made at this Office of abuses practiced by some of these 
persons, and the discredit of such acts injures the char- 
acter of this Department. 

In my opinion, a Police Warrant is too much power 
to give to any man without he is under the direction of 
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the City Government, or of some person who is acquain- 
ted with the duties, and from whom he can receive in- 
struction and directions. 

I therefore respectfully recommend the revocation of 
all warrants granted to any person except those em- 
ployed in the Police Department of the City ; and the 
passage of an order prohibiting any person wearing a 
Police Badge, except when in the employ of the City. 

Another matter of considerable importance in this 
Department, seems to me to require the attention of the 
City Government, and upon which I desire instructions, 
it is this: 

What services shall the Police of the City render to 
the citizens of other States, Counties, Cities, and Towns? 
Many persons who do business in the City, and pay 
taxes here, reside out of the City. Courtesy would 
seem to require that we should do something and I 
cheerfully bear testimony to the readiness with which 
the Police of other places have always assisted us, and 
we have done what we could to assist them; so that 
it is now, and has been for a long time, a heavy charge 
to the City; hardly a day passes that some of the offi- 
cers do not, in the course of their duty, become a wit- 
ness out of the City, and generally the best officers, 
those that we can spare the least. 

If we are to continue to render services to them, shall 
it be done without pay? 

_ In the late case of the robbery of the safe of the 
Union Wharf Company, at Provincetown, services were 
rendered to the amount of over $100. 

In the case of the robbery of the Dorchester and 
Milton Bank, services to the amount of over $300 have 
been rendered—and, as appears by a receipt upon our 
books, dated June 22d, 1850, there was recovered and 
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restored to this Bank, a trunk containing notes and 
other papers to the amount of $6000. 

In the late Dunakin cases, where twenty-nine burgla- 
ries were ascertained to have been committed by them: 
viz., fifteen in Norfolk, eleven in Middlesex, two in 
Suffolk, and one in Plymouth Counties—services were 
rendered in these cases, amounting to over $200. We 
also kept a witness on pay for weeks, at an expense of 
$38. An officer was sent to Nova Scotia after some of 
this property, and recovered a trunk containing nearly 
$1600 worth. His travelling expenses, and money paid 
out, amounted to about $33, which I was directed by a 
Committee of the Government to assess upon these 
goods; I have done so, and two, out of four owners, 
were unwilling to pay, but finally consented. ‘The 
whole amount of goods restored to out of town persons 
in these cases, amounted to - - - $1916, 
and the trials resulted in sending the father to the 
State’s Prison for four years—the son, John, (who was 
a twice pardoned convict) to the same place for thirty 
years, the daughter was sent to the House of Correction 
for one month; the mistress of the father for eighteen 
months, and the son’s mistress for twelve months to the 
same institution. Other indictments are now on file 
against the father and son. During the years 1848, ’49 
and ’50, there was recovered and restored to out of town 
persons not less than $8000 worth of property each 
year, and except the $33 above mentioned, ($24.66 of 
which has been paid into the City ‘Treasury, and the 
balance as directed,) I do not know of $1.00 having 
been paid to this Department, or any member of it. In 
the above estimates, no account is made of my own time, 
or services. 

In view of the fact, that a large portion of the earn- 
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ings, or the result of the labors of the Police of this 
City, go into the Treasury of the Commonwealth, the 
‘same question may fairly be asked in regard to services 
rendered to it. In the late case of the murder of Dr. 
George Parkman, services to the amount of not/less than 
_ $2000, were rendered by the Police of this City, with- 
out pay from the State, while officers out of the City 
who rendered services in that case, received pay. 

In this connexion, it may not. be improper to say a 
word in relation to the pardoning of convicts from the 
State Prison. Some of the worst crimes that have, of 
late, been committed in this City and vicinity, have 
been perpetrated by pardoned convicts. 

In the State of New York, a person. making applica- 
tion for the pardon of any convict, is obliged, by law, 
to give notice, through the public prints of the county 
from whence the convict was sent, of his application, 
that any person interested. may appear and show cause, 
if any they have, why they should, or should not, be 
pardoned ; and I respectfully recommend that the City 
Government make application to the present Legisla- 
ture to pass such a law for this Commonwealth. 

I beg to call the attention of the City Government to 
the following extract from the report of the late Grand 
Jury: 

« In view of the services rendered by the watchmen 
and police, the jury feel it to be their duty earnestly to 
recommend more severe enactments for the punishment 
of persons assaulting them while discharging their du- 
ties. It will be seen by referring to the list of crimes 
charged in our indictments, that many are charged with 
this offence; and in their investigations nothing has 
struck them with greater astonishment than the fidelity 
and courage with which these officers perform their 
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very arduous duties—duties frequently rendered very 
dangerous by the free resort to assault with clubs and 
stones, of which the foreign portion of our population 
are especially guilty, in order to rescue their friends 
from the consequences of their misconduct. And while 
men are subjected only to a small fine, or a few days 
imprisonment, for thus cruelly beating those to whom 
we are so much indebted for our safety while walking 
abroad in the evening, we cannot expect it to be other- 
wise.” 

I think that too many complaints for assaults upon 
officers are and have been made, and that none should 
be made by them unless in cases of aggravated assault. 
During the years 1848~'49 and ’50 there has been less 
than thirty complaints of this kind made by the mem- 
bers of this Department; I have carefully examined a 
majority of cases, and given directions to have com- 
plaints made only when aggravated assaults were com- 
mitted. Sometimes they have been made contrary to 
my directions, and sometimes because the presiding 
Judge thought more of the assault than I did ; in a ma- 
jority of those convicted for aggravated assaults, the 
sentences have been mild in the extreme. The follow- 
ing statement of cases is a fair representation of the as- 
saults and sentences. ’ 

In July, 1848, a fight took place on Long Wharf 
among laborers and stevedores—the officer on this sta- 
tion endeavored to stop the disturbance—arrested one 
of the combatants, put him in a wagon—a crowd of a 
hundred persons had collected on the spot—one of the 
crowd jumped into the wagon and struck the officer on 
the head with a half brick, while others dragged the 
prisoner from the wagon,—the officer was also struck 
on the head with a piece of board and knocked down, 
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and in the melee had his clothes torn. Other officers 
arrived, the prisoner was taken to the lockup—carried 
before the Police Court, and sentenced to pay a small 
fine for a breach of the peace. The person who as- 
saulted the officer was complained of in the Police Court 
for attempting to rescue the prisoner and assault upon 
the officer, bound over to Municipal Court—tried, con- 
victed, and sentenced to pay a fine of $5 for the assault, . 
and $5 for attempting to rescue a prisoner. 

On Sunday, June 30, 1850, at 1% o’clock, P. M., an 
officer, while passing through High Street, was called 
upon by a citizen to go to Federal street to quell a dis- 
turbance. He found 12 or 15 men in a house where 
they had gone.to have a dog fight, went in, and called 
upon those who did not belong there to leave the house, 
and stop fighting, one with a knife turned upon him, 
another of the party struck him with a billet of wood, 
another went into the street and threw a paving stone 
at him; the officer arrested one, brought him into the 
street and gave him in charge of a citizen, he then went 
in and brought out another, the crowd rushed upon 
him, the prisoner struck him knocked him down and 

jumped upon him, and beat him, until he was com- 
pletely exhausted, the prisoners were rescued, and the 
* officer assisted to the office by a citizen; the next day 
one was arrested and fined $5 and costs, the other was 
’ arrested some time after, indicted, tried, convicted, and 
sentenced in the Municipal Court to pay a fine of $20 
and costs. Either the Courts must impose sentences 
sufficiently severe to protect the officers in the perform- 
ance of their duties, or you must allow them to pro- 
tect themselves. ; 
The following extract from the same report is true: 


“In some parts of the City, particularlyin Ann street, 
3 
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there exists an amount of iniquity so great that the jury 
feel bound to call the attention of the court and com- 
munity to it, as they feel sure the good citizens are 
wholly unaware of the facts. In Ann street alone, we 
are informed, there are seventy-two dance cellars, and 
brotheis and hquor-shops almost innumerable, in which 
the most depraved of both sexes and all colors are con- 
stantly congregated, and robberies and assaults are 
so common that it is not always safe to pass through 
there even in the day time. Into these dancing houses, 
or cellars, the young are frequently seduced ; and it has 
been stated to us by a watchman, who assisted a mother 
to remove her daughter, only thirteen years of age, from 
one of these places, that he saw two others of like age 
in the same place; and he spoke of it as not an unfre- 
quent occurrence.” 

Add to this the following, and you then have an idea 
of life in Ann street, (this occurred Sunday, January 
Sth, 1851.) 

“I Eliza McGilvery, being duly sworn, depose as fol- 
lows: I reside in cellar of house 293 Ann street; have 
lived there two months; I hire of John Gary, and pay 
$1 per week; I keep a shop there and sell small beer, 
cigars, &c.; my brother-in-law and Margaret Moran 
stopped with me; he slept on the bed last might and 
Margaret on the floor; I set up and watched with Mar- 
garet, who was sick; I became acquainted with Mar- 
garet in Lowell; she and I worked in the factories; 
Margaret drank hard and visited the dancing cellars in 
Ann street; she is 17 years old, and was born in Ire- 
land; she came to my cellar when she came from the 
Almshouse about eight days since: she got her living 
by dancing in Ann street since.she came from the Alms- 
house; she has been sick three days; I bought her a 
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cent’s worth of milk last night, and gave her the half of 
it; I got up very early this morning; I found my 
clothes and Margaret’s clothes wet and frozen ; I have 
had no wood for two days; some was given me by the 
Police this morning ; Margaret asked me to lift her up; 
I did so, and then went out for wood, and when I re- 
turned Margaret was dead ; this was about 10 o’clock ; 
I knew she could not live; I did not have a doctor 
while she was sick, for I had no money; I did not tell 
the Police she was sick ; I don’t know what caused her 
death, except exposure and heavy drinking; all the 
money I have is twelve cents; I have eat nothing to- 
day. |

“ Margaret Hayes testified that she had visited Mar- 
garet Moran several times, and always found her cold 
and wet; that she called into the cellar at 10 o'clock, 
and found her alone on the floor dying; went in pur- 
suit of Mrs. McGilvery ; I told her Margaret was dying, 
but she did not go to her; Mrs. Hayes returned to the 
cellar, and Margaret was dead; that four persons 
_ usually slept in the cellar—two men and two ladies. 

“ Tuther A. Ham testified that he was a Police of 
ficer; that his beat was in Ann street; that his atten- 
tion was called to the cellar at 12 o’clock, M.; went 
there, and found the deceased upon the floor, and Mrs. 
McGilvery lying across her, drunk; that there was 
no fire, and the cellar was freezing cold; and that 
there had been in the cellar, from time to time, eight or 
ten persons of both sexes, night and day; and he be- 
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lieved she perished from exposure to the cold and in- 
temperance.” 

In my opinion the answer to it is very plain, and 
what is here said in regard to this street, will apply 
with equal force to the City at large, so'far as these | 
places are concerned. 

During the last year the Police have been directed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen to get complaints against them, 
our only way is to see who are the visitors, and sum- . 
mon them (and, in some cases watchmen ) for witnesses. 
The worse -the place, the more difficult to get the evi- 
dence, from the character of the visitors, consequently 
those places that are kept comparatively decent will be 
indicted term after term, while those .of a worse class 
will escape for months. 

The answer is, that the keepers of these places can 
pay all the fines and costs imposed by the Courts and 
make money besides. If the citizens wish the evils, re- 
ferred to by the Grand Jury remedied, they must look to 
the Courts to impose such sentences as will make the 
keeping of these places unprofitable. This same state- 
ment will apply to the keeping of ea houses, and 
places of like kind. 

From this street alone, (Ann street,) there has been 
' made, during the past year, sixty-eight complaints for 
violations of the License Law, Sunday Law, noisy and 
disorderly houses, and houses of ill fame, and one officer 
of this Department, stationed on this street has, during 
the year 1850, made 123 arrests for larcenies, robberies 
and burglaries, 55 for assault and battery, 10 for receiy- 
ing stolen goods, 211 as drunkards and common drunk- 
ards. 

November 28th, 1850, at 4 o’clock P. M., the officers 
in this street were called upon by a man from the coun- 
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try, who stated that he had been forced into a cellar by 
three men, when they shut down the door, attacked and 
beat him, and attempted to rob him, he however made 
his escape. ‘The officers immediately went in pursuit of 
them, and found them in another cellar, they were 
pointed out by the person who had been assaulted, the 
officers attempted to arrest them, one sprang for the 
door and escaped, being assisted by other thieves present ; 
_ one of the others made his escape out of the back win- 
dow, they were pursued and three arrested. By this 
time others of the gang, to the number of ten or fifteen, 
united for the purpose of rescuing them from the custo- 
dy of the officers, with loud outcries of kill him, use 
your knives, &c.; they were armed with slung shot. 
They were, however, arrested and committed, complaints 
made for. attempting to~rob this man, were bound 
over in $500 to the Municipal Court, indicted, tried, and 
found guilty, and two were sentenced one month each to 
the House of Correction, one of whom was sent four 
months additional, for attempting to rescue the prisoner. 
The bail of the third was forfeited. 

These men have been inmates of the State’s Prison, 
the House of Correction, and have been up before for 
assaulting officers—one of them, an hour before this 
assault, told an officer if he ever attempted to arrest him, 
he would knife him; they are known to the Police, as 
- highway robbers, burglars and thieves, and are a portion 
of those that commit “ robberies and assaults, which are 
so common that it is not always safe to pass through there 
even in the day time.” 

Under the present system of prosecutions and senten- 
ces, I hazard nothing in saying, that the places (above 
mentioned by the Grand Jury,) have increased. 

_ Task for instructions in this matter.

Allow me to renew my appeal to you, in regard to the 
young in this City, and of the large and increasing 
number of poor and destitute children of both sexes who 
are growing up in vice and crime. 

The late Mayor, Mr. Quincy, directed that the City 
should be canvassed in regard to this matter, the result 
was made known to His Honor, Mayor Bigelow, in a 
report (City Document, No. 9, 1848,) from which I 
make the following extract. 

“Whole number between six and sixteen years of 
age, 1066. , Males 882, Females 182. 

“‘ My opinion is, that of the whole number, from eight, 
to nine hundred (from neglect and their bad habits) are 
not fit to enter any of our present schools. 

‘“ From the best information which'I can obtain, I am 
satisfied that the whole number in the City at the present 
time (including the above number) is not less than fit 
teen hundred of the same class as those described. 


« And I earnestly call your attention to them, and the 
necessity of providing some means to have these child- 


ren properly brought up, either at public or private ex- 
pense; for I am satisfied that it will cost the State and 
City more for Police, Courts, and Prisons, if they are 
suffered to go at large, than it would to take them now, 
maintain them and make them useful citizens. 

“I am satisfied that the system heretofore pursued by 
the City Government of licensing minors to sell papers, 
and other small articles, | is an injury to them. 

“During the year 1846, out of 112 minors arrested. 
for larceny, and carried before the Courts, 46 were news- 
boys. During the year 1847, out of 112 minors, 58 
were news-boys. 

“ During the year 1847, out of 80 licensed, six were 
brought in for larceny during one week. 
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“ There is evidently a great increase of crime among 
minors. ‘The Police books show that the number ar- 
rested and brought in, is more. than one hundred each 
quarter.” 

I make the following extract from the able School 
Report for the year 1847, upon this point. 

“ Does the instruction provided by the City reach all — 
those persons for whom it is intended? This question 
suggests itself to every one who observes the apparently 
ereat number of children, at large, in school hours, in 
almost every part of the City. 

“ [tis not difficult to find out what are the occupa- 
tions of many of these children. They are hawkers of 
papers, or sellers of matches,—most of the time occu- 
pied in quarrelling and gambling. They are beggars, 
male and female, strolling from street to street, through 
lanes, byways and alleys, practising the elementary les- 
sons of pilfering, lying, deception and theft. They may 
be seen wherever wooden structures are in the process 
of building, repairing, or tearing- down ;—seeking for 
fragments of wood to which they evidently feel they 
have avery questionable right. They are the loafers on 
wharves and in all the modes of juvenile vice. Are 
these children in the way to become useful citizens or 
happy and respectable men? Are they not growing up 
to be the occupants of jails andalmshouses? Are they 
not in a course of education for worthlessness and 
crime 

“ Let us see what answer the records of the courts of 
justice make to these questions. 

_«“ There are, on an average, 74 inmates of the House 
of Reformation ; nearly the same number in the school 
on Thompson’s Island ; and, for the year ending in No- 
vember last, 456, under age, had been inmates of the jails. 
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“T know of no one thing that is so much needed as 
a proper home for idle and vagrant female children, the 
ascertained number of which class is 184. There are 
undoubtedly 300 of the same character now in the City, 
~ they may be seen at the entrance of every public build- 
ing and every great thoroughfare, pedling small articles 
or begging, and insulting every person who refuses to 
buy, or give when asked. Many of them have been so 
- long neglected, that they are familiar with crime in its 
worst forms, but against whom it is difficult to procure 
evidence, and when procured, the only place they can be 
sent, is to the House of Correction or House of Industry 
for short terms, and then they are suffered to go at large 
without a proper home or friends to care for them.” 

The Report of the last Grand Jury, says: 

“The Jury have been pained to see the large number 
of minors (frequently amounting to more than half the 
cases) who are brought before them, generally for small 
larcenies, or other slight offences, and they would re- 
commend that the jurisdiction of the Police Court be so 
extended as to enable it to dispose of all cases of per-. 
sons under 14 or 16 years of age, where they are not 
charged with an aggravated offence, as it would very 
much lessen the labors of the Municipal Court and the 
Grand Jury. | 

“The Jury feel bound to state, as a most important 
reason for this change, that the Police Court, by dis- 
posing at once of these children, and placing them in 
the Reform School, House of Reformation, or House of 
Correction, where they will be subjected to proper moral _ 
discipline, will thereby remove them from the evil influ- 
ence of being shut up as they now are from two to: six 
weeks in the common jail, while awaiting trial, herded 
with other and frequently more depraved ofienders, with 
nothing to occupy their time.” 
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: The following is a copy of a Petition, dated Boston, 
June 28, 1850, signed by Charles G. Loring, Charles 
Sumner, George S. Hillard, and forty others. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and Aldermen of the City : 


GENTLEMEN,—The undersigned, citizens of Boston, 
would respectfully represent—that the evils arising from 
the indiscriminate imprisonment of boys in our common 
jail, are of a serious character, and require the special 
attention of your honorable body. 

It appears from the records, that not far from five 
hundred boys between the ages of six. and eighteen 
years, have been sent to the Leveret street jail within 
the last year; many of them for trifling offences, com- 
mitted, as the undersigned have reason to believe, with- 
out any serious intent to violate the laws, and some from 
their inability to pay a small fine. The lasting injury 
inflicted upon. the character of these boys will be better 
understood when it is known that the old culprit who 
may be hardened in crime, and the young offender who 
may have been sentenced for his first violation of law, 
may be, and frequently are, confined in the same cell. 
If, however, this should not happen, the wards are so 
arranged that conversation may be carried on between 
the prisoners, and thus the most demoralizing effects 
produced upon the minds of those comparatively inno- 
- cent. 

_ In view of the existence of this growing evil, the un- 
dersigned would respectfully suggest, that if the’ execu- 
tion of existing laws requires the commitment of juve- 
nile offenders to the common jail, some arrangement 
may be made in the new jail now in course of erection, 
by which these boys may receive a different and more 


salutary treatment. 
+ 
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The late Report on Watch and Police says: 

« Along the whole line of wharves, a vast amount of 
merchandise of every description, and of immense value, 
is constantly exposed—offering temptation to steal to 
great numbers of idle and dissolute youths of both 
sexes, from six to twenty years of age, who throng 
these localities, wno here take their first lesson in dis- 
honesty, and who are thoroughly prepared for an after 
career of deeper degradation and crime. 

“The mass of facts which have come to the knowl- 
edge of the Committee, showing the extent of the dep- 

redations committed by these children, and by numerous 
' other marauders, about the wharves by day, and in boats 
by night, demand, most imperatively, that the City au- 
thorities should provide a remedy for this great and 
growing evil.” | 

Within a few days I have, by direction of the Mayor, 
discharged from this office, three children, two 6, and 
one 7 years of age, (others of the same age having been 
discharged by the Court, because the law says, they 
were too young to commit crime,) who had broken open 
and robbed one of the school houses in this City three — 
times in one week. 

A case occurred, during the past year where a child 
7 years of age, who had committed burglary, was arrest- 
ed, carried into the Police Court,—indicted, and when 
the indictment was read to him in the Municipal Court, 
was held up to view in the arms of the officers. He was 
immediately discharged, by order of the Court, because 
he was too young to commit crime. ‘These facts soon 
become known to older boys, and they will compel the 
smaller ones to do the work, while they stand by and 
take the proceeds. | 
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What else could I do? was asked by a boy recently 
convicted in the Municipal Court of stealing, in reply 
to the question put to him,—* How could you do so ?” 
During a conversation with this boy he stated (what 
was undoubtedly the truth) that his mother sent him 
out daily to beg, and that he must bring home each 
night twenty-five cents. “If” said the boy, “I could 
not get so much by begging, I must steal something 
and sell it, or mother would ‘ wallop’ me most to death ; 
so what else could I do?” 

One had been arrested for violation of the laws, and 
carried to his home, where the Police found his parents 
. playing cards, with rum in bottles, tumblers, and money 

on the table. | 

One child 8 years of age, found in the street on a cold 
night, begging, when questioned. why he did not go 
home, said he was afraid of being whipped without he 
obtained so much money (naming the sum of fifty cents. ) 
He was taken to the Night Police Office, and a bed 
(made with coats) provided for him—the officer left the 
room for a few minutes, when the boy got up, stole the 
officer’s watch, which was hanging up in the room, and 
made off with it. He was found next day, the watch 
recovered, and he was sent to the House of Reforma- 
tion. q 
Others of the same class, but older, run with the Fire 

Engines at alarms—hardly a Sabbath day passes that 
we do not have (in some parts of this City) quarrelling, 
fighting, and other breaches of the peace caused by 
these boys. 

His Honor, the Mayor, has, within a few days, had 
an application from the Chief Engineer of the Fire De- 
partment, requesting him to send Police to the fires to 
prevent disturbances caused by them, and also td pre- 
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vent their stealing the property which may become ex- 
posed by fire. 

On the 22d day of October, 1847, an American girl 
not more than 12 years old was arrested for larceny, and 
for the want of testimony was discharged; during the 
month of November she was again arrested with money 
in her possession, her mother, who resided in 
Court was sick and destitute. The father was a drunk- 
en, worthless being, the wife was taken care of until 
she died, and was buried. I then made known the 
case of this girl to a charitable lady who provided her 
with clothes and sent her to the House of Refuge, De- 
cember 7th, 1847. After a few days she made her 
escape, and on the 27th of the same month was found in 
a house of ill fame in Southac street; she was sent back, 
where she remained until the 15th day of February, 
1848, when she again made her escape and did not re- 
turn. | 

March 14th, 1848, she was found destitute and sent 
to the Hospital at South Boston, where she remained 
until September 14th, 1848, and then made her escape. 

December 20th, 1848, she was complained of as a com- 
mon drunkard and sent to the House of Correction for 
four months. When this sentence expired she was sent 
to her friends, where she remained eight months. She 
then returned to this City, and lived in different houses, 
leading a life of prostitution, until January 28th, 1850, 
she was picked up in the street intoxicated and carried 
to the watch house, where she attempted to commit 
suicide by taking poison. She was complained of for 
drunkenness, bailed on trial, until February 12th, 1850, 
when she went into Court with her bail and was fined 
one cent and costs. 
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She returned to her old habits again, and on “th 
March, 1850, was arrested with three others, aged 16, 
15, and 13, for robbing a man of his pocket book con- 
taining $140 in money and valuable papers; she was 
bound over to the Municipal Court, indicted, tried, and 
convicted, and on the 16th day of March, 1850, was 
sentenced to the House of Correction for two years and 
six months, where she now is. 

Had there been a proper place to send this girl, when 
first arrested, she by this time would have become de- 
cent, to say_the least. 

Now what is she? and this is the course that hun- 
dreds in this City are now going. 

One week’s report, by the Police, relating to girls of 
this class, says: 


25 girls, between the ages of 7 and 15 years 
have been seen picking up chips in various

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The habits of these girls, (above reported) are of the 
worst character. Some have been seen blackguard- 
ing, laughing, talking and joking with truckmen in the 
most vulgar and indecent manner,—equal to the oldest 
prostitutes, while others have been heard using the 
most vulgar and obscene language among themselves— 
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they have been seen stealing, and afterwards quarrelling 
among themselves about the division of the plunder. 
' They have been seen late at night in the streets in com- 
pany with young men. Begging in the streets is com- 
mon among them, and if charity is withheld, they use 
the most foul and disgusting language to those who re- 
fuse to give. 

By this Report you will see that the number of mi- 
nors arrested and brought into this office during the 
past year, hasbeen - - - - = = 682. 

By the records of the State’s Prison, the number of 
minors that have been sentenced to that institution from 
Boston, within the past three years, is - - - 716. ° 

As appears by the records of the House of Correc- 
tion, there has been sent to this institution, for the year 


1848, - ; ~ - - 137

The Reform School at Westboro now contains more 
than 500, one third of whom were sent from this City. 

A number of well known philanthropists, the Direc- 
tors of the Farm School, Societies and Associations, 
have done a great deal, and are entitled to the thanks 
of this community. 

Some persons think that increasing the Police would 
‘remedy this evil, a whole army of Police could not, and 
to me this appears like beginning at the wrong end. 
They can do nothing more than to arrest and carry them 
before the Courts. 

A child commits’a crime, is arrested, committed to 
jail with other and older criminals, tried, convicted, dis- 
graced, and sentenced to some prison for a short term, 
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at the expiration of which, is again let loose upon the 
community, without proper friends, to care for him, and 
he commits the same, or a worse offence. Does not this 
make them worse ? 

In my opinion, what is needed, is a law by which 
the Police may, when they find a child, who, for any 
cause, is about the streets spending his time in idleness, 
or whose parents do not, or cannot provide for it, take 
him or her before the Mayor, or some other suitable per- 
son, who should immediately provide for its welfare for 
the time being—giving notice to its parents, guardians, 
or friends, to appear and show cause, and if upon a 
hearing of the case, he shall be satisfied that the child 
has not been properly provided for, he shall have 
power to sentence the child to some institution where it 
shall be kept until fitted, by age and education, to be 
bound out to some mechanic, tradesman or family, and 
no longer. 

This institution should be under the direction of three 
Commissioners, who should have power to discharge any 
child so committed, if in their opinion he or she had 
been improperly sent, or if suitable provision was made 
by its parents, guardians or friends, in any other way. 
A Judge of one of the higher courts should have power 
to confirm or revoke the sentences or commitments so 
made, and should visit the institution as often as once 
in each month for that purpose. 

‘The Legislature of 1849 and ’50, passed a law giving 
cities and towns authority to make by-laws and ordinan- 
ces in relation to a large class of them, and the City have 
done so; if they now make suitable provisions for them, 
and the law is properly executed, it will relieve the 
courts and the public, and cannot help benefiting these 
unfortunate children. 
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Something you mustdo. You are now building a jail 
at a large expense to the City. The State are now en- 
larging the State’s Prison at Charlestown,—let this mat- 
ter alone ten years longer, and in my opinion, you will 
have to double the capacity of both these institutions, the 
business of the Criminal Courts will increase two fold, 
and you will be obliged to make a corresponding in- 
crease In your appropriation for Police. » Take care of 
the unfortunate young who are growing up, it will cost 
the City or State less to make them useful citizens, than 
to suffer them to become thieves, robbers and prostit- 
utes; provide for these, and it is easy work for the Po- 
lice to take care of the adults. 

A system of Police in any City is of great importance 
to the security and welfare of its inhabitants. - Within 
a few years it has occupied the attention of different 
City Governments of the Union—Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, Brooklyn, Albany, and Providence are moving in 
the matter. Their Honors, the past and present May- 
or’s of Boston have recommended a reorganization of 
this department in this City. A Committee, chosen for 
this purpose, have reported, and say, that | 

“ New York, with a population of 500,000 and up- 
wards, maintains a Police Establishment of nine hun- 
dred men at a cost of $500,000. 

“The aggregate force of Watch and Police, at ithia 
moment in the City of Boston, is three hundred, main- 
tained at a cost of $130,000. 

“In Philadelphia, by the present regulation, the 
whole force cannot exceed the proportion of one police- 
man to one hundred and fifty taxable mhabitants; in 
this City the present proportion of Watch and Police, 
is as one to one hundred taxable inhabitants. 
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“It will be thus seen that the expense of the exist- 
ing establishment in this City is less than that of New 
York, in proportion to the number of inhabitants, while 
the ageregate force in this City is relatively greater 
than in New York and much greater than in Phila- 
delphia.” ; 

There are two principles upon which to organize a 
Police Department. 

First. To pay a fair compensation, get good men, 
have the work done properly, and without expense to the 
citizens other than their taxes. 

Second. ‘To give a poor compensation, get unfit men, 
have the work half done, and allow them to sponge the 
citizens to make a living. 

Any system which requires men to work more than 
12 hours out of 24 is, in my opinion, defective; Police 
duty, if properly performed, is as laborious as any other, 
and if men work more than 12 hours out of 24, they 
should be paid for it extra. 

I have carefully examined the different systems of 
other cities, and for a Day Police think our present one 
preferable. ‘The appropriation for the past three years 
has been $42,500 per year, and has not been exceeded. 
At this time, the number is 47—35 of whom, I think, 
will compare favorably in character, expense to the 
. City, and services rendered its citizens, with any other 
Department that can be found. 

The citizens now pay a sufficient sum, in my opinion, 
to have a system equal to that of any other, and they 
ought to have it. 

The great difficulty, that I have long seen and felt, 
is to get suitable men. Some men, (and their number 
is not small) think that when a man becomes unfit for 
any thing else, he is just fitted for a Policeman; and

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no one thing that I know of injures a Department so. 
much as putting into it men who are incapable of per- 
forming the duty. There are now on file, in this office, 
more than 125 applications for Police, and from an ex- 
amination of the list, I would not recommend ten of 
them to come on trial. 

There is now very much needed a Water and Wharf 
Police, and for three successive years I have recom- 
mended an increase of the appropriation for this pur- 
pose. 

Some addition is also needed to the Day Police. 

The number ought to be,

In compliance with the 4th section of an Ordi- 
nance in relation to Streets, passed September 30, 1850, 
the Superintendent of Streets is required to make quar- 
terly Reports of the expenditures of his Department 
which is herewith submitted. 

The expenses charged to the Paving Department for 
three months ending December 25th, 1850, for the pur- 
chase of paving materials, and paving and repairing of 
Streets, grading of new Streets including South and 
East Boston, is $49,964.18. Collected on account of 
the Paving Department, and paid over to the City 
Treasurer for paving materials sold and repairing side- 
walks, &c., is $500. 

For the Internal Health Department for three months 
ending December 25th, 1850, the expense of sweeping 
and cleaning the Streets, collecting the House Offal and 
House Dirt including South and East Boston charged 
to the Health Department, is $17,718.68. 

Amount collected and paid over to the City Treasurer 
for sales of Manure, Street Dirt, &c., is $934.02.

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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


All the Boys are employed six hours a day, at some 
mechanical or domestic labor. Those who have 
sufficient age and strength, labor at Shoemaking on a 
contract, with Mr. Benjamin E. Cole. The others are 
employed in knitting socks for the Institution. Those 
engaged in shoemaking, have manufactured 25,774 pairs 
of women’s and children’s shoes, for which the City has 
received $317.63. ‘Those employed in knitting socks, 
have knit 193 pairs. A few boys do the domestic work 
of the House. 

Lhe health of the boys has been remarkably good, 
very rarely having a boy who was not able to attend to 
his duties in the school room: or workshop. In 
September last, there was one case of dysentery, and 
one case of pleurisy, both soon yielded to judicious 
medical treatment, and in a few days they were able to 
resume their duties again. All are required to bathe 
their entire person once each week in a bath of about 
blood warm. ‘This together, with regular habits of 
diet, out door exercise and a spirit of contentment has 
tended to promote good health among the boys. At 
the present time, the health of the boys is perfect. In 
case of sickness, a Hospital Room is supplied them, the 
attendance of a skilful Physician and good nurses 
procured, and everything is done to render them com- 
fortable, and restore them to health again. 

The boys are supplied with beds and bedding, 
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a sufficiency of good and wholesome food three times a 
day, without restriction. A proper amount of clothing 
for every day wear, and an additional suit for Sunday, is 
furnished them. The House is comfortably warmed, 
and well ventilated. No tobacco or spirituous liquors, 
are allowed. ; 

Personal cleanliness is enjoined and strictly enforced. 
Most of the boys take pride in keeping their persons 
and clothes clean. Clean running water is accessible to 
them at all times. They are required to wash their 
hands and faces, at least three times each day, and 
oftener, if the nature of their work renders it necessary. 
_ There is connected with the yard a permanent vault, 
which is always in good order. Each dormitory is 
furnished with a bucket and suitable cover. There 
is also in the sleeping hall a fixed vault, for the accom- 
modation of those sleeping in the berths, through which 
a stream of pure water is constantly flowing. ‘The 
domestic work of the house is performed by the 
boys, except the washing, baking and cooking, which is 
done by inmates of the House of Industry. Boys 
are supplied each week with clean shirts and socks, and 
their other clothes are changed and washed as often as 
is necessary. 

The mode of discipline is much the same as at the 
last Inspection. The grade system is continued, 
believing it to be salutary in its operation upon 
the boys, and well calculated to secure the object 
intended—good government and sincere reformation ; 
and that more can be effected in a majority of cases by 
a mild and persuasive influence than by force. ‘The 
punishments consist for the most part, in black marks 
and deprivation of play or other privileges. In some

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instances, corporal punishment is inflicted, and in 
extreme cases, confinement. 

The Superintendent says, “ that since the last report, 
most of the boys have seemed happy and contented, and 
a general desire has been manifested, to obey and 
improve ;” there are individual exceptions to the above. 
There have been two or three boys who have been 


apprenticed and returned for crime, that seem deter- 


mined to pursue the downward road to crime and 
wretchedness, upon whom no influences seem to operate 
to their improvement. ‘There is no provision in the law, 
whereby such boys may be sent to the House of 
Correction, as at the State Reform School. They 
are not fit subjects for apprenticeship. It does not 
seem right to discharge them, and permit them to return 
as they would do, to the scenes of vice and idleness, 
from which they were taken, and they remain here with 
but little hope of their reformation, exerting a perni- 
cious influence upon those who are disposed to do right. 

The boys rise at five and retire at half-past eight. Six 
hours are devoted to labor, four to school, five and one 
half to incidental duties and play, and eight and 
one-half hours to sleep. 

Their religious exercises are reading a portion of 
Scripture and prayer, morning and evening. A Sabbath 
school on Sabbath iene. and a regular church 
service in the afternoon. All boys who can read suffi- © 
ciently well, have a Bible or Testament, and are 
required to commit a portion of them, to repeat every 
morning. ‘The portion of time devoted to School, is 
improved in obtaining a knowledge of the common 
English branches, usually taught in our public schools. 
The text books are Leavitt’s Reading Series, Greenleaf 
and Coburn’s Arithmetic, Morss’s and Smith’s Geogra- 
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phy, Wells’ Grammar and Worcester’s Dictionary. 
Since the last report, 55 have attended to written 
Arithmetic, 62 to Mental do., 70 to Geography, 24 
to Grammar, and 69 to Writing. Tour boys have com- 
menced the study of Natural Philosophy. The boys 
are instructed in Vocal Music, two evenings in each 
week, by Mr. Elijah Palmer. All but one can read 
in plain reading, and the boys generally have made 
commendable improvement, and manifest a good degree 
of interest in their studies. An addition of about two 
hundred volumes has recently been made to the libraries 
which are sought for and read, with much avidity 


by the boys.

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HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


In the department thereof at South Boston, the 
general health of the inmates has been as good as could 
be expected considering their former habits of life. In 
cases of sickness all necessary care is given to them, 
a physician to attend and nurses to take care of them. 

After they have recovered from their last debauch 
they are generally able and willing to labor and are 
steadily employed, the men in picking oakum, farming, 
&c., the women in the domestic work of the house. 

The food, lodging, clothing and treatment are the 
same as that of the paupers. ‘They are required to give 
particular attention to personal cleanliness; all have 
access to pure water. ‘Their rooms are whitewashed as 
often as is necessary, and are as well ventilated as the 
construction of the house will admit. 

They are governed by the same rules and regulations 
that the City Authorities have established for the other 
’ inmates of the house. No spirituous liquors are allowed 
them unless ordered by the physician. 

Bibles are placed in the hands of each inmate and all 
can have an opportunity of reading if they choose. 
They have the privilege of attending the religious ser- 
vices in the Chapel if they desire and have frequent op- 
portunities of conversing with the chaplain.

In the Department of the House of Industry at Deer 
Island, the general health of these inmates committed 
for offences, since the last inspection has been good af- 
ter they have once fairly recovered from the effects of 
their previous life of excesses and exposure. But one 
serious case of sickness has occurred among them, 
which they were not suffering from at the time of com- 
mitment. 

They are as well fed, as warmly clad, as comfortably 
lodged, and as strictly cared for in respect to personal 
cleanliness and comfort as are the pauper inmates. 
Governed by the same regulations, they enjoy the same 
social and religious privileges, so far as is consistent 
with their safe keeping and with the purpose of their 
commitment. 

They have been kept fully employed according to 
their several ability, and their industry and general 
good conduct, even when compared with that of the 
pauper inmate, with whom they must necessarily asso- 
ciate to some extent, has been in a high degree satis- 


factory.

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REPORT. 


To THE Hon. Mayor anp Crry Councit: 


Tue Revised City Ordinances require that “the City 
Registrar shall, in the month of January annually, 
report to the City Council, a statement of the number 
of Births, of Intentions of Marriage entered according 
to law, of Marriages solemnized, and of Deaths recorded 
during the previous year, with such other information 
and suggestions in relation thereto as he may deem 
useful.” The following remarks and statistical tables 
are submitted in compliance with that requisition. 

As “useful information and suggestions” only are 
required by the government, theoretical speculations 
and too great an array of figures and fractional exten- 
sions founded on uncertain data, should be avoided. As 
the year 1850 closed the first half of the century, it may 
on this occasion be proper to present some additional 
tabular statements of vital statistics, especially relating 
to the last five years which have elapsed since the pre- 
paration of the elaborate and valuable Census Report, 
by Lemuel Shattuck, Esq. 

While a considerable improvement in the registration 
of the three great events of life may be fairly claimed, 
there is still too slight an appreciation of its importance, 
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and too many obstacles to be overcome, to carry out, as 
fully as may be desirable, the law on the subject, espe- 
cially in a large City, with an ever changing population. 

The older records in this office are regarded by anti- 
quarians and genealogists as of great value, and those 
of later date are often examined and found useful in 
reference to numerous questions, arising in the distribu- 
tion of estates, in the obtaining of pensions, and many 
other matters of private and public interest. 

It being impossible to give with accuracy the births 
and deaths in Wards, especially for the last year, during 
which a new division has been made, a tabular view is 
presented, relating to distinct and: easily defined limits. 
For this purpose, all north of State, Court, and Cam- 
bridge streets, forms the first district ; south of the same 
line and west of Washington street, the second; south 
of State and east of Washington street in the City 
proper, the third; South Boston, except the City Insti- 
tutions, the fourth, and East Boston and the Islands the 
Sifth district. 


BIRTHS. 


Five thousand two hundred and seventy-nine births are 
registered for the year 1850. A few children are includ- 
ed, who were born out of Boston, but the parents were 
found residing here when the canvass was made. On 
the other hand, doubtless a greater number have been 
born in Boston, whose parents removed from the City 
before the canvass. 

In this department, Mr. George Adams has been the 
Assistant Registrar employed, and it is believed the 
service has been faithfully performed by him and his 
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assistants, and without serious annoyance to the citizens. 
The table of Births was prepared by him and will 
be found interesting, especially in regard to the origin 
of the present population of the City. 

On submitting his report, Mr. Adams remarks: 
“The City was canvassed. twice, to obtain the required 
information, and the result is an increase of about two 
hundred births over the year 1849. Your instructions 
have been strictly observed, and the result gives evidence 
that the work has been thoroughly done. ‘The tabular 
statement I present, is varied somewhat from that of 
last year, at your suggestion. Although this division 
may this year operate unfavorably in comparing the 
result by Wards with last year’s collections, yet I think 
the divisions now adopted, will ultimately prove best, as 
they may be permanent, and remain unaffected by future 
divisions made in the Wards of the City.” 

“Tam happy to state that in collecting the informa- 
tion this year, we have met with the ready and cordial 
co-operation of the citizens, and it is evident that the 
Registration of Births, is regarded with increasing 
favor, as the object and its benefits are better understood. 
Scarcely a case can be adduced where the information 
has been withheld, while numerous cases occurred, in 
which the canvassers were urged to record the Births of 

other and older children than they were required to 
take. The usefulness of this Registration cannot be 
«questioned ; two year’s experience in collecting the 
information, satisfies me the object meets with popular 
favor, and that the measure is a. practicable one.” 

However unimportant the registration of births may 
be regarded by a portion of the community, as to its 
present utility, there can be no doubt that these records 
if correctly made and preserved, will be of great useful- 
ness in future years. 
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MARRIAGES. 


During the past year, 2557 Intentions of Marriage 
have been registered, one or both of the parties, in each 
case, being described as residing in Boston. The 
number of marriages actually returned by officiating 
Clergymen and Magistrates and recorded, is 2467, which 
includes 247 cases, in which both parties were from 
other places, and whose intentions of course were not 
entered here, but in their respective towns and cities. 
The marriages recorded for 1850, are more than twice 
the number of any preceding year, although there has 
been no material increase in the number of Intentions 
of Marriage entered. It is thus seen that there has been 
a commendable improvement in making returns for 
registration by Clergymen and Magistrates. Many of 
those who solemnize marriages, make each return forth- 
with, and it often happens that an intention is entered, 
the marriage takes place, the return made and recorded 
all on the same day. Other Clergymen, in full compli- 
ance with law, return a month’s certificates, between the 
first and tenth of the following month. Lvery certifi- 
cate of intention issued, if read, reminds him who 
officiates at a marriage, of the law, and his duty in 
regard to the return. Still some have been tardy, and it 
is believed that a considerable number of marriages, 
even of last year, are not registered. Delinquents in* 
_ this matter should understand not only that they are 
- liable to a severe penalty for each neglect, but that 
innocent parties often suffer serious inconvenience from 
such omission. The records are often examined to 
prove marriages and legitimacy, for the benefit of 
widows and heirs. 
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The law of 1850 provides that “all persons intend- 
ing to be joined in marriage, shall cause notice of their 
intention to be entered before their marriage, in the 
office of the clerk, registrar or other officer, appointed 
for such purpose, of the city or town in which they 
may respectively dwell, (if within the State;) and if 
there be no such clerk in the place of their residence 
the like entry shall be made with the clerk of an 
adjoining town.” And the law further provides that 
clerks shall give a certificate to be delivered to the 
officiating Minister or Magistrate, before he shall proceed 
to solemnize the marriage. ‘The Legislature, doubtless 
intended this law to apply only to persons. residing in 
this State, not to provide facilities for the people of 
other States, to evade their own laws. An impression. 
seems to have gone abroad, that a marriage certificate or 
licence may be obtained of clerks for fifty cents, and 
that parties, wherever they may belong, may immediately 
be married. Hence the annoyance of very frequent 
applications for certificates by persons from other 
States. No certificates of intentions of marriage are 
issued from this office, unless one or both parties 
are described as dwelling here. 

A fuil index of the names of parties entering Inten- 
tions of Marriage, as well as of parties actually married 
is now kept in a convenient form, and is found of great 
utility. Before July 1849, female parties were never 
indexed, and attempts to find any given name, unless 
the date can be nearly stated, are laborious and discour- 
aging. 

From 1751 to 1761, we have no records of Boston 
marriages, and from the latter period to 1850, it is 
probable that only about one half are on record. In 
cases where the record of a marriage cannot be found, 


* 
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partial evidence of the fact may be obtained from the 
entry of intention for publishment. There are eighteen 
volumes in this office, forming a complete series of 
intentions entered from the year 1707 to July 1849. 
These records are of great value and would be much 
more available were the names indexed. To illustrate 
the convenience of indexes, a single fact among many, 
may be briefly stated. In the distribution of an estate, 
it was necessary to ascertain whether a certain female 
was living, or if dead, had left issue. She was known 
to have resided in Boston in 1820, and rumor said she 
married here between that time and 1830. In order to 
obtain a clue to the facts in the case, the names of parties 
to marriage were examined for ten years ; nearly a days’ 
labor. With good indexes, the question might have 
been answered in a few minutes. The expediency of 
incurring a moderate expense to procure indexes, at 
least for thirty or fifty years past, is respectfully sug- 
gested to the government. 

The laws of the Commonwealth in regard to mar- 
riages, owing perhaps somewhat to obscurity in the 
several enactments and modifications, seem not to be 
well understood by all who solemnize the rite. When 
the male party to a marriage resides in one town 
or city, and the female in another, the intention should 
be entered, and a certificate obtained in each. Many 
such are married, the entry of intention having been 
made in only one place. Clergymen may perform the 
marriage ceremony, the intention having been duly 
entered, either in the places where they reside or where 
one or both parties reside ; but a Suffolk Clergyman has 
no legal authority to marry in Berkshire, parties belong- 
ing in Suffolk or Worcester. Justices of the Peace, 
(except Justices throughout the Commonwealth,) can 
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only marry in the Counties for which they are commis- 
sioned, and where one of the parties at least is a 
resident of the same county. This restriction is not 
always regarded. Clergymen from other States, occa- 
sionally perform the rite in this State. They are not 
authorized so to do. In a few instances, marriage 
returns have been made by persons who are unknown 
in this community, either as Clergymen or Magistrates. 

The new marriage law dispensing with the fourteen 
days publishment formerly required, is regarded as 
objectionable by some, and as tending to increase hasty 
and improper marriages. That there has already been 
some abuses, and that there may be many, is probable. 

Parties disposed to enter rashly and foolishly into 
matrimonial alliances may do so under this law, and 
there is no remedy. But under the old system, such 
parties had only to proceed to Providence, or Nashua, to 
find Clergymen ready to perform the ceremony, and 
return in a few hours married, despite the opposition of 
parents or others interested. Respectable people rather 
than have their intention of marriage posted for weeks, 
and perhaps published in newspapers, in great numbers, 
were leaving the State, to accomplish their nuptials 
among strangers. In a short time it is difficult if not 
impossible to prove these marriages, and the parties, or 
their offspring, are liable to be put to great inconven- 
lence. 

Persons who have thoughtlessly contracted such mar- 
riages, would do well to secure the evidence in a per- 
manent form, if it now exists, for the benefit of whom it 
may hereafter deeply concern.

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DEATHS. 


The whole number of Deaths, registered as having 
occurred in the City, including those who died at Deer 
Island, is 3,667, being about 1400 less than in 1849, 
and less in proportion to population, than in the two 
preceding years. A kind Providence has mercifully 
preserved the community from pestilential scourges ; 
the only epidemic that has prevailed with severity last 
year, being Small Pox, which caused 192 deaths. _ 

It is thus seen, that Boston still maintains its satis- 
factory sanitary reputation. In every part of the City, 
where the dwellings are fit for human habitation, 
tolerably ventilated and drained, and where the popu- 
lation live with decent regard to health, human life may 
be considered as secure asin any populous town. But 
there are localities where health and safety cannot 
be expected. In some sections where almost the whole 
ground is covered with buildings, without proper drains 
and out houses, dwellings crowded from cellar to attic 
with human beings, living in filth and are constantly 
inhaling a pestilential atmosphere, it is not surprising 
that sickness and deaths are frequent. The record of 
“places of death,” in this office, gives the names of these 
localities. ‘They are well described in the Report on 
the Cholera in 1849, 

In regard to the causes of death, the record and 
tables are made up from the best information to be 
obtained under the present system of proceeding. 
Funeral Undertakers, and persons who apply for per- 
mission to remove the dead from the City, make the 
reports to this office from information generally derived 
from attending physicians, The reports are therefore 
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second-hand, and not always. accurate. In many 
instances, the deceased were not attended by Physicians, 
or any deserving the name. While our City is, well 
supplied with educated, respectable and skilful. physi- 
cians, it is deplorably true, that many families prefer to 
employ impudent pretenders to the healing art, perhaps 
men who very recently flourished the curry-comb, 
or graced a pedler’s cart, and. who are as ignorant 
of physiology as they are of astronomy. From such 
practitioners, we expect to have reports of, deaths by 
strange complications of diseases and of absurd names 
found in no scientific nomenclature. | 

It is true, as will be seen by. one of the tables 
appended, that the mortality in Boston, shown. by. the 
records for five years past, has been. greater in. propor- 
tion to population than formerly. But we may easily 
account for this increase. The years 1847. and 1849, 
were remarkable for mortality; the former by ship fever 
and dysentery, introduced-by the starving immigrants, 
and the latter by the sad visitation of Cholera and kin- 
dred diseases. ‘he increased mortality has been among 
foreigners, and especially the children of foreigners. 

By an analysis of the ages of more than two thou- 
sand who died in 1850, taken from all the seasons 
of the year, it is found that the average. period. of 
human life in Boston, is less than twenty-one years ; 
that those of American origin, ayerage over twenty-five 
years, while those of Foreign origin average scarcely 
seventeen years. The great proportion of infants of 
foreign parentage, that live only afew days or weeks, 
is the principal explanation of the difference. 

In relation to the greater mortality, and the, shortness 
of life in this City, as compared with the country, there 
are several important circumstances that should be

borne in mind. Most of the business of the City, com- 
mercial and industrial, is performed by men in the 
prime of life, very many of whom in middle or 
advanced age, retire to the suburban cities and villages, 
and more remote rural retreats, giving place to younger _ 
recruits from abroad. The fame of Boston for its 
Hospitals, its curative means and its philanthropy 
attracts numbers affected by chronic and incurable mala- 
dies to our City, and their names soon find a place 
in our mortality list, instead of being registered at their 
proper homes. Of the 525 that died last year in the 
City Institution, and the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, by far the greater part belonged abroad, or had 
resided here only a short time. And as before remark- 
ed, it is by including in our tables the foreign popula- 
tion, that an unfavorable aspect is given to the vital 
statistics of Boston. 


INTERMENTS. 


A statement accompanies this report showing the 
Interments of the last year. The remains of the dead 
have been deposited and removed as follows. In the 
several Cemeteries in the City proper, 821; many of 
these have already been, or soon will be removed to 
rural Cemeteries. In South Boston Cemeteries, exclu- 
sive of the City Institutions, 172. In East Boston, Ceme- 
teries 8306. In Tombs at the House of Industry 198, | 
and two at the House of Correction. In tombs and 
graves on Deer Island, 163. Removed from the City, 
including considerable numbers to other States, 2005. ~ 

It now seems probable from the increased interest 
taken in providing rural Cemeteries, and the indisposi- 
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tion to continue burials in the City proper, that little is 
to be feared from intramural interments. An enlight- 
ened public sentiment on this subject, it may be hoped 
will save the City from such evils as have been experi- 
enced in other places. 

The old Burying Grounds in the City proper, being 
under the control of the Mayor and Aldermen, the tombs 
mostly private property, are generally, it is believed, 
kept in satisfactory condition. Religious Societies 
having Cemeteries wnder their places of worship, it may 
be reasonably expected will be careful to prevent any 
improper use of them. And it is believed no such 
Cemeteries will again be constructed. The Hawes 
Burial Ground at South Boston, given for the inhabi- 
tants of that section of the City and managed by 
certain Trustees ; the Roman Catholic ground at South 
Boston, owned as it is understood, by a great number of 
proprietors of single graves,—and the Hull street Cem- 
etery owned in part by an Association, and partly by 
tomb proprietors, are not in a ‘satisfactory condition. 
Practically, the government of the City has little con- 
trol over them. ‘The gates and fences are out of repair, 
and in summer the rank vegetable growth receives little. 
orno care. The condition of these Cemeteries reflects 
no credit on those who claim the ownership of the 
premises. | 


- 
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REMARKS. 


Public records, especially of names, would be much 
more correct were there more attention paid to legible 
chirography. Those who-prepare memoranda and returns 
for recording officers should take especial care to write 
plainly. Professional men who write with great rapid- 
ity and little care, are often faulty in this matter. Such 
names as Peirce, Pierce, Prince and Prime, may be so 
written, that.a copyist will be as likely to take one as 
another in transcribing, and thus important records are 
often made erroneous. 

In regard to the ages of parties to marriage, and of 
the dead, our registration is doubtless quite imperfect. 
A numerous class do not know their ages. Many for- 
eigners seem altogether at a loss to guess even at 
decades of years. Hence the great numbers set down 
as 30, 40, and 50. | 

In 1845, a Census of the City was taken under the 
direction and supervision of Lemuel Shattuck, Esq., 
which with a valuable mass of statistics, was published 
and is found convenient, in relation to the past history 
of Boston. Some of the tables annexed, are in contin- 
uation of Mr. Shattuck’s tables, relating to vital 
statistics.

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It is thus seen that there has been in five years, an 
actual diminution of 1755 in the American, and an. in- 
crease of 26,177 in the foreign population.» It: re- 
quires but little observation to account for these impor- 
tant changes. ‘The multiplied facilities for rapid travel- 
ling have made it practicable and convenient for the 
business men of Boston To LIVE OUT oF TOWN, and thou- 
sands of them have within a few years established their 
family residences near the various railroad stations ‘and 
omnibus routes within ten or fifteen miles.:'Their ware- 
houses, stores, shops, and employees,-remain in the 
City. Our native population has been also considera- 
bly affected by the numbers who’ have left ge 
a golden harvest in California. 

It is within the last five years, that the tide of emi- 
eration from Europe has set strongly to Boston. Pre- 
viously we received directly a much smaller proportion, 
of a less emigration, While the greater part of the 
emigrants landing in Boston, proceed directly to the 
interior of New England, or the Western States, many 
remain including generally the most undesirable portion. 


“The surrender of considerable sections of the City, 


formerly occupied by a cleanly and healthy population, 
mostly living one family in a dwelling, to another class, 
who crowd the premises from cellar to garret, and live 
without much regard to cleanliness, is giving to such 
sections an unfavorable character.. In these localities, 
the almoners of public and private charity, the dispen- . 
sary physicians and funeral undertakers, find much em- 
ployment.

As the last year belonged to the first half of the cen- 
tury, it has been deemed best to continue the old vocab- 
ulary of causes of death in the tables presented here- 
with. It may be desirable to adopt for the future, the 
names and classification of diseases as set forth in the 
State Reports, and recommended in the Report of the 
Commissioners on a Sanitary Survey of the Common- 
wealth. But it may be apprehended that no nomencla- 
ture and classification that can be proposed will receive 
the approbation of all physicians, and that there must 
continue to be a want of uniformity in stating the causes 
of death. 

In compliance with the State law, copies of the 
record of births, marriages, and deaths, have been pre- 
pared and deposited in the Office of the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth. ‘These copies are made from 690 
pages of records, equal to about 1400 pages of letter 
size. 

The tables and statements annexed relate to the 
Births; Intentions of Marriage entered; deaths and 
ages ; causes of deaths; deaths each day: interments and 
removals of the dead; population, births and deaths in 
different sections of the City, in 1850 ; population, births, 
marriages and deaths, 1841 to 1850; occupations and 
ages, 1850; causes of death 1846 to 1850 ; classification 
of causes of death, 1846 to 1850; birth places of the 
dead of 1850, and monthly statement of births, marria- 
ges and deaths in 1850.

MAJORITY REPORT. 


Tur undersigned, a majority of the “Committee on 
Elections and Returns,” to which Committee was 
referred the “ Remonstrance of Osmyn Brewster and 
others,” against the right of Messrs. Andrew Abbott, 
and ‘Thomas Sprague, to a seat in this body, beg leave 
to submit the following 


REPORT. 


There is no difference of opinion in the Committee, 
as to the facts in this case, which facts, as found by the 
Committee, after a full hearing of all parties, with their 
evidence, are as follows: 

The annual meeting of the citizens of Ward Three, 


for the Election of Municipal Officers, was held Decem- 


ber 9th, 1850, pursuant to a warrant thereto duly is- 
sued and returned, The meeting was called to order 
at the proper time and place, the poll was closed at 
4 o'clock, P. M. of that day, and the Warden and 
inspectors of elections then proceeded to assort and 
count the votes, and at 8 o’clock, or thereabouts, the 
Warden announced the result, by which it appeared 
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that vacancies existed in the offices of two members of 
the Common Council, the Warden, and three Inspec- 
tors of Elections. 

Immediately upon this announcement, a motion 
was made to proceed to fill these vacancies, and to keep 
the poll open for farty-five minutes. The Warden de- 
clined to put the question, declaring that it was not 
in order, as the time was not a “convenient time” to 
hold an election, as he understood the City Charter. 
At this time there were from thirty to fifty persons 
present. 

It was then moved that the meeting be dissolved, 
which motion was put by the Warden, and decided in 
the negative. It was then moved that the meeting be 
adjourned to 12 o’clock, M., on Wednesday following, 
to complete the election, which motion was put and 
lost. A motion was then made to adjourn to the fol- 
lowing day, Tuesday, at the same hour, for the same 
purpose, which was also lost. ‘The motion to proceed 
immediately to fill the vacancies was then renewed, and 
again decided by the Warden to be out of order. From 
this decision an appeal was taken, the question upon 
the appeal being put by the Clerk, and the decision 
was not sustained. The motion was not however put. 

The Warden declared that he should feel bound to leave 
the meeting, that the hour was late, (about half past 
eight, ) that he was wearied, and that the other officers of 
the Ward were also wearied, by the labors of the elec- 
tion, and that by the Charter, as he understood it, it 
was unlawful to proceed to an election that night; 
that he should therefore leave the meeting, and they of 
course could do whatever they saw fit, which it was 
competent and legal for them to do. The Warden 
thereupon left the mecting and did not return. Some 
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confusion, not however amounting to disorder, prevailed. 
Lhe Warden testified, however, before the Committee, 
that if it had been legal, he should have gone on, 
though weary, and done his duty. 

A motion was then made that the meeting choose a 
Warden pro tem., but the Clerk said he felt bound by 
the decision of the Warden, he having had much ex- 
perience as a presiding officer, and declined to put the 
question. 

The Clerk, after remaining some time, left the meet- 
ing, not having any intention to return. 

After the Clerk had retired, some one proposed that 
a Warden pro tempore be nominated and chosen, which 
proposition was accepted by the meeting, and pursuant 
thereto, James Quinn was nominated and chosen. It 
did not appear who put the motion. A messenger was 
then despatched to the Mayor for some person to ad- 
minister the oath of office, and the City Marshal was 
sent by the Mayor to the meeting, who, finding some 
confusion prevailing, and anxiety as to the course to be 
pursued, recommended a deputation to the City Solicitor 
for advice. In the meantime several Justices of the 
Peace were sent for, who declined to administer the 
oath of office, to the Warden elect. 

At this juncture an alarm of fire occurred, and the 
Warden elect, Capt. Quinn of Company No. 10, left 
and did not return during the evening. 

Samuel Jepson was die chosen Warden pro tempore, 
and signified his acceptance of the office and his readiness 
to be qualified, by taking the requisite oath. “Endeavors 
were made to obtain a Justice of the Peace for that pur- 
pose, which were ineffectual. Mr. Jepson continued to 
the close of the meeting, present, and waiting within 
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the railing, in the place of the Warden, to take the 
required oath, but was not thus qualified. 

During this time, and after the choice of Mr. Jepson, 
as Warden pro tem. the Clerk returned to the room. 
He did not administer the oath of office to the Warden 
elect, nor was he requested so to do. At the request, 
however, of many persons, he did consent to put a 
motion for adjournment without day, which was lost. 
Afterwards, a motion was made to adjourn to Tuesday 
evening, December 10, at 6 o'clock. P. M., to fill the 
vacancies, and put by the Clerk, as before, and passed 
in the affirmative, upon which he declared the meeting 
adjourned, and the citizens assembled accordingly dis- 
persed. This was at about half-past ten o’clock P. M. 
The Clerk testified, that he declared, when putting these 
last motions, that he did so, having no more authority 
than any citizen present, and not assuming to act in his 

official capacity. 

- Pursuant to the adjournment before stated, a meet- 
ing of the citizens of- Ward Three was held Decem- 
ber 10th, at 6 o’clock P. M. No one of the officers of 
the Ward was present. ‘The meeting was called to 
order by Samuel Jepson, a citizen of the Ward, and 
it was moved that the meeting proceed to the choice of 
a Warden pro tempore by nomination and hand vote. 
This motion was put by Mr. Jepson, and passed in the 
affirmative. Mr. Jepson was nominated for Warden 
pro tempore, aud the question put by Mr. B. T. Gould, 
another citizen of the Ward, and passed in the affirma- 
tive. Mr: Jepson accepted the office, and the oath of 
office was administered to him bya Justice of the Peace 
for the County of Suffolk. A Clerk and five Inspec- 
tors of Elections were chosen pro tempore, and qualified 
by the Warden pro tempore ; and at this meeting, Andrew 
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Abbott and Thomas Sprague, Esquires, were declared to 
be elected, to fill the vacancies in the offices of two mem- 
bers of the Common Council. 

Lhe Committee find, that the record of the proceed- 
ings of this meeting, as made by the Clerk pro tempore, 1s 
correct, excepting that it does not state that the meeting | 
determined to choose a Warden pro tempore by nomina- 
tion and hand vote, which vote was passed before he 
entered the room. He testified that he did not know 
whether he was present when the Warden pro tem. was 
chosen, but was present when he was chosen to the 
office of clerk. 

Upon these facts, and the law applicable thereto, the 
undersigned are of the opinion, that Messrs Andrew 
Abbott and Thomas Sprague, are entitled to a seat in” 
this body. 

The meeting of the 9th of December, was a legal 
meeting, at its inception, properly called, and organized, 
and the sitting members have received certificates of 
their election, which the charter makes presumptive evi- 
dence of their title to a seat in this body. 

By the City charter, Section 14, the Common Coun- 
cil have authority to decide ultimately upon all ques- 
tions relating to the qualifications, election and return, 
of its members. 

The inquiry then is, whether anything occurred, sub- 
sequently to the opening of this meeting, which served 
to render the proceedings illegal, or to vitiate the elec- 
tion of these gentlemen. 

The first objection made by the remonstrants, or the 
one which we shall first notice, to the legality of the 
elections is, that the meeting was “ dissolved by com- 
mon consent.” 

The undersigned are of the opinion, that the meeting 
was not thus dissolved. The business of the meeting 
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had not been completed at the time when the Warden . 
left. It was the duty of the citizens to go on and com- 
plete it, and the facts clearly show that they, had no 
intention of dissolving the meeting. On the contrary, 
repeated efforts were made by the citizens present, to re- 
organize, by the choice and qualification of a Warden 
pro tem. and thus to prevent a dissolution. The citizens 
then, did not consider the meeting dissolved by their 
consent. 

The Warden clearly had no right to dissolve, or ad- 
journ, the meeting. The reason given by him for 
refusing to put the motion to proceed to fill the vacan- 
cies, was, that it was not a “convenient time” to hold | 
an election. 

The 14th Section of the City Charter, in reference to 
the election of members of the Common Council, in case 
there is no choice upon the first ballot, directs that a 
new ballot shall be gone into immediately ; “ Provided, 
however, that if the said elections cannot be convemenily 
completed on such day, the same may be adjourned,” &c. 

But this provision does not make the Warden the 
judge of the fact, whether the time is, or is not, “ con- 
venient.” ‘The Warden is a ministerial, not a judicial, 
officer. His duty is to preside. It is the convenience 
of the citizens, which is to be consulted, and not that of 
the Warden, and the citizens, by their vote, had decided 
that the time was a convenient one. 

The facts show, that the citizens did not consider the 
meeting to be dissolved. ‘They made constant efforts to 
re-organize it. They elected two Wardens, and sent 
twice for a Justice of the Peace. It is evident that they 
regarded the meeting as still in existence. 

2. Another objection raised by the Remonstrants to 
the legality of the proceedings at the first meeting is, . 
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that the Clerk had no authority to preside for the 
choice of a warden or moderator pro tempore, because 
this being the annual meeting he could preside for such 
purpose only “ at the opening thereof.” 

The original charter of the City provides (Sec. 3), 
that, “if at the opening of any annual meeting the 
Warden of any ward shall not be present, the Clerk 
shall call the citizens to order, and preside at such 
‘meeting until a Warden shall be chosen. If at any 
other meeting the Warden be absent, the Clerk is to 
preside until a moderator, or Warden pro tempore, shall 
be chosen,” &c. 

The act of 1845, ch. 217, sec. 3, provides, however, 
that, “in case of the absence of any, or either, of the 
ward officers, at any meeting for elections, or other pur- 
poses, such office may be filled pro tempore by the legal 
voters present,” &c. 

Taking this statute im connection with the charter, 
the undersigned are of opinion, that it is the duty of 
the Clerk to preside at any meeting in the absence of 
the Warden, whether at the “ opening” of the meeting 
or not. 

Statutes are to be construed according to the inten- 
tion of the legislature, and if they are passed to remedy 
a certain mischief, they are to be so construed as to have 
that effect. The legislature intended to meet the case 
of the absence of the Warden. 

3. Another objection of the remonstrants is, that 
the Clerk was*legally incompetent to preside for the 
purposes of an adjournment. 

This is the point upon which the chief differences of 
opinion arises between members of the Committee; but 
after a most careful consideration of the subject, the 
undersigned are of the opinion, that the Clerk had the 
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power, in this case, to put a motion to adjourn the 
meeting of Dec. 9th, and that the said meeting was pro- 
perly and legally adjourned. 

It will be perceived from the statement of the facts, 
that the Clerk left the meeting, considering it dissolved, 
as he says, and after the absence of some thirty minutes, 
returned to the ward room, and at the urgent request 
of several persons, consented to put two motions—one 
to adjourn without day, and the other, to adjourn to the - 
following evening, (Thursday, Dec. 10th,) at 6 o’clock. 
The Clerk has recorded these proceedings, which took 
place after his return; with a qualification, however, 
that he did not understand it to be a part of “his re- 
quired record.” 

Whatever might have been the understanding of the 
Clerk, the undersigned are clearly of the opinion, that 
the Clerk must be considered, when he returned to the 
ward room, as returning to his duty, and as acting offi- 
cially in all which he subsequently did. The question 
is, Whether any of such acts were illegal. 

In order fully to understand the relative duties of the 
Warden and Clerk, let us look at the charter. 

The charter requires the election of a Warden, whose 
duty it shall be, among other things, “ to preside at all 
meetings of the citizens of the ward, and to preserve or- 
der therein.” It also provides for the election of a 
Clerk, one part of whose duty it is, in case of the ab- 
sence of the Warden at the opening of the annual meet- 
ing, “to call the citizens to order, and »preside until a 
Warden is elected by ballot ;” and in case of the absence 
of the Warden at any other meeting, to preside until a 
moderator or Warden pro tempore shall be chosen. 

It is made the duty of the Warden, with the Inspec- 
tors, to receive, sort and count the votes at all elections ; 
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and for this purpose, the charter requires, that the 
Warden, Clerk and Inspectors, shall be sworn faithfully 
and impartially to discharge their several duties relative 
to all elections. 

The charter also confers full power and authority up- 
on the Warden, “or other presiding officer,’ to preserve 
order and decorum in the meetings of the ward, and to 
repress all riotous, tumultuous and disorderly conduct 
therein. 

It provides, further, in regard to the election of the 
members of the Common Council, which is to be made 
at the annual meeting, “that if the said elections can- 
not conveniently be completed on such day, the same 
may be adjourned to another day, for that purpose, not 
longer distant than three days.” 

Upon these provisions the undersigned have come to 
the following conclusions ;— 

By making it the duty of the Warden to preside at 
all meetings, and by prescribing the mode of choosing a 
Warden pro tempore, whenever the Warden is absent 
from any meeting, the charter evidently requires, that 
all the proper business of the ward shall be transacted 
under the presidency of a Warden. 

This is particularly true of elections, because it is pro- 
vided that the Warden and Inspectors, shall receive, 
sort, and count the votes, and they shall be under oath 
touching their duty at all elections. 

If the Warden should be absent at any meeting, when 
an election was to take place, or, in the course of any 
such meeting, should absent himself for any cause, the 
meeting cannot legally proceed with the election, until 
a Warden pro tempore, has been chosen and sworn. 

The charter, in case of the absence of the Warden, 
makes the Clerk the presiding officer of the meeting, 
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with the full power and authority of a Warden to pre- 
serve order and decorum therein, for the purpose of 
choosing a Warden pro tempore, and “ until such War- 
den be chosen.” And it will be observed here, that the 
language of the charter is very guarded on this point of 
the duty of the Clerk. It says that he is to preside, 
“ until a Warden pro tempore is chosen,” and not “ for 
the purpose of choosing a Warden ;” evidently implying 
that he is to do all which the Warden, if presiding, 
could do, until the Warden pro tempore be chosen, 

The Clerk is the presiding officer for this purpose, and 
for no other, except for the doing of that which is neces- 
sarily incident thereto ; that is, the doing of that without 
which the other cannot be done, and until such election 
is completed by the choice and qualification of a Warden 
pro tempore. 

As the temporary presiding officer for such purpose, 
it is his duty to entertain motions, and to put them to 
vote, in the meeting, relative to any matter which may 
be legally transacted by the ward whilst he is thus pre- 
siding. 

Asan election cannot legally be proceeded with, in 
the absence of the Warden, until a Warden pro tempore 
has been chosen and sworn, the choice and qualification 
- of such Warden at a meeting when an election is taking 
place, is an incident, a necessary preliminary step to 
such election, and, in fact, a part of that proceeding. 

If such election and qualification of a Warden pro 
tempore, is an incident to, and part of the proceedings for, 
the election, then, if the taking of this preliminary step, 
—the election of a Warden pro tempore,—cannot con- 
veniently be completed on the day of the annual elec- 
tion, the meeting may be adjourned for that purpose, as 
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well as because the election itself cannot conveniently be 
completed on that day. 

Whether the election can, or cannot, be completed 
on the same day, is for the meeting to determine, ac- 
cording to their discretion, and in reference to which, 
their determination is conclusive. 

_In other words, the citizens have a right to adjourn at 
their pleasure, within the limits prescribed by the charter. 

If the annual meeting could be legally adjourned for 
the purpose of completing the election of Councilmen, 
or the doing of any act necessarily incident thereto, to wit, 
the choice and qualification of a warden pro tempore, then 
it was the duty of the Clerk presiding, to entertain and 
put motions, and declare votes, relating to any such 
proceeding ; and a vote of the meeting, under such cir- 
cumstances, must be as binding as if a Warden pro tem- 
pore were then presiding. 

A vote to adjourn is not the doing of any business, 
but the suspension of all business for the time being, 
the adjourned meeting being nothing more nor less than 
the same meeting; and the charter does not say affirm- 
atively, that the meeting shall not be adjourned, until a 
Warden pro tempore has been chosen. 

If the meeting could not legally adjourn before the 
election and qualification of a Warden pro tempore, then 
it might not be in the power of the meeting to adjourn 
at all, because there might not be any one present, who 
would accept the office, and thus an election might be 
altogether defeated, a result certainly, which might be 
provided by the charter, but which we should only look 
for in express words, or some inevitable implication. 

We conclude then, that the choice and qualification 
of a Warden, was a necessary part of the election of 
Common Councilmen, and that, if the meeting were of 
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opinion that this could not conveniently be completed 
on that day, they might adjourn, for the purpose of 
completing it, to another day. 

This was the precise position of things on the day of 
this meeting. The meeting had chosen a Warden, and, 
before qualifying him, they proposed to adjourn for the 
purpose of completing the election, till the next evening. 
Most clearly they had the right to do this, and, in the 
judgment of the undersigned, the Clerk then presiding 
had the right to put the motion. 

It may be said in reply to a part of the above sugges- 
tions, that the language of the charter is, that the Clerk 
is to preside until the Warden is chosen, the word “ qual- 
ified” not being used, and that, the Warden, in this 
case, having been chosen though not qualified, the power 
of the Clerk to preside ceased. But the undersigned 
cannot believe, that the omission, to use the words “ and 
qualified” in that connection, can give any color to such 
objection. ‘The Warden cannot of course act until he 
is sworn. If then the Clerk must cease to act because 
the Warden is chosen merely, it will follow, as a neces- 
sary consequence, that the meeting, during the interval 
between the choice and qualification of the Warden, 
would be without a presiding officer, a result certainly 
which we think could never have been intended. 

It is true that the charter provides, that the oath may 
be administered by the Clerk of the ward, and it is also 
true, that the charter intends that the business of choos- 
ing and qualifying the Warden pro tempore, should not be 
delayed. But the provision is not imperative. It is only 
for convenience, provided that no Justice of the Peace 
is present; and if it were imperative, many questions 
might arise between the time of the choice of a Warden 
and the time of his qualification, which would necessa- 
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rily, require the presence and action of a presiding offi- 
cer. 

For example, suppose, after the choice of a Warden, 
and before his qualification, some citizen of the ward 
should raise the objection that such Warden so chosen, 
was not legally chosen, because he was not a resident 
of the ward, and should object, for such reason, to his 
being qualified, A discussion arises upon this objection 
and it becomes necessary, perhaps, to have testimony on 
this point. If the Clerk can no longer preside, because 
the Warden is chosen, and the Warden cannot act, be- 
cause he is not qualified, who shall entertain the nu- 
merous motions which must necessarily arise in this state 
of the case. 

Or again, suppose that it should be impossible to pro- 
cure testimony upon the point, at that time, and an ad- 
journment should become necessary; could not the cit- 
izens adjourn for such purpose? and could not the 
Clerk, in such case, put the motion so to adjourn? 

Or suppose, again, that an adjournment should be 
moved for fifteen minutes, in order to procure the at- 
tendance of a Justice of the Peace, or for any other pur- 
pose, either before, or after, the choice of a Warden ; 
could not the Clerk put such a motion? And if his 
right is admitted for this purpose, it must be so for an 
adjournment for a longer time, even till another day, 

In illustration of the general power of a Clerk to ad- 
journ, and the cases seem sufficiently analagous, for the 
illustration to be in point, the undersigned would call 
attention to the fact, that during the session of the Legis- 
lature of this Commonwealth in 1848, the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives presided for four successive 
days, until the choice of a speaker, moving an adjourn- 
ment from day to day, and having all the powers which 
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the Speaker could have had, if presiding. On another 
occasion, in the absence of the Speaker, the chair was 
occupied by the same Clerk during the whole day and 
until the next day, and while it was so occupied, an 
United States Senator, Hon. John Davis, was chosen on 
the part of the House. 

The adjournment being, then, legal and proper, in the 
judgment of the undersigned, we come to the proceed- 
ings of the adjourned meeting, on the succeeding even- 
ing. It appears from the evidence, that no one of the 
ward officers was present, and the remonstrants object 
to the proceedings of this meetings, that they were ille- 
gal, because there was present no chosen or sworn 
Warden or Clerk, and no person authorized to call to 
order, or begin any proceedings thereat. 

The act of 1845, ch. 217, sec. 3, provides, “ that in 
case of the absence of any or either of the ward officers, 
at any meeting for elections or other purposes, such of- 
fice may be filled pro tempore by the legal voters present, 
which may be done by nomination or hand vote, if the 
voters present so determine.” 

Tn the opinion of the undersigned, this act ironies 
for a case like the present, where all the ward officers 
are absent. ‘The terms “any or either” may be so ex- 
tended as to embrace “all,” and, keeping in view the 
object of this act, this construction seems the more rea- 
sonable. 

At this adjourned meeting the sitting members were 
elected by a majority of the legal voters present, and 
have presented their certificates of such election. 

There are other considerations, which suggest them- 
selves to the undersigned, regarding the burden of proof 
in this case, and the necessity devolving upon the re- 
monstrants to present a case free from all doubt as to 
the construction of the charter, in order to outweigh 
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the presumptive evidence of title which the sitting 
members have presented. But they will not dwell up- 
on these. 

They desire also to be understood as expressing no 
Opinion upon the legality of the elections of Warden 
and Inspectors at this adjourned meeting, as other 
questions intervene, which place those elections upon 
different grounds from the elections of the Common 
Councilmen, inasmuch as the charter seems only to pro- 
vide for an adjournment in the event of no choice of 
members of the Common Council. 

Upon a careful consideration of the whole case the 
undersigned are of the opinion, that Messrs. Andrew 
Abbott and Thomas Sprague are entitled to their seats 
in this body, and recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolves.

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MINORITY REPORT. 


The minority of the Standing Committee of the Common 
Council upon elections and returns, to which was re- 
ferred the remonstrance of Osmyn Brewster and others 
against the right of Thomas Sprague and Andrew 
Abbott Esquires, to seats as members of the Com- 
mon Council from Ward Three, have attended, with 
the other members of the Committee, to the matters 
referred to them, and, having been compelled to come 
to a conclusion differing from that arrived at by a 
majority of the Committee, submit the following as 
their 
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That there is no disagreement in the Committee with 
regard to the facts, which are these. 

That the annual meeting of the citizens of Ward | 
Three for the Election of Municipal Officers was held 
December 9th ult., pursuant to a warrant therefor duly 
issued and returned; that the same was called to order 
at the proper time and place, that the poll was closed 
at 4 o’clock, P. M. of that day, and that the Warden 
and inspectors of elections then proceeded to assort and 
count the votes, and at 8 o’clock or thereabouts the 
Warden announced the result, by which it appeared 
that vacancies existed in the offices of two members of 
the Common Council, the Warden, and three Inspec- 
tors of Elections. 
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That immediately upon this announcement, a motion 
was made to proceed to fill these vacancies, and to keep 
the poll open for forty-five minutes; that the Warden 
declined to put the question, declaring that it was not 
in order, as the time was not a “convenient time” to 
hold an election as he understood the City Charter. 
At this time there were from thirty to forty persons 
present. 

It was then moved that the meeting be dissolved, 
which motion was put by the Warden, and decided in 
the negative.. 

It was, then moved that the meeting be adjourned to 
12 o’clock, M., on Wednesday following, to complete 
the election, which motion was put and lost. 

A motion was made to adjourn to the following day, 
Tuesday, at the same hour, for the same purpose, which 
was also lost. 

The motion to proceed immediately to fill the vacan- 
cies was then renewed, and again decided by the War- 
den to be out of order-;—from which decision an appeal 
was taken, and the question upon the appeal was put 
by the Clerk; the decision was not sustained. 

The motion was not however put. 

The Warden declared that he should feel bound to 
leave the meeting ; that the hour was late, (about half 
past eight, ) that he was weary, and the other officers of 
the Ward were also wearied by the labors of the elec- 
tion, and that by the Charter, as he understood it, it 
was not lawful to proceed to an election that night; 
that he should therefore leave the meeting, and they of 
course could do whatever they saw fit, which it was 
competent and legal for them to do. He testified that 
if it had been legal he should have gone on ; although 
weary, and done his duty. 
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The Warden thereupon left the meeting and did not 
return. | 

Some confusion, not however amounting to disorder, 
prevailed. 

A motion was then made that the meeting choose a 
Warden pro tem., but the Clerk said he felt bound by 
the decision of the Warden, he having had much ex- 
perience as a presiding officer, and declined to put the 
question. 

Lhe Clerk, after remaining some time, left the meet- 
ing, not having any intention to return. _ 

After the Clerk had retired, some one proposed that 
a Warden pro tem. be nominated and chosen, which pro- 
position was accepted by the meeting, and pursuant 
thereto, James Quinn was nominated and chosen. It 
did not appear who put the motion. A messenger was 
then dispatched to the Mayor for some person to ad- 
minister the oath of office; and the City Marshal was 
sent by him to the meeting, who finding some confusion 
prevailing and anxiety as to the course to be pursued 
recommended a deputation to the City Solicitor for ad- 
vice. In the meantime several Justices of the Peace 
were sent for, who declined to administer the oath of 
office, to the Warden elect. f i 

At this juncture an alarm of fire occurred, and the 
Warden elect, Capt. Quinn of Company No. 10, left 
and did not return during the evening. 

Samuel Jepson was then chosen Warden pro tem, and 
signified his acceptance of the office and his readiness 
to be qualified, by taking the requisite oath. Endeavors 
were made to obtain a Justice of the Peace for that pur- 
pose, which were ineffectual. Mr. Jepson continued to 
the close of the meeting, present, and waiting within 
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the railing, in the place of the Warden, to take the 
required oath, but was not thus qualified. 

During this time, and after the choice of Mr. Jepson, 
as Warden pro tem, the Clerk returned to the room. 
He did not administer the oath of office to the Warden 
elect, nor was he requested so to do; at the request 
however of many persons, he did consent to put a 
motion for adjournment without day, which was lost. 
Afterwards, a motion was made to adjourn to Tuesday 
evening, December 10, at 6 o’clock. P. M., to fill the 
vacancies, and put by the Clerk, as before, and passed 
in the affirmative, upon which he declared the meeting 
adjourned, and the citizens assembled accordingly dis- 
persed. This was at about half-past ten o’clock P. M. 
The Clerk testified, that he declared, when putting these 
last motions, that he did so, having no more authority 
than any citizen present, and not assuming to act in his 
official capacity. 

That pursuant to the adjournment before stated, a 
meeting of the citizens of Ward Three was held Decem- 
ber 10th, at 6 o’clock P. M., that no one of the officers 
of the Ward were present; that the meeting was 
called to order by Samuel Jepson, a citizen of the 
Ward; that it was moved that the meeting proceed to 
the choice of a Warden pro tem. by nomination and 
hand vote; that this motion was put by Mr. Jepson, and 
passed in the affirmative ; that Samuel Jepson was nom- 
inated for Warden pro tem., and the question put by B. 
T. Gould, another citizen of the Ward, and passed in 
the affirmative ; that Mr. Jepson accepted the office, and 
the oath of office was administered to him by a Justice 
af the Peace for the County of Suffolk; that a Clerk 
and five Inspectors of Elections were chosen pro tem., 
and qualified by the Warden pro tem. ; and that at this 
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meeting, Thomas Sprague and Andrew Abbott, Esquires, 
were declared to be elected, to fill the vacancies in the 
office of two members of the Common Council. 

That the record of the proceedings of this meeting as 
made by the Clerk pro tem. is correct, except that it does 
not state that the meeting determined to choose a Warden 
pro tem. by nomination and hand vote, which vote was 
passed before he entered the room. He testified that 
he did not know whether he was present when the 
Warden pro tem. was chosen, but was present when he 
was chosen to the office of Clerk. 

In view of these facts, several questions of great im- 
portance present themselves, and, as these questions 
concern the powers of Ward Officers, we have given 
them.the more attention inasmuch as independent of 
the matters now before the Committee, they possess a 
permanent interest. 

The first is, whether it is competent and lawful for 
the Clerk of a Ward, in the absence of the Warden, to 
preside over a Ward meeting for the purpose of an 
adjournment. 

And, second, meee. admitting the meeting of 
December 9th, to have been legally adjourned, the 
question of adjournment having been put, and the 
adjournment declared by the Clerk, the organization of 
the meeting of December 10th, was legal: 

Or, in other words, whether at a meeting of a Ward 
in this City, no officer of the Ward authorized to pre- 
side being present, it is competent, and lawful for the 
citizens assembled to organize themselves by the choice 
of a Warden pro tempore, and subsequently of a Clerk 
and Inspectors pro tempore. 

And, third, whether, in the present case, a Warden 
pro tempore, having in fact been chosen by the meeting 
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of December 9th, and having signified his acceptance 
of the office, and his readiness to take the oath of office, 
and be qualified therefor, in the absence of the Warden 
and Clerk, but not having been in fact sworn, the Clerk 
upon his return had power to preside for the purpose 
of receiving a motion to adjourn and declaring an 
adjournment. 

It should be premised that the questions now to be 
considered, arise under the Charter of the City, and are 
to be decided upon that instrument alone. 

Towns seem to have existed from the earliest history 
of New England, and their existence is recognized by 
the original Constitution of the Commonwealth; but no 
cities were incorporated until a period long subsequent 
to the Revolution. By the law of England, the King 
alone had authority to make a corporation by charter. 
At the Revolution, all the powers vested in the King 
became vested in the people, and among them the power 
to create municipal corporations. : 

In the constitution as originally adopted no such cor- 
porations are recognized except towns, and until the ar- 
ticles of Amendment were adopted in 1821, no power 
existed in the Legislature to erect or constitute a city 
government. 

By the second article of Amendment then passed, it 
is provided that “ The General Court shall have full 
power and authority to erect and constitute municipal or 
city governments in any corporate town or towns in this 
Commonwealth, and to grant to the inhabitants thereof, 
such powers, privileges, and immunities not repugnant 
to the constitution, as the General Court shall deem 
necessary or expedient for the government thereof, and 
to prescribe the manner of calling and holding public meet- 
ings of the inhabitants in wards or otherwise, for the 
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election of officers under the constitution, and the man- 
ner of returning the votes given at such meetings. 

Tt will be seen that the extraordinary powers implied 
in the grant of a city charter, were considered as remain- 
ing in the people, and not belonging to the Genera} 
Court until this provision was adopted. A city charter 
was to confer great powers, to give great privileges, to 
furnish great immunities beyond those enjoyed by towns. 
Hence the necessity that the General Court should be 
authorized to grant such powers, privileges and immuni- 
ties, and to be authorized to prescribe the manner of call- 
ing and holding public meetings of the inhabitants in 
wards, or otherwise. ‘The powers enjoyed by cities be- 
ing thus extraordinary, and in derogation of the rights 
of towns, are, it is evident, to be confined within the 
grant and limited within the prescriptions. They are. 
not to be extended by construction. Such powers as 
the General Court have not expressly granted, it must 
be presumed, they meant to withold. 

In the charter the rights and duties of the officers of 
a ward are clearly defined. By the third section it is 
enacted that it shall be the duty of such Warden to pre- 
side at all meetings of the citizens of such ward to pre- 
serve order therein ;—it shall be the duty of such clerk 
to make a fair and true record and keep an exact journal 
of. all acts and votes of the citizens at such ward meet- 
ings, to deliver over such records and journals, together 
with all other documents and papers held by him in his 
said capacity, to his successor in office.” It is made the 
duty of the Warden and Inspectors in each ward to re- 
ceive, sort, count, and declare all votes on all elections 
within such ward. 

By section fourth, the Warden or other presiding offi- 
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cet, has full power and authority to preserve order and 
decorum at a ward meeting. 

~The duty of a Warden, is simply to preside, and to 
aid the Inspectors in receiving, sorting, id <n and 
declaring votes. 

The duties of a Clerk are purely clerical. He is to 
make a fair and true record and keep an exact journal of 
all acts and votes; and so closely is he confined to this 
duty, that he is not authorized to assist to receive, sort, 
count and declare the votes, but that duty pertains ex- 
clusively to the Warden and Inspectors. 

And an adequate reason for this is, that the record is 
to be kept by him, which is in all cases prima facie evi- 
dence of the facts therein disclosed ; and, in many cases 
is conclusive, and cannot be questioned. 

By the charter, section third, it is provided that, “if 
at the opening of any annual meeting, the Warden of a 
ward be not present, the Clerk of such ward shall call 
the citizens to order, and preside at such meetings until 
a Warden shall be chosen by ballot ; and if at any other 
meeting the Warden shall be absent, the Clerk shall so 
preside until a Moderator or Warden pro tempore shall 
be chosen. And by section third of the additional act of 
1845, it is provided, that in case of the absence of any 
or either of the ward officers at any meeting for elec- 
tions or other purposes, such office may be filled pro 
tempore, by the legal voters present, which may be 
done by nomination and hand votes, if the voters pres- 
ent so determine. 

As to the first question above stated, the minority of 
the Committee are of opinion, that by the charter of the 
city, the Clerk of a ward has power to preside at a ward 
meeting for one purpose only, and that is the choice of 
a Warden pro tempore ;—and that in point of time his 
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authority to preside is limited to the completion of the 
act of choice. Twice in the charter mention is made of 
this extraordinary duty of the Clerk, and in both cases 
the language is, that the Clerk shall preside “until.a 
Warden shall be chosen.” ‘The only business which it is 
competent and lawful for the ward to transact under the 
presidency of the Clerk, is to choose a Warden pro. tem- 
pore. iileis empowered to preside for that business 
alone. During that time he may preserve order and de- 
corum in the meeting, but the only business lawful is 
the choice of a Warden. Until that is done all other 
business is suspended. No motion is in order or can be 
lawfully considered, except a motion to proceed to the 
choice of a Warden pro tempore. If such a motion is 
passed in the affirmative, the next and only business is, 
to.determine the manner in which the choice shall be 
made, whether by ballot or by hand votes. This being 
done, the choice is to be made in accordance with that 
determination, and the choice being made, the Clerk re- 
sumes his original duties, and as Clerk administers. to 
the Warden elect pro tempore, the oath of office. Be- 
ing empowered by the third section of the charter to do 
this, it becomes his duty, and when this duty has been 
performed, the Warden may act, and the meeting is en- 
abled to proceed with the regular business. 

Should the motion to proceed to the choice of a 
Warden pro tempore, be negatived, the meeting is in our 
judgment thereby dissolved; it has refused to do the only 
act by which its existence can lawfully be continued, 
and such a decision is final. 

In the absence of the Warden, it is the opinion of 
the minority of the Committee that the only alternative 
for the meeting is to fill such vacancy by the choice of 
a Warden pro tempore, or to be dissolved; and that a, 
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refusal to do the former, whether in the form of a direct 
refusal, or of a motion to dissolve, or to adjourn without 
day, or to adjourn to a future day, are equivalent to, and 
in effect produce a dissolution. 

It is said that in the parliamentary law “a motion to 
adjourn is always in order,” and hence it is argued that 
such a motion would not have the effect above stated ; 
but it by no means follows that although a motion to 
adjourn is in order, an adjournment is at all times legal. 
The right of a meeting to adjourn, and the time and 
place to which they may adjourn, are alike dependent 
upon the constitution and law by virtue of which they 
are assembled. There is no omnipotency or magic in a 
motion to adjourn, it is always subject to the law of or- 
ganization, and when it is said that such a motion is 
always in order, nothing more is meant or can be meant, 
_ than that a motion to adjourn takes priority of all other 
questions and must*be first put. It is a maxim by 
which in parliamentary heraldry the precedence of mo- 
tions is determined. So a motion to amend takes prece- 
dence of the vote upon the main question. 

But a motion to adjourn takes precedence only when 
it is unconnected with any day or time; it must be sim- 
ply to “adjourn.” Its only power as a priviledged mo- 
tion is to break up the sitting. 

In our judgment it is not in the power of a ward 
meeting to effect a valid adjournment in the absence of 
a Warden. Such a motion may be put if the clerk re- 
ceive it, and may pass, and the meeting may be declared 
adjourned to a future day, but its legal effect is to dissolve 
the meeting and any proceedings had in pursuance of an 
adjournment declared under such circumstances are a 
nullity and of no legal effect. 

A legal adjournment can only be made when the 
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Warden and Clerk are both present. An adjournment 
could not be legally made in the absence of the Clerk, 
so as to render valid any subsequent meeting held in 
pursuance thereof, even if the Warden was present; as 
there would be no officer to make a record of the ad- 
journment. A record if made up by the Clerk, would 
be of course made up from hearsay, or the relation of 
some person who was present. But the record must be 
made up from a knowledge of the proceedings, per- 
sonal and actual, and by an officer legally sworn to the 
discharge of his duties. 

If a motion to adjourn made in the absence of the 
Warden, and during the presidency of the Clerk, is or 
can be legal, the same motion might be equally well 
made in the absence of both those officers. Who in 
such case could make up the record so as to give valid- 
ity to a subsequent meeting held in puysuance of such 
an adjournment? If the motion te-adjourn is rendered 
lawful because it is inconvenient or impossible to elect 
a Warden pro tempore, or for any other reason, the 
same reasons would give validity to an adjournment 
made in the absence of a Clerk, or of both Warden and 
Clerk. In the absence of the Clerk, the proceedings of 
the meeting are suspended until a Clerk pro tempore is 
chosen and qualified, and at such a juncture it is the 
duty of the Warden to inform the meeting of the va- 
cancy, and that the choice of a Clerk is necessary. If 
the meeting refuse to make such a choice a dissolution 
necessarily takes place. A motion to adjourn, if made 
and carried, would produce the same effect. Upon the 
absence of the Warden and Clerk, if it be possible in 
any way to reorganize the meeting, the first business is 
the choice and qualification of a Clerk pro tempore, 
who should then preside during the choice of a Warden 
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pro tempore, and duly qualify him, and the organization 
would then be complete. 

During these proceedings no legal adjournment could 
be made ;—by legal adjournment we mean an ad- 
journment which could give validity to any proceedings 
had in pursuance thereof. 

The minority of the Committee are of opinion for 
the reasons stated, that in the absence of the Warden, 
the Clerk of a ward has no power to preside for the 
purpose of an adjournment ;—and that any proceedings 
had at a meeting held in pursuance of such an adjourn- 
ment are void. 

As to the second question arising as before mentions 
ed, the minority of the Committee do not feel called 
upon to express a decided opinion, since in whichever 
way it may be determined the result to which they have 
come would not be affected. 

-.. For, if it be deemed that in the absence of the Ware 
den and Clerk, the citizens of a Ward, legally assembled, 
have power to choose aWarden and subsequently a Clerk 
pro tempore, and proceed with the meeting, then it 
must be conceded that the meeting of December 10th 
was not legally organized, and all proceedings then had 
were a nullity. From considerations already submitted 
there is great doubt whether in such case the Clerk 
pro tempore is not the first officer to be chosen, in or- 
der to the validity of the proceedings. It would seem 
that the first business is to provide an officer who shall 
keep a record of the doings; otherwise as in the pre- 
sent case a Clerk would be compelled to make up an 
essential part of his record from the information of 
others, a proceeding of very doubtful validity. It is 
believed that in moneyed corporations the clerk is in 
practice always chosen first. 

If it be admitted that the citizens of a Ward in the 
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absence of the Warden and Clerk have the power to 
organize by electing Ward Offices pro tempore, it must 
be conceded that the citizens assembled on Monday 
December 9th, had the right after the retirement of the 
Warden and Clerk to proceed and choose a Warden and 
Clerk pro tempore. As the Warden was in this case 
also chosen first, the objection is the same to this choice 
as to that of the meeting December 10th and no greater ; 
and if this proceeding was invalid the latter was in- 
valid also. 

And the minority of the Committee are of opinion 
as to the third question stated, that, Mr. Jepson hav- 
ing been chosen to the office of Warden pro tempore, 
and having signified his acceptance of the same, and 
his readiness to perform the duties and to take the 
oath of office, the Clerk upon his return to the Ward 
room did not find the circumstances existing under 
which by the Charter of the City he had the right to 
preside for any purpose. ‘There was then no vacancy 
in the office of Warden. Such an officer had been 
chosen and was present. The office was full. It was 
not in the power of the meeting to set aside the choice 
of Mr. Jepson and select another. By the choice and 
by his acceptance he had acquired a right to the office 
of Warden pro tempore, and nothing but his resigna- 
tion or abdication, or the return of the Warden, or the 
dissolution of the meeting could deprive him of it. 

The return of the Clerk merely could not oust him 
from his office. , 

The right of the Clerk to preside upon his return to 
the meeting would certainly be no greater than it would 
have been if he had remained and presided during the 
election of a Warden pro tempore. In that case, after he 
had declared the choice of the meeting, he would have 
been functus officio; his duty as a presiding officer 
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would have been discharged, and nothing would have 
remained for him to do to render the organization com- 
plete but to administer to the Warden elect the oath of 
office. This it was in his power to do; the Charter 
expressly gives him the authority ; and, it being in his 
power, it was clearly his duty. By the third section of 
the act of 1845, it is expressly enacted that it shall be 
the duty of all Ward Officers authorized to act at elec- 
tions to attend and perform their respective duties,—and 
if a Clerk by a neglect or refusal to perform his duty to 
administer the oath of office to the Warden elect pro 
tempore, might perpetuate his own power to preside over 
the meeting, he would be able not only to set at naught 
the law, but set at defiance the majority of the meeting, 
and defeat the objects for which they were assembled. 

In the present case, upon the return of the Clerk to 
the meeting, nothing remained for him to do but to 
qualify the Warden elect pro tempore, by administering 
the oath of office. This he failed to do; but, at the re- 
quest of many persons present, he acted as presiding 
officer to put a question for adjournment. ‘This, it seems 
to us he had no right to do. The case in which the 
Charter gave him the right to preside did not exist. 

To sustain this act of the Clerk it is urged that the 
Charter intends and means by “chosen” chosen and 
qualified. Why then is not that intention expressed in 
terms ? 

To determine whether this is the meaning we may 
find light, and we think sufficient, in the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth and in the Charter of the City. 

By the tenth article of amendment, to the Constitu- 
tion it is provided that “the Governor, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and Councillors shall hold their respective offices 
for one year next following the first Wednesday in Jan- 
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uary and until others are chosen and qualified in their — 


stead. So all the State officers for the year in which 
the article was passed are “to hold their respective 
offices until others are chosen and angen in their stead 
and no longer.” 

By the fourth section of the act of 1845 it is provided 
that, in case of the non election of a Mayor, the Chair: 
man of the Board of Aldermen shall discharge all the 
duties incumbent on the Mayor of the City, &c., until 


a Mayor shall be chosen and duly sworn to the discharge _ 


of his duties. 

Thus, by the fundamental, organic law of the Com- 
monwealth, a distinction is made between the choice of 
an officer and his qualification. ‘The word “ chosen” by 
no means implies qualification, and is expressive of an 
act of the meeting. ‘The qualification is an act to be 


done subsequently, and is to be performed not by the 


meeting, but by the Clerk, or in his absence by a Jus- 


tice of the Peace. The choice is independent of the 


qualification. 

The laws intend and expect that every officer will 
perform his duty. ‘They are enacted upon that supposi- 
tion; and as it is the duty of the Clerk to qualify the 
Warden pro tempore, he should immediately perform 


that duty, and no delay of any practical importance | 


would take place. In the present case there was no 
necessity for the Clerk to preside ;—a Warden was 
chosen, and had accepted the office, and was ready to 
take the oath, and the administration of the oath would 
have occupied less time than the putting of the ques- 
tion to adjourn. . 
This distinction between the choice and qualification 


of an officer is recognized not only by the constitution, 
3 


— a ee 
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but by the charter itself The same distinction is made 
in the judicial decisions of England and this country, 
and the minority of the Committee do not consider it 
out of place in their report to insert the language of the 
courts upon: this subject. 

In a case reported in Modern Reports, Vol. 11, p. 
122, Lord Chief Justice Hale said “ An investiture 
does not make an officer when he is created by patent, 
but he is an officer presently. A person is an officer 
before he is sworn.” 

So in a case decided in New Hampshire in which the 
decision above quoted is cited as authority, 2 N. H. 
Rep. 202, Mr. Justice Woodbury, now of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, said in giving the opinion 
of the Court, “On general principles the choice of a 
person to fill an office constitutes the essence of his ap- 
pointment. After the choice, if there be a commission, 
an oath of office, or any ceremony of inauguration, these 
are forms only, which may or may not be necessary to 
the validity of any act under the appointment according 
as usage or positive statute may or av ay not render them 
indispensable.” 

The minority of the Committee are fully of opinion 
that, even if the Clerk of a Ward should be thought to 
have power to preside at a Ward meeting for the pur- 
pose of an adjournment under any circumstances, yet, 
that in the present case that power did not exist, and 
that at the time when the Clerk put the motion and de- 
clared the adjournment, he had not the power to pre- 
side for any purpose whatever; and that the meeting 
held December 10th, pursuant to that adjournment was 
illegal and that all proceedings then had were void. 
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And, that, as Messrs. Sprague and Abbott were 
elected at a meeting illegally holden, they are not en- 
titled to seats in this Council.

REPORT. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed by an order of 
the City Council of January 30th, 1851, “ To ascer- 
tain the qualifications and fitness of the members of 
the present Board of Engineers of the Fire Depart- 
ment to perform the duties incumbent upon them, 
and to obtain such information respecting the charge 
of unfitness for the office of Engineer or Engineers, 
as may exist, or which may have been publicly made 
against said Board, and any member thereof, and re- 
port the result of their investigation to the City 
Council,” having attended to the duty assigned them 
submit the following

Due information was given to the Board of Engineers 
of the appointment of the Committee, and notices sent 
to the Foremen of the several Companies, that the Com- 
mittee were ready to hear and act upon any charges 
they might have to prefer against the Engineers. On 
the 14th February, instant, the parties appeared and a 
hearing took place. Charges were made by James 
Quinn, Foreman of Company No. 10; John S. Hunt, 
Assistant Foreman of Hydrant Company No. 2; Da- 
vid Chamberlin, Foreman of said Company, William 
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Lassell, Assistant Foreman of Hydrant Company No. 1 
and others; to the following effect, viz: Intoxication of 
the Chief at the fire in the Tremont House on March 
21st, 1850, and also neglect of duty of two of the As- 
sistant Engineers at a fire in Deacon street, August 
20th, 1848. Profanity against the Chief and two or 
three of his Assistants. Incompetency of some of the 
Assistants, neglect of duty in certain cases. 

Some forty members of different companies were 
brought forward by the accusers to prove their allega- 
tions, and were all examined by the Committee. 

Their statements were numerous, variously express- 
ed and occupied much time. Col. Amory and several 
citizens of the first respectability, formerly members of 
the Fire Department and City Government, were intro- 
duced by the Board of Engineers and testified in favor 
of their experience, ability and fidelity, the propriety . 
of their conduct, and the important services rendered 
to the Department and the City, by the Chief Engineer 
and his Assistants. 

But without going into the particulars of the evi- 
dence and proceedings at the several hearings had upon 
the subject, it will be sufficient briefly to state, that no 
one of the charges made by the said Quinn, Hunt, Las- 
sell and als. was sustained by the testimony, while on 
the contrary it was conclusively proved to the Commit- 
tee, that there were no just grounds whatever for any 
charge or allegation of the kind against the Chief En- 
gineer or any one of his Assistants. In the course of 
the investigation it was apparent, that a disposition had 
been occasionally manifested on the part of a few mem- 
bers of some of the Fire Companies not to pay that 
proper or strict attention to the regulations required by 
the Board of Engineers and the City Government. Re- 
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gulations so necessary for the maintenance of good order 
in the Department and for the prevention or extinguish- 
ment of fires—and the Committee are led to believe that 
the origin of the charges and allegations above mention- 
ed, and the insubordination now existing may be traced 
in a measure to this disposition to infringe or evade the 
laws. 

It is manifest that harmony or concert, as well as 
energy of action is of the first importance in every Fire 
Department. This cannot be attained without a ready 
compliance with the rules on the part of the members, 
an implicit obedience to orders, and a rigid enforcement 
of them if set aside or broken, and in order to accom- 
plish this the Engineers should be assured of the hearty 
co-operation of the government. ‘The different compa- 
nies must and should be under the control and direc- 
tion of the Board of Engineers as provided in the Mu- 
nicipal Ordinances and laws of the land—they must act 
under the orders of that Board and those of the City 
Council, and in no other way can efficiency be attained 
or insubordination prevented. ‘This investigation has 
satisfied the Committee, that the present Chief Engineer 
and his Assistants constitute such a Board as can be 
relied upon by the Fire Department, by the City Au- 
thorities, and citizens at large, and on this account, the 
Committee consider it their duty to recommend the 
Chief Engineer and his Assistants as suitable candidates 
for re-election by the City Council. 

While the Committee entertain a high opinion of the 
Fire Department taken together, they are aware that 
abuses may occasionally creep into it ;—and are not dis- 
posed to deny that some improvements may from time 
to time be made in that body. 
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The statements against the Engineers being frivolous 
and unworthy of consideration, and all the charges 
against the Board being entirely unsustained, the Com- 
mittee recommend that no further action whatever be 
had in the matter:—all of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

Of the Committee of Conference with the City Council in 
relation to a Superintendent of the Public Schools. 


The Committee appointed to confer with any Com- 
mittee which might be appointed on the part of the 

- City Council, in regard to the appointment of a Su- 
perintendent of our Public Schools, respectfully 


En BORE s 


The Committee on the part of this Board were invited 
to confer with the Committee on Public Instruction to 
whom the subject was referred by the City Council, on 
Friday the twenty-eighth of February. All the mem- 
bers of both Committees were present, with the excep- 
tion of one on the part of the City Council and one on 
the part of the School Committee; and after a very full 
and careful consideration of the subject, the opinion ap- 
peared to be unanimous, that the appointment of a 
Superintendent of our Public Schools would add greatly 
to their efficiency and usefulness, and ought not longer 
to be delayed. We are happy to be able to add that 
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the gentlemen not present at the conference, concur in 
the same views. | 

When this subject was formerly considered by this 
Board, it was proposed to apply to the Legislature for 
a special act establishing the office of Superintendent ; 
but it is found that in the opinion of the City Solicitor, 
although legislation would have been necessary to cre- 
ate an office of the character and with the powers for- 
merly proposed, it will not be necessary, for one like 
that contemplated by your Committee. All that is re- 
quired, is, that the School Committee should ask from 
the City Council an appropriation for the object, and 
after the appropriation is granted, that it should pro- 
ceed to fill the office and define its duties. Those who 
are timid in regard to the working of the plan, may 
thus have the satisfaction of viewing it in the light of 
an experiment, which if not successful, may be discon- 
tinued at the end of one or more years. ‘Those who 
are confident of success will doubtless be willing so to 
regard it. All that they will ask, is, that the experiment 
shall be tried fairly, and in good faith ; with the honest 
endeavor on the part of all, to find the best man for the 
office, and to afford him every aid and facility in their 
power to a faithful and efficient discharge of his duties. 

It is perhaps unnecessary, to go into an elaborate 
consideration of the reasons which have influenced the 
minds of your Committee in forming the conclusion to 
which they have arrived. The subject has been so long 
agitated, that it is probable that all the members of this 
Board have given it more or less of their attention. 
The necessity of more adequate supervision of our 
Public Schools than is afforded by our present system 
is so obvious, that it would hardly seem possible that 
there should be a difference of opinion on this point ;

though there may be an honest difference, as to the 
means by which the end may be best attained. As 
things are now arranged, the care of the Schools is ap- 
portioned out to different gentlemen of the Committee ; 
each individual being, as one of a Sub-Committee, con- 
nected with three or four Schools. All are thus ena- 
bled to get a tolerable knowledge of the actual and 
relative condition of the particular Schools with which 
they are associated, which may be a sixth, or an eighth 
part of the whole number; and although according to 
the rules, “each member shall consider it his duty to 
watch over all the Public Schools in the City, to attend 
their visitations, exhibitions and examinations, and to 
visit them at other times according to his ability,” it is 
well known that for the members of the Committee to 
comply with this rule is a moral impossibility, and it 
becomes a mere nullity. The probability is far greater 
that we should come short of our duty to the particular 
Schools committed to our charge, than that we should 
extend our usefulness by any supervision of others. 
Each person on the Committee has thus a fragment- 
ary knowledge of our Schools, and of our School sys- 
tems; but no one person has any satisfactory knowledge 
of all of them, or of the system or systems .on which 
they are conducted. ‘There are various disconnected 
parts committed to the charge of different individuals ; 
but these parts are not combined into one harmonious 
whole, still less is that whole animated by one life and 
soul. Ifamember of the Committee begins to under- 
stand the three different plans of organization, and to 
get some little insight into the single and double headed 
system, the first year of his service, he will have proved 
himself an apt scholar; and at the end of this time, 
there is more than an even chance that he will have

found even the necessary duties of his office, incompat- 
ible with his other avocations, and retire from the field 
of his labors. The number of new members on the 
Board the present year, not reckoning the Mayor and 
President of the Common Council, who are members 
ex-officiis, is fifteen out of twenty-four; which is how- 
ever a somewhat unusually large proportion. The 
Schools are examined quarterly by the various Sub-Com- 
mittees, and are usually reported to be in a good condi- 
tion; but there is no common standard of excellence, 
and what is meant by a good condition nobody knows ; 
and those which are the least deserving, may receive 
as high praise as others. ‘These reports usually awaken 
very little attention,—do not commonly contain any 
important suggestions on the subject of education, or 
form the basis of any action in reference to the Schools, 
beyond perhaps, the passage of a few special orders 
for the appointment or confirmation of new teachers. 
The Mayor is ex-officio the Chairman of the School 
Committee ; but it is well known that his other duties 
are so pressing, that they allow him to do little more 
than to preside over our deliberations. 

The only means of obtaining a general knowledge of 
our Public Schools and of their comparative condition, 
is afforded by the report of the annual Visiting Com- 
mittee. We would not speak disparagingly of the la- 
bors of this Committee. All praise is due to any gentle- 
men, who, in the midst of other cares and duties are 
able and willing to take the time, the labor and the re- 
sponsibility of this examination. But it is well known 
that as the duties of this Committee are usually appor- 
tioned, it is not expected of any one except the Chair- 
man, to visit all the Schools, and he has not unfre- 
quently been left to examine whole Schools without 
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any assistance. The rules require that “ the Committee 
shall critically examine the pupils of all the classes in 
all the studies.” According to the last annual report, 
“there are twenty-seven Schools and over nine thousand 
pupils to be examined.” The time allotted to any one 
School is usually one session, sometimes extended to 
twice the usual length. It is evidently impossible that 
the task assigned to the Committee should be accom- 
plished ; and the knowledge which is obtained must be, 
at best, quite superficial. The gentleman who under- 
takes this duty, usually undertakes it for the first time. 
The same individual is not known to have examined all 
the Grammar Schools twice, in more than one or two in- 
stances. ‘The report gives his first impressions of the 
Boston Schools ; and however highly he may be respected 
for his ability, or his zeal in the cause, these impressions 
are not regarded as entitled to any great weight or con- 
sideration ; and we believe that the gentleman himself 
as he finds the difficulty of his undertaking, and the 
very imperfect manner in which it must necessarily be 
accomplished, commonly attaches quite as little import- 
ance to them asanyone. The report is usually rendered 
in the latter part of the year,—is read and accepted, and 
distributed throughout the City. Wedo not know how 
it may have been previously, but it is believed that for 
the last three years, none of the suggestions contained in 
the reports have been adopted, or even seriously consid- 
- ered by the Board, in consequence of having been 
brought to its notice by the annual Visiting Committee. 
It may be doubted, whether there is in the world, anoth- 
er interest of such magnitude, and involving annually 
such an enormous expenditure as the Public Schools of 
Boston, which is left to such uncertain and imperfect 
supervision. 
2 
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Ifthe great defects of the present system of supervis- 
ion be admitted, what is the remedy? It seems to us 
that the only effectual means, is by the appointment of 
some suitable responsible person, who shall devote all 
his time and efforts to the study and improvement of the 
condition of our Schools,—to be chosen annually by the 
School Committee,—to act under their advice and direc- 
tion, and to be well paid for his services. All other expe- 
dients are thought to be of doubtful utility, and it is be- 
lieved, will, at best, fail to reach the root of the difficulty. 

The plan proposed is in agreement with the common 
sense and common practice of judicious men in all 
other matters. Look for instance at the great manufac- 
turing interests about us. We believe that the great 
success of these interests which have so changed the 
face and condition of New England, might be traced in 
a great degree to a few master minds, from which they 
received their first impulse, who with a deep insight into 
the practical workings of things, and a foresight which 
reached far into the future, combined in their system, 
the strictest accountability with the most perfect-indi- 
vidual freedom, and established the whole on a broad 
and liberal basis. One of the most remarkable features 
in these establishments, is the perfect system of super- 
vision and responsibility which pervades every part from 
the centre to the circumference. Every one has his own 
place and duty, and the pay attached to the place is so lib- 
eral, as to secure the best talent for that particular duty, 
which the country affords. The usual salary attached to 
the office of Treasurer of one of our large Manufactur- 
ing Corporations, who, under the advice of the Directors, 
has the general control of the whole establishment, is 
five thousand dollars. ‘The wisest men in such matters 
would not wish to pay less; because a less sum would 


s 
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not secure the best talent and qualifications for the place. 
Should the Directors of any Corporation undertake to 
perform the duties of Treasurer themselves, amidst their 
other avocations, and thereby save the expense, the fact 


would at once be indicated by a corresponding fall in 


the value of their stock in the market. ne 

When we love the public good as well as our private 
interests, shall we not be as wise in the management of the 
one as in that of the other? If we had one responsible 
man well qualified for the place, and devoted to his duty, 
constantly employed in the supervision of our Schools, 
we should, before many months begin to understand 
something of their real and relative condition; and or- 
der would gradually arise out of what is now compara- 
tive chaotic. The value of the labors of the Committee 
themselves would be greatly increased. They would 
not undo one day, what they had done the day before; 
but a right direction would be given to their efforts, 
and unity, consistency and permanency would be estab- 
lished in their councils. 

There is one subject, at least, on which the annual 
examining Committees are entitled to be heard; and 
that is this very matter of a Superintendent. If they 
find themselves unequal to a satisfactory discharge of 
the duty imposed upon them, they should be allowed to 
state the fact and suggest the remedy. It is now six 
years, since our annual reports have been printed and 
distributed throughout the City. Before that time, the 
examinations are understood to have been much more 
slight, than they have been since. It could hardly be 
otherwise, than that the work should be done more 
thoroughly, and the reports more carefully prepared, 
after it was understood that these reports were to be 
published and spread before the citizens. The first of 
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these printed reports was prepared by Theophilus Par- 
sons, now Dane Professor of Law in Harvard Univer- 
sity. He says, “ Our citizens seem to have built up an 
extensive establishment of Schools to tax themselves 
annually for their support to the amount of more than 
two hundred thousand Dollars, and then to leave them 
without any thing like adequate or appropriate super- 
vision. What other great interest of the City is so 
uncared for? What other great expenditure so un- 
watched? It is, we repeat, impossible that the present 
School Committee should perform this work of super- 
CS a 

“How then would we remedy this? Not by a 
change in the School Committee itself, for the constitu- 
tion of this Board, for some purposes, is admirable. Its 
members come fresh from the people every year; and 
being chosen from all the wards, they represent all the 
wants and interests which should be provided for, and 
all the opinions and feelings which should be con- 
sulted. The excellent elements for a Board of Educa- 
tion which we now possess we would retain,—adding 
those which are wholly wanting; and these are perma- 
nence, personal responsibility, continued and systematic 
labor. ‘This we would do by adding to the officers of 
the City one whose duty it should be to watch over the 
Schools; to know the exact condition of every one in 
all particulars; to bring the lagging forward; to suffer 
no defects to become prescriptive, no abuses to be in- 
durated by time; to acquire and to impart such informa- 
tion as shall bring all our Schools to that degree of 
excellence which our citizens not only have a right to 
demand, but without which they have no right, in jus- 
tice to themselves and to their children, to be satisfied. 
‘This should be his business,—his whole business; and 
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he should be adequately paid. Although chosen annu- 
ally, like our masters, his tenure of office, like theirs, 
would be permanent if he discharged the duties of his 
office acceptably ; and if he did not, another should be 
chosen in his stead.” , . 

The subject has been urged on this Board and on the 
community, in each of the annual reports since-—pre- 
pared successively by Edward G. Loring, now Judge 
of Probate; George B. Emerson, Chairman of the Sub- 
Committee to examine the Grammar Department; by 
John Codman, twice; and last by our respected col- 
league, Francis Brinley. However they may differ 
on other matters, they all agree in this; and surely the 
opinion of such men, with such opportunities of judg- 
ing, is entitled to our most respectful consideration. 

We lastly have the testimony of experience; and have 
reason to think that where the experiment has been 
fairly tried, and by a competent person, it has been 
eminently successful. We learn from the Secretary of 
the Board of Education, and from other sources, that it 
has been adopted with success in some country towns ; 
and that in others, there has been an approach to it, by 
making the Chairman of the School Committee the re- 
sponsible person, and paying him for his services. 

The plan was adopted some years since in Provi- 
dence. <A letter was addressed by the Chairman of 
your Committee to the Rev. Francis Wayland, President 
of Brown University, asking for information as to the 
practical working of the plan in that place. The an- 
swer is so clear and pertinent, and at the same time, 
from such high authority, that we present it entire. 

He says :— 

“J will if possible send you the laws defining the 
duties of a Superintendent of Public Schools in this 
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City, and any thing else that I can find in point on that 
subject. 

“In this community there is, so far as I know, but one - 
opinion as to the necessity of this office to the efficiency 
of our school system. Before the present system was 
adopted, our Schools were, I believe, decidedly inferior 
to those of other towns, in New England, of our popu- 
lation and wealth. Since its adoption we have im- 
proved so rapidly that for years we have challenged 
competition with any other City: ‘The most essential 
respect in which we have differed from our neighbors 
is, I think, in the office of Superintendent; and to this 
{ impute the advantage we have enjoyed. It is of 
course true that the new system provided grades of 
Schools from the Primary to the High School, and made 
the salaries more adequate to the labor required, and 
demanded stricter examinations; but I believe that all 
these advantages would have been secured very imper- 
fectly, without the unremitted efforts of the officer in 
question. We were, I think, peculiarly fortunate in 
securing the services of a gentleman admirably adapted 
to the service. With an inefficient man, nothing would 
of course have been done well; but the duties should 
be so defined that an inefficient man would at once 
manifest his incapacity, and be removed. 

“Such are my views on the subject. I will only add, 
that to me it seems passing strange that the City of 
Boston should expend annually so large an amount in 
public instruction, and take so deep an interest in the 
subject, and yet provide no means of supervision over 
the matter, beyond the voluntary, and, of necessity, 
somewhat disconnected, efforts of its citizens. I believe 
that the proper supervision of your Schools might well 
employ three or four diligent and enterprising men, and 
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that their labors, well directed, would add greatly to 
the efficiency of your Schools. The establishment of 
supervisors of Schools was found, I believe, to have had 
this effect in the State of New York.” 

Your Committee are aware that much depends on 
the man who may be selected for the office. It requires 
a person of very high and varied qualifications; but we 
believe that the same Providence which causes or per- 
mits the exigencies of society, furnishes the means by 
which they may be supplied ; and that an honest endeay- 
or on the part of the members of this Board to find a 
person well qualified for the place, will be crowned with 
success. 

In conclusion we would recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution and order. From our confer- 
ence with the Committee on Public Instruction, we 
have the fullest assurance that if adopted here, it will 
meet with a cordial response on the part of the City 
Council. We would invite the early action of this 
Board, as the time for making the appropriations is near 
at hand.

BHP ORT: 


Your Committee find that the School for Adults in 
Pitts Street Chapel has now been in operation two win- 
ters. It was originally established by the Rev. Mes- 
sieurs Gray and Peabody, and has continued under 
their care ; the School being always attended by one of 
them. It has been found necessary to have one special 
teacher to superintend the School, and Mr. Charles E. 
Valentine Sub-Master of the Quincy School has been 
employed for this purpose. He has been aided in the 
work of instruction by the voluntary efforts of a num- 
ber of ladies and gentlemen, who have devoted them- 
selves with great diligence and perseverance to the ser- 
vice. It has been kept on four evenings of each week, 
twice a week for females and twice a week for males— 
two hours, on each evening commencing at 7 o’clock, 
and for five months in the year commencing the Ist of 
October. The average attendance of males and females 
is somewhat more than two hundred. 

The success of the School in Pitts Street appears to 
have equalled the most sanguine expectations of its 
friends. We think that no one can visit it, without 
being struck with the earnestness with which the pupils 
are engaged in their studies; or without being con- 


( ADULT SCHOOLS. [March, 


vinced that their efforts will be attended with the most 
important results. 

About the same time that the petition for aid for the 
Pitts Street School was presented to this Board, a 
similar petition for assistance for an Adult School kept 
in the Warren Street Chapel, was presented by Rev. C. 
I’, Barnard directly to the City Council. This petition 
was referred by that body to the Committee on Public 
Instruction ; and we learn that the proposition is favor- 
ably regarded by that Committee, and that there is 
every reason to suppose that an appropriation will be 
made by the City Council, sufficient to satisfy the wants 
of both Schools, if asked for by this Board. 

The School in the Warren Street Chapel was com- 
menced by Rev. Mr. Barnard fifteen years since, and 
has continued under his superintendence ever since. It 
commenced with only two scholars, but has been stead- 
ily increasing in numbers and usefulness. It is attended 
by from 70 to 80 males, and by from 130 to 140 fe- 
males. It is conducted much in the same way as the 
other, this being in fact the model School, it having 
been the first of the kind established in Boston. We 
doubt not that these Schools have carried light to many 
minds which would otherwise have passed through the 
world in darkness, and been the source of comfort and 
happiness to many families which would otherwise 
have been degraded and miserable. 

There is still another Adult School which is kept in 
South Boston; but this is understood to be supported 
by a charitable fund, and to need no assistance from the 
City. 

The work of rescuing our fellow beings from a state 
of utter, and otherwise hopeless ignorance, is both one 
of the highest acts of charity, and one of the most im- 
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portant uses, not merely to the individuals themselves, 
_ but to society at large. He who feeds the hungry does a 
good deed ; but he who imparts that knowledge which 
not only enables the hungry to obtain his own food, but 
makes him an intelligent useful member of society, does 
a far better one. Though it may well be questioned, 
whether the City should be called upon to establish 
Adult Schools, it ought not, we think, to remain an un- 
concerned spectator of those which have been establish- 
ed, and are chiefly sustained by private efforts and char- 
ity, or refuse the small pecuniary aid which is asked in 
their behalf. 

According to the Statutes of the Commonwealth, “in 
addition to the grants of money for common Schools, 
which cities and towns are now by law authorized to 
make; any city or town may appropriate such further 
sums of money as it may deem expedient for the sup- 
port of Schools for the instruction of adults in reading, 
writing, English grammar, arithmetic and geography. 

“ Such moneys shall be assessed, levied, collected and 

paid into the treasury in the same manner that other 
town and city taxes are, and shall then be at the dis- 
posal of the School Committee of the town or city, to be 
expended by them, for the purpose aforesaid, in such 
manner as they may deem expedient.” 
- The sum required for the Adult Schools in Warren 
and Pitts street, the present year, is $500, or $250 for 
each; and your Committee unanimously recommend 
the adoption of the following orders.

Dear Sir:—At a meeting of the Primary School 
Committee on School Houses, it was voted that the sum 
of Highty-three thousand and five hundred Dollars, should 
be asked for to supply the wants, which are urgently set 
forth by the Committees, of the following Districts, viz: 


District No. 1, East Boston, $8,500. The Committee 
of this District say that another School is much needed 
in their District, and they very much need better accom- 
modations for two of their present Schools, which are 
kept in rooms on Bennington street, where the water fre- 
quently stands in the cellar, and no means to ventilate, 
and only a small yard for both Schools, this being the 
most suitable place that they can obtain within their 
District. This District has six schools. 

District No. 3. Also at East Boston, represent their 
wants for a new Building in an urgent manner, on ac- 
count of the unfitness of the Rooms occupied by four of 
their Schools, one of which Rooms being the basement 
of a building which is generally damp and cold and un- 
healthy, both for the Children and the Teacher. The 
other three are in the basement story of a Church on 
low ground, the best that they can obtain in the Dis- 
trict, which is also at the extreme end of the District 
and in immediate proximity of the Rail Road. Voted 
to this District, $1000. This District has six Schools. 
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District No. 3, Boston proper, $1,000. For the en- 
largement and alterations of one of their School Houses 
on Charter street, which they represent as being now 
very inconvenient and uncomfortable. 

District No. 5, $8000. For a new building to be 
erected on land already purchased in the rear of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, on Hanover street, granted 
last year. ‘This District has 8 Schools. 

District No. 6, $10,000. The Committee of this Dis- 
trict apply for a new House to accommodate four 
Schools, which it is expected will be obliged to remove 
from the building which they now occupy, it being the — 
one formerly occupied for a Court House on Leverett st. 
and on what is called the Jail Lands, which are soon to 
be offered by the City Authorities for sale. This Dis- 
trict has 10 Schools. | | 

District No. 9, $10,000. The Committee of this 
District represent that they greatly need better Rooms 
for two of their Schools in particular, one of which is 
only temporarily located in a Ward_Room, with no yard 
accommodations ; the other in an under ground Room, 
which has impaired the health of two Teachers so that : 
they have had to leave it. They also think it will be 
necessary to establish another School by the time thata 
new building would be erected, so that it would be . 
needed fér three Schools. This District has 9 Schools. 
District No. 10, $10,000. The Committee of this 
District state the number of their Schools to be 13— 
eleven of them are in Rooms owned by the City, the 
other two in hired rooms and ill suited for School 
Rooms, one is on Purchase street, without any yard, and 
very noisy. ‘Chey ask for a building that will accom- 
modate fonr Schools, as they are wishing to establish 
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one which has already been granted, and are unable to 
find a suitable Room. This District embraces a large 
part of Fort Hill, now greatly occupied by Irish fami-. 
lies, and who have a large number of children in need 
of school privileges, so that the want of a new Building 
is very evident. ‘The Committee say that two to four 
more schools will probably be asked for the ensuing 
year. 

District No. 12, $1,000. The Committee represent 
that one of their School Houses, situated in South street 
Court, is unfit for the purposes for which it is occupied, 
it has three Schools, only a small yard, and the School 
rooms are inconyenient and badly ventilated, one of them 
(the upper one,) being but 6 feet 6 inches in height. It 
was voted that the above sum be appropriated for suita- 
ble alterations in the building here alluded to. This 
District has 7 Schools. 

District No. 15, $10,000. ‘The Committee of this 
District ask for a new School House, to accommodate 
two of their present Schools, which are now kept in 
rooms unfit for the purpose, and for one which they al- 
ready have leave to establish. They represent their 
wants such, as should not be passed unnoticed, as four of 
their Schools are liable to be ejected from the Franklin 
School House to give room for that School. This Dis- 
trict has 6 Schools. 

District No. 17, $5,000. This sum was voted to en- 
able the Committee of this District to obtain such alter- 
ations and improvements in one of their buildings now 
occupied for three, and expected to be occupied by four 
Schools, as would render it suitable and convenient. 
This sum also includes the additional Land desired for 
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the enlargement of the School House Yard. This Dis- 
trict has 11 Schools. 

District No. 20, $10,000. The Commlitige of athis, 
District represent that three of their Schools are kept in 
rooms entirely unfitted for school purposes,—the loca- 
tion being very noisy, and no yard accommodations, &c. 
They ask for a new School House, or suitable Rooms 
for five Schools, there being other Schools also in rooms 
very poorly adapted for that use. This District has 8 
Schools. 

The foregoing abstract is but an imperfect representa- 
tion of the great want that is felt for the better accom- 
modation of our Primary Schools. There were several 
other Districts who also sent in requests that they might 
have new School Houses this year, but the Committee 
decided not to ask for appropriations, except for those 
which appeared actually most in need. 

The Committee are aware that the amount asked for 
is a large one, yet they feel that they only ask for what 
is-greatly needed to promote the comfort and welfare of 
those correctly cherished and blessed Institutions for 
that numerous class, whose tender minds receive the 
first elements of an education. ‘They therefore hope 
that the City Council will vote all that the Committee 
think is needed for the ensuing year, for School Houses.

Sir,— 


The President has had the pleasure to receive your 
letter of the 26th February, enclosing official copies of 
the order and resolves lately adopted by the two bran- 
ches of the Government of the City of Boston. 

It affords him great satisfaction to perceive, that such 
measures have been taken by the authorities of Boston, 
as give assurance that no other outrage, similar to that 
which was, he presumes, the immediate cause of their 
adoption, will be permitted to take place in your City. 

From his earliest youth, he has been accustomed to 
regard with the greatest respect. and veneration the 
City of Boston, and the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. | 
He has been taught to believe, that their inhabitants 

were, almost above all others, the friends of order and 
_ good government ; intelligent enough to appreciate the 
advantages of free institutions of their own choice, and 
capable of understanding and resolving that great po- 
litical problem, of the compatibility of freedom with 
order, of liberty distinguished from licentiousness, and | 
of self-government the farthest removed from the dan- 
gers of anarchy; that they were especially devoted to 
the Union of the States, and to the Constitution which 
_established, and still maintains that Union ; and that 
their patriotism would never fail to counsel them to ful- 
fil all their obligations under the Constitution, justly 
and fully, and in the very spirit in which such obliga- 
tions were entered into by their renowned ancestors. 

Entertaining these sentiments, it was difficult for the 
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President to credit the accounts which were received, 
of the outrage on all law, perpetrated in Boston,.on the 
15th of February last. 

That a prisoner, in lawful custody, within the walls 
of the Court House, in the centre of the City, and in 
full sight of the offices of all the munic‘pal authorities, 
had been, at noonday, forcibly rescued, by a mob of 
one or two hundred persons, from the officers of the 
law, carried out of the building, and through the public 
streets in a sort of triumph, and enabled to escape al- 
together, without an attempt on the part of any of the 
authorities, or any of the citizens to preserve order and 
maintain the law, or to pursue and retake the fugitive, 
was a statement that seemed to him too improbable to 
be true. 

It was with a feeling of great relief that he received 
such explanations of this strange occurrence, as showed 
it to have been an entire surprise upon the citizens, and 
upon the authorities ; an act of successful temerity, on 
the part of a very inconsiderable number of persons, 
which only needed to have been apprehended the short- 
est time beforehand, to have been prevented. 

The President is confident that the great majority of 
the citizens of Boston are entirely loyal to the Constitu- 
tion ; that they view with just indignation. all such out- 
rages, and all attempts, whether by writing or speaking, 
to incite the ignorant and unthinking to such acts of 
violence ; and that they are ready to discharge the du- 
ties incumbent on them, by the Constitution and laws of 
the United States, faithfully and fearlessly, under all cir- 
cumstances, whenever called upon by the proper author- 
ities. | 

The occurrence of the 15th February is certainly 
greatly to be regretted, as it gives occasion to those not 
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unwilling to seize upon it, to question the disposition of 
your fellow citizens to comply with their constitutional 
obligations in good faith; and the history of such an 
outrage is spread far and wide, reaches where an expla- 
nation of it may never follow, and creates ill feelings to- 
wards those whose only connection with it is that they 
were residents of the place in which it was perpetrated. 
But if, as the President doubts not it will, this event 
shall arouse the attention of all good citizens to a sense 
of the dangers to be apprehended from the inculcation 
of such doctrines as have been spread abroad in the coun- 
try, tending to shake the authority of all law, to unset- 
tle society, and to absolve men from all civil and‘moral 
obligations ; and shall put them on their guard against 
the further diffusion of such pernicious sentiments, it 
may in the end, be productive of happy results; and, 
certainly, the almost unanimous expression of indigna- 
tion which it called forth among your citizens, balances, 
to some extent, the ill effect flowing from it. 

The President does not doubt that the people of Mas- 
sachusetts perfectly well understand the difference be- 
tween the freest discussion of political measures, and op- 
position to legal enactments already made, and estab- 
lished. He is quite sure that they regard the law of the 
land not as a sentiment, or an opinion ; but as a rule of 
conduct prescribed by the general authority, and which 
all are bound to obey, at the risk of the penalties attach- 
ed to its violation. | 

The President directs me to tender you his thanks for 
the transmission of the resolutions.

Dear Sir,— 


With this note I beg leave to place in your hands a 
communication to the City Goverment on the subject of 
Fire Alarms. 3 

A general view of the system proposed may be found 
in the memorial occupying the first four pages, and in 
the “ Example of operation” in the papers annexed. 

I have examined two experimental instruments for 
striking alarm bells by means of electro-magnetism, 
which were constructed for the City, as I am informed, 
in 1848, and to whichI refer in my communication. 
- These instruments need some repair, but may then be 
used to exhibit to the City Government the principle of 
the application proposed, in a very satisfactory manner, 
—as follows. Let one of these instruments be connect- 
ed with the bell on the roof of the Court House, and 
the other placed in the belfry of the Stone Chapel, 
with the slight associate apparatus which is necessary, 
and. with wires, connecting the buildings with each 
other and the City Hall. A small battery of a few tum- 
blers and an alarm key may be placed in the room of 
the Mayor and Aldermen, and connected with the cir- 
cuit. On depressing the alarm key, both bells would be 
struck simultaneously, and, as they are so near, the 
effect could be readily observed. 

Should my communication be printed, I shall be 
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glad to have it submitted, for an opinion, to scientific 
and practical men, who have the public confidence, and 
who have made electro-magnetism and the electric tele- 
graph subjects of special attention. 

Should the Committee to whom it may be referred, 
wish any explanation, or desire any experiments, in my 
power to make, I will appear before them and give 
freely my time and any information which I may 
possess.

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To the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston. 


The undersigned, a citizen of Boston, respectfully 
asks the attention of the City Government to a plan 
for the definite, instantaneous and universal communi- 
cation of Alarms of Fire, which plan has already been 
presented, in its general principles, to the public, and 
which was the subject of a recommendation to the City 
Government, in the annual address of Hon. Josiah 
Quincy, jr., in 1848. 

This plan is the Application of the Electric Tele- 
graph to signalizing Alarms of Fire. 

The conditions of a perfect system of this kind are,— 
first, the instantaneous communication of the intelli- 
gence of a fire,—second, the means of striking a definite 
alarm, simultaneously on all the alarm bells in the 
City,—third, security against interruption of such means 
of communication and alarm,—fourth, security against 
false alarms, and entire control of the agencies employed, 
by the officers of the fire or police departments. 

In presenting such a plan to the City Government, 
with a map and description of the apparatus required, 
and with estimates of the cost of all parts of the same, 
furnished by men of skill and experience in their re- 
spective departments, the undersigned is influenced 
chiefly by the belief that the applications of the electric 
telegraph belong to civilization, and that such a system 
of communication as the one proposed,—which can be 
applied also to many purposes of police and internal ar- 
rangement,—is essential to the efficient and living or- 
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ganization of alarge community. The undersigned has 
no personal interest beyond that of any other citizen, in 
the adoption of the plan proposed. His connection 
with it arises from the fact that he was the first, as he 
believes, to propose publicly this application of the Hlec- 
tric Telegraph, which was described by him in detail in 
the Boston Daily Advertiser of June 3, 1845, and which 
he has also, on other occasions, as well as at the present 
time, felt under obligation to bring before the public in 
such ways as he could command. 

The general outline of the system proposed is as 
follows. 

The City is divided into Six Fire Districts, which are 
represented on the map annexed, namely,—I, North ;— 
II, West ;—III, Centre ;—IV, South ;—-V, South Bos- 
ton ;-—-VI, East Boston. 

The Central Office of the System of Alarms, is estab- 
lished in the City Hall, in charge of the fire or police de- 
partments. At this Office the main battery is placed, by 
which all the communications between distant points in 
the City, for the purposes of signalizing or alarm, are 
made. 

Connected with this battery are two circuits of wires 
or classes of circuits, proceeding through the City ;— 
First, a Signal Circuit, by which the number of the Dis- 
trict in which a fire takes place may be signalized to 
the Central Office from any part of the City. This is 
represented by the red lines on the map. Second, an 
Alarm Circuit, by which the operator at the Central 
Office may strike simultaneously on all the City Alarm 
Bells, and repeat at will, the number of the District in 
which the fire exists. This is represented by the blue 
lines on the map. 

At each signal station, of which the number may be 
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multiplied at pleasure throughout the City, there is a 
signal key, which, whenever it is depressed, strikes a 
bell and makes a permanent mark on a fillet of paper, 
at the Central Office. The number of the district is 
thus easily communicated. The signal key itself is in 
a locked case, in the charge of a person or persons in 
the neighborhood of the station. 

At each Alarm Bell, in connection with the Alarm 
Circuit, there is a receiving magnet, which completes 
the circuit of a small local battery, at the moment of the 
completion of the Alarm Circuit by the depression of a 
key at the Central Office. The local circuit, thus com- 
pleted, includes an electro-magnet with its armature, 
which is brought into action at the moment of the pas- 
sage of the main current, and which liberates a train of 
wheels, carried by a weight, causing a hammer to strike 
a blow of any required force upon the bell. The oper- 
ator at the Central Office is thus enabled, by depressing 
the alarm key, to strike the number of any district 
simultaneously on all the alarm bells. 

An experimental striking apparatus of this kind was 
constructed for, and now belongs, it is believed, to the 
City which, with slight repair, would exhibit this action 
in a satisfactory manner. 

The mode by which an interruption of the circuit, or 
the communication of an unauthorized alarm, is render- 
ed almost impossible in the system proposed, is by the 
connection of each station with the Central Battery, by 
two different routes, with a provision for the frequent 
testing of the circuit, and by the separation of the wires 
to such a distance that a cross connection between them 
can not be effected. 

The cost of the construction and erection of all the 
parts of this system, providing for the establishment of 
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a signal station at every engine house and alarm bell, 
now used, and for the mechanical connection of all the 
present alarm bells with the telegraph, is estimated at 
$7,959 60. 

The details of the System, and of the estimates of its 
original and annual cost, with the considerations chiefly 
affecting its value, are presented in the annexed papers. 

The undersigned, believing that the economy and se- 
curity of such a system will be readily appreciated, and 
that it will command the favorable testimony of scien- 
tific and practical men, respectfully asks for it the con- 
sideration of the City Government.

SYSTEM OF TELEGRAPHIC FIRE ALARMS. 


THE DISTRICTS. 


‘The number of the Districts-represented on the map, 
has been chosen as sufficient to localize a fire, without 
unnecessary complication, and also as agreeing with 
natural divisions of the City. The number may be in- 
creased or varied, if thought desirable.—East Boston, 
not upon the map, constitutes a sixth district. 


THE CENTRAL OFFICE. 


The Central Office, at the City Hall, contains the 
main battery of 100 pairs of Grove’s arrangement, of 
which, perhaps one half are always in connection with 
the circuits, requiring only the depression of a signal or 
alarm key to be called into action. ‘The remainder are 
to be used alternately, or as a reserve, when the solu- 
tions are changed. ‘The South Boston circuits are dis- 
tinct from those of the City Proper. The City Proper 
will be found to arrange itself naturally into two divi- 
sions of circuits, one north and one south, which may 
be united, or connected with separate portions of the 
main battery. ‘Though these circuits are all very short 
yet the number of receiving magnets in the City Proper, 
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included in the circuits, connected with the alarm 
bells, is so great,—being 8 in the north circuit and 
10 in the south circuit,— that considerable resist- 
ance would be introduced, and upon these circuits 
the principal part of the battery power would-be ex- 
pended. ‘The signal circuits would require very few 
cups as the receiving magnet at the Central Office is the 
only one included in them. The signal battery might 
be distinct, though it could with greater economy be 
connected with both signal and alarm circuits, as only 
one circuit or class of circuits is in operation at a time 
except in rare cases. Ifa second alarm should be com- 
municated to the Central Office while the first was be- 
ing signalized upon the bells, the signal circuit would 
still act independently. “Switches,” by which the con- 
nections of the battery, or of different parts of it, could 
be instantly changed, would also be placed in the Cen- 
tral Office. The arrangement of the battery and cir- 
cuits will readily be understood by any intelligent Tele- 
eraph operator. 

In connection with the signal circuit a receiving 
magnet is placed in the Central Office, which opens and 
closes a local circuit of two or three galvanic pairs co- 
incidently with the flow of the current in the signal 
circuit, produced by the depression of one of the signal 
keys at a distance. ‘This local circuit causes an alarm 
apparatus to strike a single blow on a bell, and it also 
actuates one of Morse’s registers, by which a permanent 
mark.is made at the same moment on a moving fillet of 
paper. Attention is thus called to a signal, and it is 
also permanently recorded. 

The same register, or a separate one, may with advan- 
tage be included in the alarm circuit, so that, every time 
that the bells are struck by their hammers, it will re- 
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ceive a mark. By keeping such an account, at the Cen- 
tral Office, of the action of the striking machinery, it 
can readily be told when the weights require to be 
wound up, which may be once in two or three days or 
two or three weeks, according to the number of fires. — 

As a means of striking the alarm bells of the churches 
with regularity, the operator may depress the alarm key 
at intervals of two, three, or any other number of 
seconds, measured by the swing of the pendulum ofa 
clock,—allowing twice the interval between successive | 
signals. A preferable mode is however to employ an 
instrument, moved by clock work, having six keys,—on 
depressing any one of which, a spring bears on a revolv- 
ing cylinder, so made, as to complete and break the cir- 
cuit at regular intervals, the requisite number of times 
for the corresponding district, allowing double the inter- 
val between successive signals. As long therefore as 
the key, representing a district is held down, the alarm 
bells will continue to strike, in succession, and at proper 
intervals, the signal of that district. This apparatus is 
well known in connection with the electro-magnetic tel- 


egraph. 
: THE CIRCUITS. 


As the “completion of the Circuit” is the condition 
of calling the battery into action, and of obtaining the 
effects of its current, the Signal Circuit is so arranged 
that it may be completed, by depressing any one of the 
signal keys, placed at the several signal stations; and 
the alarm Circuit is so arranged, that it may be com- 
pleted by depressing the alarm key at the Central Office. 

The ground is not used as any part of either Circuit, 
as it would afford facilities to unauthorized persons to 
complete the Circuit by establishing connection between 
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the wires and ground. By this means also, the ground 
is left as a reserved conductor, by which, in connection 
with one of the signal wires, intercourse may be held 
between different parts of the City, as for example be- 
tween the public buildings at South Boston and the City 
Hall,—a ground connection being made for the mo- 
ment with the central battery, or, preferably, with a few 
pairs, detached from it, by means of a “switch.” The 
fullest telegraphic correspondence can thus be held 
with public agents at any station, where a register is 
placed, without interfering with the signiuaee action 
of the wires in case of fire. 

In the Signal Circuit two wires, one connected with 
each pole of the battery, pass through each signal sta- 
tion and any connection between these wires, as by 
means of the signal key, completes the Circuit. Be- 
tween the stations, these wires as well as those of the 
Alarm Circuit, diverge, leaving, where it is practicable, 
several hundred feet between them. The wires belong- 
ing to different Circuits also alternate with each other 
where this can be advantageously effected. It would 
therefore be almost impossible for any unauthorized 
person to complete either Circuit by means of a cross 
connection. ‘The wires of the same Circuit only ap- 
proach at the signal stations, and as these are frequently 
churches or high buildings, the wires: may make a 
stretch of four or five hundred feet, or even more before 
touching another building. In the case of low build- 
ings, such as some of the engine houses, unless there 
were other high buildings within reach, the wires might 
if thought necessary, be raised on a flag staff, from the 
top of which they would diverge in different directions. 

To avoid possible interruptions of the Circuits, they 
are made in every case two-fold; that is, each station, 
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whether for signal or alarm, has two connections with 
the battery by separate routes. If one wire should be 
interrupted by accident or design, the other will still 
complete the Circuit. By the frequent testing of the 
wires between the stations, in the mode commonly prac- 
tised, in connection with the telegraph, the continuity 
of all the wires may be habitually preserved. The con- 
tinuity of all the separate Circuits can also be frequent- 
ly tested at the Central Office, without difficulty in the 
case of the signal wires, and, in the case of the alarm 
Circuit, with such rapidity as probably to avoid striking 
a bell. 

The security of the mode of communication by tele- 
graphic wires, carried through the City, is not at all ap- 
preciated. It is stated that the wires of the House line 
of telegraph in this City, during a period of a year and 
a half, have only been interrupted twice,—in both cases 
having been broken by snow falling from the tops of 
houses,—and that the wires of the Bain line of tele- 
graph in the City, have only been broken once by 
workmen employed in constructing a building, with 
which the wires interfered. The security of the wires 
of the House line, during that time, in a single stretch 
of 800 feet, between the towers of the Chauncy place 
and Essex street churches is also instructive. 

The connection of the wires of the signal Circuit is 
shown in the annexed diagram. 7

Let B represent the battery at the Central Office, 
p and n, its positive and negative poles. It will 
be seen that the signal wire represented by the black 
line proceeding from each of these poles, makes a 
complete circuit, returning to the pole from which 
it started, and with which it is constantly connect- 
ed. Each of the wires are represented as passing 
through three stations, S, S, S, and diverging or sep- 
arating between. At any one of these stations the 
Circuit between the two poles of the battery may be 
completed, by depressing the signal keys K K K. Now 
if either or both of these wires should be interrupted in 
any one place, each of the three signal stations would 
still be in connection with the battery by one or the 
other end of each wire. ‘The arrangement of this Cir- 
cuit does not furnish such a number of chances against 
interruption as that of the alarm Circuit, but still the 
security 1s almost absolute, especially as the continuity 
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of each signal wire'may be tested frequently at the Cen- 
tral Office, for its whole extent. 

The connections of the Alarm Circuit are shown in 
the annexed diagram. : 


Let B represent the battery, p and m its positive 
and negative poles. The Circuit of double wire, 
united at each station S, S, S, but diverging be- 
tween, is represented’ by the black lines. This Cir- 
cuit, in the diagram, is permanently connected with 
the positive pole p, and the only break occurs at the 
alarm key & near the negative pole m, within the Cen- 
tral Office. When the key is depressed, the current 
passes round the entire Circuit. In this case, either of 
the two wires between each and every station may be 
interrupted, and still the Circuit will be unimpaired. 

The wire used for these Circuits is of the best 
Swedish iron, weighing 400 pounds to the mile. This 
wire, or rather, small rod, has great tenacity, and can 
not easily broken by accident, or by design, without a 
deliberate attempt and resort to instruments. 
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SIGNAL STATIONS. 


The whole of the machinery at the signal stations 
consists of a signal key, placed in a small locked case. 
A notice to the following effect should be placed upon 
the-door of the building,“ Alarm Station.—In case of 
Fire the key may be found at” &c. The watch- 
men at night would also have access to these stations, 
either to signalize a fire, or, by a special signal, to notify 
any disturbance. 


THE ALARM BELLS. 


At each Alarm Bell Station, there is a “receiving 
magnet,”—connected with the alarm circuit,;—which 
closes or completes the local circuit of a small constant 
battery of two or three pairs, coincidently with the com- 
pletion of the alarm circuit, by the depression of the 
alarm key at the Central Office. ‘This local circuit in- 
duces temporary magnetism in a U electro-magnet, the 
armature of which is thus attracted towards the mag-- 
net. This armature is placed on a lever beam connect- 
ed with a powerful striking apparatus, moved by a train 
of wheels and weight. ‘The motion imparted to the ar- 
mature and lever-beam liberates the hammer and allows 
it to strike a blow. 

The helices of the “receiving magnets,” used at the 
alarm stations, should be made of coarser wire than 
those used on telegraph lines, which extend several 
hundred miles. In the alarm circuits, of which the 
longest is less than four miles, a less intense current than 
that of the common telegraph may be used, unless great 
resistance is introduced by the coils of the receiving mag- 
nets themselves. ‘The coarser therefore the wire of 
these helices, consistent with the performance of their 
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proper function, the greater will be the amount of the 
battery current which is able to traverse and act within 
the circuit. 

A power equivalent to three quarters of a pound, act- 
ing through the distance of a quarter of an inch, is suf 
ficient to liberate the hammer of the Old South Clock, 
and would probably be sufficient to liberate a hammer 
striking a blow with a force equal to that of the tolling 
hammers, commonly used in connection with the church 
bells. ‘This power could be obtained directly from the 
electro-magnet actuated by the local battery, but econ- 
omy of battery power at the alarm station requires that 
an intermediate spring or weight should be touched off 
by the lever of the electro-magnet, which in its turn 
should liberate the striking motion. This is very sim- 
ply and effectively accomplished in the experimental in- 
strument, already referred to, which is stated to have 
been constructed for the City by Mr. M. G. Farmer, sub- 
sequent to the recommendation of Hon. Josiah Quincy, 
Jr. With slight repairs this instrument can be used at 
the present moment to exhibit the principle of this 
application. It is adapted to a small bell, the size per- 
haps of that upon the Court House. For actual use, a 
striking apparatus with amore extended train of wheels 
and greater distance between the pins which lift the 
hammers would be required. An estimate of a striking 
apparatus of thorough workmanship, of the two sizes, 
which would be requisite for the City Alarm Bells, is: 
presented in another connection, obligingly made by 
Mr. F. Kemlo, the City Clockmaker. A portion of this 
apparatus, differs only from the striking movement of 
the church clocks, in that it is adapted to strike but a 
single blow, each time that the circuit is completed. 

The constant battery used at the alarm station con- 
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sists of three cells of the form known as the “ odds and 
ends battery,” with large platinas, of the construction of 
Daniel Davis of this City. This battery remains in 
good action for several weeks, when only occasionally 
used, which is an essential requisite for the batteries at 
the local stations. It would be important in using this 
battery to employ an intermediate arrangement to set 
off the striking machinery, like that in the instrument 
contrived by Mr. M. G. Farmer, belonging to the City. 

The apparatus at the alarm bell station will admit of 
desirable simplification, if it shall be found on experi- 
ment, that the instrument of Mr. Farmer, or any simi- 
lar instrument, can be operated efficiently, under all 
conditions, and at the number of stations proposed in a 
single circuit, by the direct current of the main battery. 
The local battery and receiving magnet will thus be 
avoided, at the expense of a slight increase in the main 
battery. The most difficult case has been considered 
and provided for in the description already given. ‘The 
mode indicated in this connection, will, of course, be 
adopted if practicable, on a large scale. Should the 
number of telegraphic alarm bells be reduced much be- 
low those now employed, or should fewer bells be in- 
cluded in a single circuit, the mode here suggested 
will undoubtedly be applicable. 


THE MAP. 


The map which is annexed represents, by num- 
bers, the fire districts, excepting Kast Boston, for which 
no telegraphic communication is provided. An alarm 
of fire may be signalized across from East Boston 
in the mode now employed, or any other mode, and then 
be communicated to the central office through the near- 
est signal station, which would be the engine house of 
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No. 15, on Commercial street, or the Hanover and Clark 
street church ;—or a circuit of wires might be sent 
through Charlestown and Chelsea, to fei the Hast 
Boston district into immediate telegraphic communica- 
tion, if this should be thought advisable. 

The adaptation of the telegraph to the alarm bells and 
stations already existing, and with which the public are 
familiar, it will be seen, has been made an important 
part of the system proposed. 

The natural division of circuits into North, South, 
and South Boston, (which may be connected with the 
battery at the central office, as either one, two or three 
circuits,) will be seen on the map. The Signal Circuit 
of double wires, represented by the red lines, and con- 
nected as in the diagram on page 14, passes through all 
the engine houses and present alarm bell stations, ex- 
cept where two happen to be united or near together. 
Twelve signal stations are thus provided in the North 
Signal Circuit of about 3 1-5 miles;—eleven in the 
South Signal Circuit of about 4 1-4 miles ;—and three 
in the South Boston Signal Circuit of about 5 1-4 miles, 
one of which is at the buildings of the City Institu- 
tions ;—being a total of twenty-six Signal Stations. 

This number may be increased indefinitely at the ex- 
pense of about five dollars for the apparatus and _attach- 
ment at each signal station, and of one hundred and 
twenty-two dollars for each mile of additional signal cir- 
cuit. The school houses might be used advantageously 
for this purpose. ‘There is obviously the want of a sig- 
nal station on the map, in the neighborhood of State 
and Broad streets, which would be aetndede: in. the sig- 
nal circuit between the Old South and Purchase street 
churches. The signal stations provided, are neverthe- 
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less considerably more numerous than the alarm bells 
at present existing. 

The Alarm Circuit of double wires, represented on 
the map by blue lines, and connected as in the diagram 
on page 15, passes through all the present alarm bell 
stations,—(according to information from the Chief of 
the Fire Department,) including also Park Street 
Church. This circuit it will be observed, is sometimes 
left by the Signal Circuit, which passes through inter- 
mediate stations. Eight alarm bells are thus provided 
in the North Alarm Circuit of about 2 4-5 miles ;—ten 
in the South Alarm Circuit, of about 4 miles ;—and two 
in the South Boston Alarm Circuit of about 4 miles ;— 
making a total of twenty Telegraphic alarm bells. 

It will be seen that the stations are connected on 
the map, by black lines, on which the distances are 
marked. In estimating the length of the actual circuit 
ten per cent. has been added, as an. ample allowance 
for the curvature or divergence of the wires on the sys- 
tem proposed and represented. 

The distances between the stations, and the direction 
of the circuits, are represented in the following tables.

EXAMPLE OF OPERATION. 


As an example of the operation of the system, taken 
from the map, a fire may be supposed to break out near 
the corner of Salem and Charter streets at the North 
End. The cry of fire is raised, and either a messenger 
is sent, or persons in the immediate neighborhood, 
whose own property is endangered, run to the nearest 
signal station, which is the Hanover and Clark street 
Church. Any member of the fire department near the 
fire, is also bound to carry the intelligence to such sta- 
tion, or perhaps to the station at Engine House No. 15, 
on Commercial street. The person in charge of the sig- 
nal key is instantly summoned, and proceeds to strike 
the. number of the district, one,—one,—one,—several 
times with an interval between. ‘This completes, every 
time, the circuit of the battery at the City Hall, through 
the red wires, following either the route of Leverett and 
Charles streets, or that of Brattle street. The office 
alarm bell at the City Hall, strikes the number one,— 
one,—one,—and the register records permanently, single 
marks with intervals between. ‘The operator at the 
Central Office instantly depresses his alarm key a num- 
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ber of times with intervals of two or three seconds be- 
tween, or he holds down the key of District No. 1, on 
the revolving cylinder apparatus which has been de- 
scribed. The current from the battery flows through 
the North, South, and South Boston Alarm Circuits of 
blue wire, following either of the two channels between 
each station, and visiting every alarm bell in the City, 
the hammers of which, strike simultaneously the num- 
ber, one,—one,—one ;—and amongst others, the bell of 
the Hanover and Clark street Church, which begins to 
strike before the signal agent can even have left the 
building. | 
Suppose now that the fire has been easily subdued 
before the engines in the south part of the City have 
proceeded any great distance, or that in the opinion of 
the Chief Engineer, there are a sufficient number of en- 
gines on the ground. ‘The Chief Engineer sends a mes- 
sage immediately to the nearest station, to communicate 
some signal agreed upon as signifying “ all out,” as for 
instance, the numbers one, one-two,—one, one-iwo,—and 
so on, which the operator at the central office forthwith 
strikes upon the alarm bells throughout the City, so 
that the firemen and citizens are enabled at once to re- 
turn to their occupations. It is obvious that the Chief 
Engineer might also establish certain signals, by which 
any part of the fire department might be directed either 
to proceed to a fire or to turn back with their engines. 


COST OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The following is the estimate of the expense of con- 
structing the system, as described, in all its parts. 

The cost of erecting the wire is from the estimate of 
Mr. William W. Keith, who had charge of the erection of 
the wires of the House Line of Telegraph in this City.

In the above estimate no charge for Superintendence 
is included. The estimate is believed to be a liberal 
one, and the cost of erection by persons who are ready 
to contract for the same, would not probably much ex- 
ceed the amount stated, with the allowance of ten per 
cent. for contingencies there included. | 

The thoroughness and perfection of the work, is a 
consideration of the first importance in a system, in 
which uniformity of result is essential. No economy 
can therefore be practised or permitted in the quality 
or scale of the instruments and means employed. ‘The 
striking apparatus which constitutes the largest item of 
expense, should be sufficiently powerful to strike a blow, 
if possible, as heavy as that of the tolling hammers con- 
nected with the common bells, and to repeat the blows 
with the frequency desired. A smaller or inferior ap- 
paratus should not be resorted to. 

As the principle relied upon in this system is Klectro- 
magnetic motion, it comes at once into relation with the 
telegraph patented by Professor 8. F. B. Morse, and as 
instruments are commonly constructed in connection 
with the above telegraph, suitable for the purposes of 
this system, it seems desirable to employ such through- 
out, rather than to substitute others. ‘The right to use 
such instruments should therefore be obtained by the 
City, and it is believed that this right will be accorded 
for the public use proposed, on liberal terms.

The time required to put up the wire in the City, 
would be two days for each mile, with a party of four 
men. Each of the three alarm, and the three signal 
circuits, could be commenced, if desirable, by a separate 
party, so as to accomplish in the whole, three miles per 
day,—which would require about 16 days for the erec- 
tion of 47 miles. 

The annual cost of the system in actual operation, 
will depend in part upon the use which may be made of 
agents or officers already in the employ of the City. 
Thus the constant watch in the central office, whose 
active duties are only occasional, may be some officer 
or officers of the police or fire department, whose pres- 
ence is required for other purposes at the City Hall. 
Of the 26 signal agents, 20 may be the same individ- 
uals, who, it is believed, now receive from the City a 
small annual compensation for ringing the alarm bells. 
The weights of the striking apparatus may be wound 
weekly, except in the case of very frequent alarms, by 
agents who have charge of the City Clocks, and the 
alarm machinery may be taken care of by the same. 
The general superintendence of the system will, perhaps, 
fall under the charge of the fire, or other existing de- 
partment. 

The great efficiency and the great economies which 
the system would introduce into the fire department, in 
addition to the saving of time of City Officers and citi- 
zens, and the saving of property, should be considered 
in estimating its cost. . 

The annual cost of the mechanical parts of the sys- 
tem, may be liberally estimated as follows. The ex- 
pense of the batteries is,in part from the estimate of 
Mr. E. B. Elliott, the able Superintendent of the House 
Telegraph Line in this City, 
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(For one hundred pairs of Grove’s Battery, one-half in constant 
action for one year.)

In conclusion, if by an improbable chance, one or all 
of the circuits of the system of alarms, now described, 
should be interrupted, the same mode of signalizing a 
fire would remain, which we have now,—that is, the 
ringing of the church bells,—with the addition that the 
persons in charge of the signal stations, where there are 
also alarm bells, would be instructed to ring those bells, 
according to the number of the district in which a fire 
had commenced.

The Superintendent of Public Buildings has the honor 
to submit to the City Council his report of the condi- 
tion of Public Buildings at the present time. And as 
there has been no ordinance requiring a report from the 
Superintendent until quite recently, he hopes to be ex- 
cused for some delay in making his first report,—and in 
making which, thinks it most proper to refer you back 
to the commencement of his services. 

When he entered upon the duties of his office, De- 
cember 20th, 1847, the City were erecting Three Gram- 
mar School Houses, the “ Hancock,” “Quincy,” and 
“ Bowdoin.” ‘The walls of the Houses were nearly up, - 
and the buildings were completed in 1848. 

At the same time there were Four Primary School 
Houses in progress, one on Silver street, South Boston, 
one on Sheafe street, now called the “ Ingraham School,” 
one on ‘I'remont street, and one on Genesee street, all 
completed in 1848. 

The following schedule will show the various build- 
ings that have been built and repaired, and the cost of

NEW JAIL FOR SUFFOLK COUNTY. 


On the 27th of November, 1848, workmen commenced driving the 
piles for the foundation of the New Jail, located on lands belonging 
to the City near Grove and Cambridge Streets, fronting on Charles 
River. At that time about 1,000 piles were driven and were cut off 
sixteen feet below the surface of the ground. On April the 2d of the 
following year the piling and filling in again commenced. 

Under an order passed the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, April 
23, 1849, the Superintendent of Public Buildings was authorized to 
act as Superintendent, and Agent for the erection of said Jail. The 
Building and Sea Wall rests on about 6,272 piles. 

The foundations were constructed July 17th, 1849, and the works 
have since continued to progress according to the terms of the several 
contracts, and are now nearly completed with the exception of some 
portion of the iron work. 

It is expected that the Building will be finished by the first of 
July next.

The Joint Standing Committee on Public Lands, to 
whom was referred the order of the 9th of J anuary, 
relating to the Public Garden,

That said Committee have duly considered the subject 
of appropriating a sum of money, to be expended on the 
territory known as the Public Garden, during the pres- 
ent year, and have arrived at the following conclusions. 

They find, that the existing license from the City to 
the Corporation, which now has possession of the Pub- 
lic Garden, known as the “ Proprietors of the Botanic 
Garden in Boston,” provides, that said Proprietors shall 
have the use of the land for the purposes of a Garden, 
that they may erect such fences only, on Charles and 
Pleasant streets, as the Mayor and Aldermen may ap- 
prove, and shall surrender the land at any time, after 
nine months notice from the City to that effect. From 
these and other conditions, under which the Proprietors 
hold the Public Garden, it is evident, that it was con- 
templated at the time said license was granted, that the 
Proprietors should be subject to all the expenditures 
necessary to render said territory an ornament to that 
section of the City in which it is located, and that they 
should keep the same properly enclosed by the erection 
and maintenance of suitable fences. 

Your Committee are informed, that a considerable 
amount of money has been expended by said Corpora- 
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tion, and that further sums are wanted for repairs of 
fences and other purposes, connected with the grounds. 
It is well known, that the land below Charles street 
is marsh, but partially reclaimed, and that it requires 
filling up to a considerable extent, before it can be im- 
proved to advantage asa Public Garden or other Public 
Grounds. | | 
That part of the Common bordering on Charles street, 
has recently been raised, by placing a large quantity of 
material upon it, which was rendered necessary to keep 
off the stagnant water, and make it passable in wet 
weather. It appears to your Committee expedient that 
the land west of that street, should be raised to a 
level with the Common immediately opposite, to render 
it dry and susceptible of any desirable improvement. 
To raise the grade to the elevation proposed, would re- 
quire 34,977 squares of earth filling, which at $2 50 
per square would amount to $87,442 50. An iron 
fence would also be desirable around the grounds, cov- 
ering the distance of 4,137 feet, which at $4 00 per 
foot would cost $16,548. These, together with other 
expenditures, upon the grounds for ornamental pur- 
poses, would require a large outlay from the City Treas- 
ury. In view of these facts it would appear, that any 
appropriation made at this time to be expended on the 
Public Garden, would be a gratuity merely, on the part 
of the City, to the Proprietors having charge of the 
same, to assist them in carrying out an improvement in- 
cumbent on them alone. As large sums of money to 
improve the lands west of Charles street, will undoubt- 
edly, be required of the City at some future time, should 
the proper authorities decide to retain that property for 
public purposes, and as any expenditure which would 
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be made at this time would be so inconsiderable as to 

be of no avail in laying out and preparing the grounds 
in the manner herein indicated, your Committee would 
therefore recommend that no appropriation for the im- 
provement of the Public Garden, be made at this time.

REPORT 
ON THE SUBJECT OF THE APPOINTMENT 


OF A 


SUPERINTENDENT OF THE SCHOOLS. 


In School Committee, April 8, 1851. 


Ordered, That the subject of the appointment of a 
Superintendent of the Schools be referred to a Com- 
mittee of five, who shall prepare a plan prescribing the 
duties of the officer, his salary and tenure of office, and 
other details, and report as soon as possible. 

Passed, and Messrs. Adams, Beecher, Reed, Bates and 
Guild were appointed said Committee. 

Ordered, That said Committee be instructed to con- 
sult with the City Solicitor: and that they report to 
this Board in print.

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Under the above orders, your Committee would res- 
pectfully report that they feel it to be of more conse- 
quence to state clearly the relations of the contemplated 
Superintendent to the existing system, and thé; ends 
which it is proposed to effect by him, than to go into a 
minute detail of specific duties. A little delay, and a 
little experience will enable this Board to perfect the 
details of a system, if only the great ends be distinctly 
set forth, and the outlines clearly drawn. 

We think it important then, to say definitely at the 
outset, that it is, in our judgment, by no means advisa- 
ble, even if it were practicable, to take from the Board 
as at present organized by law, or from any of the Sub- 
Committees, any of their existing powers or duties, and 
to throw them upon the Superintendent. All that the 
laws of the State or our by-laws enjoin upon the gen- 
eral committee, or any of the Sub-committees, that 
should still be regarded as their incumbent duty. 

The object should be to supply by means of this offi- 
cer, manifest deficiencies of the existing system, and to 
effect by him, that, which cannot be effected by the reg- 
ular action of any part of the Board as at present organ- 
ized, and which is yet contemplated and desired by its 
general spirit and aim. 

The defects of the system referred to are, 

1. The want of a power of taking comprehensive 
views of our school system as a whole, and of general 
comparison and classification of facts as developed in the 
progress of the schools. 

2. The want of any one mind, all of whose time and 
energies shall be devoted to the investigation of the system 
of study and instruction, and to a comparison of it with 
other systems in order that we may avail ourselves of 
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the results of the general interest now felt, and the 
study of many minds in perfecting the theory of edu- 
cation. 

3. The want of some centre of intellectual and social 
sympathy, for the teachers, through whom they may 
be brought together in friendly relations, in order to 
sustain, animate and instruct each other in the great 
work in which they are now engaged, and to receive in- 
struction and impulse from the minds of others engaged 
in the same cause. 

4, The want of some means of producing a mutual 
understanding between this Board and the City Coun- 
cil, in matters relating to the erection and alteration of 
buildings, and other similar practical questions involv- 
ing the expenditure of money, so that the resources of 
the City may not be wasted by conflicting plans, leading 
to the undoing by one Board of what has been done by 
the other. 3 

It is obvious that these wants can be supplied, and 
results of great value can be gained by the introduction 
of one mind to exert influence, not so much by organic 
power, as by a constant study of all the parts of the 
system, and the furnishing of such principles and facts 
as are needed to produce harmonious views in the ad- 
ministration of the system, and to apply a kind and 
genial impulse to it in all its parts. 

The first deficiency may be removed by enjoining on 
the Superintendent the duty of personally examining 
all the schools as often as the Board shall deem it ex- 
pedient, and as often as in his judgment shall be neces- 
sary to give him an accurate and comprehensive view of 
the state of the system. This, as already intimated is 
not designed to supersede the quarterly examinations 
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and reports of the Sub-committees, but to be in addition 
to them, and thus to come so much nearer, at least to 
the ideal of monthly examinations, which the Sub-com- 
mittees- never reach, as the system now is. ‘The exam- 
_inations of the Superintendent, if it is thought best, can 
be notified to the Committee of each School, in order 
that they can attend with him if they desire. This requi- 
sition of examinations by the Superintendent, in addi- 
tion to those of the Sub-Committees has been found to 
work well, in the schools of Providence. In the system 
of the New York Schools recently reported, each School 
is to be examined by two independent sets of examiners, 
and also by the Superintendent, and still another Com- 
mittee is to report how often, and on what days each 
School is examined. In our system, if there were a Su- 
perintendent, some valuable use could be made of the 
quarterly reports of the Sub-committees, which are now 
put on file, to sleep in oblivion. Any important sug- 
gestions in them, which now are soon forgotten, because 
the responsibility of attending to them rests on no one, 
could in this case be used for practical ends, and a mo- 
tive would be furnished to the Committees for increased 
thought and study. 

The second want would be supplied by pet ett as 
Superintendent, aman competent, not only to collect 
details, but to make a philosophical use of them when 
collected, and enjoining it upon him, as he has opportu- 
nity, to visit other places, and study other systems, in 
order to introduce whatever may give additional com- 
pleteness and vigor to our own. 

The third want could be supplied by a Superinten- 
dent, who may assemble the teachers, either in social 
circles, or in teachers’ institutes, or in stated meetings 
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among themselves, for comparison of views, and familiar 
addresses on topics involved in the best modes of in- 
struction and government. 

The fourth want could be met by requiring the com- 
mittees of this board who recommend measures of 
pecuniary expenditure to confer with him, and requir- 
ing him to confer with the Committee of the Common 
Council, in order to furnish such principles and facts, 
as may lead if possible to harmonious action, and avoid 
the waste of funds by conflicting measures. 

Another deficiency of our system may be here ad- 
verted to. It often may happen that investigations and 
plans for the improvement of Schools may occur to Sub- 
Committees, which they have not time and energy to 
pursue and execute. 

This may be met by requiring the Superintendent to 
respond to any inquiries from the Sub-Committee, and 
to the extent of his ability to co-operate with them in 
pursuing such investigations, and executing such plans. 
It may also, be made his duty to furnish any informa- 
tion concerning any part of the system, to any of the 
Sub-Committees on their application to him. 

It may be also expedient that the Superintendent 
always attend the examinations of the annual examin- 
ing Committee, for the sake of the information he 
may be able to communicate, and also in order to 
avail himself of all the knowledge that may be thus ob- 
tained. 

In addition to the quarterly reports of the Sub-Com- | 
mittees, there may be required stated reports of the 
Superintendent of a more comprehensive kind—and 
also an Annual Report in addition to the report of the 
Annual Examining Committee, in view of all the ma- 
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terials furnished by that report, and the developments 
of the whole preceding year. 

To these duties may be added external duties, with 
reference to the community—such as attention to the 
case of children who do not attend School—and of the 
parents of such—as well as to the case of truants. 

{t is obvious that the office of Superintendent, un- 
der such regulations will not displace, or derange 
any part of the existing system, but that it will add to 
it new powers for good, and increase the energy and 
efficiency of every part. | 

We would distinctly say that in our view the chief 
power of the Superintendent should be intellectual 
and moral. ‘They should tend to produce a mutual 
good understanding among all who co-operate in our 
educational system, to furnish information, to produce 
if possible harmonious views, and to save time, and 
increase the energy, and efficiency of our business meet- 
ings, by averting divisions and profitless discussions 
caused by partial and one sided views. 

To the aboye remarks, your Committee would sub- 
join the following preamble and resolutions. 

Whereas a Resolution was adopted by this Board on 
the 11th of March last, requesting “the City Council 
to make an appropriation of Twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars, as a salary for one year, of a Superintendent of our 
| Public Schools, who shall be elected by the Grammar 
School Committee and act under their advice and direc- 
tion ;” and whereas, in conformity with this request, an 
order has passed the City Council, unanimously, by 
which the appropriation, which was requested, has been 
made, therefore, in order to carry into effect the inten- 
tion of the above named proceedings without unneces- 
sary delay : 
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Resolved 1st. 'That this Board will meet on Tuesday, 
the 29th of April, for the purpose of electing by ballot 
a Superintendent of the Public Schools, for one year, 
whose term of office shall commence upon the first day 
of June, next ensuing, and whose salary shall be at the 
rate of twenty-five hundred dollars a year, to be paid 
quarterly. 

esolved 2d. That said Superintendent, in the dis- 
charge of his duties, shall act in accordance with the 
established regulations of the Public Schools, and in all 
cases be subordinate to the School Committee, and act 
under their advice and direction.- 

Resolved 3d. That the duties of the Superintendent 
shall be as follows. 

ist. He shall examine the Public Schools, and, 
semi-annually, shall present a report to the Board, of 
their condition, and shall suggest by what measures 
their efficiency and usefulness may be increased, and 
whether by any means the expenses of our school sys- 
tem can be diminished without prejudice to its interests. 

2d. He shall at all times render such aid and com- 
municate such information to the Sub-Committees as 
they may require of him; and he shall also assist in the 
annual examination in such manner, as shall be desired 
by the annual Examining Committee. 

3d. He shall devote himself to the study of our 
School System, and of the condition of the Schools, and- 
shall keep himself acquainted with the progress of in- 
struction and discipline in other places, in order to sug- 
gest appropriate means for the advancement of the Pub- 
lic Schools in this City. 

4th. He shall make investigations as to the number 
and the condition of the children in the City, who are 
not receiving the benefits offered by the Public Schools,

and, so far as is practicable, shall find out the reasons 
and suggest the remedies. 7 

5th. He shall consult with the different bodies, who 
have control in the building and altering of school 
houses, and with all those through whom, either direct- 


ly or indirectly the school money is expended, that 


there may result more uniformity in their plans, and 
more economy in their expenditures. 

6th. He shall perform such other duties as the 
School Committee shall prescribe, or from time to time 
direct.

the kindness and courtesy, but, also, of the manliness 
and independence, which characterize their votes. 

I shall not have the pleasure, during my present visit 
of meeting the citizens of Boston.

REPORT. 


To the Honorable Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the 
City of Boston. 


In compliance with the statute and yearly custom, the 
Directors of the Houses of Industry and Reformation here- 
with most respectfully present their annual Report of the 
expenditures, management and condition of the institutions 
under their care. 


The number of inmates remaining March 31, 1851, in the 


House of Industry at South Boston, ; 792 
Do. at Deer Island, . : 501 
Do. of Reformation, . ; 83 


Total, 1376 


being 295 more than last year at the same time. 

Tables annexed will exhibit the monthly admissions 
and discharges during the past year. 

Expenditure the past year, ending March 31, 1851, 
for conducting the establishment at South Boston, viz. : 
House of Industry and House of Reformation was $42,- 
925.49. 

And there has been received during that time for sales 
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of vegetables and fruit, and for labor of boys making shoes, 
and other sources—$#3,000.33. See Table of Receipts. 

For maintaining the establishment at Deer Island for 
the same period, $44,428.49; and there has been received 
for the support, clothing and medical treatment of bonded 
passengers and other sources, $4,517.54. See Table. 

In addition to the above, we have received from the 
State, for the year ending November 1, 1850, for the sup- 
port of State paupers at South Boston and Deer Island, 
$20,471.28 ; which amount has been paid into the City 
Treasury. 

It is obvious that the expenses attending the support 

and management of two almost distinct establishments, the 
one at South Boston and the other at Deer Island, with two 
distinct corps of officers, fuel, &c., for each establishment, 
will be greatly reduced when both shall be united in one, 
at our new home on the Island. 

And here it may be proper to remark, that it is expect- 
ed that the new building at Deer Island will be ready for 
occupancy some time before the close of the ensuing 
summer, when it is expected that all the inmates connect- 
ed with the Houses of Industry and Boylston School will 
be removed to that place, leaving the Reformation Depart- 
ment in the same building they now occupy at South 
Boston. 

As regards the employment of inmates, all of them, as 
far as they are able; are required to labor, the most rugged 
of the men and older boys upon the farm and grounds 
connected with the Institution; the more feeble are em- 
ployed picking oakum, mending shoes, &c., which latter 
operations also furnish in-door work for many in cold 
and stormy weather. ; 

Although the income from picking oakum is small, yet 
it furnishes employment for those, who, but for this, might 
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not otherwise be so well occupied. Some constant regu- 
lar employment is highly important in a large institution 
like ours, and, in fact, is absolutely indispensable for the 
maintenance of good order and a proper discipline. 

The Females who are able, are employed in sewing, 
making and repairing clothing, washing, ironing, nursing 
the sick, taking care of young children and house work. 

Some labor is also performed in the garden during 
summer and harvest, by a portion of the boys connected 
with the Boylston School. From many years of observa- 
tion and experience, we are convinced that agricultural 
and its kindred branches of labor are among the most de- 
sirable and important; conducing, in a high degree, to 
improve and secure-the health of those, who are exercised 
thereby. | 

The boys in the Reformation Department are mostly 
employed making women’s and children’s shoes, and a few 
of the smaller boys are engaged in knitting socks for 
themselves and their companions. 

The Directors have been exceedingly desirous of finding 
some kind of light and suitable work for the lads in the 
Boylston Asylum, that will occupy a portion of their time, 
and in which they will feel interested; some experiments 
to this end have been made, but as yet no plan, combining 
the necéssary and indispensable requisites and adapted to 
all the circumstances, has been adopted. 

The Boylston School continues to maintain its standing 
and importance in our estimation ; and we believe a work 
is done here which can only be appreciated by those 
who are placed in circumstances to witness some of its final 
results. 

The mild and excellent discipline by which this School 
is conducted, the correct deportment of its members, to- 
gether with the gradual and manifest improvement in their 
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manners and studies, reflect much credit upon those, who 
have had the care and education of the lads of this depart- 
ment. 

As formerly, the salaries of the Teachers and Chaplain 
of the establishment at South Boston are paid by the 
Overseers of the Poor, from funds in their possession, 
known as the “ Boylston Fund.” 3 

The management.of the Reformation Department, dur- 
ing the past year, has been conducted in a manner highly 
satisfactory to the Board, and, we hope and trust, with 
advantage to all concerned. Jor a more full account of 
this department we refer to the return made by the teach- 
er, Mr. L. D. Lincoln, which is appended. 

The Sabbath School, connected with both the Reforma- 
tion and Boylston departments, has been conducted as 
heretofore by the voluntary and cheerful labors of several 
ladies and gentlemen from the city, and we are happy to 
know that their labors have been highly beneficial. 

The Directors received a notice from the City Govern- 
ment, in February last, to fit up apartments at Deer Island 
for the reception of female juvenile offenders ;—in accord- 
ance with that order, we made the best provision our cir- 
cumstances allowed ; and intend, as the numbers increase, 
to make such other appropriate and necessary. arrange- 
ments as the nature of the case may require. Since the 
passage of this order we have received five girls, who were 
committed by the Police Court. 

That the deplorable condition of a large and increasing 
number of female youth in our city required the attention 
of the Government, cannot for a moment be questioned ; 
and past experience has abundantly established that unless 
the remedy is applied before the child has grown old in 
her sinful practices, the usual educational and reformatory 
appliances for the young will prove unavailing; and the 
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only alternative left then is some House of Refuge or 
Magdalen Asylum. 

If parents fail to exercise proper government and re- 
straint over their children, and neglect entirely the means 
so abundantly and freely provided for their instruction, 
permitting and often encouraging them for some trifling 
gain to roam about the streets day and night, miserably 
clad, exposed to severe temptation, and advancing from 
step to step in vice, they ought not to complain when such 
children are taken from them and placed where they can 
be instructed and trained in the paths of virtue and know- 
ledge, and thus saved from inevitable ruin. 

The nature and extent of the arrangements, which will 
be found necessary to be made for this class of youth, can 
only be known by experience; for if, as heretofore, pa- 
rents and guardians are, by the measures of the Govern- 
ment, awakened to a sense of duty, and withdraw chil- 
dren of this class from the streets to avoid their being 
arrested, then less extensive ORE will obviously 
be required. 

The number of persons committed by the Court to the 
House of Industry, particularly to the Deer Island branch, 
has somewhat increased during the past year; we are 
aware that there are those, not connected with this Board, 
who question the propriety of this course, but the Direct- 
_ ors and officers of the institution are in favor of and en- 
courage the practice, being for several reasons convinced 
of its propriety. In many instances the excessive use of 
intoxicating drink may be regarded rather as a disease 
than a crime, for frequently, after a period of restraint, 
these unfortunate individuals are found among the most 
useful,exemplary and orderly persons under our care. 

The Judges of the Police Court, whose wisdom and dis- 
cretion we have always appreciated in this whole matter, 
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also commit to our House, women who have infant chil- 
dren, it being, under all the circumstances the most suit- 
able place for them. 

Notwithstanding our accommodations at South Boston 
and Deer Island have been during the past year barely 
sufficient for the number of inmates to be provided for, 
the general health of the inmates has been good. 

The ship fever at the Island, although always a source 
of much solicitude and care, and greatly augmenting the 
labors of the Physician and officers, seems to have been 
less malignant and fatal than heretofore. 

In this connexion we are happy to make favorable men- 
tion of the Medical officers connected with the Institutions. 
Their constant and unwearied attention to the sick and 
suffering, generally, and the success which has crowned 
their efforts the past year in the treatment of Ship Fever, 
especially, merit and demand the warmest approbation of 
the Directors. 

- There being no other place provided for Small Pox pa- 
tients we have been obliged to receive them at South Bos- 
ton, and at one period the cases increased to such an ex- 
tent that we considered it necessary to cause additional 
accommodations to be made on the premises for their re- 
ception. The Directors would here avail themselves of 
this opportunity to respectfully recommend to the Gov- 
ernment, that some other provision be made for,this class 
of patients, with a view to the welfare and comfort of the 
sick and a due regard to the wishes and safety of the com- 
munity. | 

We have had several attacks of Opthalmia among the 
children the past year, and at this time there are a num- 
ber of cases more or less severe; every effort has been 
made to expel this terrible scourge from our institution, 
and although it has been considerably modified and con- 
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trolled by efficient treatment, yet it still lingers, and pe- 
riodically revives without any manifest cause. 

The returns from several of the officers, made by our 
direction, which we herewith annex, will present a more 
detailed account of their several departments. We also 
annex an interesting communication received from the 
Superintendent of the Sabbath School. 

In concluding this report the Directors take especial 
pleasure in expressing the high appreciation they enter- 
tain for the continued confidence and readiness of the 
Government to aid and sustain them in the discharge of 
their responsible duties.

GeENTLEMEN,—A greeable to your request I respectfully 
submit a few statements in reference to the institutions 
under my charge : during the past year, the number of in- 
mates has been as high as eight hundred and thirty-six, 
this number being an increase of one hundred and twenty- 
nine over the previous year: notwithstanding this large 
number and the crowded state of the institution, there 
has been less severe sickness and mortality, during the 
past than in former years, still a large proportion of the 
adult inmates admitted have been the subject of disease, 
many of them of a chronic character, and many of the 
children received into the house have miserable constitu- 
tions by inheritance. 

There has been no considerable alteration or improve- 
ment to call forth the expenditure of money during the 
past year. 

The introduction of the Cochituate Water has proved a 
great accession to the comfort, health and happiness of all 
within the institutions, and it is believed that it is owing 
to the free introduction of this element that much of the 
general good health of the inmates is to be attributed. 

In conclusion I may be allowed to indulge the hope that 
the institutions under my charge have, in some degree, 
answered the purpose for which they were intended, the 
sick have been well cared for, the children improved and 
instructed, and the Reformation Department not without 
some good results. 
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HOUSE OF REFORMATION—FROM L. D. LIN- 
COLN, TEACHER. 
To tne Directors, 

GENTLEMEN,—During the past year the inmates have in- 
creased to 83, being an excess of 24 over the previous year, 
the largest number at one time being 89, this may be ac- 
counted for without attributing it to increase of crime, the 
State Reform School at Westboro’ being full, the Courts, 
have discontinued sending from Suffolk County. Since my 
last report no important change has been made in the 
discipline or employment of the Boys, our government is _ 
firm and decided, yet humane and kind, endeavoring to 
obtain their confidence we govern by love rather than 
fear, the grade system is continued, that being the best 
mode to excite self respect and emulation. The health 
of the Boys has been good, no death has occurred the 
past year. 

The commitments during the year have been 76—51 
by Police Court, 24 by Municipal Court, and one return- 
ed by his master. . 

Of the whole number in school during the year, 

79 have studied Practical Arithmetic, 
Gas. § i Mental ‘ 

AO. 6 oh Grammar, 

91 “ attended to Writing. 

A large majority of the Boys when admitted are very 
ignorant, not knowing the alphabet, and in almost every 
case they have not attended school for a long time pre- 
vious to their commitment; their ages average less than 
in former years, which reduces the income from their la- 
bor. During the past year they have made 61,140 pairs 
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shoes, mostly children’s, for which there has been receivy- 
ed and paid into the City Treasury $773.35. The small- 
est boys are employed in knitting. 457 pairs woollen 
socks have been delivered to the House of Industry. 

Since the last report an addition of about 200 volumes 
has been made to the Library; these books are sought 
for and read with much interest and profit by the Boys. 

We are frequently visited by young men, who were ap- 
prenticed from this institution; they appear well and 
express much gratitude for the benefits received here. Of 
the 24 apprenticed during the year most of them are do- 
ing well. 


CHAPLAIN’S REPORT—REV. HENRY V. DEGEN. 


To THE Directors: 

(GGENTLEMEN,—Sixteen months have elapsed since I en- 
tered upon the duties connected with the Chaplaincy of 
the Institutions under your care and direction. During 
that period, I have been in a condition to learn more of 
human nature, in the various phases it assumes, in child- 
hood and old age, among the vicious and unfortunate, 
_ the ignorant and degraded, than at any previous period 
in my life or ministry. ‘To adapt oneself to the different 
classes with whom the chaplain is here brought in con- 
tact, requires a talent which time and experience alone 
can secure. What progress I have made in the accom- 
plishment of this end, and how far I have succeeded in 
meeting the spiritual wants of the inmates, are matters of 
which others of course must judge. 
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The Institutions, in which I have labored, though un- 


der the same general superintendence, furnish aspects so 


different from each other, that I take the liberty of notic- 
ing them separately. 


1. Tue Hovss or Inpustry. 


This Institution is chiefly made up of foreign paupers. 
Some have been sent here by the Police and other Courts 
for vagrancy, intemperance and other minor offences, oth- 
ers have been brought here by misfortune, sickness or acci- 
dent. All these, unless sick, or employed in taking care 
of the sick, attend public service every Sabbath morning 
—and it affords me pleasure in saying, that a more atten- 
tive and apparently interested audience, it has never been 
my lot to address. How much of the seed thus sown 
falls into good ground bringing forth fruit unto life, Kter- 
nity alone can disclose. That it promotes a spirit of sub- 
ordination and aids in the discipline of the Institution, I 
believe all are ready to concede. 

It has been my custom to visit the Hospital weekly, 
and oftener when circumstances required it. In these 
visitations I pass from bed to bed, conversing with each 
occupant and closing my interview with prayer. These 
are decidedly the most favorable seasons for religious con- 
ference. Subdued and humbled by affliction, the mind 
is easily led, on the one hand to review the past and con- 
template its bearings upon the future, and on the other 
to listen to the terms on which God will forgive “sins 
that are past” and open a “door of hope” to the guilty 
and condemned. 

I have often felt in my visits to the sick room, the need 
of a good supply of books, while some are too sick to 
vead—many who are in a convalescent state find this a 
pleasant way of relieving the tedium of their confinement. 
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In this connexion I beg leave to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of a package of books from Amos Lawrence, Esq., 
of our City, of which I have been endeavoring to make a 
judicious distribution. 

Notwithstanding the frequency with which death has 
made its ravages among us, none have received sepulture 
without appropriate funeral service. 


Il. Tuer Hovust or ReEForRMATION AND BoYLSTON SCHOOL. 


These Institutions though occupying one huilding, are 
nevertheless separate and distinct. The former made up 
of Juvenile delinquents, furnishes a field, where the chap- 
lain may find ample scope for christian effort. The boys 
of this department are mostly of a class, who are not so 
far sunk in crime as to be beyond the reach of hope. A 
few there are however, who have become so hardened by 
long continuance in sin, that they not only repel the good 
that would be done to them, but check as far as possible 
a reformatory influence on the rest. Notwithstanding 
this, few remain here long without giving evidence of the 
good derived from the wholesome discipline exercised by 
the gentleman who has charge of this department and his 
assistants. My own labors among them, owing to reasons 
heretofore given to your Board, have been chiefly confined 
to the Sabbath. 

With the Boys of the Boylston School my intercourse 
has been more intimate. Residing within the precincts 
of the Institution, I have enjoyed every facility for asso- 
ciating with them. In their School Room, in my Study, 
and on their play grounds I have engaged with them in 
familiar conversation. ‘Their affection and confidence are 
easily won, and once gained there is little in their hearts 
they are disposed to conceal. It has been my endeavor 
at such times to instil into their minds those practical 
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and spiritual truths which fit for this life and prepare for 
another. 

On Sabbath afternoon, the boys of both departments 
assemble for public worship. In my preparation for this 
service, I have had an eye to the capacity of my juvenile 
audience, and have sought in the selection of my subject, 
and the manner of its illustration to both profit and please. 

In conclusion allow me to add that from the Superin- 
tendent and other officers I have ever met with a hearty 
and cheerful co-operation. ‘Their unremitting attention 
to the sick and their apparent anxiety to render comfort- 
able the condition of the unfortunates under their care, no 
less than their personal kindness to me has greatly won 
my esteem—and I cannot but rejoice, that while in our 
Institutions, there is nothing to tempt the indolent, there 
is much to render them a pleasant asylum to the poor and 
unfortunate. 


FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE SAB- 
BATH SCHOOL—GEORGE D. DUTTON. 


To THE DIRECTORS: 


GENTLEMEN,—In complying with your request that a 
statement of the condition of the Sabbath Schools connect- 
ed with the Boylston and Reformation departments under 
your charge, be submitted to you ; in behalf of the ladies 
and gentlemen associated with me, I give you the follow- 
ing brief report. 
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Twelve gentlemen and six ladies are now engaged as 
teachers for the fourteen classes into which the two schools 
are divided, consisting of from twelve to twenty-four pupils 
each. .'These teachers have mostly been employed from 
one to three years, and in a few instances much longer. 

More than two years since, the Chaplain, who had for- 
merly superintended the Sabbath School, desired to be 
released from this responsibility, that he might be enabled 
to devote more attention to the inmates of the House of 
Industry; since which, at the request of the teachers, I 
have acted in this capacity. ; 

In behalf of the teachers, I am happy to say, we feel a 
deep interest in the scholars and are well repaid for any 
sacrifice or effort we may make,-in the marked improve- 
ment we discover in the physical, moral and religious state 
of the boys during the past few years; much of this we 
attribute to the faithfulness and manifest capacity of the 
resident officers and teachers, who watch over and labor 
with them during the week, as well as the result of the 
labors of the Chaplain upon the Sabbath and other days. 

We leave for South Boston, as you are aware, in a car- 
riage of your providing, at half past eight, a. M.; we find 
the classes arranged and usually awaiting our arrival. 
After the opening exercises, which consist of reciting the 
lesson which has been committed during the week, the 
reading of a Psalm or other portion of Scripture, and pray- 
er, the teachers occupy from a half to three-fourths of an 
hour with their respective classes, when the school is called 
to order, an address is made or extracts read, and then 
closed with singing by one of the departments, the leader 
playing the organ. 

All the public exercises of the School, such as reading, 
reciting, and singing, are performed alternately by the two 
departments, and no inconsiderable interest is imparted to 
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them by the perfect precision, distinctness, and harmony, 
with which they pronounce their sentences, the result, 
evidently, of much previous training. 

Distinguished strangers and other gentlemen are fre-. 
quently invited to accompany us to the School to make 
the address at the close, thus adding to the beneficial effect 
of the School, by furnishing a pleasing variety and increas- 
ing the interest of the boys. These gentlemen have almost 
universally remarked, that they never witnessed a School 
where such perfect order and good decorum prevailed and 
where the lessons appeared to be more perfectly com- 
mitted. 

We hope impressions have been made and principles 
instilled, which, in connection with their other privileges, 
may result in the future usefulness and permanent good 
of these pupils. )

Intermediate Schools, and notified the teachers of the 
law, relating to truants, had the same printed and left 
at each School. All the notices of truants, sent by the 
teachers to His Honor the Mayor have been attended 
to, and the parties complained of, have been carried 
back to the Schools, and in a majority of cases this 
course has been productive of good. Some complaints 
however must be made in the court. 

Allow me respectfully to suggest, that an alteration 
is very much needed in the Ordinances relating to ob- 
structions in the streets. As the law now stands, ob- 
structions in the streets can only be removed, by indict- 
ment by the Grand Jury, or by the Mayor and Alder- 
men passing an order in each particular case.

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The Committee appointed by the joint orders of the 
City Council, and the Grammar School Committee, on 
the subject “ Of the Salaries of the Teachers of the 
Grammar and High Schools, whereby a distinction may 
be made between those who are resident citizens of Bos- 
ton, and those who are not,” 


RE P.O RT: 


That after an investigation of the subject, they have 
been irresistibly brought to the conclusion, that the evils 
resulting from the non-residence of the Teachers of the 
Public Schools are of such a character, that no pecuni- 
ary considerations should be allowed as an offset to 
them. The Committee cannot recommend a reduction 
of the salaries of those persons, as the mere saving of a 
few hundred dollars should not outweigh the demands 
of the public service. 

Your Committee believe that without exceeding the 
proper inquiries embraced in the subject committed to 
them, they can appropriately add the following remarks 
which are suggested by the investigations made in rela- 
tion to the matter before them. 

The day upon which your Committee first met was a 
stormy one, and it was stated at the meeting, that sev- 
eral Teachers who are non-residents were not able to 
reach their schools in season to perform the service re- 
quired by the regulations of the School Board. And 
during the severe rain storm of the 16th of April, the 
children of one of the Grammar Schools, were kept 
in the street a considerable time exposed to the gale, 
on account of the non-arrival of their Teacher, who 
was detained by the interruption of his usual mode of 
reaching the city.

These may be extreme cases, but in the opinion of the 
Committee, the paid agents of the City should never be 
allowed to reside in places where they are liable to such 
interruptions, and where they are unable to perform 
punctually all the duties of their office. 

The Committee are of the opinion, that a non-resident 
Teacher is incapacitated from the proper discharge of 
all the duties of his station. ‘The eleventh section of 
the Regulations of the School Committee is as follows, 

Scr. 11. “To promote the well-being of their pupils, 
it shall be the duty of the instructors, as far as is practi- 
cable, to exercise a general inspection over them, as well 
out of school as within its walls; and on all suitable 
occasions to inculcate upon them the principles of truth 
and virtue.” 

How the citizens of another county can “ exercise a 
general inspection” over the children of Boston, “ as 
well out of school as within its walls,’ your Committee 
do not understand. 

The Committee are of the opinion, that the interests 
of the City require, that the Teachers of the Public 
Schools should be placed upon the same conditions of the 
other salaried and honorary officers of the government. 
If any distinction is allowed, at all, it surely should be 
in favor of those officers, whose duties are not of so 
much importance in a social and moral view, as those of 
our School Teachers. The whole theory of the City 
Charter in relation to the officers required by its admin- 
istration, is that a residence in the City, or the ward, is 
a necessary qualification for office. ‘The same principle 
has recently been engrafted into various City Ordinances 
relating to public officers, and it now seems to be a set- 
tled rule, that all the elective officers of the City Goy- 
ernment shall be “resident citizens.’ It may safely 
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be affirmed, that no person can be elected by either 
branch of the City Council, to any public station, unless 
he has a legal residence in Boston. 

They think that the legal duties of a non-resident 
teacher must be but imperfectly performed, and that 
such non-residence, consequently operates to the direct 
injury of the school. They are firmly convinced that 
it is but reasonable that the City Authorities should in- 
sist that all the public servants of the City should be 
its own citizens, identified with its interests, acquainted 
with its population, familiar with its people, sharers of 


its burdens—personally interested in all its social rela- 


tions, and in a position to aid by personal effort and ex- 
ample, the numerous matters which pertain to good 
citizenship. A non-resident Teacher cannot exert the 
full measure of his moral and social obligations, unless 
he is accessable at all times to the parents of his pupils, 
and is personally known to them. 

The Committee are well aware of the reasons urged 
in defence of the non-residence of the School ‘Teachers. 
One of the most forcible of these reasons is answered by 
the fact, that the City pays for the services of each of its 
‘Teachers, from two to five hundred dollars more per an- 
num than other places in the State. 

Your Committee are also conversant with the ardous 
duties of a School Teacher, and know that while he is 
engaged in his professional employment, his mental 
powers are severely taxed, and his health requires both 
repose and exercise. But after an examination of the 
liberal allowances made by the constituted authorities, 
for time to enable him to revigorate his energies, and 
qualify him for a proper degree of physical ability, the 
Committee are clearly of the opinion that no other class 
of salaried men in this section of the country have so

much leisure allowed them as the Teachers of the Bos- 
ton Public Schools. 

To sustain this statement the Committee copy the 
following report of the vacations allowed to our Gram- 
mar and High Schools during the three past years. 


The Grammar Schools are allowed 


Thanksgiving week - - 6 days 
Muster, or Training week - 6 days 
May Vacation - - - 12 days 
Summer Vacation - - 33 days 
Christmas, Fast, May Day and 

Fourth of July - . 4 days 


61 whole days 
To which add two afternoons in 
each week for 43 weeks - 21 whole days 
Also the Vacations allowed by 
the Mayor, and the usual 
allowance for Fast week 
and Christmas - - 7 days 


Making a total of - - 89 days in each 
year, not including Sundays. 


This will leave but two hundred and twenty-four days 
. each year in which the Teachers are required to per- 
form, in no case, more than six hours of duty. 

The Latin and English High Schools have one weeks’ 
vacation in addition to those of the Grammar Schools, 
and they are also allowed three days to attend the ex- 
hibitions at Harvard University, so that the Teachers in 
those Schools have a more liberal allowance than those 
of the Grammar Schools. 
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The Committee add the section relating to vacations 
in the Public Schools from the printed regulations of 
the Grammar Board. 

Sect. 33. “The following holydays and vacations 
shall be granted to the schools, viz :—every Wednesday 
and Saturday afternoon, throughout the year; Christ- 
mas day, May day, and Fast day ; Thanksgiving week ; 
one day in each year for the general training, when in 
Boston ; the fourth of July; two weeks commencing on 
the Monday preceding the last Wednesday in May; the 
remainder of the week after the exhibition of the Latin 
School, in July, and the five succeeding weeks to said 
Latin School; the remainder of the week after the ex- 
hibition of the English High School, in July, and the 
five succeeding weeks to the said English High School ; 
and the remainder of the week after the exhibition of 
the Grammar and Writing Schools, in July, with the 
four succeeding weeks to said Grammar and Writing 
Schools; and the Chairman of the Board is authorized 
to suspend the Schools on such public occasions as he 
may think proper, not exceeding three days in the year. 
In addition to these holydays the Latin and English 
High Schools shall be entitled to the three days of public 
exhibition at Harvard University. No other holydays 
shall be allowed except by special vote of the Board.” 

From the premises herein laid down, your Committee | 
cannot sanction for a moment, the idea, that any pecu- 
niary consideration should be allowed as an offset against 
any relations which affect the proper and efficient dis- 
charge of the duties of any public officer. No compro- 
mise in such a case should be tolerated by any branch of 
the government. 

In conclusion, your Committee, after a thoughtful 
survey of the whole subject committed to them, recom-

mend that from and after the expiration of the present 
official year of the Teachers of the Public Grammar and 
High Schools of the City, no person shall be considered 
a candidate for election as Teachers of said Schools, un- 
less he is or agrees to become, within thirty days from 
his election, a citizen of Boston.

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RE-ORGANIZATION 
ee OF THE 
BOSTON FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
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CITY OF BOSTON. 


In Common Councit, May 15, 1851. 


The Joint Special Committee of the City Council, who 
by the order of April 7th, last, were directed “to report 
the draft of a new Ordinance for establishing a Fire De- 
partment and preventing and extinguishing fires, with a 
view to the re-organization of said department and adapt- 
ing the same to the present wants and interests of the 
city, as affected by the introduction of Cochituate water 
and other causes,” beg leave respectfully to present the 
accompanying draft of an ordinance, as the result of 
their labors upon this subject ; and they recommend the 
same to the consideration of the Council, as a substitute 
for the existing municipal provisions in relation to this 
important branch of the public services. 

The larger portion of the ordinance now in force,remains 
untouched by your Committee; but it will, nevertheless, 
be perceived that, in several respects, important changes 
have been introduced, and although these may at once be 
discovered by inspection of the accompanying draft, and, 
to a great extent, will doubtless explain themselves, it 
may be proper and useful to state the general principles 
by which the Committee have been governed in the 
prosecution of their labors, as well as the more impor- 
tant reasons which have led to the various alterations 
and amendments, now submitted to the judgment of the 
city government. 

In acting upon a subject so important to the interests 
of the community as that of the Fire Department, and 
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one, too, from its past history and present position, from 
the nature of its duties and organization, as well as from 
the peculiar feelings and prejudices by which, strangely 
enough, it has always been characterized, so difficult of — 
satisfactory adjustment,—your Committee have not been 
willing to rely upon their own unaided judgments. ‘They 
have sought the opinion and advice of the board of en- 
gineers and of the officers and members attached to the 
present service, and especially, they have consulted those 
who, in former years, have held important positions in 
the department, and whose knowledge and experience 
were likely to prove particularly useful in arriving at 
correct conclusions, in respect both to principles and de- 
tails. It must be understood, therefore, that the changes 
which are now recommended to the City Council, are 
not so much the expression of the views and feelings of 
the different members of the Committee, as they are of 
the general judgment of various persons, whose long 
familiarity with the department, in actual service and 
under different systems of organization, give to their 
opinions the weight of authority. We are happy to 
state, however, that the opinions expressed by these gen- 
tlemen, correspond with those which the Committee 
were led to adopt from their own more partial experi- 
ence, and the general correctness of them is, they appre- 
hend, somewhat strengthened by this fact. 

The order, referred to the Committee, consists of two 
parts, the one relating to the organization, government, 
and discipline of the department; the other to the 
amount of force, or the number of machines and men re- 
quired to meet the exigencies of the Coma under 
the existing supply of water. 

With regard to the first part of the order, the Com- 
mittee can see no reason for placing the fire department 
on any peculiar ground. In their judgment, the public 
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interest demands that it should be based upon the same 
general principles that are applied in all similar cases, 
where the city exercises a controlling power. These 
principles require that all the officers and men belong- 
ing to the department should be regarded as the em- 
ployees, or agents of the city government, at all times 
under its exclusive authority and management for this 
particular service, and subject to be removed at its dis- 
cretion: that they should receive a reasonable consid- 
eration for the labors which they perform,—should be 
held strictly accountable for the proper discharge of the 
duties respectively assigned to them,—and, when not on 
service as firemen, should have and claim the rights and 
privileges only which belong to all citizens in the com- 
munity equally with themselves. The idea, however, 
which seems generally to have prevailed, supposes that 
the department is organized, partly on the principle of 
remuneration, and partly on that of voluntary service. 
But the two principles are evidently, inconsistent with 
each other; in the opinion of the Committee, they have 
led to most of the difficulties and irregularities which 
have heretofore occurred, and should no longer be suf- 
ferred to exist together. The department should either 
be one of adequate compensation or of voluntary service ; 
it can never be conducted efficiently and harmoniously 
on the two principles combined. And as the system of 
voluntary labor is one which has long since been aban- 
doned, your Committee propose to base it now solely 
upon that of pay. 

In accordance with these views, the soundness of 
which is believed to have been fully tested by past ex- 
perience, the Committee have proceeded to construct the 
details of the ordinance which is now submitted. They 
provide in the first place, that the whole department 
should be under the entire general charge and control 
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of the chief engineer and his assistants, who are to be 
held responsible to the city council for its proper disci- 
pline and conduct, as well as for the care of the engines 
and apparatus belonging to it. And in order that the 
board of engineers may reasonably meet the new respon- 
sibilities which are imposed upon them, they are author- 
ized to appoint all the officers of the several companies. 
Their vote for this purpose, however, must have the con- 
currence of the chief engineer and two-thirds of his as- 
sistants; and it will then be final, unless overruled 
by the Mayor and Aldermen within fourteen days. 
They have also the exclusive power to remove any offi- 
cer by a similar vote, but they must record and send 
down their reasons for the same to the Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen. It will be admitted that the efficiency 
of the department will chiefly depend upon its officers, 
and the Committee believe that the above provisions 
will secure their proper selection. At present, the offi- 
cers are chosen by the members of the several companies, 
and, of course, their character may be expected to vary 
with that of the individuals by whom they are appoint- 
ed. Should they from any cause become unpopular, 
their removal at the next election would be a natural 
consequence. And should it not be so in fact, their 
continuance in office, under such circumstances, must 
necessarily interfere with that independence and freedom 
of action which is necessary to the proper discharge of 
the duties expected of them. : 

With regard to the members of the companies, they 
are required by the statute of the Commonwealth to be 
appointed exclusively by the Mayor and Aldermen; but, 
practically, the Committee presume that this will be 
done, as heretofore, upon the suggestion of the Board of 
Engineers. In respect to the removal and discharge of 
members, however, they have given the engineers full 
and final power. 
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_ Under the belief that all parades, excursions, and as- 
-sociations of firemen as such, are not within the pur- 
poses contemplated by the organization of this depart- 
ment; are attended with more or less expense, which 
must prove burdensome to some of the members, and 
those, perhaps, the individuals whom it is most desira- 
ble to retain within it; and, in the judgment of those 
whom we have consulted, as well as our own, lead to 
insubordination and other evils of considerable magni- 
tude,—we have deemed it our duty to introduce pro- 
visions designed to prevent their occurrence in future, 
excepting when expressly authorised by the City Council. 

And, as the rooms over the engine, hydrant, and hook 
and ladder houses, under the proposed organization, will 
not be needed for elections, or other purposes connected 
with the service, and application has already been made 
for them for primary schools, your Committee have pro- 
vided that the lower stories only of these houses should 
be appropriated to the use of the Fire Department. 

The fines which are assessed in the several companies 
for the absence or tardiness of the members, are now 
collected and appropriated by themselves; but as this 
practice is evidently unjust to the city, which is called 
upon to pay its money without receiving any consider- 
ation therefor, and is, moreover, attended with other in- 
* jurious consequences, your Committee have provided 
that it should be discontinued ; and that hereafter fines, 
. not exceeding fifty cents in amount for each absence, or ~ 
tardiness, shall be imposed at the discretion of the en- 
_ gineers, and deducted from the pay of the members. 
For the purpose of securing the greatest degree of 
promptness and fidelity, they also provide that absence, 
or tardiness, at one third of the fires, or alarms of fire, 
occurring in a month, provided the same be not less 
than five, shall be considered good ground for removal 
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and discharge. A slight change in the age of admission 
to the department, the proposed ordinance requiring 
every member to be at least twenty-four years old, is the 
only other point which requires to be noticed: and it 
has been adopted for obvious reasons and on full con- 
sideration. 

The second branch of the order submitted to us re- 
lates, as has been before intimated, to the amount of 
force in men and machines, which is required at the 
present time for the purposes of the department, under 
the existing supply of water. Upon this subject the 
proposed ordinance contains no provision ; it being ex- 
pressly left to the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, who 
will doubtless exercise a wise judgment in respect to it. 
Your Committee, however, in accordance with the ap- 
parent wish of the Council, have taken the matter into 
their consideration, and, after various consultations with 
others, are prepared to express the views to which they 
have been led in relation to it. 

The force of the department, as contained in the re- 
port of the Chief Engineer for 1850, is as follows, viz: 
nine engines for the City proper, two for South Boston, 
and three for East Boston ; with a compliment of forty 
men to each, including officers, the whole number, at 
that time in actual service, being five hundred and eley- 
en, or thirty-six and a half to each company. Four 
hydrant companies, with seventy-four men under pay, 
including officers, or an average of eighteen and a half 
to a company; and two hook and ladder companies, 
with twenty-nine men, including officers, or an average . 
of fourteen and a half toeach. An additional hook and 
ladder machine is put down in the report as not in use. 
The total force of the department at that time, there- 
fore, was twenty machines of various kinds, and six 
hundred and fourteen men in actyal service; a full 
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‘compliment being considered to be about six hundred 
and seventy-five. Your Committee commenced their in- 
“quiries under a strong impression that this force, with the 
“present supply of water and the prospect of a better sys- 
‘tem of fire alarms, might with safety to the community, 
» be reduced, in men and machines, to nearly one half its 
“present amount; and it is only after a careful compari- 
son of the opinions entertained by the engineers and 
officers of the present department, as well as by others 
‘who have for years been familiar with the whole sub- 
ject, that they have come to the conclusions which they 
now propose to present. It appeared from the testi- 
mony of all the individuals consulted, that engines were 
now very rarely used; indeed, the chief engineer stated 
that the whole force had been employed in only two or 
three instances, since the introduction of the Cochituate 
‘water. It appeared, also, that a single stream from the 
hydrants, of which there are nine hundred and thirty- 
three in the City, was equal inpower and effect, to three 
or four engines ; and, also, that the Cochituate water rises 
in the hose attached to the hydrants to a height and 
* with a force that is amply sufficient to reach and extin- 
guish fires on the roofs of the loftiest buildings, in two- 
thirds or three-fourths of the entire City. 

In that portion of the City, especially, which lies 
south of the Boston and Worcester railroad bridge, and 
also, with few exceptions, in that east of Washington 
street, down to the most northerly boundary, the hy- 
drant® were considered as affording entire protection. 
The main dependence, therefore, for security and. pro- 
tection will, doubtless, hereafter be placed upon the 
hydrants; and the engines are to be regarded merely as 
a reserved force, which is to be brought into use only 

. when fire occurs on the highest levels and in very lofty 
buildings. And, as the Cochituate water rises hy its 
2 
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own gravity more than twenty-two feet above the grade 
of the most elevated street in the City, it 1s evident, also, 
that two or three engines will be an abundant provision 
for extinguishing fires on all ordinary occasions. Not- 
withstanding this however, all the persons whom we 
have consulted expressed the opinion, that should an . 
extensive conflagration on the higher levels occur,— 
such, for instance, as took place in Beacon street 
nearly thirty years since, a much larger number would 
be required to subdue it. On the whole, the feeling 
of these gentlemen was decided and unanimous, that it 
would not be proper or safe, to reduce the number of 
engines to less than five for the City proper, and four for 
South and East Boston. The chief engineer, indeed, 
thought that six engines for the City proper would be 
barely sufficient. 

With regard to the number of men required to man 
the engines, most of the gentlemen considered that forty, 
including officers, were a sufficiently small compli- 
ment; but the Committee have reduced it to thirty-six, 
that being the average number now in the service. In 
respect to hydrant companies, the Committee, on the 
recommendation of the engineers, propose one additional 
company for the City proper, and one for East Boston, 
And in this connection it may be well to remark, that 
the proposed engine companies, on most occasions, will 
act as hydrant and hose companies, and consequently 
they supply the place of an additional number of a 
drants, which would otherwise be required.  - 

The force, then, of the entire department, as peepge 
by the Committee, will be as follows, viz :— 

Five Engines for the City Proper, with 36 men eis 
including officers. 

Two Engines for South Boston, with 36 men each, 
including officers. 
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| Two Engines for East Boston, with 86 men each, in- 
cluding officers. 

_ Five Hydrant Companies of 16 men each, with two 
carriages, for the City Proper, including officers. 

- One Hydrant Company for East Boston, of 16 men 
each, with two carriages, including officers. 

Two Hook and Ladder Carriages; one for the City 
Proper and one for East Boston, with 18 and 12 men, © 
including officers. 

One Hook and Ladder Carriage, to be kept in reserve 
and not manned. 

The stations at which, in the judgment of the Com- 
mittee, it would be most advantageous to place the en- 
gines, are the following, viz: Washington street, near 
the Franklin School House, Purchase street, Charles 
street, Commercial street, and the head of Sudbury 
street ; and for the hydrant companies, we propose Suf- 
folk street, near Canton, Hudson street, Tremont street, 
near Eliot street, Leverett street, and Salem street. 

The expense of maintaining the force above proposed, 
will, of course, depend upon the amount of compensa- 
tion which shall be allowed to the several members of 
the department. And this question, although its con- 
sideration may be regarded, perhaps, as more appropri- 
ately within the province of the Committee on the 
Salary Bill, is involved in the general subject which has 
been committed to us; and we, probably, are expected 
to offer an opinion upon it. Under this apprehension, 
we have endeavored to give to it the attention which its 
importance demands. It is a question, however, of con- 
siderable difficulty ; and we state our convictions upon 
it with some degree of hesitation, especially as a pretty 
general expectation seems to have prevailed, that the 
expenses of the department will be greatly reduced by 
the proposed re-organization. But it seems to your 
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Committee, that this matter, if settled properly, should 
be settled upon considerations having reference to the 
permanent character and condition of the department, 
rather than upon those which relate merely to dollars 
and cents. For there can be no doubt, that to ensure a 
well disciplined, effective, and peaceably disposed body 
of men,—devoted to the service, and always under con- 
trol,—is of vastly more importance to the community 
than any saving that could be effected by a slight differ- 
ence in the rates of compensation. 

The true question is, can a sufficient number of men, 
of high character and qualifications,—and none other 
are permanently useful,—be induced to enter the de- 
partment, as it is now proposed to be organized, at the 
present rates of-pay ? 

Under the existing system, it is believed that the 
rates are generally regarded as a sufficient remuneration 
for the services rendered; but it must be remembered, 
that an entire new organization is now proposed. ‘The 
department is to be placed on a different basis;—more 
rigid rules and regulations in relation to duty and dis- 
cipline are introduced,—a greater degree of respon- 
sibility is required,—a higher grade of character, both 
moral and physical, is sought for, and many privileges 
and inducements, hitherto enjoyed or anticipated, are 
taken away. Under these circumstances, the Commit- 
tee are of opinion, that the increased dignity and author- 
ity, which, under the proposed ordinance, are given to 
the engineers, may reasonably be regarded as a sufii- 
cient compensation for any additional duties and respon- 
sibilities which they are required to assume; but that 
some further pecuniary inducement will be needed to 
secure, at all times, the services fof able and faithful 
men in the subordinate offices. . 
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If an organization, such as is proposed, be desirable, 
it is of the first importance that nothing of a minor 
consequence should be allowed to interfere with its 
successful operation, at the moment when it is getting 
under way. With these views of the subject, your 
Committee recommend to the Council, an increase of 
the rates which are now allowed to the officers and 
members of the department, according to the scale 
which will be found below. The salaries which have 
heretofore been paid are as follows, viz: chief engineer, 
twelve hundred dollars; assistant engineers, two hun- 
dred dollars each ; secretary, six hundred dollars; fore- 
men in the City, one hundred and twenty-five dollars 
each, and at East Boston, fifty dollars; assistant fore- 
ment, clerks and stewards in the City, one hundred 
dollars each, and at East Boston, forty dollars ; mem- 
bers in the City, eighty dollars each, and at East Bos- 
ton, thirty dollars ; making a total in salaries of forty- 
four thousand nine hundred and ninety dollars. In- 
stead of the above, the Committee propose the follow- 
ing, viz: engineers, the same as heretofore; foremen in 
the City, one hundred and fifty dollars each, and at East 
Boston, seventy-five dollars; assistant foremen, clerks, 
and stewards, one hundred and twenty-five dollars, and 
at East Boston, sixty dollars; members for the City, 
one hundred dollars, and at East Boston, fifty dollars. 
The total expenditure of the department for salaries 
- under the proposed ordinance, at the present rates of 
pay, would be thirty-six thousand two hundred and 
eighty-five dollars; but at the increased rates, above 
recommended by the Committee, it would be augmented 
to forty-five thousand six hundred and forty-five dol- 
lars, as appears by the subjoined schedule, viz:

It will be perceived from these statements that should 
the present rates of compensation be retained under the 
proposed re-organization of the department, the saving 
in the total amount of the salary expenses, would be 
nine thousand three hundred and sixty dollars. Where- 
-as, if the enlarged rates herein proposed are adopted, 
it will be increased by six hundred and fifty-five. dol- 
lars. | 

The expenses of the department for other purposes 
than those of salaries, were, according to the engineers’ 
report of last year, eleven thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-two dollars, twenty-five cents: but your Commit- 
tee are inclined to believe that these expenses will be 
considerably diminished in future, since there will be 
fewer engines and less apparatus to provide for, and 
there is a strong probability that some effective system 
of fire alarms will soon be established.

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AN ORDINANCE 


Establishing a Fire Department, and providing for Pre- 
venting and Extinguishing Fires. 


_ Be itt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled. 


Sect, 1. The fire department shall consist of a 
2 chief engineer, of nine other engineers, and of as 
3 many engine-men, hydrant-men, and hook and lad- 
4 der men, to be divided into companies, as the num- 
5 ber of engines and the number and quantity of other 
6 fire apparatus belonging to the sey shall from time 
7 to time require. 

szcr. 2. ‘There shall be chosen, annually, in the 
2 months of January or February, a chief engineer and 

- 8 nine other engineers, who shall hold their offices one 
4 year and until others are chosen in their places ; 
5 provided, however, that no assistant engineer shall 
6 hold over in case five of the new board be elected ; 

~T and in all cases of holding over, preference shall be 
8 given to seniority of age. 

Sect. 3. The City Council may, by a concurrent 
2 vote at any time, remove from office the chief engin- 
3 eer, or any of the other engineers; and the mayor 
4 and aldermen may at any time discharge any or all 
5 of the officers or members of either of said compa- 
6 nies. 

Sect. 4. Each engineer shall, upon his appoint- 
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2 ment, receive a written or printed certificate or war- 
3 rant in the words following, viz: “ This certifies that 
4 A. B. is appointed an engineer (or chief engineer) of 
5 the fire department of the city of Boston, and is en- 
6 titled to all the immunities belonging to said office. 
7 Given under my hand this day of A. D.18 
8 Mayor. 
9 City Clerk.” 
10 And the respective rank of the engineers shall be 
11 determined by the mayor and aldermen. 
Srcr. 5. The engineers so chosen, shall meet and 
2 organize themselves into a board of engineers, a ma- 
3 jority of whom shall form a quorum, and of which, 
4 in the absence of the chief engineer, the senior en- 
5 gineer present shall be presiding officer; and they 
6 may appoint such secretary or other officers, and 
7 make such rules and regulations for their own gov- 
S ernment, as they may see fit, and such secretary 
9 shall receive such compensation as the city council 
10 may deem expedient. ['They shall be responsible for 
11 the discipline, good order and proper conduct of the 
12 whole department, both officers and men, and for 
13 the care of all houses, engines, hose carriages, and 
14 other furniture and apparatus thereto belonging. ] 
15 They shall have the superintendence and control of 
16 all the engine and other houses used for the purposes 
17 of the fire department, and of all furniture and ap- 
18 paratus thereto belonging, and of the engines and all 
19 other fire aparatus belonging to the city, and over 
20 the officers and members of the several companies 
21 attached to the fire department, and over all persons 
22 present at fires, and they may make such rules and 
23 regulations for the better government, discipline and 
24 good order of the department, and for the extin- 
25 guishment of fires, may as they from time to time 
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26 think expedient, the same not being repugnant to 
27 the laws of this commonwealth, or to any ordinance 
28 of the city, and being subject to the approbation of 
29 the mayor and aldermen. The assistant engineers 

30 shall report their absences from fires to the chief en- 

31 gineer, with the reasons therefor, who shall keep a 

32 record of the same, and make a report thereof, stat-

34 to the election of engineers, In the absence of the 

30 chief engineer, the clerk — make said record and 

36 report. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of said engineers, 
2 whenever a fire shall break out in the city, immedi- 
3 ately to repair to the place of such fire, and to carry 
4 with them a suitable staff or badge of their office ; 

& to take proper measures that the several engines and 
6 other apparatus be arranged in the most advantageous 
7 situations, and duly worked for the effectual extin- 
8 guishment of the fire; to require and compel assist- 
9 ance from all persons, as well members of the fire 

10 department as others, in extinguishing the fire, re- 

11 moving furniture, goods, or other merchandize from 

12 any building on fire, or in danger thereof, and to ap- 

13 point ere to secure the same; and also in pulling 

14 down or demolishing any house or building if occa- 

15 sion require, and further to suppress all tumults and 

16 disorders. It shall also be their duty to cause order 

17 to be preserved in going to, working at, or returning 

18 from fires, and at all other times when companies 

19 attached to the department are on duty. 

_ Szor. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the 
2 adjoining towns, it shall be the duty of only such and 
3 soiany of said engineers to repair to such towns, as 
4. shall have been previously designated for such pur- 
5 pose by the board of engineers, 
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Sercr. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole 
2 command at fires over all the other engineers, all 
3 members of the fire department, and all other per- 
4 sons who may be present at fires, and shall direct all. 
© proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, pro- 
6 tection of property, preservation of order, and ob- 
7 servance of the laws, ordinances and regulations re- 
8 specting fire; and it shall be the duty of said chief 
9 engineer to examine into the condition of the en- 
10 gines and all other fire apparatus, and of the engine 
11 and other houses belonging to the city and used for

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Sect. 32. It shall be the duty of such of the con-

15 and any person who shall obstruct the said engineers 
16 or any of them in carrying out the provisions of this 
17 section, shall also be lable to a penalty not exceed- 
18 ing twenty dollars. It shall also be the duty of said 
19 engineers to take cognizance of, and to cause prose- 
20 cution to be instituted in all cases of infraction of 
21 the laws relative to the erection of wooden buildings, 
22 or of any other laws or ordinances for the prevention

Secr. 36. The power of making and establishing 
2 rules and regulations for the transportation and keep- 
3 ing of gunpowder within the city of Boston, and of 
4 granting licences for the keeping and the sale thereof 
5 in the city, according to the provisions of an act en- 
6 titled “an act further regulating the storage, safe 
7 keeping, and transportation of gunpowder in the

Secr. 37. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures 
2 and penalties, arising under this ordinance and the 
3 laws of this commonwealth, regulating the storage 
4 and transportation of gunpowder, the erection of 
5 buildings within the city of Boston, and the preven- 
6 tion and extinguishment of fire, unless by such laws 
7 otherwise specially provided, shall be paid into the 
8 treasury of the city, to be applied in such way as is 
9 provided in the acts of this commonwealth.

10 to the time of such absence. 

Secr. 40. The members of the several companies 

2 shall not assemble in the houses entrusted to their 
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3 care, except for the purpose of taking the engine or 
4 apparatus, on an alarm of fire, and of returning the 
5 same to the house, [and taking the mei care of 
6 said apparatus after its return.| | } 
Sect. 41. [This ordinance shall take effect on and 
2 after the first day of July next; and an ordinance 
3 “establishing a fire department and providing for 
4 preventing and extinguishing fires,” passed June 4th, 
5 1850, shall on said day expire, and be thereafter of 
6 no effect and void. Provided, that all persons who, 
7 at the time the said repeal shall take effect, shall — 
8 hold any office under said ordinance shall continue 
9 to hold the same according to the tenure thereof, ex- 
10 cept those offices which are hereby abolished and 
11 those as to which a different provision is herein 
12 made. |

_ SIR: 


In reply to the question submitted to me by the 
Board of Mayor and Aldermen in relation to the cus- 
tody of Faneuil Hall, I have the honor to state, that, by 
the ordinance concerning public buildings, passed July 
1, 1850, it is provided, that the Joint Committee of the 
City Council, (consisting of three members of the Board 
of Mayor and Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council,) shall have the care and custody of all 
school houses and other buildings belonging to the 
City, and of the erection, alteration and repair thereof, 
except as otherwise provided in this and other ordinances 
of the City, and subject to such rules, orders and regu- 
lations as the City Council may from time to time adopt. 
An ordinance passed October 14, 1833, and still in 
force, provides for the appointment of a Superintendent 
of Faneuil Hall by the Mayor and Aldermen. This 
officer is required to make all his reports to them and 
is by them removable, and by the fourth section of the 


_ ordinance it is expressly provided, that the Superintend- 


ent shall attend o the opening and closing of said hall at 
such hours and under such provisions as the Mayor and 
Aldermen may direct. 

It would seem, therefore, by these ordinances, that, 
while the general care and custody of Faneuil Hall, like 
that of other Public City buildings, is in the Joint 
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Committee of the City Council, the key of the hall or 
the custody for the purposes of ordinary use is in the 
Board of Mayor and Aldermen. 

This view of the matter is in entire accom with 
the history of this building and the whole course of 
proceedings in relation to it for more than a century. 
To that history and to those proceedings it may be 
proper to refer. 

In 1740, July 2, certain citizens of Boston, in num- 
ber about 340 presented a petition to the selectmen in 
which they set forth that; “ whereas in the year 1734 
the Freeholders and other inhabitants of the town of 
Boston (among other things) Voted and ordered a place 
on the Town’s Ground, on the Town Dock, called Dock 
Square, to be assigned for a Market Place, and the 
Court of General Sessions of the Peace in April 1784 
allowed and approved thereof, and a convenient Build- 
ing was erected on the said Ground which was improy- 
ed sometime for a public Market Place to the satisfac- 
tion of a great number of the Inhabitants. But it so 
hapened that the said Building for some years past has 
been demolished and pulled down, and the inhabitants 
of the said Town have had no certain place for Buyer 
and Seller to meet at, which forces people to go out on 
the Neck and spend a great part of the day in provid- 
ing necessaries for their families to the great hindrance 
of business and loss and damage of the Town. And 
whereas we are informed that Peter Faneuil of Boston 
Esquire hath been generously pleased to offer at his 
own proper cost and charge to erect and build a noble 
and compleat structure or edifice to be improved for a 
Market for the sole use, benefit, and advantage of the 
Town,—Provided that the Town of Boston would pass a 
vote for that purpose, and lay the same under such 
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proper regulations as shall be thought necessary, and 
constantly support it for said use ;—Which generous offer 
we the subscribers thought proper to communicate to 
you, desiring that a Town meeting may be warned to 
assemble as soon as may be to know the mind of the 
Town,— Whether the Inhabitants will accept of the said 
Building proposed?—Which as we conceive will tend 
greatly to the good and benefit of the said Town. And 
we the said subscribers would humbly propose that not- 
withstanding the said building should be encouraged 
and come to effect, yet that the Market People should 
be at liberty to carry their Marketing wheresoever they 
pleased about the Town, in order to dispose of the 
same,” 

A town meeting was accordingly held, 14th July, 
1740, and upon the question whether the town would 
accept the offer of Mr. Faneuil of erecting a Market 
House in Dock Square at his own cost and charge, the 
yeas and nays being taken by ballot it appeared that 
the motion was decided in the affirmative by a vote of 
367 to 360. 

September 13, 1742, the selectmen having been noti- 
fied by Mr. Faneuil that the Market House was ready 
for occupation, a town meeting was called, at which the 
following proceedings took place. 

« A motion was made by the Hon. John Jeffries, Esq., 
that the thanks of the Town may be given to Peter 


_ Faneuil, Esq., for his Noble and Generous Benefaction 


of the Market House to the Town, and that a Commit- 
tee may be chosen to draw up a vote of thanks and pre- 
sent the same to the Town for their approbation ; 
Thereupon, ; 
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“ Voted, That the Hon. Adam Winthrop, Esq., 
Thomas Hutchinson, Esq., 
The Hon. Edward Hutchinson, Esq., 
The Hon. Samuel Waldo, Esq., 
The Hon. Ezekiel Lewis, Esq., 
be a Committee for that purpose.” 

“The Committee appointed to draw up a Vote of 
thanks to Peter Faneuil, Esq., for his Noble and Gen- 
erous Benefaction of the Market House to the Town, 

Presented the same which was Read and is in the 
words following, viz: 

“Whereas information was given to this town 
at their meeting in July, 1740, that Peter Faneuil, 
Esq., had been generously pleased to offer at his own 
proper cost and charge to erect and build a noble and 
complete Structure or Edifice to be improved for a Mar- 
ket for the sole use, benefit and advantage of the town ; 
provided the Town of Boston would pass a vote for that 
purpose, and lay the same under such proper regula- 
tions as shall be thought necessary, and constantly sup- 
port it for said use. And whereas at the said meeting 
it was determined to accept of the offer or proposal 
aforesaid, and also voted that the Selectmen should be 
desired to wait upon Peter Faneuil, Esq., and to present 
the thanks of the Town to him and also to acquaint 
him that the Town have by their vote come to a Reso- 
lution to accept of his generous offer of erecting a Mar- 
ket House on Dock Square according to his proposal. 
And Whereas Peter Faneuil, Esq., has in pursuance 
thereof at a very great expence erected a Noble Struc- 
ture far exceeding ‘his first proposal, in as much as it 
contains not only a large and sufficient accommodation 
for a Market Place, but has also superadded a Spacious. 
and most beautiful Town Hall over it, and several 
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other convenient rooms which may prove very Bene- 
ficial to the Town for Offices or otherwise. And the 
said Building being now finished, has delivered posses- 
sion thereof to the Selectmen for the use of the Town, 
it is therefore, Voted, That the Town do with the 
utmost gratitude receive and accept this most gener- 
ous and noble benefaction for the Uses and Intentions 
they are designed for, and. do appoint the Honorable 
Thomas Cushing, Esq., the Moderator of this meeting, 
the Hon. Adam Winthrop, Edward Hutchinson, Esq., 
Ezekiel Lewis, and Samuel Waldo, Esqs., Thomas 
Hutchinson, Esq., the Selectmen and Representatives 
of the Town of Boston, the Hon. Jacob Wendell, Esq., 
James Bowdoin, Esq., Andrew Oliver, Esq:, Capt. Na- 
thaniel Cunningham, Peter Chardon, Esq., and Mr. 
Charles Apthorp to wait upon Peter Faneuil, Esq., in 
the name of the Town to render their most hearty 
thanks for so bountiful a gift, with their Prayers that this 
and other Expressions of his Bounty and Charity may 
be abundantly recompensed with the Divine blessing. 

“ And the question was then put whether the Town 
would accept of the same, and it was unanimously 
Voted in the affirmative, and the Gentlemen therein 
named are desired in the name and as a Committee of 
the Town to present the same unto the said Peter Fan- 
eull, Eisq., accordingly. | 

« And then a motion was made by Thomas Hutchin- 
son, Esq., that in testimony of the Town’s gratitude to 
the said Peter Faneuil, Esq., and to perpetuate his 
Memory the Town would now pass a vote that the Hall 
over the Market’ place be named 

FANEUIL HALL, 
and at all times hereafter be called and known by that 
name. 
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Which was accordingly unanimously voted in the af- 
firmative.” 

September 17, 1742. “The Committee appointed to 
wait on Peter Faneuil, Esq., with the vote of thanks as 
agreed to by the Town. Reported; that they had done 
so accordingly, and he made answer that it was an 
Honor show’d him by the Town, he could not expect, 
he hoped what he had done would be for the service of 
the Wuor Country, and in a particular manner of the 
Town of Boston and that whenever it was in his power 
to serve the ‘Town he should be always ready to do it.” 


Such was the origin of Faneuil Hall, and from that 
time down to the organization of the City government, 
the care and custody of this hall appears to have been 
in the selectmen of the town, although I have discov- 
ered no formal vote of the town to that effect: but this 
is not material, as it is well known that the selectmen 
of Boston exercised by general consent many acts of au- 
thority for which there was no express law of the State 
or by-law of the town. 

It may be well to refer to some of the proceedings of 
the selectmen on this point, at different periods, as ex- 
hibiting the authority they exercised in relation to 
Faneuil Hall, and the uses to which the hall was put. 


October 10, 1744. “My. William Sheaf with a num- 
ber of Gentlemen desire the liberty of Faneuil Hall to- 
morrow in the afternoon being the King’s Coronation 
Day, in order to celebrate the day with a Concert of 
Musick. Voted ; that the Liberty be granted, they 
making good all damages and that it be no President 
[precedent] for the future.” 

March 19, 1745. Mr. Goldthwait informed the 
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Selectmen that the Hon. the Judges of the Superior 
Court desired the liberty of Faneuil Hall to try the Pri- 
soners in on Friday next. Voted, that Liberty be ac- 
cordingly granted, they putting in repair anything that 
may be broke or damaged in the said Hall.” 

May 4,1747. ‘“ Mr. Thomas Hancock applied to the 
Selectmen in the name of His Excellency Governor 
iXnowles,* (with his complements to them to be there) 
Desiring he might have the use of Faneuil Hall one 
even this week for a Concert of Musick—which was 
Unanimously consented to by the Selectmen.” 

May 26,1760. “The Hon. John Osborn, Esq., sent 
a Message to the Selectmen desiring the use of Faneuil 
Halli for the Governor and Council to dine on the Ensu- 
ing Election Day. Voted, that Liberty be granted.” 

May 27,1760. “This day the Officers of the Artil- 
lery Company desired of the Selectmen the Liberty of 
Faneuil Hall on the next Monday, being Artillery Elec- 
tion of Officers and for their Company to dine in. 

Voted, That Liberty be granted.” 

September 24, 1760. “ Whereas there is to be on F'ri- 
day next a publick Rejoicing on Acc’t of the Success 
of his Majesty’s ‘Troops in the Intire Reductionof Gaiia- 


da by their late Success against Monreal," there are, 
Voted ; that Faneuil Hall be Illuminated bon to Friday 
evening and that Mr. Williston make! diy vison therefor” 
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(1761.) empowering certain persons to set up and carry 
on a Lottery or Lotteries for the purpose of repairing 
Faneuil Hall.* 

A subsequent Act for the same purpose was passed 2 
Geo. IIT, (1762.) 

And in the 5 Geo. III, (1765,) Samuel Hews, John 
Scollay, Samuel Phillips Savage and Ezekiel Lewis per- 
sons named in the second Act having died or resigned 
the trust, Joseph Jackson, John Ruddock, John Han- 
cock, Esqrs and Samuel Sewall, Thomas Cushing and 
Benjamin Austin or any three of them were “ empow- 
ered to set up or carry on a Lottery or Lotteries for re- 
pairing Faneuil Hall at Boston.” 

January 29,1761. “ Voted, That Mr. Dawes Secure 
the Walls of Faneuil Hall from the Weather in the 
best manner he can, and anything else that may be for 
the preservation of the sd Wall.” 

December 24,1761. “The Undertakers for the Repairs 


* It appears by the Selectmen’s minutes that Faneuil Hall was consumed by 
fire January 13, 1761, between the hours of 10 and 12 o’clock in the night. March 
25, 1761, the Selectmen appear to have made the following memorial. 

“ The Memo’ of the Selectmen of the Town of Boston by order of the Inhabitants 
of said Town at their meeting the 23d of March Instant—Humbly sheweth— 

That in the Providence of God, Faneuil Hall and the Market under the same 
having been consumed by Fire some months since the Inhabitants of Boston labor 
under great inconveniency in want of a suitable place for transacting the public 
business of said town; and they find it necessary speedily to rebuild and repair 
the said Hall, not only to accommodate themselves as soon as may be but also 
that they may not loose the benefit of the Walls yet standing. Ways and means 
for effecting this so much needed and necessary work have been considered of ; 
but in their present distressed and difficult circumstances under repeated losses by 
fire, and other ways none appear so likely to succeed as the raising the money 
therefor by a lottery, especially as many gentlemen are disposed to encourage the 
same. 

We therefore by order of the said Inhabitants lay the same before your Excel- 
lency and Honors, and pray that you would by an Act impower some suitable per- 
sons to raise the sum of £ for that purpose by lottery, which sum by an esti- 
mate made will be necessary to rebuild said Hall, or that your Excellency and 
Honors wauld grant the Town such relief as you in your great wisdom shall see 
meet, and your petitioners shall as in duty bound eyer pray, &e.” 
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of Faneuil Hall having represented to the Selectmen, that 
great change and difficulty as well as loss of time must 
ensue by carrying that part of the Order of the Town 
into execution which enjoins that the Frames for the 
Windows of that Building should be of stone; The 
Gentlemen the Committee who Reported to the ‘Town 
on that Head were desired to attend and after consider- 
able discourse on that subject, it was unanimously 
Voted by said Committee, as their Opinion, that such 
difficultys were in the way of carrying the Orders of the 
Town into execution as made it not for the Interests of 
the Town that it should be done—They were also gen- 
erally of Opinion that it would be needless to call a 
Meeting of the Inhabitants for their advice in a matter 
which appeared so plain, that their Interest could not 
but be as well consulted without such a Meeting.” 

July 6, 1764. ‘Voted, ‘that a Dinner be provided at 
Faneuil Hall for about 50 Gentlemen on the day for 
visiting the Schools, and that Mr. Ballard shall have 
the dressing thereof and also furnish the Liquor that. 
may be wanted.” 

September 8, 1764. “ His Honor the Chief Justice 
having desired of the Selectmen, Liberty for the Su- 
perior Court to set at Faneuil Hall the next week for 
the tryal of some Criminal Cases—Liberty was accord- 
ingly granted upon condition that all damages that 
may happen.be made good by the county.” 

_ March 22,1765. “Voted, That Mr. Thomas Willis- 
ton be ordered not to open Faneuil Hall for the use of 
any Persons whatsoever, without the leave of a major 
part of the Selectmen first obtained.” 

May 4, 1765. “ Application was made to the Select- 
men by the Hon. Artillery Company for the use of Fan- 
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euil Hall next Monday Evening—and liberty was aceord- . 
ingly granted them.” 

June 11, 1765. “Voted, That a dinner be provided at 
Faneuil Hall on the Day for visiting the Schools as 
usual—and Mr. Williston was directed to call wpon Mr. 
Wiswall and Mr. Lovell the Masters of the two public 
Grammar Schools for the names of the Fathers of the 
Children who are in their highest Forms and will 
leave School this Season, that these Parents may be in- 
vited to attend the Visitation and dine at Faneuil Hall 
on that day.” ‘ 

September 2, 1765. “Application having been made 
to the Selectmen by the Officers of the Artillery Com- 
pany for the use of Faneuil Hall this evening—Liberty 
was accordingly granted them.” 

September 16,1767. ‘ Mr. Hancock apply’d by desire 
of the Cadet Company for the use of Faneuil Hall to 
exercise the Company some days to come.” 

April 28,1768. “Voted, That the Artillery Company _ 
have the use of Faneuil Hall upon their Training Days 
for the year ensuing.” 

May 27,1771. “ Liberty upon application was grant- 
ed to the Artillery Company to make use of Faneuil 
Hall next Monday.” 

April 22,1772. “The Artillery Company pr. Major 
Davis, desired the use of Faneuil Hall on Monday even- 
ing, for business of Exercising—which was granted.” 

Col. Hancock desired the use of Faneuil Hall to ex- 
ercise the Company of Cadets in the morning—which 
was granted. 

Major Davis apply’d to the Selectmen for the use of 
Faneuil Hall on Fryday Evening on behalf of the Com- 
missioned Officers—and for the use of the Hall Tues- 
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day, Wednesday and Thursday to. exercise his. company .. 
of Grenadiers—which was granted.” 

March 10,1773...“ The Selectmen having heard Capt. 
Waters and Mr. Adjutant Dawes. relative to the: Hall, 
it was determined that they should each have the Hall 
two nights in a month—the adjutant. to have the first 
Monday night.” 

March 17,1773. “Upon application Mr. Adjutant 
Dawes was permitted to make use of the Hall for the 
exercising the Serjeants of the Regiment. the two last 
Thursday Evenings in a Month.” 

October 6, 1773. “ Mr, Josiah Flag having made. ap- 
plication to the Selectmen for leave to make use. of » 
Faneuil Hall one evening for a Concert of Vocal and 
Instrumental Musick—Liberty was granted - accord- 
ingly.” | 

October 24, 1774. ‘* Liberty is granted to Mr. Wil- 
liam Sheafe and a number of gentlemen for a Concert of 
Musick in Faneuil Hall, on Tuesday next, it being His, . 
Majesty's Birth Day, the Gentlemen proposing. the 
Benefit arising by the Tickets at, Ten Shillings. Old 
Tenor to be for the Benefit of the Poor of the Town to 
be disposed of at the discretion of the Selectmen.” 

December 12, 1774. “The Hon. Samuel, Danforth, 
‘Sylvanus Bourn and Eliakim Hutchinson, Esqs., a Com- 
mittee from the Court of Admiralty now setting for the 
Tryal of Piracies, robberies, &c. upon the High Seas de- 
sired the Liberty of Faneuil Hall for the Tryal of the 
Prisoners taken by Capt. Spry—Liberty was granted 
accordingly, the Province to make good all damages © 
that may be done the said house by the Crowd attend- 
ing.” 

March 19,1777. “The Light Infantry Company were 


permitted upon application to make use of the Hall 
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upon Wednesday evening for the business of exercising 
said Company.” , 

April 2, 1777. “Mr. Vandall upon application per- 
mitted to deliver an Oration in French to his Pupils in 
Faneuil Hall.” 

June 2, 1779. “Application has been made to the 
Selectmen by Mr. Wendell for liberty to have the use 
of Faneuil Hall for drawing the State Lottery.” 

May 29, 1780.. “Upon application made therefor 
Liberty was granted to the Council to make use of 
Faneuil Hall on Election Day.” 

November 14, 1780. ‘ Deacon Newell applys to the 
Selectmen for liberty to draw the Boston Pier Lottery 
at Faneuil Hall this week.” 

October 38, 1781. ‘The Merchants of this Town 
agreeable to their application have leave to make use 
of Faneuil Hall for an entertainment to be given the 
French Officers &c,as a Compliment for the Protec- 
tion they have chearfully given the Trade of this Com- 
monwealth.” 

June 14, 1782. “A Committee from the Grand Lodge 
of Masons waited upon the Selectmen and asked the 
use of Faneuil Hall to dine next Monday, Sevennight— 
and liberty was accordingly granted.” 

February 19, 1783. “The use of Faneuil Hall is 
granted to the Deacons who have the disposal of the 
Quarterly Charity, for their meeting March next.” 

June 11, 1783. “My. John Lowell in behalf of the 
Free mason’s Lodge applies for the Hall to dine in the 
24th of June instant.” 

August 6,1783. “Mr. Hunt in behalf of the Mill 
Proprietors applied and had liberty to make use of 
Faneuil Hall and the Jury boxes for drawing the Mill 
Lottery.” 
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February 23, 1784. “The Governor having made ap- 
plication for the Hall fora publick dinner,—Liberty 
was accordingly granted.” | 

January 5,1685. « Application made for Mr. Haislet 
holding Lectures in Faneuil Hall twice a week. The 
Selectmen having considered said application declined 
giving their consent thereon, they having declined ap- 
plications of a similar nature.” 

July 27,1785. “Mr. Mungo Mackay, and others, a 
Committee, in behalf of a number of young Gentle’n 
about forming themselves into a Company for the better 
acquainting themselves in the Military Art, having ap- 
plyed: to the Selectmen for the use of Faneuil Hall 
twice or three times a week in the Evening in order for 
Instruction—The Selectmen quite desirous of encour- 
aging a Military Spirit freely consent to the said Com- 
pany’s improving the Hall as desired, not doubting but 
due care will be taken to prevent damage to the Build- 
ing and that their Exercises will not be carried too late 
into the Evening.” 

September 25, 1785. “ Liberty is granted to Mr. Wells 
and Mr. Payne who are forming a company of Cadets 
to make use of Faneuil Hall two evenings in the week 
they not interfering with the evenings of the first Com- 
pany who now make use of the Hall for carrying on 
Military Exercises.” | 

November 3,1785. “Ona motion, Voted, That next 

Wednesday afternoon be assigned to take into consider- 
ation the application of Dr. Mayes for the use of Fan- 
euil Hall three evenings in the week for the purpose of 
delivering his Lectures on the Philosophy of Nat'l 
History.” , 

March 24,1786. “ Mr. Billings has leaye to improye 
the Hall one evening in a week at times that do not in- 
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terfere with the business of the Town until further or- 
ders.” E 

June 26, 1786. “Mr. Neizro is directed to open the 
Hall for the Tryal of any Person or Persons charged 
with the breach of any by-law upon the Application of 
the Inspectors of the Pollice or the desire of any Majes- 
trate.” 

October 30, 1786. Col. Bartlett applies for the use 
of Faneuil Hall to exercise his company called the Vol- 
unteer Republican Company on Thursday Evenings.— 
Liberty accordingly granted.” 

April 17, 1787. “Capt. Green of the Company of 
Fusileers prays for the use of Faneuil Hall at any even- 
ing not improved by others—which was granted.” 

April 30, 1787. ‘<The Republican Volunteers are to 
have the use of Faneuil Hall next Wednesday Week 
for dining the Company, they having by their Captain 
Bartlett, prayed this indulgence.” 

June 13, 1787. “Col. Gardner applys for the use of 
Faneuil Hall for the exercise of his men on any ¢ even- 
ing that shall first become vacant.” 

February 11, 1789. “ Application having been made 
the Selectmen by a number of Blacks that they might 
have the use of Faneuil Hall for once, to accommodate 
them in hearing an African Preacher lately arrived with 
a good recommendation. Liberty was granted, that they 
might have the use of the Hall for an afternoon pro- 
vided it be on a Weekday and that the service begins at 
3 o'clock or a little after so as the people may have the 
Hall by Daylight, that no opportunity may be given 
rude Fellows to make a disturbance.” 

May 28,1789. “'The Ancient and Hon. Artillery Co, 
having asked by a committee the use of Faneuil Hall 
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for a dinner on Monday next being the Artillery 
Election Day—the same was granted.” 

June 4,1790. “ Mr. Clark in the name of the Artillery 
- Company pray’d Liberty for the use of the Hall from 
Saturday morning to Tuesday noon, and liberty was ac- 
cordingly granted.” 

June 16,1790. ‘On the application of Capt. Samuel 
Colesworthy he has liberty to exercise his company in 
Faneuil Hall.” 

September 8, 1790. “Mr. Lee, a Methodist Preacher 
from Virginia having applied to the Selectmen for lib- 
erty to preach in Faneuil Hall on evenings until next 
Saturday—Voted as the opinion of the Selectmen that 
Faneuil Hall being now occupied for a reading school 
the preaching there must be attended with such incon- 
venience to Master and scholars as obliges them to de- 
cline granting said request.” 

May 16,1791. “Upon application of his Excellency 
the Governor for leave to be indulged with the use of 
Faneuil Hall on the Day of Election, and the Day pre- 
ceeding it—The Governor is indulged agreeable to his 
request.” | 

June 22,1791. “Capt. Leighton having applied to 
the Selectmen for the use of Faneuil Hall previous to 
the 4th of July next, as his company is to do the honors 
of that Anniversary—Liberty is granted provided the 
greatest care is taken that the Hall should not be in- 
jured by the Lamps they make use of, or in any other 
way.” 

August 29,1791. “Mr. Clark having in behalf of the 
Ancient and Hon. Artillery Co. applied for the use_of 
Faneuil Hall in order to exercise said Com’y—Liberty 
is granted for that purpose.” 

August 31,1791, “On application of the Independ- 
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ent Light Infantry Company, Liberty is granted for the 
use of Faneuil Hall either on Tuesday or lryday Even- 
ing conditioned that they are to make good any dama- 
ges that may arise from their exercising their Company 
on said Night or Nights.” 

September 12, 1791. “On application, Capt. Wollox 
has liberty for Improving Faneuil Hall for exercising 
his Company on such Evenings as would not interfere 
with the other companys,—provided they make good any 
damages they may occasion.” 

September 21, 1791. “'The Cadet Company are per- 
mitted to make use of Faneuil Hall in exercising their 
Company on such Evenings as does not interfere with 
the other companys—they to make good any damages 
they may occasion.” 

October 22, 1792. “Col. Scollay having applied for 
leave to make use of Faneuil Hall to exercise the sever- 
al companies of his Regiment the ensuing Winter even- 
ings,— Voted to comply with this request and Col. Scol- 
lay is appointed to make such arrangements as will not 
interfere with the other Corps to whom libérty has been 
before granted.” 

March 8,1793. “'The Ancient and Hon. Artillery 
Company having obtained leave of the Board in March 
last for the use of the Hall on Wednesday evening— 
Col. Scollay* is desired to assign to Capt. Russell the 
use of the Hall, some other evenings and also to make 
such arrangements as may be necessary for the accom- 
modation of the other Military Corps that may apply.” 

September 16, 1795. “On application of a Comm’ee 
of French Gentlemen for the use of Faneuil Hall on 
Monday next for an entertainment it being their New 


* Col. Scollay was one of the Selectmen at this time. 
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Year’s Day,—Liberty was granted therefor, any damage 
that may ensue to be made good.” 

June 1, 1796. “On the application of the Ancient 
and Hon. Artillery Co. for the use of Faneuil Hall on 
Monday ace Sie is granted on the usual. condi- 
tions.” 

August 9,1797. “On the application of the Commit- 
tee of arrangements for the Dinner given in Honor of 
the President of the United States for the use of Faneuil 
Hall for said purpose,—-Liberty was accordingly granted.” 

January 17,1798. “Mr. Wm. Williams applies in. 
behalf of the Officers of the Militia that they may have 
the use of Faneuil Hall one Evening in the week for 
the present season. Granted, provided it does not in- 
terfere with any previous permissions.” 


The foregoing proceedings of the Selectmen of the 
town of Boston show the authority exercised by them 
in relation to Faneuil Hall. ‘They also show the uses 
to which the Hall was put from time to time. It is 
proper to remark however, that the town exercised a 
general supervisory power over the Hall, such as order- 
ing repairs, prescribing its use on extraordinary occa- 
sions, and sometimes instructing the selectmen to re- 
fuse it. 3 

Thus the patriotic feelings of the town in relation to 
certain obnoxious persons were exhibited, and its au- 
‘thority was exercised, in relation to Faneuil Hall, in 
the following proceedings. 

At a Meeting of the Freeholders, &c. | 
May 4,1768. “Upon a motion made and seconded : 
Voted; That the Selectmen be directed to refuse the 
use of Faneuil Hall to his Excellency the Governor and 
Council on the Evening Election Day unless they shall 
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be ascertained that the Commissioners of Board of Cus- 
toms or their Attendants are not to be invited to dine 
there on that day.” 

At a Meeting of the Selectmen. 

May 11,1768. “ Whereas it has been represented to 
the Selectmen by a Gentleman of the Committee of 
Council that not one of the Commissioners of the Board 
of Customs or their Attendants are to be at the public 
Dinner on Election Day whereby the restriction of the 
Town laid upon the Selectmen at their late meeting is 
removed—It was thereupon moved by Mr. Hancock to 
whom the above information was given, that the Chair- 
man of the Committee of the Council be informed that 
the Selectmen are ready to grant the use of Faneuil 
Hall to the Governor and Council upon the day of the 
ensuing General Election, which Motion was accord- 
ingly approved of by the Selectmen and Mr. Hancock 
desired to inform the Committee that the Hall is at 
their Service on said day with the restriction enjoined 
by the Town.” 

At a Town Meeting, 

May 14,1773. ‘ Upon a motion made and seconded 
the following Resolve passed—Nem. con. 

“Whereas it has been reported that certain persons 
justly obnoxious to this Town and Province are to be 
invited to dine with the Governor and Council on the 
ensuing Anniversary Election day in this Hall—Be it 
Resolved and an Instruction to the Gentlemen the Se- 
lectmen that if a committee of his majesty’s council 
shall apply to them for the use of this Hall to dine in 
they consent upon these express conditions, that neither 
the Commssioners of the Customs and their attendants, 
nor the Officers of the Army and Navy Stationed here 
for the purpose of inforcing unconstitutional Acts of 
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Parliament by Military Execution be invited—it being 
utterly against the inclination of the Town that even 
one person who has rendered himself enimical to the 
Rights of America should be admitted into the Hall 
upon such an occcasion.” 

“Upon a motion made, Ordered that the Vote lately 
passed respecting the Commissoners, &c. be printed in 
the several publick newspapers.” 

At a Meeting of the Freeholders, &c. 

May 23,1768. “It was moved and accordingly put— 
That there be a reconsideration of a late Vote enjoining 
the Selectmen to refuse the use of Faneuil Hall to his 
Excellency the Governor and Council on the ensuing 
Election Day unless they shall be ascertained that the 
Commissioners of the Board of Customs or their Attend- 
ants are not to be invited to dine there on that day— 
which question passed in the negative almost unani- 
mously.” 

March 15,1782. “Moved and Voted that the Select- 
men be and they be hereby directed to take order for 
the Repairs of Fanenil Hall and putting the same in 
its former State.” 

February 23,1784. “ Voted, That the gentlemen the 
Selectmen be and they hereby are authorized and re- 
quested to take order of the Illumination of Faneuil 
Hall on the Occasion.” 

It is quite noticeable that the town very rarely inter- 
_ fered with the use of Faneuil Hall, and when the City 
Charter was adopted in 1822, the usage on this subject 
was well established. 

Now, by the thirteenth section of the City Charter it 
_ is expressly provided, that, ‘all the powers heretofore 
vested in the selectmen of the town of Boston by the 
general laws of this Commonwealth, by particular laws 
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relative to the powers and duties of said selectmen, or 
by the usages, votes or by-laws of said town are vested 
in the Mayor and Aldermen, as hereby constituted, as 
fully and amply as if the same were herein specially 
enumerated.” 

In 1823, this very question in relation to the care 
and custody of Faneuil Hall was much discussed and 
there was some disagreement between the two boards 
in relation thereto. A committee of conference was 
appointed, and the committee on the part of the Com- 
mon Council reported that, after a full conference and 
consideration of the matter, they were of the opinion, 
“that the disposition of Faneuil Hall being vested in 
the Mayor and Aldermen for such temporary purposes, 
no further measures of the Common Council are neces- 
sary to be taken in the case other than that the papers 
be returned to the Mayor and Aldermen. ‘That the 
Mayor and Aldermen being more frequently in session, 
the most prompt and useful exercise of this authority 
for the public good and convenience might be had with- 
out the difficulties and delays which would arise from a 
concurrent vote: besides the danger which might arise 
from a collision and disagreement which might ensue 
from a difference of opinion between the two branches. 
And it further appears from enquiry that the Mayor 
and Aldermen have since the institution of the City 
Government exercised this authority without any com- 
plaint being made thereof.” 

This report was unanimously accept by the Common 
Council. 

The committee on the part of the Mayor and Alder- 
men made a similar Nee to that branch, which was 
also accepted. 

It thus appears that ever since the building of Faneuil 
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Hall the right of granting the use of it on all ordinary 
occasions has been excercised by the Selectmen and the 
Mayor and Aldermen, subject of course in the one case 
to the control of the Freeholders, and in the other, to 
that of the City Council. The ordinance of 1833 and 
1850, seem to be in affirmance of the ancient usage. Lam 
therefore of the opinion, as before stated, that, while 
the general custody of this Hall, like that of all public 
City buildings, is in the joint standing committee on 
public buildings, the Mayor and Aldermen have the 
right to open it on special occasions, or refuse its use 
when they think proper so to do. 

I am aware that this opinion has extended to unusual 
' length, but it has seemed to me desirable to preserve 
the evidence of the former usages respecting the use of 
Faneuil Hall in some convenient form for future refer- 
ence.

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The Committee on Ordinances, to whom was referred 
by the order of the City Council of May Ist, the sub- 
ject of “ what sum shall be paid to the Senior Jus- 
“tice of the Police Court for extra services imposed 
“upon him by the ordinance of October 22d, 1850, 
“entitled an ordinance concerning truant children 
“ and absentees from School,” 
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That when this ordinance was passed, and the duties 
were directed to be performed by the Senior Justice 
by appointment of the Police Court, it was understood 
that he should be paid by the City, a fair and reasona- 
ble compensation for the service. 

The statutes of the Commonwealth have guarded with 
a jealous care, the administration of the law passed last 
year upon this delicate but most important subject. A 
law of the character of the one in question, must almost 
entirely depend for its success and efficacy upon the 
agents selected for its administration. ‘They should be 
persons of character, experience and standing, whose 


whole moral energies should be enlisted in their work ; 


men who are publicly known for their devotion to the 
cause of education and benevolence. In the hands of 
proper Commissioners, the law of the State, and the or- 
dinance of the City can be made the instruments of 
great good. 

It needs but a slight acquaintance with the business

of our criminal courts to perceive, that there is a vast 


amount of crime committed by the idle and dissolute 
boys and girls who infest our streets, and crowd the in- 


stitutions provided by the State and local authorities for 
their reformation. 

This evil is apparent to all who will institute in- 
quiries respecting it. It is upon the increase, and the 
interests of society, no less than the demands of duty, 
and the voice of public sentiment, unite in urging for- 
ward all practicable means of preventing this prolific 
source of evil to the juvenile members of the commu- 
nity. 

With’ this view of the case, your Committee, taking 
into consideration the duties imposed upon the judicial 
officer, in the discharge of the ordinance, and the fact 
that all the duties are extra from his regular functions 
asa Judge of the Police Court, that he has to make 
the record of his proceedings, and will be obliged to at- 
tend to the complaints made to him, at times when he 
is not on duty at either the Police or Justices’ Court, 
and that the law should have a fair trial, recommend 
the passage of the annexed order. 

The Committee would state, that there are a number 
of cases for trial under the ordinance, and also that a 
change is contemplated by the Board of Mayor and Al- 
dermen in the agents selected by the second section of 
the Statute, whereby the entire time of two or three 
individuals will be devoted to the proper execution of 
this important law. 

The Committee are of opinion that for a small annual 
expenditure, by the aid of judicious agents or commis- 
sioners, large numbers of the truant children, in our City 
may be induced to attend the Public Schools; while 
the most hardened and abandoned of this class, by the 
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provisions of the law may be placed in proper institu- 
tions where they will not be allowed to grow up in vice 
and ignorance.

STATUTE OF THE COMMONWEALTH, 
Concerning Truant Children and Absentees from School. 


Seot. 1. Each of the several cities and towns, in this 
Commonwealth, is authorized and empowered to make 
all needful provisions and arrangements concerning 
habitual truants, and children not attending school, 
- without any regular and lawful occupation, growing up 
in ignorance, between the ages of six and fifteen years ; 
and, also, all such ordinances and by-laws, respecting 
such children, as shall be deemed most conducive to 
their welfare, and the good order of such city or town; 
and there shall be annexed to such ordinances, suitable 
penalties, not exceeding, for any one breach, a fine of

twenty dollars: provided, that said ordinances and by- 
laws shall be approved by the Court of Common Pleas 
for the county, and shall not be repugnant to the laws 
of the Commonwealth. 

Srct. 2. The several cities and towns, availing them- 
selves of the provisions of this act, shall appoint, at the 
annual meetings of said towns, or annually by the Mayor 
and Aldermen of said cities, three or more persons, who 
alone shall be authorized to make the complaints, in 
every case of violation of said ordinances or by-laws, to 
the Justice of the Peace or other judicial officer, who, 
by said ordinances, shall have jurisdiction in the matter, 
which persons, thus appointed, shall alone have authority 
to carry into execution the judgments of said Justices of 
the Peace, or other judicial officer. 

Sect. 3. The said Justices of the Peace, or other 
judicial officers, shall, in all cases, at their discretion, 
in place of the fine aforesaid, be authorized to order 
children, proved before them to be growing up in tru- 
ancy, and without the benefit of the education provided 
for them by law, to be placed, for such periods of time 
as they may judge expedient, in such institution of in- 
struction, or House of Reformation, or other suitable 
situation, as may be assigned or provided for the pur- 
pose, under the authority conveyed by the first section, 
in each city or town ayailing itself of the powers herein 
granted. 
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ORDINANCE OF THE CITY.* 
Passed October 21, 1850. 
Sect. 1. The City of Boston hereby adopts the two 


_ hundred and ninety-fourth chapter of the laws of the 


Commonwealth for the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty, entitled “an act concerning truant chil- 
dren and absentees from School,” and avails itself of the 
provisions of the same. 

Srcr. 2. Any of the persons described in the first 
section of said act, upon conviction of any offence there- 
in described, shall be. punished by fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars; and the Senior Justice by appointment 
of the Police Court, shall have jurisdiction of the offen- 
ces set forth in said act. 

Sect. 3. The house for the employment and refor- 
mation of juvenile offenders is hereby assigned and pro- 
vided as the institution of instruction, house of reforma- 
tion, or suitable situation, mentioned in the third sec- 
tion of said act.

The Cochituate Water Board, in compliance with the 
directions of the City Council, “to take into consideration 
the subject of supplying the new Alms House at Deer Is- 
land with Cochituate water and report the result of their 
envestigations to the City Council,” have attended to that 
subject and request me to make the following report. 

It is presumed that the principal object which the 
Council had in view, in referring the subject to the Wa- 
ter Board, was to ascertain the cost of conveying the wa- 
ter to Deer Island as proposed,—the power of the City, 
with its present means, to afford a supply for that pur- 
pose,—and the necessities which the Institutions now 
labor under for want of the same. In order therefore 
to ascertain the cost of laying the mains, for supplying 
water to the Island, and also the wants of the Institu- 
tion, the Board has directed the City Engineer to make 
a survey and measurement of the distance, and an esti- 
mate of the cost, and to report such facts as he could ob- 
tain in relation to the present means of supply, on the 
Island, and their future increase. ‘The Report of the 
‘City Engineer is now received and I beg leave to annex 
the same to this communication for the information of 
the Council. 

It appears from the report of the Engineer that the 
length of pipes to be laid from the present termination 
of the six inch pipe in East Boston, across the channel, to 
the hill north of the Alms House, is 26,050 feet. That

the cost of laying a six inch pipe, the whole distance, in- 
cluding flexible joints for crossing the channel, boxing 
across the bridge at North Chelsea and a reservoir at the 


Island, will be - al - : $28,050 
Cost of the same pipe, deducting about 18,000 feet, 
which might be laid of wood, say - - $19,050 


Cost of Iron and wooden pipe, as above, deducting 
at least $1500 by using Gutta Percha pipes, across the 
channel at Deer Island, - - - - $17,550 .« 

The above calculations are for a wooden pipe 4 inch- 
es in diameter, and-an iron pipe of 6 inches. 

By reducing the Iron pipe to 4 inches and the wood- 
en to 2 inches and using the Gutta Percha for crossing, 

the cost would be reduced to - - - $18,750 
~The Iron and wooden pipes of the larger size will de- 
liver 60 ft. above Tide level 56,537 gallons a day, and 
at 40 feet 69,250. . 

The smaller sized pipes will deliver 12,524 gallons a 
day at 40 feet above tide. 

With regard to the use of wooden pipes there seems 
to be ample evidence of their durability to justify it, 
when they can be placed across marshes and similar pla- 
ces, in which they can be kept constantly wet, in fact 
they may be considered in these places as almost indes- 
tructible; and the only wear which they would suffer is 
a slight one from the friction of the water in the interior. 
It has been stated, by persons having the care of the 
Aqueduct from Jamaica pond, that the pipes which had 
been buried, for upwards of forty years in wet land were 
found, when taken up, to be almost as sound as when 
they were first laid down. 

In the foregoing estimate nothing is said about land 
damages; and if the Iron pipe is laid the whole dis- 
tance, there will probably be nothing to be paid on this 
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account, as the pipe will be carried under the travelled 
road. but if a wooden pipe is used, it will be necessary 
to carry it in a different direction, over marshes and by 
the shore, by which the distance will be somewhat in- 
creased, but to no great extent. And in this case land 
damages will probably be claimed. If these damages 
were to be measured, solely, by the enjury done to indi- 
viduals, they would certainly amount to but little. As 
experience, however, shows, that they are not so meas- 
ured, in similar claims made on the City, it is impossi- 
ble now to estimate what the additional cost of the work, 
on this account, will be. 

With regard to the power of the City to supply these 
institutions, from its present means; there is no doubt 
that a supply amply sufficient for these and all other ne- 
cessary purposes is brought into the City at the present 
time. And, in reference to this subject, it may be worth 
while to state, that the quantity which can be delivered 
on the Island, by the smallest of the proposed pipes, in 
a day, will be about the same that is used in each of the 
Fountains by the State house, in an hour; and the quan- 
tity which can be delivered by the largest pipe, at a 
height of sixty feet, in a day, will not much exceed that 

used by the two fountains in Franklin square every hour.

SIR: 

In conformity with the directions of the Board, such 
inquiries and examinations have been made as enable me 
to make the following report relative to supplying Deer 
Island with water. 

On the 3d inst., Dr. Walker showed me the different 
wells on the island, and informed me that they could not 
be relied upon at any time for more than the usual do- 
mestic wants of the institution established there; and 
that with one exception, they were quite liable to fail. 
For the prospective wants of the island they appear to 
be quite inadequate. How far they might be improved 
by being deepened, is more than I could say; but some 
benefit would probably. be obtained by it. 

The area of the main building is about 27,500 square 
feet. This multiplied by the average annual fall of rair 
observed at Cambridge, 42 inches, would give a small 
fraction less than 2,000 gallons a day, supposing it could 
all be saved. ‘This, however, is not the case; for if the 
cisterns were of sufficient capacity, the gutters along the 
eaves of the building must necessarily be filled with 
snow and ice a great part of the winter; and be insuf- 
ficient to convey, without overflowing, all that falls dur- 
ing the heaviest showers of summer. If 1000 gallonsa 
day be estimated as the amount that might be saved, it 
will probably be large enough; and unless the cisterns 
are of sufficient capacity to retain all that flows into 
them it will be too large. | 

The distance, by actual measurement, from the end of 
the nearest Cochituate pipe in East Boston, along Sarato-. 
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ga street, across the North Chelsea Bridge, and along 
the travelled ‘road, generally, to the hill immediately 
north of the Alms House, is 26,050 feet. A six inch 
iron pipe could be furnished and laid this distance, at 
the present prices of iron, for $1,00 a foot, or $26,050 
for the whole. About $1,000 should be added to this 
sum for the extra expense of flexible joints across Shir- 
ley Gut, dredging, &c. ; $700 for boxing across N. Chel- 
sea Bridge, to keep the pipe from freezing; and $300 
for a reservoir on the island, making in all $28,050. By 
following the public road, all sources of land damages 
might be avoided. 

As on about 18,000 feet of the distance, wooden pipes 
might be laid to advantage, because they could be pro- 
tected by salt marshes or salt water, considerable saving 
—at least $9,000—might be made by adopting them. 
A four inch wooden pipe would, in a few yéars, deliver — 
as much water as a 6 inchiron one, andin a purer state, 
because the latter would-become partially filled by oxi- 
dation; while the former would probably be worn a 
very little larger. 

If Mr. Stodder’s plan for crossing North Chelsea creek 
and Shirley Gut, with anchored gutta percha pipes, be 
adopted, a further saving of at least $1500 might be 
made, How long these pipes would last, no one knows ; 
and they would be somewhat liable to be disturbed. As 
you are aware, Blackwell’s Island, N. Y. is supplied with 
Croton water, through a pipe of this kind. The cost 
of one, is comparatively so small, that even a failure 
would involve very little loss. 

A 4 inch pipe would deliver on Deer Island, at the 
height of 60 feet above tide marsh level 56,537 gallons 
aday. It would deliver at a height of 40 feet 69,250 
gallons a day. 
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A small reservoir on the island would be necessary to 
retain a sufficient quantity for consumption, during such 
times as the supply pipe might require repairs. The 
cost of one, in earth, has been allowed for in the esti- 
mate. 

By reducing the size of the pipes to about 2 inches 
diameter (for which 4 inch pipes of iron should be 
laid part of the way) and using wooden pipes part of the 
way as before suggested, with gutta percha crossings ; 


and by delivering the water only 40 feet above tide, the — 


whole expense might be reduced to $13,750. The daily 
supply in that case, it is estimated, would be 12,524 
gallons.

SIB : 

The attention of the Water Board has been called to the 
action of the City Council on the subject of the agree- 
ment made by the Board for the purchase of the fran- 
chise and properties of the “Aqueduct Corporation.” It 
was the intention of the Board to report hereafter to the 
Council all the facts relating to the purchase, and their 
reasons for making it; when it should be finally com- 
pleted; the action of the City Council however, as it 
Seems not only to question the expediency of making 
such a purchase, but also to deny the right and power 
of the Water Board to do it, makes it necessary for the 
Board to anticipate the time intended for giving the City 
Council the requisite information on the subject, and 
the Board have now directed me to make a statement of 
the facts relating to the purchase of the Aqueduct pro- 
perty, to the Chairman of the Committee of the Council 
on Water. 

With regard to the powers of the Water Board, it nev- 
er occurred to them that any doubt on the subject could 
be entertained. By the 16th section of the Water act 
the power is expressly given to the City, and by the 5th 
section it is provided, that. all the powers given to the 
City by the act, shall be exercised by such agents as the 
City Council shall appoint; and the City Council ac- 
cordingly, by the ordinance establishing the Water 
Board, having expressly vested all the powers which it 
derived from the act, (which could be legally delegated ) 
in the Cochituate Water Board, it seems most manifest 
that the Beard are the agents appointed by the City, 
with all the powers which the City has over the subject. 
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Nor are the Board aware of any circumstances con- 
nected with the peculiar constitution of the Board, which 
can be objected to by the City Council; or which can 
be considered, by the Council, as rendering the Board 
incapable of receiving and exercising all the powers grant- 
ed to it. } | 

And on this part of the subject I beg leave also to 
_ state, that the Board not only believed that this power 
was expressly vested in them, by the ordinance, but that - 
it was the wish and intention of the City Council that 
it should be so vested. This opinion was derived from 
events which had previously taken place, in relation to 
the same subject, and also from the immediate and ne- 
cessary connexion which it seemed to have with other 
powers granted to the Board, for the general management 
of the supply of water for the City. The question had 
been previously brought before the City Council and had 
been debated with no little earnestness on both sides, 
by those who thought the interests of the City required, 
and those who believed that the same interests forbade 
the purchase,—and finally resulted in a divided action 
of the two Boards,—the Mayor and Aldermen having 
on the recommendation of the Water Commissioners, 
passed an order to pay seventy-five thousand dollars, (a 
much larger sum than that which this Board have agreed 
to pay) and the Common Council having by their non- 
concurrence prevented the passage of the order. ‘The 
result had produced much bitterness of feeling, among 
some of the parties interested, and had been the occa- 
sion of harsh and intemperate statements and remarks 
in the public prints. 

From their knowledge of these facts the Board beliey- 
ed, that the City Council were willing to refer to another

Board, to be selected by themselves, and therefore one 
in which they could place due confidence, the farther 
consideration ef a subject which had hitherto produced 
80 great diversity of opinion in the Council, and proba- 
bly with the public, and that one most important ele- 
ment, in the consideration of the propriety of the pur- 
chase, being the effect which the competition of the 
Aqueduct corporation might have on the operations of 
the works of the City, they were willing to leave it to the 
decision of the Board which ought to be best acquaint- 
ed with the actual consequences of such competition, 
and therefore in this respect the best judges of its value. 

The Board having therefore considered that they had 
all necessary powers to make the purchase of the pro- 
perty of the Aqueduct, corporation had next to deter- 
mine as to its expediency. 

This in their opinion depended upon its pecuniary 
value to the City and the amount for which it might be 
_ obtained. And no other consideration was suffered to 
have the least influence in the making up of their decis- 
ion. This value has been estimated_as follows, viz: 

1. Dy the additional revenue which the City will re- 
ceive from Water takers, who are now actually supplied 
by the Aqueduct Corporation, and who would continue 
to be so supplied, if the purchase were not made. Of 
these the number of admissions actuaily applied for 
to the Water Registrar is between two and three hun- 
dred, for domestic purposes. The whole number of 
takers, returned by the Aqueduct Company, is three 
hundred ; it is however confidently believed that the 
number of new admissions of water by the City will 
greatly exceed this. ‘The average rate, already paid, is 
about eight dollars each. To this is to be added, the 
supply of the Providence Railroad, which has hitherto 
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paid the Company four hundred dollars, and will be 
charged at least six hundred by the City, and the sup- 
ply of takers in Roxbury, for which six hundred dollars 
is now received. 

2. The securing the supplying of the Worcester, Old 
Colony and other Railroads on fair terms to be agreed 
upon, and also of several persons for domestic and other 
uses, who have hitherto been supplied by the City, but 
being dissatisfied with the new rates, were making ar- 
rangements with the Aqueduct Compaay. 

3. The value of the franchise independent of the sup- 
ply of the City. ‘The Company have by this the entire 
control of the Water of the Pond and the right to sup- 
ply Roxbury. ‘The pond consists of about sixty or sev- 
enty acres and will contain about 116,000,000 gallons 
between the discharge pipe and the highest point to 
which the water has risen. The level of the pond is about 
sixty feet above the tide. 'The Committee will duly es- 
timate the value of this property. I will merely say in 
relation to it, that an application has been made to the 
Board for the right to purchase it for twenty thousand 
dollars; as the Board have, however, no power to make’ 
such a sale, the application will probably be hereafter 
made to the City Council. The capital invested by the 
Company is over two hundred thousand dollars, and 
they have an iron main presumed to be in good order, 
from the Pond to Bowdoin square in Boston. 

4. The entire monopoly and control hereafter of the 
supply of water for the City, and the prevention of any 
interference of the Aqueduct Company, which by a small 
outlay, for the extension of their pipes in the City, would 
be exceedingly troublesome and injurious. 

Do. Lhe extinction of a claim for damages, which the 
Company are now supposed to have against the City. 
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In consideration of the foregoing estimates, therefore, 
the Water Board determined to offer to the Aqueduct 
Company Forty-five thousand dollars for the conveyance 
of their franchise and all their properties (excepting a 
lot of land in Boston) in Boston and Roxbury and a re- 
lease of the City from all claims fordamages. The offer 
has been accepted and the Board were prepared to draw 
on the City Treasury for the amount as soon as the pro- 
per conveyance could be prepared by the City Solicitor. 
The action of the City Council will however, prevent 
their doing this, and the final transfer must be postpon- 
ed. Inthe mean time, 1 would beg leave to suggest 
that if the Board have the power to purchase this pro- 
perty, the Aqueduct Corporation will have a fair claim 
for interest on the amount agreed to be paid. 

I would merely state in conclusion that the Water 
Board have merely had regard to what they believed 
the real interests of the City in this transaction, that 
they have not doubted their power nor have imagined 
that the result of their action would not meet the hearty 
concurrence of the City Council.

The Joint Standing Committee on Water, to whom 
was referred the order of the City Council of May 12th, — 
in relation to the purchase of the property and franchise 
of Jamaica Pond, have considered the subject and re- 
spectfully 

REPORT: 

That on examination of the Ordinance of October 31st, 
1850, establishing the Cochituate Water Board, and the 
Act of the Legislature, authorising the City of Boston 
to bring the waters of Long Pond into the City, they 
are unanimously of the opinion that the Cochituate 
Water Board had the power to purchase for the City 
all the property, estates and privileges of the Aqueduct 
Corporation. It will be seen from the communication 
of the President of the Water Board, that such purchase 
had been made prior to the introduction of the order by 
which the subject was referred to this Committee, and 
therefore the Committee do not deem it necessary to en- 
ter into the expediency of this act on the part of the 
Water Board, as the City Council have made the Board 
the agents of the City for this among other purposes, 
and the purchase having been made, it is, in the opin- 
ion of the Committee, legally binding upon the City. 

Nor do the Committee doubt that the Board honestly 
adopted a course which they consider for the best inter- 
ests of the City. ‘They however think this a proper oc- 
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casion to remark that, in their judgment it is desirable 
to consult the City Council in all large operations of 
this description, and the Ordinance giving them the 
power under which they act, seems to contemplate this 
in the provision that a member of each branch of the 
City Council shall be a member of the Water Board, 
and also by the third section of the Ordinance before 
referred to, which provides that all the powers given to 
the Water Board, shall be subject to the regulations, 
orders and ordinances of the City Council. And the 
Committee firmly believe that such was the expectation 
of the City Council when the ordinance was created, un- 
der which the Water Board have acted in making the 
purchase to which the order of the 12th of May referred.

Relating to the erection and use of buildings for Stables 
and Bowling Alleys. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-— 
tives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows : 


Section 1. If any person shall erect, occupy, or use 
any building in any City, or Town, for a Stable for 
more than four horses, or fora Bowling Alley, except 
in such parts of said City as the Mayor and Aldermen 
thereof, and of such Towns as the Selectmen thereof 
shall direct, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty 
dollars for every month he shall so occupy or use such 
building, and in the like proportion for a longer or short- 
er time. And the Supreme Judicial Court or any one 
of the Justices thereof, either in term time or vacation, 
may issue an injunction to prevent such erection, occu- 
pancy or use without such direction. 

Sect. 2. This Act shall not be in force in any City, 
unless the City Council thereof, nor in any ‘Town, un- 
less the inhabitants thereof, at a legal meeting, shall 
within sixty days from the passage hereof, by vote, 
adopt the same.

The Joint Standing Committee on Public Buildings 
having been instructed by an order of the City Coun- 
cil to consider the subject matter of an uniform sys- 
tem of Fire Alarms—have attended to that duty, 
and beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT: 


Your Committee have no hesitation in declaring that 
the subject referred to them is one of great importance, 
and in view of the constant and rapidly increasing 
growth of our City, one which calls loudly upon the 
government for action. The present system of alarms, 
although doubtless sufficient for villages and larger 
towns, is wholly inadequate to cities like ours, and it 
must be obvious to every one who has considered the 
matter for a moment or observed its operation in ordi- 
nary cases of alarm, that some new method should be 
devised, by which the Firemen may be more speedily and 
with a greater degree of certainty notified of the local- 
ity, or direction of the fire or source of alarm, and 
thus prevent that confusion which now almost always 
occurs in stich cases, unless the fire is actually seen. 

Under the present system a fire is discovered, the 
alarm is given in its immediate neighborhood, by the 
cry of fire and the ringing of the nearest bell. ‘Those 
in the vicinity have of course no difficulty in discover- 
ing the cause of the alarm, but it is not so with the 
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more distant fire companies. ‘The alarm soon becomes 
general—the Engines at the extreme points are at 
once dragged to that part of the City from which the 
men suppose the alarm comes—but beyond a general 
direction there is no certainty whatever, and it is a mat- 
ter of common occurrence that Engines and Hose Car- 
riages from North end and South end meet those from 
the East and West without a single man attached to 
either being able to enlighten the others as to the 
direction of the fire or cause of alarm. ‘This state of 
things must of course continue to exist until some plan 
can be devised by which the direction can be indicated 
by the mode of alarm. ‘This can only be done by divid- 
ing the City into districts after the manner practised in 
New York, Philadelphia and other large cities—doing 
away entirely with the indiscriminate ringing of the 
church and other bells, and making provision for the 
tolling or striking the district number upon some por- 
tion or all of those bells. ‘The system at present in 
operation in the City of New York having been reported 
to your Committee as worthy of careful consideration, a 
Sub-Committee was charged with the duty of proceeding 
to that City with a view to its minute examination. The 
Sub-Committee attended to that duty, and in the pur- 
suit of their inquiry were afforded every facility by the 
proper authorities of New York. But your Committee 
do not deem it necessary to go into an elaborate or de- 
tailed report of the New York system. It has been 
found to work well, and admirably adapted to the 
wants of that largely extended city—but attended with 
large expense in the outset for Alarm Bells, Towers, 
&c., and requiring a large annual expenditure to carry 
it on,—so much so, that the authorities had the subject 
at that time under consideration with a view to the re- 
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duction of the expense by the application of the Mag- 
netic Telegraphic System. Under these circumstances, 
and taking into consideration the uneven surface of our 
City, your Committee had no hesitation in arriving at 
once at the conclusion—that if no other mode present- 
ed itself for their approval, the New York System could 
not be made available here to advantage, and therefore 
could not be recommended. And here the matter rested 
in the Committee, until the system of alarm by means of 
the Magnetic Telegraph prepared by Doctor Channing, 
was brought specially to the notice of the Committee, 
by means of his very able and elaborate communication 
addressed to the City Council,’ which is now in the 
hands of all the members of both branches of the gov- 
ernment. This communication the Committee have 
perused, and most of them witnessed the experiments of 
Doctor Channing before the City Council on Thursday 
last, and they are unanimously of opinion that that 
system is worthy of immediate experiment. Your Com- 
mittee therefore beg leave to append the communication 
of Doctor Channing as a part of their report, and re- 
commend the appointment of a Joint Special Committee 
to contract for the erection under proper restrictions 
and guaranties of success, of suitable works to test his 
system to the fullest extent—and if found to operate in 
the manner indicated in that communication and in ac- 
cordance with the experiments made before the City 
Council, it be adopted by the Government and carried 
into full effect. 

They therefore submit for the adoption of the Coun- 
cil, the annexed order.

Dear Sir,— 


With this note I beg leave to place in your hands a 
communication to the City Government on the subject 
of Fire Alarms. ’ 

A general view of the system proposed may be found 
in the memorial occupying the first four pages, and in 
the “ Example of operation” in the papers annexed. 

I have examined two experimental instruments for 
striking alarm bells by means of electro-magnetism, 
which were constructed for the City, as I am informed, 
in 1848, and to which I refer in my communication. 
These instruments need some repair, but may then be 
used to exhibit to the City Government the principle of 
the application proposed, in a very satisfactory manner, 
—as follows. Let one of these instruments be connect- 
ed with the bell on the roof of the Court House, ang 
the other placed in the belfry of the Stone Chapel, 
with the slight associate apparatus which is necessary, 
and with wires, connecting the buildings with each 
other and the City Hall. A small battery of a few tum- 
blers and an alarm key may be placed in the room of 
the Mayor and Aldermen, and connected with the cir- 
cuit. On depressing the alarm key, both bells would be 
struck simultaneously, and, as they are so near, the 
effect could be readily observed 

Should my communication be printed, I shall be glad 
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to have it submitted, for an opinion, to scientific and 
practical men, who have the public confidence, and who 
have made electro-magnetism and the electric telegraph 
subjects of special attention. 

Should the Committee to whom it may be referred, 
wish any explanation, or desire any experiments, in my 
power to make, I will appear before them and give 
freely my time and any information which I may pos- 
SESS.

The undersigned, a citizen of Boston, respectfully 
asks the attention of the City Government to a plan 
for the definite, instantaneous and universal communi- 
cation of Alarms of Fire, which plan has already been 
presented, in its general principles, to the public, and 
which was the subject of a recommendation to the City 
Government, in the annual address of Hon. Josiah 
Quincy, jr., in 1848. | 

This plan is the Application of the Electric Telegraph 
to signalizing Alarms of Fire. 

The conditions of a perfect system of this kind are,— 
first, the instantaneous communication of the intelli- 
gence of a fire,—second, the means of striking a definite 
alarm, simultaneously on all the alarm bells in the City, 
—third, security against interruption of such means 
of communication and alarm,—fourth, security against 
false alarms, and entire control of the agencies employed, 
by the officers of the fire or police departments. 

In presenting such a plan to the City Government, 
with a map and description of the apparatus required, 
and with estimates of the cost of all parts of the same, 
furnished by men of skill and experience in their re- 
spective departments, the undersigned is influenced 
chiefly by the belief that the applications of the electric 
telegraph belong to civilization, and that such a system 
of communication as the one proposed,—which can be 
applied also to many purposes of police and internal ar- 
rangement,—is essential to the efficient and living or- 
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ganization of a large community. The undersigned has 
no personal interest beyond that of any other citizen, in 
the adoption of the plan proposed. His connection 
with it arises from the fact that he was the first, as he 
believes, to propose publicly this application of the Elec- . 
tric Telegraph, which was described by him in detail in 
the Boston Daily Advertiser of June 3, 1845, and which 
he has also, on other occasions, as well as at the present 
time, felt under obligations to bring before the public in 
such ways as he could command. 

The general outline of the system proposed is as fol- 
lows. 

The City is divided into Six Fire Districts, which are 
represented on the map annexed, namely,—l, North ;— 
II, West ;—III, Centre ;—IV, South ;—V, South Bos- 
ton ;—VI, East Boston. 

The Central Office of the System of Alarms, is estab- 
lished in the City Hall, in charge of the fire or police de- 
partments. At this Office the main battery is placed, by 
which all the communications between distant points in 
the City, for the purposes of signalizing or alarm, are 
made. 

Connected with this battery are two circuits of wires 
or classes of circuits, proceeding through the City ;— 
First, a Signal Circuit, by which the number of the Dis- 
trict in which a fire takes place may be signalized to 
the Central Office from any part of the City. This is 
represented by the red lines on the map. Second, an 
Alarm Circuit, by which the operator at the Central 
Office may strike simultaneously on all the City Alarm 
Bells, and repeat. at will, the number of the District in 
which the fire exists. This is represented by the blue 
lines on the map. 

At each signal station, of which the number may be 
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multiplied at pleasure throughout the City, there is a 
signal key, which, whenever it is depressed, strikes a 
bell and makes a permanent mark on a fillet of paper, 
at the Central Office. The number of the district is 
thus easily communicated. ‘The signal key itself is in 
a locked case, in the charge of a person or persons in the 
neighborhood of the station. | 

At each Alarm Bell, in connection with the Alarm 
Circuit, there is a receiving magnet, which completes 
the circuit of a small local battery, at the moment of the 
completion of the Alarm Circuit by the depression of a 
key at the Central Office. The local circuit, thus com- 
pleted, includes an electro-magnet with its armature, 
which is brought into action at the moment of the pas- 
sage of the main current, and which liberates a train of 
wheels, carried by a weight, causing a hammer to strike 
a blow of any required force upon the bell. ‘The oper- 
ator at the Central Office is thus enabled, by depressing 
the alarm key, to strike the number of any district sim- 
ultaneously on all the alarm bells. 

An experimental striking apparatus of this kind was 
constructed for, and now belongs, it is believed, to the 
City, which, with slight repair, rend exhibit this action 
in a satisfactory manner. 

The mode by which an interruption of the circuit, or 
the communication of an unauthorized alarm, is render- 
ed almost impossible in the system proposed, is by the 
connection of each station with the Central Battery, by 
two different routes, with a provision for the frequent 
testing of the circuit, and by the separation of the wires 
to such a distance that a cross connection between them 
cannot be efiected. 

The cost of the construction and erection of all the 
parts of this system, providing for the establishment of 
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a signal station at every engine house and alarm bell, 
now used, and for the mechanical connection of all the 
present alarm bells with the telegraph, is estimated at 
$7,959 60. 

The details of the System, and of the estimates of its 
original and annual cost, with the considerations chiefly 
affecting its value, are presented in the annexed papers. 

The undersigned, believing that the economy and se- 
curity of such a system will be readily appreciated, and 
that it will command the favorable testimony of scien- 
tific and practical men, respectfully asks for it the con- 
sideration of the City Government.

SYSTEM OF TELEGRAPHIC FIRE ALARMS, 


THE DISTRICTS. 


The number of the Districts represented on the map, 
has been chosen as sufficient to localize a fire, without 
unnecessary complication, and also as agreeing with 
natural divisions of the City. The number may be in- 
creased or varied, if thought desirable-—East Boston, 
not upon the map, constitutes a sixth district. 


THE CENTRAL OFFICE. 


The Central Office, at the City Hall, contains the 
main battery of 100 pairs of Grove’s arrangement, of 
which, perhaps one half are always in connection with 
the circuits, requiring only the depression of a signal or 
alarm key to be called into action. The remainder are 
-to be used alternately, or as a reserve, when the solu- 
tions are changed. The South Boston circuits are dis- 
tinct from those of the City Proper. The City Proper 
will be found to arrange itself naturally into two divi- 
sions of circuits, one north and one south, which may 
be united, or connected with separate portions of the 
main battery. Though these circuits are all very short 
yet the number of receiving magnets in the City Proper, 
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included in the circuits, connected with the alarm bells, 
is so great,—being 8 in the north circuit and 10 in the 
south circuit,—that considerable resistance would be in- 
troduced, and upon these circuits the principal part of 
the battery power would be expended. The signal cir- 
cuits would require very few cups as the receiving mag- 
net at the Central Office is the only one included in 
them. ‘The signal battery might be distinct, though it 
could with greater economy be connected with both sig- 
nal and alarm circuits, as only one circuit or class of 
circuits is in operation at a time except in rare cases. 
If a second alarm should be communicated to the Cen- 
tral Office while the first was being signalized upon the 
bells, the signal circuit would still act independently. 
“Switches,” by which the connections of the battery, or 
of different parts of it, could be instantly changed, would 
also be placed in the Central Office. ‘The arrangement 
of the battery and circuits will readily be understood by 
any intelligent Telegraph operator, 

In connection with the signal circuit a receiving 
magnet is placed in the Central Office, which opens and 
closes a local circuit of two or three galvanic pairs co- 
incidently with the flow of the current in the signal 
circuit, produced by the depression of one of the signal 
keys at a distance. This local circuit causes an alarm 
apparatus to strike a single blow on a bell, and it also 
actuates one of Morse’s registers, by which a permanent 
mark is made at the same moment on a moving fillet of 
paper. Attention is thus called to a signal, and it is 
also permanently recorded. 

The same register, or a separate one, may with advan- 
tage be included in the alarm circuit, so that, every time 
that the bells are struck by their hammers, it will re- 
ceive a mark. By keeping such an account, at the Cen- 
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tral Office, of the action of the striking machinery, it 
can readily be told when the weights require to be 
wound up, which may be once in two or three days or 
two or three weeks, according to the number of fires. 

As ameans of striking the alarm bells of the churches 
with regularity, the operator may depress the alarm key 
at intervals of two, three, or any other number of 
seconds, measured by the swing of the pendulum of a 
clock,—allowing twice the interval between successive 
signals. A preferable mode however, is, to employ an in- 
strument, moved by clock work, having six keys,—on 
depressing any one of which, a spring bears on a revoly- 
ing cylinder, so made, as to complete and break the cir- 
cuit at regular intervals, the requisite number of times 
for the corresponding district, allowing double the inter- 
val between successive signals. As long therefore as 
the key, representing a district is held down, the alarm 
bells will continue to strike, in succession, and at proper 
intervals, the signal of that district. This apparatus is 
well known in connection with the electro-magnetic tel- 
egraph. 


THE CIRCUITS. 


As the “completion of the Circuit” is the condition 
of calling the battery into action, and of obtaining the 
effects of its current, the Signal Circuit is so arranged 
that it may be completed, by depressing any one of the 
signal keys, placed at the several signal stations ; and 
the alarm Circuit is so arranged, that it may be com- 
pleted by depressing the alarm key at the Central Office. 

The ground is not used as any part of either Circuit, 
as it would afford facilities to unauthorized persons to 
complete the Circuit by establishing connection between 
the wires and ground. By this means also, the ground 
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is left as a reserved conductor, by which, in connection 
with one of the signal wires, intercourse may be held 
between different parts of the City, as for example be- 
tween the public buildings at South Boston and the City 
Hall,—a ground connection being made for the mo- 
ment with the central battery, or, preferably, with a few 
pairs, detached from it, by means of a “switch.” The 
fullest telegraphic correspondence can thus be held with 
public agents at any station, where a register is placed, 
without interfering with the signalizing action of the 
wires in case of fire. 

In the Signal Circuit two wires, one connected with 
each pole of the battery, pass through each signal sta- 
tion and any connection between these wires, as by 
means of the signal key, completes the Circuit. Be- 
tween the stations, these wires as well as those of the 
Alarm Circuit, diverge, leaving, where it is practicable, 
several hundred feet between them. The wires belong- 
ing to different Circuits also alternate with each other 
where this can be advantageously effected. It would 
therefore be almost impossible for any unauthorized per- 
son to complete either Circuit by means of a cross con- 
nection. ‘The wires of the same Circuit only approach 
at the signal stations, and as these are frequently church- 
es or high buildings, the wires may make a stretch of 
four or five hundred feet, or even more before touching 
another building. In the case of low buildings, such as 
some of the engine houses, unless there were other high 
buildings within reach, the wires might, if thought ne- 
cessary, be raised on a flag staff, from the top of which 
they would diverge in different directions. 

To avoid possible interruptions of the Circuits, they: 
are made in every case two-fold; that is, each station, 
whether for signal or alarm, has two connections with 
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the battery by separate routes. If one wire should be 
interrupted by accident or design, the other will still 
complete the Circuit. By the frequent testing of the 
wires between the stations, in the mode commonly prac- 
tised, in connection with the telegraph, the continuity 
of all the wires may be habitually preserved. The con- 
tinuity of all the separate Circuits can also be frequent- 
ly tested at the Central Office, without difficulty in the 
case of the signal wires, and, in the case of the alarm 
Circuit, with such rapidity as probably to avoid striking 
a bell. 

The security of the mode of communication by tele- 
graphic wires, carried through the City, is not at all ap- 
preciated. It is stated that the wires of the House line 
of telegraph in this City, during a period of a year and 
a half, have only been interrupted twice,—in both cases 
having been broken by snow falling from the tops of 
houses,—and that the. wires of the Bain line of tele- 
graph in the City, have only been broken once by work- 
men employed in constructing a building, with which 
the wires interfered. The security of the wires of the 
House line, during that time, in a single stretch of 800 
feet, between the towers of the Chauncy place and Es- 
sex street churches is also instructive. 

The connection of the wires of the signal Circuit is 
shown in the annexed diagram. 
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Let B represent the battery at the Central Office, 
p and n, its positive and negative poles. It will be seen 
that the signal wire represented by the black line pro- 
ceeding from each of these poles, makes a complete cir- 
cuit, returning to the pole from which it started, and 
with which it is constantly connected. Each of the 
wires are represented as passing through three stations, 
S, S, S, and diverging or separating between. At any 
one of these stations the Circuit between the two poles 
of the battery may be completed, by depressing the sig- 
nal keys K K K. Now if either or both of these wires 
should be interrupted in any one place, each of the three 
signal stations would still be in connection with the bat- 
tery by one or the other end of each wire. The arrange- 
ment of this Circuit does not furnish such a number of 
chances against interruption as that of the alarm Circuit, 
but still the security is almost absolute, especially as the 
continuity of each signal wire may be tested frequently 
at the Central Office, for its whole extent, 
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The connections of the Alarm Circuit are shown in 
the annexed diagram.

Let B represent the battery, p and x its positive and 
negative poles. The Circuit of double wire, united at 
each station 8, S, 8, but diverging between, is represent- 
ed by the black lines. This Circuit, in the diagram, is 
permanently connected with the positive pole p, and the 
only break occurs at the alarm key & near the negative 
pole m, within the Central Office. When the key is de- 
pressed, the current passes round the entire Circuit. In 
this case, either of the two wires between each and every 
station may be interrupted, and still the Circuit will be 
unimpaired. ) 

The wire used for these Circuits is of the best Swedish 
iron, weighing 400 pounds to the mile. This wire, or 
rather, small rod, has great tenacity, and cannot easily be 
‘broken by accident, or by design, without a deliberate 
attempt and resort to instruments. 
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SIGNAL STATIONS. 


The whole of the machinery at the signal stations 
consists of a signal key, placed in a small locked case. 
A notice to the following effect should be placed upon 
the door of the building, “ Alarm Station.—In case of 
Fire the key may be found at” &c. The watch- 
men at night would also have access to these stations, 
either to signalize a fire, or, by a special signal, to notify 
any disturbance. 


THE ALARM BELLS. 


At each Alarm Bell Station, there is a “ receiving 
magnet,’—connected with the alarm circuit,—which 
closes or completes the local circuit of a small constant 
battery of two or three pairs, coincidently with the com- 
pletion of the alarm circuit, by the depression of the 
alarm key at the Central Office. This local circuit in- 
duces temporary magnetism in a U electro-magnet, the 
armature of which is thus attracted towards the mage 
net. ‘This armature is placed on a lever beam connect- 
ed with a powerful striking apparatus, moved by a train 
of wheels and weight. The motion imparted to the ar- 
mature and lever-beam liberates the hammer and allows 
it to strike a blow. 

The helices of the “receiving magnets,” used at the 
alarm. stations, should be made of coarser wire than 
those used on telegraph lines, which extend several 
hundred miles. In the alarm circuits, of which the 
longest is less than four miles, a less intense current than 
that of the common telegraph may be used, unless great 
resistance is introduced by the coils of the receiving mag- 
nets themselves. The coarser therefore the wire of 
these helices, consistent with the performance of their 
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proper function, the greater will be the amount of the 
‘battery current which is able to traverse and act within 
the circuit. 

A power equivalent to three quarters of a pound, act- 
ing through the distance of a quarter of an inch, is suf: 
ficient to liberate the hammer of the Old South Clock, 
and would probably be sufficient to liberate a hammer 
striking a blow with a force equal to that of the tolling 
hammers, commonly used in connection with the church 
bells. This power could be obtained directly from the 
electro-magnet actuated by the local battery, but econ- 
omy of battery power at the alarm station requires that 
an intermediate spring or weight should be touched off 
by the lever of the electro-magnet, which. in its turn 
should liberate the striking motion. ‘This is very sim- 
ply and effectively accomplished in the experimental in- 
strument, already referred to, which is stated to have 
been constructed for the City by Mr. M. G. Farmer, sub- 
sequent to the recommendation of Hon. Josiah Quincy, 
Jr. With slight repairs this instrument can be used at 
the present moment to exhibit the principle of this 
application. It is adapted to a small bell, the size per- 
haps of that upon the Court House. For actual use, a 
striking apparatus with amore extended train of wheels 
and greater distance between the pins which lift the 
hammers would be required. An estimate of a striking 
apparatus of thorough workmanship, of the two sizes, 
which would be requisite for the City Alarm Bells, is 
presented in another connection, obligingly made by - 
Mr. F. Kemlo, the City Clockmaker. A portion of this 
apparatus, differs only from the striking movement of 
the church clocks, in that it is adapted to strike but a 
single blow, each time that the circuit is completed. 

The constant battery used at the alarm station con- 
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sists of three cells of the form known as the “odds and 
ends battery,” with large platinas, of the construction of 
Daniel Davis of this City. ‘This battery remains in 
good action for several weeks, when only occasionally 
used, which is an essential requisite for the batteries at 
the local stations. It would be important in using this 
battery to employ an intermediate arrangement to set 
off the striking machinery, like that in the instrument 
contrived by Mr. M. G. Farmer, belonging to the City. 

The apparatus at the alarm bell station will admit of 
desirable simplification, if it shall be found on experi- 
ment, that the instrument of Mr. Farmer, or any simi-— 
lar instrument, can be operated efficiently, under all 
conditions, and at a number of stations proposed in a 
single circuit, by the direct current of the main battery. 
The local battery and receiving magnet will thus be 
avoided, at the expense of a slight increase in the main 
battery. The most difficult case has been considered 
and provided for in the description already given. ‘The 
mode indicated in this connection, will, of course, be 
adopted if practicable, on a large scale. Should the 
number of telegraphic alarm bells be reduced much bes 
low those now employed, or should fewer bells be in- 
cluded in a single circuit, the mode here suggested will 
undoubtedly be applicable. 


THE MAP. 


The map which is annexed represents, by num- 
bers, the fire districts, excepting East Boston, for which 
no telegraphic communication is provided. An alarm 
of fire may be signalized across from East Boston 
in the mode now employed, or any other mode, and then 
be communicated to the central office through the near- 
est signal station, which. would be the engine house of 
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No. 15, on Commercial street, or the Hanover and Clark 
street church ;—or a Circuit of wires might be sent 
through Charlestown and Chelsea, to bring the East 
Boston district into immediate telegraphic communica- 
tion, if this should be thought advisable. 

The adaptation of the telegraph to the alarm bells 
and stations already existing, and with which the pub- 
lic are familiar, it will be seen, has been made an im- 
portant part of the system proposed. 

The natural division of circuits into North, South, 
and South Boston, (which may be connected with the 
battery at the central office, as either one, two or three 
circuits, ) will be seen on the map. The Signal Circuit 
of double wires, represented by the red lines, and con- 
nected as in the diagram on page 18, passes through all 
the engine houses and present alarm bell stations, ex- 
cept where two happen to be united or near together. 
Twelve signal stations are thus provided in the North 
Signal Circuit of about 3 1-5 miles ;—eleven in the 
South Signal Circuit of about 4 1-4 miles ;—and three 
in the South Boston Signal Circuit of about 5 1-4 miles, 
one of which is at the buildings of the City Institu- 
tions ;—being a total of twenty-six Signal Stations. 

This number may be increased indefinitely at the ex- 
pense of about five dollars for the apparatus and attach- 
ment at each signal station, and of one hundred and 
twenty-two dollars for each mile of additional signal cir- 
cuit. The school houses might be used advantageously 
for this purpose. There is obviously the want of a sig- 
nal station on the map, in the neighborhood of State 
and Broad streets, which would be included in the sig- 
nal circuit between the Old South and Purchase street 
churches. The signal stations provided, are neverthe- 
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less considerably more numerous than the alarm bells 
at present existing. | 

The Alarm Circuit of double wires, represented on 
the map by blue lines, and connected as in the diagram 
on page 19, passes through all the present alarm bell 
stations,—(according to information from the Chief 
of the Fire Department,) including also Park Street 
Church. ‘This circuit it will be observed, is sometimes 
left by the Signal Circuit, which passes through inter- 
mediate stations. Eight alarm bells are thus provided 
in the North Alarm Circuit of about 2 4-5 miles ;—ten 
in the South Alarm Circuit, of about 4 miles; and two 
in the South Boston Alarm Circuit of about 4 miles :— 
making a total of twenty Telegraphic alarm bells. 
It will be seen that the stations are connected on 

the map, by black lines, on which the distances are 
marked. In estimating the length of the actual circuit 
ten per cent. has been added, as an ample allowance 
for the curvature or divergence of the wires on the sys- 
tem proposed and represented. 

The distances between the stations, and the direction 
of the circuits, are represented in the following tables.

EXAMPLE OF OPERATION. 


As an example of the operation of the system, taken 
from the map, a fire may be supposed to break out near 
the corner of Salem and Charter streets at the North 
End. The cry of fire is raised, and either a messenger 
is sent, or persons in the immediate neighborhood, 
whose own property is endangered, run to the nearest 
signal station, which is the Hanover and Clark street 
Church. Any member of the fire department near the 
fire, is also bound to carry the intelligence to such sta- 
tion, or perhaps to the station at Engine House No. 15, 
on Commercial street. The person in charge of the sig- 
nal key is instantly summoned, and proceeds to strike 
the number of the district, one,—one,—one,—several 
times with an interval between. This completes, every 
time, the circuit of the battery at the City Hall, through 
the red wires, following either the route of Leverett and 
Charles streets, or that of Brattle street. The office 
alarm bell at the City Hall, strikes the number one,— 
one,—one,—and the registrar records permanently, single 
marks with intervals between. The operator at the 
Central Office instantly depresses his alarm key a num- 
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ber of times with intervals of two or three seconds be- 
tween, or he holds down the key of District No. 1, on 
the revolving cylinder apparatus which has been de- 
scribed. The current from the battery flows through 
the North, South, and South Boston Alarm Circuits of 
blue wire, following either of the two channels between 
each station, and visiting every alarm bell in the City, 
the hammers of which, strike simultaneously the num- 
ber, one,—one,—one ;—and amongst others, the bell of 
the Hanover and Clark street Church, which begins to 
strike before the signal agent can even have left the 
building. 

Suppose now that the fire has been easily subdued 
before the engines in the south part of the City have 
proceeded any great distance, or that in the opinion of 
the Chief Engineer, there are a sufficient number of en- 
gines on the ground. The Chief Engineer sends a mes- 
sage immediately to the nearest station, to communicate 
some signal agreed upon as signifying “all out,” as for 
instance, the numbers one, one-two,—one, one-two,—and 
so on, which the operator at the central office forthwith 
strikes upon the alarm bells throughout the City, so 
that the firemen and citizens are enabled at once to re- 
turn to their occupations. It is obvious that the Chief 
Engineer might also establish certain signals, by which 
any part of the fire department might be directed either 


to proceed to a fire or to turn back with their engines. 


COST OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The following is the estimate of the expense of con- 
structing the system, as described, in all its parts. 

The cost of erecting the wire is from the estimate of 
Mr. William W. Keith, who had charge of the erection 
of the wires of the House Line of Telegraph in this City. 
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The cost of the electro-magnetic instruments, is from 
the estimate made at the establishment of Daniel Davis, 
_ 428 Washington street. 

The cost of the striking machinery is from the esti- 
mate of Mr. F. Kemlo, the skilful and experienced City 
Clockmaker. 

- All of the above named estimates, apply to materials 
and workmanship of the best character and description.

In the above estimate no charge for Superintendence 
is included. The estimate is believed to be a liberal 
one, and the cost of erection by persons who are ready 
to contract for the same, would not probably much ex- 
ceed the amount stated, with the allowance of ten per 
cent. for contingencies there included. 

The thoroughness and perfection of the work, is a 
consideration of the first importance in a system, in 
which uniformity of result is essential. No economy 
can therefore be practised or permitted in the quality 
or scale of the instruments and means employed. ‘The 
striking apparatus which constitutes the largest item of 
expense, should be sufficiently powerful to strike a blow, 
if possible, as heavy as that of the tolling hammers con- 
nected with the common bells, and to repeat the blows 
with the frequency desired. A smaller or inferior ap- 
paratus should not be resorted to. 

As the principle relied upon in this system is Electro- 
magnetic motion, it comes at once into relation with the 
telegraph patented by Professor 8. I’. B. Morse, and as 
instruments are commonly constructed in connection 
with the above telegraph, suitable for the purposes of 
this system, it seems desirable to employ such through- 
out, rather than to substitute others. ‘The right to use 
‘such instruments should therefore be obtained by the 
City, and it is believed that this right will be accorded 
for the public use proposed, on liberal terms. 
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The time required to put up the wire in the City, 
would be two days for each mile, with a party of four 
men. Hach of the three alarm, and the three signal 
circuits, could be commenced, if desirable, by a separate 
party, so as to accomplish in the whole, three miles per 
day,—which would require about 16 days for the erec- 
tion of 47 miles. 

The annual cost of the system in actual operation, 
will depend in part upon the use which may be made of 
agents or officers already in the employ of the City. 
Thus the constant watch in the central office, whose 
active duties are only occasional, may be some officer 
or officers of the police or fire department, whose pres- 
ence is required for other purposes at the City Hall. 
Of the 26 signal agents, 20 may be the same individ- 
uals, who, it is believed, now receive from the City a 
small annual compensation for ringing the alarm bells. 
The weights of the striking apparatus may be wound 
weekly, except in the case of very frequent alarms, by 
agents who have charge of the City Clocks, and the 
alarm machinery may be taken care of by the same. 
‘The general superintendence of the system will, perhaps, 
fall under the charge of the fire, or other existing de- 
partment. 

The great efficiency and the great economies which 
the system would introduce into the fire department, in 
addition to the saving of time of City Officers and citi- 
zens, and the saving of property, should be considered 
in estimating its cost. 

The annual cost of the mechanical parts of the sys- 
tem, may be liberally estimated as follows. The ex- 
pense of the batteries is, in part from the estimate of 
Mr. E. B. Elliott, the able Superintendent of the House 
Telegraph Line in this City.

In conclusion, if by an improbable chance, one or all 
of the circuits of the system of alarms, now described, 
should be interrupted, the same mode of signalizing a 
fire would remain, which we have now,—that is, the 
ringing of the church bells,—with the addition that the 
persons in charge of the signal stations, where there are 
also alarm bells, would be instructed to ring those bells, 
according to the number of the district in which a fire 
had commenced.

FIRE ORDINANCE. 
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AN ORDINANCE 


ESTABLISHING A FIRE DEPARTMENT, 
AND PROVIDING FOR 


PREVENTING AND EXTINGUISHING FIRES. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled. 


Sect. 1. ‘The fire department shall consist of a chief 
engineer, of nine other engineers, and of as many engine- 
men, hydrant-men, and hook and ladder men, to be di- 
vided into companies, as the number of engines and the 
number and quantity of other fire apparatus belonging 
to the city shall from time to time require. 

Secr. 2. There shall be chosen annually, by the City 
Council, in the months of January or February, a chief 
engineer and nine other engineers, who shall hold their 
offices one year and until others are chosen in their 
places; provided, however, that no assistant engineer 
shall hold over in case five of the new board are elected : 
and in all cases of holding over, preference shall be giv- 
en to seniority of age. 

Secor. 3. The city council may, by a concurrent vote 
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at any time, remove from office the chief engineer, or any 
of the other engineers; and the mayor and aldermen 
may at any time discharge any or all of the officers or 
members of either of said companies. 

Srcr. 4. Each engineer shall, upon his appointment, 
receive a written or printed certificate or warrant, in the 
words following, viz: “This certifies that A. B. is ap- 
pointed an engineer (or chief engineer) of the fire de- 
partment of the city of Boston, and is entitled to all the 
immunities belonging to said office. 

Given under my hand this day of = “Ax DAls 

Mayor. 
City Clerk.” 

And the respective rank of the engineers shall be de- 
termined by the mayor and aldermen. 

Srcr. 5. The engineers, so chosen, shall meet and 
organize themselves into a board of engineers, a majority 
of whom shall form a quorum, and of which, in the ab- 
sence of the chief engineer, the senior engineer present 
shall be presiding officer; and they may appoint such 
secretary or other officers, and make such rules and reg- 
ulations for their own government, as they may see fit, 
and such secretary shall receive such compensation as 
the city council may deem expedient. They shall be 
responsible for the discipline, good order and proper con- 
duct of the whole department, both officers and men, 
and for the care of all houses, engines, hose carriages, 
and other furniture and apparatus thereto belonging. 
They shall have the superintendence and control of all 
the engine and other houses used for the purposes of the 
fire department, and of all furniture and apparatus 
thereto belonging, and of the engines and all other fire 
apparatus belonging to the city, and over the officers 
and members of the several companies attached to the 
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fire department, and over all persons present at fires, and 
they may make such rules and regulations for the better 
government, discipline and good order of the depart- 
ment, and for the extinguishment of fires, as they may 
from time to time, think expedient, the same not being 
repugnant to the laws of this commonwealth, or to any 
ordinance of the city, and being subject to the approba- 
tion of the mayor andaldermen. The assistant engineers 
shall report their absences from fires to the chief engi- 
neer, with the reasons therefor, who shall keep a record 
of the same, and make a report thereof, stating all the 
facts, to the city council, every year prior to the election 
of engineers. In the absence of the chief engineer, the 
clerk shall make said record and report. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of said engineers, when- 
ever a fire shall break out in the city, immediately to re- 
pair to the place of such fire, and to carry with them a 
suitable staff or badge of their office; to take proper 
measures that the several engines and other apparatus 
be arranged in the most advantageous situations, and 
duly worked for the effectual extinguishment of the fire ; 
to require and compel assistance from all persons, as 
well members of the fire department as others, in extin- 
guishing the fire, removing furniture, goods, or other 
merchandize from any building on fire, or in danger 
thereof, and to appoint guards to secure the same; and 
also in pulling down or demolishing any house or build- 
ing if occasion require, and further to suppress all tu- 
mults and disorders. It shall also be their duty to cause 
order to be preserved in going to, working at, or return- 
ing from fires, and at all other times when companies 
attached to the department are on duty. 

Secr. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the 
adjoining towns, it shall be the duty of only such and 
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so many of said engineers to repair to such towns, as 
shali have been previously designated for such purpose 
by the board of engineers. 

Srcr. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole com- 
mand at fires over all the other engineers, all members 
of the fire department, and all other persons who may 
be present at fires, and shall direct all proper measures 
for the extinguishment of fires, protection of property, 
preservation of order, and observance of the laws, ordi- 
nances and regulations respecting fire; and it shall be 
the duty of said chief engineer to examine into the con- 
dition of the engines and all other fire apparatus, and of 
the engine and other houses belonging to the city and 
used for the purposes of the fire department, and of the 
companies attached to the said department, as often as 
circumstances may render it expedient, or whenever di- 
rected so to do by the mayor and aldermen, or by the 
committee of the board of aldermen, on the fire depart- 
ment, and annually to report the same to the mayor and 
aldermen, and oftener if thereunto requested; also, to 
cause a full description of the same together with the 
names of the officers and members of the fire depart- 
ment, to be published annually in such manner as the 
mayor and aldermen shall direct ; and whenever the en- 
gines or other fire apparatus, engine or other houses 
used by the fire department, require alterations, additions, 
or repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the 
board of aldermen or of the committee on the fire de- 
partment shall cause the same to be made; and it shall 
be moreover the duty of the chief engineer to receive 
and transmit to the board of aldermen all returns of of- 
ficers, members and fire apparatus, made by the respect- 
ive companies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other 
communications relating to the affairs of the fire depart- 
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ment ; to keep fair and exact rolls of the respective com- 
panies, specifying the time of admission and discharge, 
and the age of each member; to report in writing to 
the city clerk, who shall keep a record of the same, once 
in each year, or oftener if directed so to do by the may- 
or and aldermen, all accidents by fire which may happen 
within the city, with the causes thereof as well as can 
- be ascertained, and the number and description of the 
buildings destroyed or injured, together with the names 
of the owners or occupants. 

Sxct. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, 
the engineer next -in rank who may be present, shall 
execute the duties of his office, with full powers. 

Sxor. 10. As many engine, hydrant, and hook and 
ladder companies shall from time to time be formed by 
the mayor and aldermen, as they shall deem expedient, 
and each of said companies shall consist of as many men 
as said mayor and aldermen may determine, who shall 
be appointed exclusively by them. 

Sect. 11. No person under twenty-one years of age 
shall be employed as a member of the fire department ; 
nor shail any person be so employed, who is not a citi- 
zen of the United States, and a legal voter in the city 
of Boston. 

Szcr. 12. ‘The terms of service for the members of 
the fire department shall commence on the first day of 
the month, and shall continue for periods of six months 
each. And every officer or member who shall not serve 
the whole of said period of six months, and in the same 
company in which he enters, except in cases of sickness, 
death, or removal from the city, or who shall be removy- 
ed. therefrom for cause, shall forfeit any and all compen- 
sation that would otherwise have been due to him at 
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the time when such service ceased, or such remoyal took 
place. 

Sect. 13. Every company shall have a foreman, an 
assistant foreman, a clerk, and a steward, who shall be 
nominated by the members to the board of engineers; and 
being by them approved, their names shall be sent to the 
board of mayor and aldermen for approval or rejection, 
and, in case of rejection, another person. shall be nomi- 
nated as aforesaid, before the next meeting of the mayor 
and aldermen; and.these officers when elected shall re- 
ceive certificates of appointment signed by the mayor, 
and shall hold their places until removed, or until oth- 
ers are appointed in their stead. 

Srcr. 14. Whenever any person shall have received 
his certificate of appointment to any office under this 
ordinance, he shall thereby be immediately invested with 
all the authority conferred, and subject to all the duties 
imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the rules 
and regulations of the fire department, until discharged 
therefrom, either by death or resignation, or by order of 
the mayor and aldermen or the board of engineers, as 
hereinafter provided for ; and the vacancy occasioned by 
his discharge shall be filled, as soon as may be, in the 
manner herein prescribed. 

Sect. 15. It shall be the duty of the foremen to see 
that the several engines and apparatus committed to 
their care, and the several buildings in which the same 
are deposited, and all things in or belonging to the same, 
are kept neat, clean, and in order for immediate use ; it 
shall also be their duty to preserve order and discipline 
at all times in their respective companies, and require 
and enforce a strict compliance with the city ordinances, 
the rules and regulations of the department, and the or- 
ders of the engineers. ‘They shall also keep or cause to 
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be kept by the clerks of their respective companies, fair 
and exact rolls, specifying the time of admission, dis- 
charge and age of each member, and accounts of all city 
property intrusted to the care of the several members, 
and of all absences and tardiness among the same, 
in a book provided for that purpose by the city, which 
rolls or record books are always to be subject to the or- 
der of the board of engineers and the mayor and alder- 
men. ‘They shall also make or cause to be made to the - 
chief engineer, true and accurate returns of all the mem- 
bers, with their ages, and the apparatus entrusted to 
their care, whenever called upon so to do. 

Sect. 16. It shall be the duty of the officers and mem- 
bers of the several engine, hydrant, and hook and ladder 
companies, whenever a fire shall break out in the city, 
to repair forthwith to their respective engines, hose, 
hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, and to 
convey them, in as orderly a manner as may be, to or 
near the place where the fire may be, in conformity with 
the directions of the chief or other engineers ; to exert 
themselves in the most orderly manner possible, in work- 
ing and managing the said engines, hose, hooks and lad- 
ders, and other apparatus; and in performing any duty 
that they may be called upon to do, by any engineer ; 
and upon permission of the chief or other engineer, shall 
in an orderly and quiet manner return said engines, 
hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, to 
their respective places of deposit. Provided, that in the 
absence of all the engineers such direction and permis- 
sion may be given by their respective foremen. 

Srecr. 17. Any officer or other member may be remoy- 
ed or dismissed from the fire department by a vote of the . 
chief engineer and two thirds of the assistant engineers ; 
and said vote shall be final, unless in the case of officers, 
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the same shall be reversed by the mayor and aldermen 
within fourteen days after it shall have been passed. 

Secr. 18. In all cases of removal from office by the 
engineers, the name of the party removed, with a state- 
ment of the reasons- therefor, shall be entered on their 
records, and a copy of the same shall be transmitted to 
the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, before their next 
regular meeting. 

Sect. 19. No officer, who may have been dismissed 
or removed from the fire department, shall be reinstated 
therein, unless by a vote of the chief engineer and two 
’ thirds of the assistant engineers, and, in such case, said 
vote shall not take effect until confirmed by the Board 
of Mayor and Aldermen, and no member shall be rein- 
stated except by a vote of three fourths of the Mayor 
and Aldermen. | 

Secor. 20. Every company shall have two or more 
suction hose men and three or more leading hose men, 
to be appointed by the foreman of such company, sub-— 
ject to the approval of the board of engineers, and they 
shall hold their places for six months, unless sooner re- 
moved by the said board. For the purposes of discharge 
and removal, suction and leading hose men shall be re- 
garded as members and not as officers. 

Sect. 21. The steward shall hold his office in like 
manner for not less than six months. It shall be his 
duty to keep clean the house, the engine, hose, or other 
apparatus which may belong to the company, to clear 
the snow in winter from the sidewalk connected with 
the house, and generally to see that the engine and ap- 
paratus are ready for immediate use. 

Sect. 22.. The engineers and members of the several 
companies regularly appointed, shall wear such caps, 
badges, or insignia, as the mayor and aldermen shall 
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from time to time direct, to be furnished at the expense 
of the city, and no other person or persons shall be per- 
mitted to wear the same, except under such restrictions 
and regulations as the mayor and aldermen may direct. 

Secr. 23. No uniform, unless such caps, badges, or 
insignia as are prescribed from time to time by the May- 
or and Aldermen, shall be allowed to be worn on any 
occasion, as firemen, by either officers or men belonging 
to the department. 

Sxcr. 24. No company shall have power to appoint 
or discharge any officer or member. 

Secr. 25. No company shall leave the city, in case 
of fire in the neighboring towns, excepting by the express 
order of the chief engineer, or one of the assistant en- 
gineers; and no company shall leave the city on an ex- 
cursion, or appear in the streets,as firemen, except in 
case of an alarm of fire, unless by the express direction 
and permission of the City Council. 

Sxcr. 26. ‘The lower story only of the engine, hy- 
drant, hook and ladder houses, shall be appropriated to 
the use of the department ; and no furniture or decora- 
tions shall be allowed, except such as is furnished by 
the city. 

Srcr. 27. No associations, or organized societies, or 
clubs of firemen, as such, shall be allowed, except by the 
express permission of the City Council. 

Secor. 28. No company shall be allowed to impose 


fines upon its members ; but it shall be the duty of the 


clerk of each company to enter in the roll book provid- 
ed by the city, all absences and tardiness of each officer 
and member of said company ; and to make a monthly 
return of the same to the board of engineers. And for 
every absence or tardiness, except in the case of sicx- 
ness, there shall be deducted from the pay of such offi- 
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cer or member, such sum not exceeding fifty cents, as 
the said board may order and determine. And if any 
officer or member shall have been absent or tardy at 
more than one third of the fires, or alarms of fires, ex- 
cept in case of sickness, during the month, such absences 
or tardiness shall be considered good cause for his dis- 
charge from the department, if more than five. 

Sect. 29. Any officer or member of the fire depart- 
ment who shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his 
duty, or shall be guilty of disorderly conduct or diso- 
bedience to his superiors in office, shall for such offence 

be dismissed from the department; and if any officer 
or member, who shall offend against any ordinance of 
the city relating to the fire department, shall, in addi- 

tion to the liability of dismission, be liable to a penalty of 
not less than five, nor more than twenty dollars for each 
offence. 

Srecr. 80. Every member and every officer of the fire 
department shall sign the following statement, to be de- 
posited with the board of engineers. “I, A. B. having 
“been appointed a member of the Boston Fire Depart- 
“ment, hereby signify my agreement to abide by all the 
“ordinances of the City Council, and the rules and reg- 
“ulations of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the board 
“of engineers relating thereto.” And any officer or 
member, who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, 
shall not be entitled to any compensation whatsoever. 

Secor. 81. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, 
or other engineers, to report to the mayor and aldermen, 
the name of every person not a member of either of said 
companies, who shall, contrary to law, refuse or neglect 
to obey any orders of any engineer, given at-any fire. 

Sect. 32. It shall be the duty of such of the consta- 
bles or police officers of the city, as may be selected by 
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the engineers for that service, to repair with their staves 
or such other badges of office as the mayor and alders 
men shall direct, on the alarm of fire, immediately to | 
the place where the fire may be, and there to use their 
best skill and power under the direction of the chief en- 
gineer, for the preservation of the public peace, the pre- 
vention of theft, and destruction of property, and the 
removal of all suspected persons; for which service the 
constables or police officers shall receive such compen- 
sation as shall be in each case ordered by the mayor and 
aldermen. 

Secr. 33. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during 
the night, it shall be the duty of the respective watch- 
men to give notice thereof within their respective dis- 
tricts, by springing their rattles, crying “ fire,” or ring- 
ing a bell, and mentioning the street or direction where 
it may be; and if any watchman shall neglect so to do, 
he shall forfeit and pay two dollars, and if it shall hap- 
pen that a chimney only shall be on fire, either by night 
or day, the bell shall not be rung, but only when a build- 
ing is proclaimed to be on fire. 

Sror. 34. Whenever it shall be adjudged, at any fire, 
by any three or more of the engineers, of whom the chief 
engineer, if present, shall be one, to be necessary, in or- 
der to prevent the further spreading of the fire, to pull 
down or otherwise demolish any building, the same may 
be done by their joint order. 

_ Sxzor, 35. It shall be the duty of the chief and other 
engineers to inquire for and examine into all shops and 
other places, where shavings or other such combustible 
materials may be collected and deposited, and at all times 
to be vigilant in taking care of the removal of the same, 
whenever in the opinion of any two of them the same 
may be dangerous to the security of the city from fires, 
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and to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or 
other places to remove the same; and, in case of such 
tenant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal so to do, to 
cause the same to be removed at the expense of such 
tenant or occupant, who shall in addition be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty dollars for such neglect or 
refusal; and any person, who shall obstruct the engi- 
neers or any of them in carrying out the provisions of 
this section, shall also be liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars. It shall also be the duty of said 
engineers to take cognizance of and to cause prosecu- 
tion to be instituted in all cases of infraction of the laws 
relative to the erection of wooden buildings, or of any 
other laws or ordinances for the prevention of fire with- 
in the limits of the city. ? 

Sect. 386. The power of making and establishing 
rules and regulations for the transportation and keeping 
of gunpowder within the city of Boston, and of grant- 
ing licenses for the keeping and sale thereof in the city, 
according to the provisions of an act entitled “an act 
further regulating the storage, safe keeping, and trans- 
portation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,” and of 
any other act or acts on the same subject, shall be ex- 
ercised and performed by the chief and other engineers, 
and the power and duty of seizing any gunpowder kept 
or being within the city or harbor thereof contrary to 
the provisions of the said act or acts, shall be exercised. 
and performed by the said engineers or any of them ; 
and in case of any seizure being made by any engineer 
other than the chief, he shall forthwith report to the 
chief engineer, who shall cause said gunpowder to be 
libelled and prosecuted in the manner prescribed in the 
said acts, and all the other powers and duties grant- 
ed or enjoined in and by the said act or acts, shall 
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be performed by the said chief or one of the other engi- 
neers. 

Sect. 37. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures 
and penalties, arising under this ordinance and the laws 
of this commonwealth, regulating the storage and trans- 
portation of gunpowder, the erection of buildings with- 
in the city of Boston, and the prevention and extin- 
guishment of fire, unless by such laws otherwise speci- 
ally provided, shall be paid into the treasury of the city, 
to be applied in such way as is provided in the acts of 
this commonwealth. 

Srct. 38. Every person, who shall have served ac- 
cording to law in the fire department for seven succes- 
sive years, shall be entitled to receive a certificate there- 
of, signed by the mayor of said city, and all persons, who 
shall receive said certificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled 
to wear the badge of the department, and to do duty 
therein, when desired so to do by the mayor and alder- | 
men, under such organization and management as they 
may determine. 

Szcr. 39. ‘There shall be paid annually to each mem- 
ber of the department such sum as the city council may 
from time to time determine; and in case of the tempo- 
rary absence from the city of any member, for forty-eight 
hours or more, he shall provide a substitute, to be ap- 
proved by the foreman of his company, whose name he 
shall return to the clerk of the same, failing in which 
he shall forfeit one month’s compensation, provided the 
same may be due to him up to the time of such ab- 
sence. | 
Secr. 40. The members of the several companies 
shall not assemble in the houses intrusted to their care, 
except for the purpose of nominating officers, taking the 
engine or apparatus on an alarm of fire, and of return- 
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ing the same to the house, and taking the necessary care 
of said apparatus after its return. 

Sect. 41. ‘This ordinance shall take effect on and af- 
ter the first day of July next; and an ordinance “estab- 
lishing a fire department and providing for preventing 
and extinguishing fires,’ passed June 4th, 1850, shall 
on said day expire, and be thereafter of no effect and 
void: with the exception of the section thereof relat- 
ing to the burning of chimneys, stove pipes or flues. 
And all officers and members of the Fire Department 
appointed under said ordinance shall on that day be re- 
moved therefrom, and shall be entitled to pay pro rata 
to that time.

SIR: 


When I had the pleasure of meeting you and your 
associates of the Committee from Boston, in New York 
——and you did me the honor of inviting me to visit 
your City, and kindly tendered me, on behalf of the 
Common Council, its hospitalities, I fondly hoped that 
I should be able during the present month, to accept 
your invitation. But I regret to say that I find it in- 
consistent with what I deem my public duty to indulge 
in this gratification; and, therefore, while | am _pro- 
foundly grateful for the distinguished honor implied by 
the invitation, I feel reluctantly compelled to decline it. 

My personal acquaintance in your City is but slight, 
but slight as it has been, it has left many pleasant re- 
collections—and I should have been extremely happy 
to have renewed and extended it at this time. I have 
long entertained a high respect for the intelligence and © 
patriotism of the great mass of your citizens, and re- 
cent events have not impaired that respect. You have 
been, and I trust ever will be, a law-loving and a law- 
abiding people. I know that your devotion to this great 
principle, has had a severe test in your recent efforts to 
execute the law for the return of fugitive slaves. Sla- 
very, in any form is repugnant to your feelings and 
education, and the fugitive naturally and inevitably ex- 
cites your deepest sympathies. Nothing but a stern 
sense of duty, founded upon a rational, solemn conyic- 
tion that a constitutional and legal obligation must be 
obeyed, at any and every sacrifice, could haye insured 
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the execution of law in a case like this. But, for 
myself, I never doubted that the law would ultimately 
triumph. Good faith is the foundation of all morality 
and all social security. The free States had pledged 
themselves by the Constitution to the performance of 
this duty. The slave States had a right to insist, and 
did insist, upon its performance.. There was, then, no 
alternative but to break our faith—forfeit our word of 
honor, and thereby trample the Constitution of our 
country in the dust, and run the hazards of a civil war ; 


__ or else to admit the obligation like honest, true-hearted 


men, and do all in our power to comply with it. Sztill 
hoping and trusting that in due time some mode would 
be devised, by those who have the constitutional power 
to abolish slavery, and who are most deeply interested 
in its final extinction, to get rid of the evils without 
destroying the fairest fabric of freedom that mortal 
hands have ever raised—and in its ruins extinguishing 
the last hope of humanity for self-government. Permit 
me to say that this government has cost Boston too 
much to be given up, or hazarded, for slight or trivial 
causes. Some of the Patriots of the Revolution still 
linger among you; and the monumental pillar of your 
grateful recollection of the heroes who fell at Bunker 
Hill, would seem to be a mockery, if their sons could 
so soon forget that this Constitution cost the heart’s 
blood of their sires. 7 

That your citizens have acted wisely and patriotically 
in sustaining the law, I cannot doubt. Their conduct 
has been governed by the highest sense of moral and 
political obligation ; and for this noble example, I feel 
constrained as the Chief Magistrate, whose especial 
duty it is to see that the laws are faithfully executed, 
to return the citizens of Boston, my warmest acknowl- 
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edements, and I should have been most happy to have 
done this in person, were it consistent with my official 
engagements to leave the City. 

With many thanks to you and through you to the 
citizens of Boston for this kind invitation.

To tHe Ciry Councin: 


The Cochituate Water Board beg leave to report 
to the City Council that they have completed the pur- 
chase of the property of the Aqueduct Corporation, by 
accepting on behalf of the City, conveyances of the 
same, prepared under the direction of the City Solicitor, 
and the President has given a draft on the City Treas- 
urer for the consideration stipulated to be paid, amount- 
ing, with the interest, to Forty-five thousand two hun- 
dred and seventeen dollars and fifty cents. ($45,217.50. ) 
_ The business has been thus closed before the final 
action of the City Council on the subject of the powers 
of the Board, at the suggestion of the Mayor to relieve 
the City from any further payment of interest. 

The conveyances, which the Water Board now sub- 
mit to the Council, consist of 

A deed of all the property, estate, rights and privi- 
leges of the Corporation, and all debts due to it since 
April 30th, last,—and a release to the City of all claims. 

A: bond inthe penal'sum of Ten thousand dollars to 
save the City against,all claims to the 30th April. 

An agreement signed, by Thomas A. Dexter and Ed- 
ward A. Dexter, to whom all the shares of the Corpora- 
tion have been, assigned as Trustees of the City without 
compensation, to transfer the shares on demand of the 
Mayor or President of the Water Board, at any time 
within ‘three. years. 

The whole property of the Aqueduct Corporation is 
now ‘therefore vested in the City, and the Water Board 
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continue to be more and more impressed with the bene- 
fits which the City will derive from the purchase. The 
property is so well known to the City Council, that to 
them it may safely be left to judge of its value. There 
are however considerations derived from facts more par- 
ticularly within the knowledge of the Water Board, 
which affect that value and which it may be proper for 
them to state. It is now ascertained that the additional 
income which the City will receive from the former 
customers of the Corporation, who have already applied 
for the Cochituate Water, in the City, will be more 
than seven per cent. on the whole cost. By a return of 
the Water Registrar it appears that. the number of ap- 
plications to have the water turned on the premises of 
persons who formerly took the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct 
Water, is already four hundred and twelve, the average 
water rate of which will be eight dollars, and giving an 
income of $3,296. And these applications are from 
persons who would have, from preference, continued. to 
take that water, many of them having, in fact, applied 
to have it again let on. Zo these applications, must be 
added, those of several persons who will take the Co- 
chituate Water as soon as service pipes can be inserted. 
The estimate of the whole by the Registrar is, that there 
will be five hundred takers of the old Aqueduct, exclu- 
sive of those in Roxbury. To the above income must be 
-added, in the City what we shall be able to realize from 
Railroad and other Corporations and individuals, by 
having the entire control of the supply.. Zhe amount 
now paid by takers in Roxbury, is about one thousand 
dollars, so that, the annual income now receivable, is near- 
ly four thousand three hundred dollars. ($4,296 )—or 
nearly ten per cent. on the purchase money. 

The Board cannot help feeling confident therefore, 
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that the City Council will be of opinion hereafter, not 
only that the Water Board had ample power to make 
this purchase, but that the best interests of the City re- 
quired the exercise of the power in the manner in 
which it has been done, and that even supposing the 
Board had made previously an application to the City 
Council for its approval, as it is stated in the report of 
the Joint Committee on the subject, that they should 
have done, the result must have been the same; and 
they hope that the intimation which seems to be impli- 
ed in that report, that if such application had been 
made the Council would not have deemed the purchase 
expedient, will appear hardly justified. 

The Water Board would further beg leave to suggest, 
that it appears to be necessary for the City Council to 
pass such ordinances and adopt such measures as they 
may think fit for the care and management of this prop- 
erty..-As the present Water Board have merely all 
those powers of the City Council which the Council de- 
rived from the acts relating to the Cochituate Water 
works, and as all the provisions of those acts and of 
the City ordinance relate solely to the management of 
those works (excepting the mere purchase of this prop- 
erty for the City) it seems, to say the least, very doubt- 
ful whether the present Water Board have any control 
over the subject. They therefore would submit it to 
the decision of the Council.

Said Committee found to the credit of the Public 
Land appropriation at its organization, remaining out 
of the appropriation made at the close of the last year 
the sum of $48,460.67. 

The expenditures charged to said appropriation for 
improvement of the Public Lands, most of which were’ 
required by previous engagements of the City Govern- 
ment, have been as follows:

Three quarters of this last expenditure is to be as- 
sessed upon the owners of lands benefitted thereby and 
will be credited, when paid, to this account—650 feet 
of Sewer was laid in Tremont Road at an expense of 
1,358.87—being a portion of the Public Sewer intended 
for the drainage of the Southern section of the City, 
authorized by votes of the City Government passed last 
year. 

Your Committee would state in this connexion that 
the cost of filling the “ Neck Lands” and making the 
streets in their vicinity has been very much increased 
of late, by reason of the order passed by the Board of 
Mayor and Aldermen in November, 1850, requiring all 
streets hereafter made over said lands to be raised to a 
grade not less than 15 feet above low water mark. Un- 
der this requirement, the grade of many of the streets 
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which had been previously made has since been raised 
from about 5 feet to 15 feet above the level of the lands 
adjacent, requiring a considerable outlay. 

Weston Street and Square now called Union Park 
has been raised to a level about 15 feet above the level 
of the abutting lands, and is nearly as high as it is pro- 
posed to make it. 

They would not be understood as doubting the expe- 


diency of the foregoing order: on the contrary they 


would take this occasion to express their belief that no 


act of the City Government ever passed, can exert 


a more lasting benefit on the thousands yet to oc- 
cupy the “ Neck Lands,” than that requiring those 
lands to be raised to a sufficient height to allow of 
proper drainage, and secure them against the overflow 


of the tide in any emergency. 


Had the same policy been applied to the territory 


lying north of the present City Lands, extending to the 


Mill Dam, embracing all the streets situate below high 
water mark, the advantages, in the safety from inunda- 
tion in the event of any accident to the Mill Dam, as 
well as in averting the evils of imperfect drainage now 


existing North of the Worcester Railroad and East of 


Pleasant Street, would be of great importance. An ac- 
curate estimate has been made of the whole expense 
necessary to fully complete the streets and square on 
which the lots sold October 30, 1850, (Chester Square) 


are bounded, with the view of ascertaining the cost of 


preparing those streets and: lands for building pul 


_ with the following results. 


The quantity of land sold was 303,6667% feet, 44,087 
feet of which was not taken by the purchasers, but the 


Committee have assumed that the lots remaining on 
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hand are worth on an average what the other lands 
brought, and have therefore included them in this esti- 
mate. 

The cost of the improvements made, applying to the 
lands on hand, as well as those sold, is as follows:

It will thus be perceived that the expenditure made 
is less than nine cents per foot, on the lands sold. 

In the expenditures reported by the Committee it will 
be seen that $20,630.09 have been paid this year on 
account of Mr. Evans’s contract for filling South Bay, 
made with the City in 1848. 

The territory to be filled by him comprises about 64 
acres, exclusive of Docks, of which, as near as can be 
estimated there have been filled, say 22 acres. 
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The whole amount paid to the contractor to this date, 
is $139,254.29. The order for an appropriation, ap- 
pended to this, is necessary to continue the payments 
under the Evans contract, also to complete the grading 
of Springfield and Northampton Streets, to finish Ches- 
ter Square by laying edge stones, &c. before the Ist 
day of January next, the time when it was understood 
said work was to be completed. |

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ORATION, 


THREE quarters of a century have elapsed, since the 
Signers of the Declaration, to which you have just listened, 
more conscious of the solemn responsibility assumed, and 
the self-evident truths proclaimed, than of the stupen- 
dous results to follow, set their names, “where all nations 
should behold” them, and “where all time should not 
efface” them. They met that responsibility. They vin- 
dicated and sustained those truths against arbitrary power 
and popular anarchy. And we, to-day, with their mem- 
ory fresh amongst us, see results, their most sanguine 
hopes never portrayed, and their loftiest and farthest vis- 
ions never revealed. The two millions whose voice they, 
“in General Congress assembled,” uttered, have become a 
great people. The thirteen united colonies, they, by that 
voice, declared were, “and of right ought to be, Free and 
Independent States” are such, and yet in number and 
territory the smaller part of that powerful confederacy 
into which, happily, they have entered, and from which 
no arts can seduce, no conflicts of extreme opinion drive 
them. . 

The citizen of the United States to-day, finds himself 
one of a population of more than twenty-three millions, 
possessing a country extending from Occan to Ocean, and 
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from the Southern Cape of Florida to the Lake of the 
Woods. This vast territory, but sparsely inhabited as 
yet, and capable of sustaining hundreds of millions, he 
sees, by the progress of science, and the application of 
art, reduced to the compactness of the original thirteen 
States, and embraced in a republic, peculiarly organized, 
and susceptible of further extension, without losing its 
character or strength. Within it are an active and ener- 
getic people, not homogeneous, but with the Anglo Saxon 
element largely predominant, and yet in the aggregate, 
combining various races and nations, deeply impressed 
with sentiments of liberty, and united in a consolidated 
and potent free government. History informs him that 
little more than three centuries and a half have elapsed, 
since the continent upon which he stands was revealed to 
Christendom; less than two and a half, since that part he 
calls his country, so powerful in the present, so stupen- 
dous in the future, received its first civilized inhabitant ; 
while the memories of to-day remind him, that the cen- 
tury is only three-quarters completed, since this same 
country assumed “among the powers of the earth, that 
separate and equal station, to which the laws of nature 
and of nature’s God” entitled it. 

Standing beside this swelling flood of our country’s 
prosperity, it would be a grateful task to trace it, as the 
explorers of the great father of rivers traced that, to its 
source, a silver streamlet, gushing from its crystal foun- 
tain, and there like them reverently to kneel, and drink of 
its limpid waters. More grateful still to turn from the 
fountain itself to Him, who bade its waters flow, and has 


ever cuided their ceaseless and accumulating current. We 


> ee 
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have called this day the Sabbath of Freedom, and in its 
services religion and liberty meet together and embrace. 
From those week day discussions, that divide and distract 
us, it is “a day of sacred rest.” It assembles us for 
general joy, but it has its high and solemn thoughts, 
and its devout and fervent thanksgivings. We gaze 
to-day, upon those stars, the emblems of our national 
existence, each in its orbit moving around, and receiving 
the gladsome light and genial warmth of the central sun, 
and without voice, like the silent stars of heaven, in their 
courses, they proclaim their divine Author. Beneath the 
beams of this morning’s sun thousands upon thousands 
have reverently bowed before that great Author, and with 
sincere lips and grateful hearts acknowledged His protect- 
ing providence over, and blessed His wisdom and goodness 
for, their free and united country. In this they have 
only imitated the great actors in the events of that coun- 
try’s history. They emphatically recognized the protec- 
tion and guidance of God. Not only did the early set- 
tlers, who in the fervor of religious faith, professed to go 
forth, like the patriarch of old, seeking a far country by 
divine guidance; not only did they, who, with similar 
faith, led the preparatory pilgrimage of the wilderness, bu, 


equally those, who have hallowed this day, and who be- 


held the waters restrained, as, with the people, they bore 
through them the sacred ark of liberty, not more for their 
chosen followers, than for all mankind, entrusted to their 
hands. Franklin, in a speech before the Convention, in 
1787, says, “ All of us, who were engaged in the strug- 
ele, must have observed frequent instances of a superin- 
tending Providence in our fayor.” And he adds after- 
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wards, “I have lived, Sir, a long time, and the longer I 
live, the more convincing proofs I see of this truth, that 
Gop governs in the affairs of men, and if a sparrow cannot 
fall to the ground without his notice, is it probable an 
empire can rise without his aid? We have been assured, 
Sir, in the sacred writings that ‘except the Lord build 
the house, they labor in vain that build it” I firmly be- 
lieve this ; and I also believe, that without his concurring 
aid, we shall succeed in this political building no better 
than the builders of Babel.” Washington, in his first in- 
augural address, declares, “No people can be bound to 
acknowledge and adore the invisible hand, which conducts 
the affairs of men, more than the people of the United 
States. Hvery step by which they have advanced to the 
character of an independent nation, seems to have been 
distinguished by some token of providential agency.” 
Jefferson, in a similar official document, asserts that the 
same great Being “led our fathers as Israel of old, from 
their native land, and planted them in a country flowing 
with all the necessaries and comforts of life,’ and “ cov- 
ered our infancy with His providence, and our riper years 
with His wisdom and power.” The same profound truth 
controlled the hearts of the New England patriots, and 
they ever moved under its supporting inspiration. 
Deeply impressed with the belief, held by the fathers, 
that a series of providential agencies have created and es- 
tablished this, our Israel of republicanism, not indeed — 
miraculous, but as easily traced, as those that originated 
the Israel of God, [ ask your attention to a consideration 
of some of those agencies,—-and the legitimate conclusions 
that follow. J do this in no spirit of exuberant patriot- 
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ism, or national glorification, but in accordance with that 
vote of the town of Boston in 1783, which declares, that 
this day “shall be constantly celebrated by the delivery 
of a Public Oration,’ “in which the Orator shall consider 
the feelings, manners and principles, which led to this great 
national event, as well as the important and happy effects, 
whether general or domestic, which already have, and will 
continue to flow from this auspicious epoch.” I do it, be- 
cause I believe such a consideration will tend to dispel 
fears for the safety of our Union, and assure us that there 
is for our country “an anchor both sure and steadfast ” 
amid whatever tempest may assail it. It will teach us 
that the ultimate purpose of our government is not merely 
the reform of this or that institution, the correction of this 
or that evil within it, nor even the protection of its own 
citizens, but the enfranchisement of man. It will tell us 
that our Union has been raised up by Providence not 
simply to be prostrated by madness or folly, but for its 
great mission to the human race ; and that in calculating 
its value and duration, in weighing evils and institutions 
against it, we must regard it from this transcendent point 
of view. 

The long reservation and timely discovery of the coun- 
try, the peculiar period and character of its colonization, 
the long, marked, but unconscious preparation for inde- 
pendence, war, and union, the final formation of the Con- 
stitution, and the vast extensions of our territory under 
it, pre-eminently illustrate and confirm the truth I have 
asserted. For fifteen centuries after the christian era, 
God kept this great country locked up from the knoywl- 
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edge of civilized man. During all this period he suffered 
no wind to waft, no wave to drift, one noxious seed to its 
virgin soil. An ocean rolled between it and the old 
world, and darkness rested upon the face of that ocean. 
Meantime the successive occurrences of this old world 
were slowly and painfully germinating that seed, which, 
in after times, deposited in the new, was to become the 
greatest of trees, whose fruits should be for the healing 
of the nations, and its branches their shelter and defence. 
Christianity, by gradual, but effective steps, moulded and 
subjected to itself those elements of strength and power, 
which were its chosen instruments. It “ triumphed over 
the learned and luxurious citizens of the Roman empire,” 
and brought to its support their refinement, learning and 
law. Rising upon their ruin, it advanced to sterner con- 
flicts, and achieved its conquest over the barbarians of 
Scythia and Germany, “who subverted the empire and 
embraced the religion of the Romans.” It yielded to 
barbarism only to displace its sceptre, and incorporate 
itself with a more hardy and vigorous race. Secure of 
its new subjects, it encountered the advancing hosts of 
Islam, and again triumphed in that long doubtful con- 
test, where Saracen and Christian strove for ascendancy 
over the destinies of our race, and the hopes of civiliza- 
tion hung tremulous on the fortunes of Charles Martel. 
And it finally entrenched itself in a church, which as- 
sumed confessedly large and dangerous powers, but ne- 
cessary to its mission as mediator between people and 
sovereign, and as the guardian and transmitter of relig- 


ion, learning and civilization from early to after ages. 
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During this period the varied elements out of which 
modern civilization rose, emerged from chaos, approached 
struggled, compromised and amalgamated. ‘The dark- 
ness that settled upon this era of conflict and formation, 
lifted up only long after beneath the gladsome light of a 
truer learning, and the purer beams of the sun of righ- 
teousness. 

Suppose now that America had been discovered, not in 
the times of Columbus, but in those of Constantine, or in 
the later and better era of Charlemagne or Alfred the 
Great. Or suppose it to have been open just after the 
time the Northmen claim to have discovered it, to 
that irruption, the first crusades poured from Europe 
upon Asia. What would have been the result to our 
race? With medizeval feudalism, monarchy, and kindred 
institutions, transferred to the banks of the Mississippi, 
the Ohio, and the Hudson, why should not liberty to-day 
be in unequal and ceaseless struggle with them, as she is 
on the banks of the Tiber, the Rhine, the Seine, and the 
Danube? Of what vast consequence, in this period of 
struggle and combination of error, darkness and supersti- 
tion, that our country should be shut up from the reach 
of civilized man! | 

And so it was. Science and discovery awaited the slow 
progress of humanity. Meantime those “ three powerful 
spirits,’ as Hallam says, “which have from time to time 
moved over the face of the waters, and given a predomi- 
nant impulse to the moral sentiments and energies of 
mankind ;” “the spirits of liberty, of religion, and of hon- 


or,’ were making their rapid advances. Commerce and 
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the useful arts wrought out their great results in the Ital- — 
ian Cities and Hanse Towns. Free cities sprung up all 
over Kurope. Constitutional or parliamentary assemblies 
obtained a potential existence in England, France and 
Germany. ‘The bold barons at Runymede extorted the 
Magna Charta from King John. The rudiments of those 
great principles, since more fully developed, and now for- 
ever fixed in the British Constitution, were successfully as- 
serted. The powers of the church reached their culminat- 
ing point. The Waldenses arose in Spain, Lombardy, Ger- 
many, and Flanders; the Hussites in Bohemia; the Lol- 
lards in England. Feudalism yielded to a combination 
of modifying causes, and chivalry tempered with its meli- 
orating influence the rougher elements of a reforming 
spirit. The mariner’s compass rendered the ocean no 
longer trackless. And, a crowning triumph in the series, 
the printing press, signalized the middle of the 15th cen- 
tury, by the most important discovery, recorded in the 
annals of mankind. 

In this brilliant dawn of the opening day, the caravels 
of Columbus touched its shores, and revealed the hidden 
continent. Cabot followed with the English discoveries. 
And yet with this first grand preliminary accomplished, 
the foundation of our republic was not laid for a century. 
Society, had not reached the best point to throw off re- 
publican colonies ;—and the Spaniards were anything but 
appropriate founders of christian commonwealths. The 
English voyages, at this time, were necessary, in the lan- 
guage of John Cabot’s patent, “to affix the banners of 


Kngland to the Continent,’ and found a title over Spain. 
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~ While the conquest of Mexico and Peru, by the Spaniards, 


Was among the potent causes, which brought HKuropean 
society to its advanced state, at the date of the North 
American colonization. For tis it owes. in no small de- 
gree, to the prodigious start it took, consequent upon the 
influx of the precious metals from Spanish America. The 
occupation of this sume country, too, by the subjects of 
Ferdinand and Isabella, shut out the possibility of its set- 
tlement by the Protestant colonies of the United States. 
Had these lands become the home of our fathers, their 
mineral wealth would have attracted to the infant colonies 
the eye of the parent government too vigilantly, to have 
allowed a republican growth for an instant. They ulti 
mately escaped this vigilance in the wilderness to which 
they came, sheltered by poverty and obscurity, till strong 
enough to brook and defy it. 

The French, shortly after, discovered and occupied the 
regions north of us, an event, that in after years, exerted 
a most striking influence on the fate of our republic, in 
its struggle with England. 

Meantime our own country patiently awaited its pos- 
sessors,—while the vast moral and civil commotions of 
EKurope were eliminating and preparing them for their 


work. It was at this time the human mind began with 


increased vigor to throw off its thraldom, and the con- 
science to assert its high and holy prerogative. Political 
enfranchisement succeeded the emancipation of knowl- 
edge, and the popular mind rallied, with undying energy, 
around the great ideas of human progress and destiny 
then developed. Just after the discovery of America, 
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Luther began the reformation, and with his coadjutors 
and successors secured its triumph in the hearts of the 
people. The popular hand grasped the Bible in the ver- 
nacular tongue. The right of private judgment vindicated 
itself alike against Catholic and Protestant persecution. 
The Puritans emerged into notice and consequence in 
England. The Hugunots, with Coligni and Conde, strug- 
gled for the throne itself in France. The United Prov- 
inces established their Commonwealth, and a refuge for 
the persecuted. The great Genevan divine hurled a 
thunderbolt at the doctrine of passive obedience, in teach- 
ing that it was lawful for Christians, under some circum- 
stances, to resist their rulers. The contemporary reigns 
of Elizabeth in England, and Henry 4th in France, were 
just closing. The age had arrived capable of producing 
Shakspeare and Milton, Bacon and Descartes. Huropean 
society was prepared for its contribution to the new re- 
public, and it made it. 

The colonists started from a point in civilization the na- 
tions had been sixteen centuries in reaching. They came 
to a country possessed, but not occupied, by a race, whose 
faintly heard foot falls, receding towards the Western 
Ocean, remind us to-day of their mournful and nearly ac- 
complished destiny. They came from no single nation 
nor sect, to no one point, and with no common aim. 
They were all unconscious of the great purposes they 
were fulfilling. The Hugunots landed in Florida, but 
only to be massacred and succeeded by the Spaniards. 
The Cavaliers led by commerce and adventure settled in 
Virginia. The Puritans, seeking freedom to worship 
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God, parted from the old world with the simple and sub- 
lime charge of Robinson, and disembarked in the new 
under the precious compact of the May Flower. The 
Dutch, a colony of hunters and Indian traders, seized 
upon the outlet of the Hudson, and in the sagacity of 
trade, founded a commercial emporium. The Catholics, 
under the mild and tolerant Baltimore, settled about the 
Chesapeake ; the Swedes on the banks of the Delaware. 
A multitude, variant and mixed, careless of sects, without 
ministers, churches or court houses, founded North Caro- 
lina. English cavaliers and Scotch Presbyterians, Irish 
and Dutch, but more than all, Hugunots, mingled and 
colonized South Carolina. The Quakers, with some in- 
fusions from other sources, planted New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania. Single sects and nations colonized single com- 
monwealths, but no one the republic. Into this, French, 
English, Dutch, Spanish, Swede and German poured their 
infusions. Roundhead and Cavalier, Puritan and Epis- 
copalian, Lutheran and Calvinist, Quaker and Catholic, 
all contributed to its foundation. And this interming- 
ling of nations and religions in our country has never 
ceased. While, therefore, the religious and Anglo Saxon 
element entered largely into its formation, these diversi- 
- ties of race and sect established with its foundation, a 
broad civil and religious toleration, that has grown with 
its growth, and strengthened with its strength. In these 
mixed races, and diverse religions, settled under every 
variety of climate and circumstance, were the elements 
out of which has arisen the fair fabric we behold, of an 


American race and an American Union.

Of this indestructible fabric, in all its strength and 
symmetry, our fathers for a century and a half were the 
unconscious artificers. No man respects more than I do, 
their character, or appreciates more their astonishing 
sagacity. Still history compels us to say, they were un- 
aware of the greatness of the work they were accomplish- 
ing. Their true merit is that they were faithful to all 
the pregnant exigencies that surrounded them, and the 
great Architect so shaped these exigencies, that to meet 
them, foundations must be laid broad and deep enough 
for the most perfect structure of human liberty. Down 
to the time of the revolution, at least, our ancestors had 
no conception of our present government. And yet 
Providence, by an unbroken series of causes, which we 
can now distinctly trace, was silently evolving it. Occa- 
sionally the uniform tendency of events may have re- 


vealed glimpses of it to some mind, but in the main they — 


wrought faithfully in the present, unconscious how much 
beyond itself, that present had wrapped within it. 

The most perfect form of free government is that 
where power is rightly divided between separate commu- 
nities, and a federal head. ‘To such, the character of our 
colonization, and all our subsequent history directly con- 
ducted. Diversities of religion, race, and temperament, 
of time, mode, and purpose of settlement, controlled and 
contracted royal grants, and founded separate Common- 
wealths. While there were never wanting harmonies and 
general interests tending to a great confederacy. The 
centrifugal and centripetal forces, which sustain our 
Union, and whose slightest disturbance it so sensitively 
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feels, were thus early in operation, although it required 
more than a century for their adjustment. 

The Colonists brought with them the principles of lib- 
erty. The “wise and salutary neglect” of the parent 
nation, suffered them to grow and flourish, while the oc- 
eurrences in England, which induced this neglect, gave 
them powerful impulse. Hampden and Cromwell, strug- 
gling for English liberty, and discouraged, were providen- 
tially prevented from making the new world their home. 
Their battles for American Freedom, like those of Burke 
and Chatham, long after, were to be fought on English 
soil. While the infant colonies escaped being the imme- 
diate theatre of the Protector’s later ambition, to reap the 
benefits of his struggle and ascendancy. 

Meantime there began a course of events and influen- 
ces in the colonies, preparatory to the final vindication 
and embodiment of these principles in our present gov- 
ernment. Various causes led to early emigration from 
colony to colony, and particularly from New England to 
the southern and middle colonies. Religious sympathy 
attached portions of one community to another. Quaker 
sympathized with Quaker, and Puritan with Puritan, 
wherever each was. ‘Thus was opened frequent inter- 
course and communication. The common allegiance to 
the mother country held the family of colonies together 
in their infancy and growth, until those strong ties were 
formed, which have so effectually operated in their man- 
hood. ‘The constant Indian wars were the rude and form- 
ing schools of colonial union and military organization. 


But more especially the French War suhserved the coun- 
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try in three essential particulars. It drew it into closer 
union. Under this influence Franklin proposed his confed- 
eracy, the germ of subsequent ones, to the Congress at 
Albany. It brought the flower of English valor and dis- 
cipline to train, upon our own soil, the officers and sol- 
diers, who were soon to encounter and overcome it. This 
was the military school of the Revolution, where Wolfe, 
Howe, and the veterans of the British army were teach- 
ers, and Washington, Putnam, Stark, Gates, Lee, and 
hosts of others, were pupils. And finally, it issued in the 
loss by France of her American possessions, and left rank- 
ling in the bosom of that proud monarchy, a jealousy of 
the colonial power of England, which brought her early 
and effectually to our aid in the subsequent struggle. I 
might add this same war had its influence in producing 
the contest itself. For it was the expense growing out 
of it, the British Parliament made the apology, if not the 
occasion, of taxing the colonies. 

This school of military discipline closed in 1763, and 
another of civil training succeeded. For the next twelve 
years the colonists were exercised in the discussion of 
those fundamental principles, which formed the subject of 
controversy, and the basis of their rapidly approaching 
republic. As the sun stood still upon Gibeon, when “the 
Lord fought for Israel,’ so now the impending conflict, 
ever ready to precipitate itself, hung waiting this indis- 
pensable preparation. In it Chatham, Burke, and Fox, 
Otis, the Adamses, Washington, Jefferson, Franklin, and 
their associates, had not more their conspicuous place, 
than every village preacher and town meeting leader his 
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obscure, but not less effective part. The military teach- 
ers gave place, while these brilliant expounders of the 
principles of liberty fortified the heart of the people. 
This was the autumnal period of the colonies, and these 
the ripening influences under which they matured to fall 
from the parent stem. 

In fulness of time the conflict opened. Neither leaders 
nor people yet thought of independence. As late as 
1774 and 5, John Adams, who was among the earliest of 
its advocates, tells us, that, suspected of entertaining such 
views in the Congress, “he was avoided like a man in- 
fected with leprosy,” and that he “walked the streets of 
Philadelphia in solitude, borne down by the weight of 
care and unpopularity.” He has elsewhere said, “ that 
there existed a general desire of independence of the 
crown in any part of America before the Revolution, is as 
far from the truth as the zenith from the nadir.” Wash- 
ington expresses the same sentiment in a letter to Capt. 
McKenzie, and Jefferson, Jay, and Madison all coincide 
init. There was a strong attachment on the part of the 
colonies to the mother country, and a sincere desire to 
maintain their connection with her. They claimed only 
to be independent of Parliament. ‘The principle they 


then asserted, I need not say to Boston school boys, was 


one recognized for a century in the British Constitution, 
and well expressed in the Fairfax resolutions, reported 
by Washington, as “the fundamental principle of the peo- 
ple’s being governed by no laws, to which they have not 
given their consent by representatives freely chosen by 
themselves.” ‘They denied the right of Parliament to 
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legislate for them, because they were not represented 
in it. . 

The character of the right asserted and the time it 
came into dispute, strikingly combined to bring about in- 
dependence. ‘To surrender the right was political slavery. 
To recognize it by conceding a representation in Parlia- 
ment an assumed impossibility, from the distant situation 
of the colonies. Science, anticipating its revelations by 
only half a century, would have resolved the difficulty, 
and prevented the republic. The application of steam to 
land and water communication, the railroad and telegraph 
existing then, as now, would have removed all serious ob- 
stacle to a colonial representation in the British House of 
Commons. Franklin thought it no objection to a confed- 
eracy that the most distant representatives might be fif- 
teen or twenty days in reaching the seat of government. 
We find it none that they come from the other side of a 
continent. Representatives from any of the old thirteen 
States could now reach London, more easily and expedi- 
tiously, than those from California, Texas, and other dis- 
tant States do Washington. ‘That resistless power, which 
to-day lays the nations of Europe and Asia directly be- 
neath the influence of our institutions, developed three- 
quarters of a century ago, would probably have prevented 
the severance from England, or at least disabled us from 
maintaining it. 

And yet that was not a period wanting in philosophi- 
cal inquiry, or an inventive spirit. Franklin drew the 
lightning from the clouds, but made it not the swift and 
obedient messenger of man. Watt and Bolton brought 
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the steam engine to toil and spin. But no Fulton tose; 
with his genius, unconsciously to sacrifice or retard the 
liberty of his country. The first half of the nineteenth 
century gave us the steamboat and railroad to develop 
our resources and cement our union. While it was not 
till the sixty-third anniversary of the battle of Bunker 
Hill, that the simultaneous arrival of the Great Western 
and Sirius at New York, solved the problem of ocean 
steam navigation, and laid England and America side by 
side in peaceful and prosperous intercourse. 

A series of causes, equally providential and curious, 
preserved and augmented that distrust and suspicion on 
the part of the British Cabinet, which with their national 
pride, and ignorance of our strength and resources, pre- 
vented their conceding all legislation to the colonial as- 
semblies. The present prime minister of England, almost 
within a twelve month, has declared in the House of 
Commons, “that it was not a single error or a single 
blunder that got” England “into that contest, but a 
series of repeated errors and repeated blunders.” It is 
worthy of notice also, that the British government con- 
cedes to its present American colonies quite all its former 
ones claimed, at the commencement of the struggle. 


Most happily for mankind other counsels and another 


temper then prevailed. 

Under these, while the experience and wisdom of Chat- 
ham were counselling, and the fervid eloquence of Burke 
enforcing, conciliation ; while the Congress were petition- 
ing for redress, and the infatuation and obstinacy of min- 
isters demanding unconditional submission, the conflict at 
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Lexington and Concord opened the war. ‘This, it has 
been truly said, “was one of those great days, one of 
those elemental occasions when the people rise and act 
for themselves.” It was planned and directed by no rey- 
olutionary leader. It came accidentally, if you please so 
to say, but like many events, which preceded and fol- 
lowed it, not pecipitated, hardly anticipated, by leaders, 
bearing them on to a future they did not yet discern. 
The organization of the army, and the Declaration of In- 
dependence necessarily resulted from it. It was not so 
much that the day of conciliation had gone by, for in the 
counsels of Infinite wisdom, it never had any day. Re- 
dress of grievances, and colonial rights under the British 
Constitution were no longer sought. The larger designs 
of Providence revealed themselves, and fearlessly the men 
we honor followed their guiding light. The simple and 
sublime fact was, “in the course of human events it had 
become necessary for one people to dissolve the political 
bonds, which ” had “connected them with another, and to 
assume, among the powers of the earth, that separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and of nature’s 
God entitle them.” No sooner did this grand necessity 
develop itself, than true to principle, true to liberty, true 
to the present and the future, true to themselves, the 
fathers of the republic, “with a firm reliance on the pro- 
tection of Divine Providence,” pledged to it their lives, 
their fortunes, and their sacred honor. 

Seven long and weary years of war, with all their often 
repeated and familiar sufferings and trials, followed in 
vindication and support of this now declared necessity. 
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This protracted contest had its special and obvious pur- 
pose. It has been asserted that the Revolutionary war 
was unnecessary. It has even been pronounced, by some 
ultra advocates of peace, criminal. It is said the colonies 
in the inevitable course of events, would quite as soon 
have obtained their freedom, without, as with it. Ido 
not stop to argue upon this point. Certainly the expe- 
rience of Canada, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick does 
not very forcibly support the theory. In my apprehen- 
sion, the ultimate design of the war goes altogether be- 
yond the then present sustaining of the liberties of the 
country, and consists, in preparing for their continual 
support, an united and efficient general government. 

The Revolutionary War was just as indispensable to 
the formation of our union, as the severance of the colonies 
from England. Had the counsels of Pitt and Burke pre- 
vailed, this separation might not have occurred. Had 
those of Dean Tucker been followed, and America allowéd 
to fall off from Great Britain, as the ripe fruit falls from 
the tree, it might have been equally disastrous to her. 
Undoubtedly, independent of the war, the States had the 
same strong and enduring interests to bring them to- 
gether, that they now have to keep them so. Still the 


_adyantages were prospective, and untested by experience ; 


the difficulties and jealousies present and active. We 
have lived under the present Union sixty years, and for 
all that time, recognized its sovereignty, and called it our 
country. We have looked at and loved it from other 
lands, in the far distance, when its stars could be no 
longer distinguished, and rejoiced that together they sent 
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a cheering light, where that of no single star could ever 
reach. We have traversed it at home, and felt a con- 
scious pride that no State lines severed us from our coun- 
try ; that, wherever we were, from centre to circumfer- 
ence, by prairie and river, by lake and ocean, on what- 
ever extremity, we placed our hand, we felt the ceaseless 
pulsations of the same life giving heart. We have real- 
ized its protection and blessedness in every nerve and 
fibre of our political being. For seventy-five years we 
have celebrated this, its anniversary, and pronounced 
upon it a grateful people’s benediction. 

Far otherwise was it with the colonies, standing on the 
threshold of national existence. Throwing off British al- 
legiance, they knew no sovereignty but their own, and 
they guarded it with natural and ceaseless vigilance. 
The loftiest faith of that day fell far short of the experi- 
ence of this. The uncertain light of the future, magnified 
objects of distrust and fear, and no rays came from the 
past to correct the error. Conscious that their liberties 
were assailed by their brethren on one side of the ocean, 
they were mutually cautious of entrusting them to those 
on the other. It was under the stringent pressure of a 
common cause and danger, that Patrick Henry so nobly 
declared “the distinctions between Virginians, Pennsyl- 
vanians, New Yorkers and New Englanders, are no more. 
I am not a Virginian, but an American.” It was the 
probability of being compelled to maintain their rights 
by union and force, that originated the first Congresses. 
After the discipline of the seven years war, and the dis- 
astrous condition in which it left the country, it was not 
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without difficulties, seeming at times insuperable, that the 
present constitution was secured. Without the absolute 
necessity for alliance, caused by the war; without the 
. sympathy the common peril induced ; without the friend- 
ly ties and mutual confidence, the preliminary union, and 
the mingling of North and South in council and field, 
originated and inspired ; who can say when and how our 
present confederacy would have existed? There are no 
accidents, nor unnecessary wastes of blood and life, under 
the government of Heaven. And such was not the Amer- 
ican Revolution, protracted in darkness, doubt, and almost 
despair, for seven eventful years. During all this time 
it was silently and effectively disposing the several ele- 
ments of the future republic to their respective places, 
and when it had accomplished this work, its pressure was 
removed. Ceasing it left thirteen Commonwealths, inde- 
pendent of foreign control, partially confederated, and 
taught, by happy experience, the feasibility, the neces- 
sity, the advantage, the pleasure and pride even of union. 
It left, too, behind it, a heritage of glory, achieved on many 
a field, attaching to the whole country, and incapable of 
division. Lexington and Saratoga, Bunker Hill and 
Yorktown, and “all the hard fought fields of the war,” 
belonged, then as now, to no State, and admitted of no 
apportionment. 

But beyond these more permanent influences, it cre- 
ated a debt, and the necessity of sustaining the public 
credit by discharging it, was a leading one, among the 
immediate causes, which substituted the present constitu- 
tion for the old confederacy. 
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Thus, the external pressures and internal resistances, 
the centralizing and separating forces, were so adjusted 
as to produce the government essential to the largest in- 
terests of liberty. To this end it must be powerful as 
well as free. Power required extent of territory and 
population, and variety of climate, production and men. 
These elements existed, and brought into being with 
them, varieties of interests, feelings, and institutions. To 
place them in all their relations, under a single Common- 
wealth was impracticable. History tells the fate of such 
republics. Thus consolidated our own would perish in a 
day. Every extension would endanger, every sectional 
peculiarity shake it. While detached from the confeder- 
acy, the largest of our states would neither secure respect 
at home, nor character abroad. Hence the system of 
beauty and strength, which accumulates unities in a fed- 
eral centre, and leaves diversities to state sovereignties ; 
combines union for general and common interests, separ- 
ation for local and peculiar; one for greatness and influ- 
ence abroad, many for peace and harmony at home. 

The accomplishment of this system, as we behold it, 
was the crowning work of the extended series. Its time 
and manner were as opportune as those of the Revolu- 
tionary contest. With all the beneficent experience of 
our union to aid him, he would be a bold projector, who 
should attempt to bring together, into the present confed- 
eracy, the thirty-one states from California to Maine. 
And yet how successfully it has been brought about. 
The original states were comparatively few in number, 
and all upon the Atlantic coast. They were enough to 
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begin an influential government, and capable, as results 
had shown, of resisting foreign aggression. At the same 
time, they were, to a much greater extent than the thirty- 
one now are, homogeneous in their character, and identi- 
cal in their interests and pursuits. They were agricultu- 
ral and commercial. The growth of cotton, and the in- 
troduction of manufactures, both of which have contrib- 
uted so largely to our material prosperity, but both of 
which have created and perpetuated great local interests, 
had not then commenced. The cultivation of this im- 
portant staple at the south, for use and export, did not 
begin till after the adoption of the Constitution. Whit- 
ney invented the cotton gin in 1792, and Slater built the 
first cotton factory in New England in 1790. The views 
and feelings, north and south, in regard to slavery were 
more modified and harmonious, and the institution itself 
less sectional than now. 

At this favoring moment, and with all these favoring 
circumstances, the Constitution not without the utmost 
difficulty was established over a few existing states, and 
left by its silent and faithful working, to become ruler 
over many. ‘This was the providential mode of reaching 
the ultimate end. Much as I venerate and honor the 
framers of the Constitution, I believe they had no ade- 
quate idea of the extent of territory and people over 
which it has and will operate, or of the self-extending 
power incorporated within it. They were engaged to 
frame a government for the then states, and such as 
should be formed out of territories belonging to them, or 


the confederacy. ‘The moulding exigencies of the time

made that the best for them, which was precisely adapted 
to every subsequent emergency. Formed for the Atlan- 
tic coast, in its onward stretch over mountain and _ river, 
in a single lifetime, it has embraced the breadth of a con- 
tinent. The first swoop of our Eagle’s wing brought it 
the territory of Louisiana. And exceedingly interesting 
and instructive, in the view I am regarding our history, 
are the circumstances attending this purchase. The ae- 
quisition of Florida followed. And our day has beheld 
the marvellous one of Texas and California. Who, fath- 
oming the grand design of Omnipotence, discerned in the 
incipient, or more mature measures for the independence 
and annexation of ‘Texas, the preliminaries for planting 
our republic, in the broadest freedom, on the shores of the 
Pacific? What, but a vision from Heaven, could have 
persuaded our fathers that they were framing a constitu- 
tion for the unexplored north-west coast, and the long 
dormant regions of Spanish discovery? What eye, but 
the Omniscient foresaw, that many, who rejoiced, when this 
same constitution was adopted, should live to see their sons 
gathering the mineral wealth of those distant lands, be- 
neath its protecting flag, themselves the last glittering 
star set upon its radiant folds? At the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, what prophetic voice could have impressed upon 
its Signers, that they were consecrating a day, which seven- 
ty-five years alter, a great Commonwealth, rich as Mexico 
or Peru, should celebrate as ¢hei national jubilee, where 
the indomitable Society of Jesus were just then planting 
their early missions? Who supposed, till “coming events 
cast their shadows before,” while we sought to penetrate 
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Asia from the east, Providence would backward turn our 
steps, and on the Western Ocean, front us with the teem- 
ing millions beyond its peaceful waters ? 

And yet all this by unexpected agencies, and the elas- 
ticity and adaptation of our Constitution, has been accom- 
plished in the period of a single life. More than doubling 
its constituent states, extending its population with un- 
exampled rapidity, vastly multiplymg and diversifying 
its interests, opening itself an asylum to all nations and 
people, with its happily adjusted powers, our republic de- 
velops no element of weakness or decay. Laved by the 
waters, and fanned by the breezes of two oceans, it only 
gathers strength and vigor. Extended as it is, the pro- 
gress of science and invention has reduced it to its origi- 
nal compactness. You may travel from side to side of it 
with more rapidity and ease than in the days of Wash- 
ington. A few moments, almost, diffuse intelligence 
from centre to circumference. Seated in its capital, on 
the evening of a Presidential election, you may gather in 
the rapid hours of the night, as from vast radiating gal- 
leries, the calm, but mighty expression, of its people’s 
voice, and before the first beams of morning, record their 
indisputable decision. A chain of great lakes and navi- 
gable rivers intersect it with their zigzag courses, as if 
designed by God himself to bind together a common 
country. A constantly increasing net work of railways 
carries on a ceaseless intermingling of the population. 
The mails with their precious burdens traverse every 
thoroughfare, and thread every highway and byway. 
Christian benevolence follows close upon the track of 
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the pioneer, and plants beside his humble dwelling the 
church and school. 

With such a constitution to control a country thus com- 
pressed and developed, I have no sympathy with fears 
for its extension. Whether it has yet reached its ulti 
mate limit is questionable. Its territory may at no dis- 
tant day encircle the Gulf of Mexico, and its banner once 
unfurled in conflict at Chippewa, again, by the results of 
peace, float there in permanency, descend lake and river, 
wave over the scene of Wolfe’s glory and death, and 
finally guard the outlet of the St. Lawrence, as it does 
that of the Mississippi, the Rio Grande and the golden 
Sacramento. 

These are speculations into which I do not enter. I 
have traced the familiar events of our history, and 
sought to show that a superintending Providence has 
shaped and directed them to a manifest end. I have 
done so that from it I might draw two inferences ; one of 
duty, and the other of hope. 

We hear much in these days ofa “higher law.” Irecog- 
nize its existence, and reverently bow before its manifesta- 
tions. 1 present our Union as a striking monument of its 
moulding and guiding Omnipotence. I have desired to en- 
hance the value of the magnificent structure, by exhib- 
iting in it the hand of the Divine Builder. I have en- 
deavored to show that this “higher law,” by a series of 
concurring events, reaching back through centuries, has 
elaborated and evolved this successful experiment of hu- 
man liberty. Thus originated, | claim for it the holiest 
sanctions of this law, I demand for it the support of its 
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solemn obligations. The union of these States has been 
accomplished by the contributions of nations and centu- 
ries, for no transient or insignificant purpose. In its sub- 
lime and ultimate end it has a mission to humanity. In 
the language of Washington, “the preservation of the 
sacred fire of liberty, and the destiny of the republican 
model of government are justly considered as deeply, 
perhaps, as finally, staked on the experiment entrusted to 
the hands of the American people.” Thus, as Madison 
has truly said, are we “responsible for the greatest trust 
ever confided to a political society.” Ours is not the 
duty of forming, but preserving. The fathers were faith- 
ful to every exigency, by which God created it; we are 
responsible for a like faithfulness to every exigency, by 
which He would preserve and perpetuate it. To such 
fidelity the past urges, the future calls, and the Highest 
Law commands us. Evils and defects within our Union 
we may well and earnestly seek to remove, by the de- 
velopment and operation of the principles upon which it 
rests. But, whosoever lays his hand upon the fabric 
itself, or seeks by whatever means, or under whatever pre- 
tence, or from whatever source, to undermine its founda- 
tions, is treacherous to humanity, false to liberty, and 


more than all, culpable to God. 


This is the inference of duty. To its performance 
hope, by its smile,encourages us. All efforts for the dis- 
solution of our Union will be as disastrously unsuccessful 
as they are singularly criminal. Never in its existence 
has it been more earnestly and truly performing its ap- 
propriate work than now. A people in the aggregate, 
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happy and blessed as the sun shines upon, repose in its 
protection. Every rolling tide brings to its shores niul- 
titudes, seeking its shelter. Each receding wave carries 
back to the people they have left, its liberalizing influ- 
ence. ising midway of the continent, and reaching to 
either ocean, it throws over both its radiant and cheering 
light. Intently the struggling nations contemplate its 
no longer doubtful experiment. Moral and religious 
truth are penetrating every part of its vast domain, and 
planting in the very footsteps of the first settlers, the 
church, the school, and the college. Its christian mission- 
aries have girdled the globe with their stations, and in all 
of them heroic men and women, under its protection, with 
the religion of Jesus, are silently diffusing the principles 
of American liberty. Already a nation in the far off 
Islands of the Pacific, has been redeemed by them from 
barbarism, assumed its place among the powers of the 
earth, and the very last mails tell us, is at this moment 
seeking admission to our republic. 

Thus meeting its grand purposes, it will not fall. Man 
alone has not reared it, the tabernacle of freedom, and 
man alone cannot prostrate it, or gently beam by beam 
take it down. Heaven directed in its formation and 
growth, while true to its origin, it will be heaven-pro- 
tected in its progress and maturity. . The stars of God 
will shine down kindly upon it, and angels on the beats 
of their silvery wings will linger and hover above it. 
To-day it is as firmly seated as ever in the affections of 
its citizens. Guarded by its hardly seen power, repos- 
ing in its prosperity, not stopping to contemplate the

character of its origin, or to realize its transcendent 
purpose, men, for a moment, may cast its value, specu- 
late on its duration, and even threaten its dissolution. 
Tn the administration of its affairs conflicts of opinion 
will exist, sectional interests will become excited, and 
sometimes hostile. The views of ardent men will be 
maintained with the ardor in which they are held. A 
clear and fair field of combat will be left to error and 
truth. The largest freedom of discussion will be scru- 
pulously preserved. In the consequent excitement there 
may sometimes seem to be danger to the Union itself. 
But in the hour of peril experience shows, and ever will 
show, that a whole people will rally to its support, and 
sink its foes beneath a weight of odium a lifetime can- 
not alleviate. The rain may descend, the floods come, 
and the winds blow and beat upon it, it will not fall, for 
it is founded upon a rock. It rests upon guaranties 
stronger even than laws and compromises. For it our 
interests combine in overwhelming potency; around it - 
cluster the most glorious associations of our history; in 
it the hopes of humanity are involved; to it our hearts 
cling with undying love; for it religion, liberty, and 
conscience plead; and beyond all, upon it, in its riper 
years as in its infancy, the protection of God rests, a 
sheltering cloud for its fiercer day, a pillar of fire in its 
darker night.

In conformity with the requirements of the fifteenth 
section of the Ordinance on Finance, the Auditor of Ac- 
counts has now the honor to submit to the City Coun- 
cil the Thirty-ninth Annual Report of Receipts and Ex- 
penditures of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk, 
being for the financial year 1850-51, which terminated 
with the last day of April, 1851. These accounts are 
arranged in the usual form and will be found to con- 
tain all that the Ordinance requires.

The Crry Dest, exclusive of the Water Debt, it will be 
noticed has been increased by the sum of $113,989 05, 
but this increase has not been required for any expen- 
diture incurred for the ordinary purposes of the City ; 
but solely for completing the New Jail and the New 
Alms House, and for carrying out existing contracts 
relating to the improvement of the Public Lands. A 
statement in detail of this increase, as well as a par- 
ticular account of the City Debt, as it stood at the close 
of the year, will be found under its proper head. 


The amount of Bonds and Mortgages on hand at the 
close of the year was $448,412—being an increase over 
last year of $226,622 91. 


Our ScHoots and ScHoot Hovsrs have claimed, and 
received as usual, a large share of our annual taxes. 
Four new Primary School Houses have been built this 
year, and several of the Primary and Grammar School 
Houses have been enlarged and improved. ‘The expen- 
diture on School Houses alone has exceeded $81,000 ; 
this amount added to the ordinary current expenses 
of the Schools, have required an outlay during the 
year of nearly $326,000. ‘There are now in operation 
one English High,—one Latin—28 Grammar and 
Writing and 188 Primary and Intermediate Schools,— 
employing 371 masters and assistants and giving in- 
struction to about 22,000 PUES 
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The New Jatt is now so nearly completed that it is 
calculated that it may be occupied in August. It was 
commenced in the year 1849. Its length is 269 feet, 
breadth 178, and it covers an area of 19,600 feet. It is 
constructed of Quincy Granite, and besides the Dwell- 
ing House for the Keeper, it has Cells and other con- 
veniences for accommodating and maintaining, separate- 
ly, 220 prisoners. The enclosure contains an area of 
143,332 feet. The plan of the building admits of its 
extension, when needed, without disturbing the general 
arrangements for convenience, supervision, &c. The 
whole cost thus far has been $462,689—and when fin- 
ished it will be within the sum of $500,000. But this 
sum includes the cost of 30,546 feet of flats, included in 
the original purchase, and which have been converted into 
a substantial Wharf, and is now under lease for a Wood 
and Coal Wharf; also 19,580 feet which now forms a 
continuation of Charles Street. These two items, worth 
at least $60,000, should go to the credit of the Jail ac- 
count. 


The New Atms Heouss, at Deer Island is now nearly 
completed and is partly occupied. It will probably 
be finished in the month of August. The Expen- 
diture thus far on this account, including the Wharf, 
has been $126,195 33—50,000 of which amount was 
paid out of the ordinary income of the year 1849-50, 
and the balance has been borrowed. It is expected 
that the whole cost, when completed, will be about 
$150,000. This house is built of brick, in the form of 
a cross. ‘The centre Building and South Wing are 4 
stories high and the other 3 wings 3 stories each. The 
centre Building is 75 feet square and 75 high. ‘The 
North and South wings are each 100 feet by 50, and 50 
feet high. The East Wing is 200 feet by 50, and 50 
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feet high. The House will have accommodations for 
1,500 paupers, besides a house for the Superintendent 
and his family. The wharf cost about $5,000, it con- 
tains 14,112 feet. 


The work of filling up the Sourn Bay, and other im- 
provements of the Pusiic Lanps, has progressed during 
the year. The payments for this object this year have 
been about $79,000, all of which was obtained on loans. 
The cash receipts from sales of lands has been $45,046 77. 
A favorable sale of about 269,000 feet, on and near Ches- 
ter Square, laid out between Washington and Tremont 
Streets, was made last fall at very satisfactory prices. 
Other sales to a considerable amount were made during: 
the year, and arrangements are now in progress for 
laying out a large quantity of other lands, with a view 
of disposing of them on such terms to purchasers as will 
lead to their early improvement, and thus convert them 
into a source of revenue to the City. 


The Water Works have progressed during the year 
and have almost reached the desired point when the 
construction account can be closed. The water was 
introduced into East Boston on the Ist of January last, 
and it is hoped the time is not far distant when the 
works will be pronounced finished. ‘The new Water 
Board have deemed it desirable to purchase the fran- 
chise and property of the old Aqueduct Corporation, at 
a cost of about $45,000, with a view of getting rid of 
their competition, their claim against the City for dam- 
ages, and their right to break up the Streets in laying 
or repairing their Water Pipes,—all very important 
items to the City as a Corporation, and to the Revenue 
of their Water Works in particular. The increase of 
water takers since this purchase, and in consequence 
of it, has been over five hundred, 
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The net cost of the Works up to the time these ac- 
counts are made, including Interest, &c., and deducting 
all income actually received, including Water rents— 
which, as far as they go, is an offset to the interest— 
amounts to $4,948,363 97, as will appear in its proper 
place. The Interest on the Loans obtained to meet the 
cost of constructing the Works, have thus far been 
charged to the Construction account. The Act of the 
Legislature which authorized the construction of the 
Works, gave the City Council the right thus to charge 
the Interest to Construction account, until two years af- 
ter the Completion of the Works, after which time 
the Interest must be provided for in some other way. 
The amount of Income received into the Treasury for 
Water rents, for the year 1851, up to the 30th April, 
amounted to $124,715 33. The estimated balance 
for this year will probably bring this amount up to 
$150,000. The Revenue for 1852 will probably exceed 
$160,000. The whole amount of Water rents collected 
since the first charge was made for it—(l January, 
1849,) has been $294,928 41. The number of Water 
takers on the lst May was about 14,200. The amount 
of Water supplied to the various City Institutions, and 
Buildings, would amount, at the regular tariff, to over 
$2,500 per annum, exclusive of the Hydrants. There 
are 796 Hydrants in Boston; 1538 in South Boston, 72 
in East Boston—11 in Charlestown, 7 in Chelsea, 3 in 
Roxbury and 1 in Brookline. The length of Distribu- 
tion Pipes through the City and neighborhood is over 
96 miles, not including service pipes. 

During the past year but few favorable opportunities 
have presented of placing advantageously much of the 
Boston Water Scrip, authorized by an act of the Leg- 
islature to be issued in payment of the cost of the Water 
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Works. The amount disposed of this year has been 
only $800,000. The total amount thus far placed is 
$2,705,000—over two million of which is at 5 per cent. 
interest. The details of these issues will be found in 
the account of the Water Debt. The present aspect of 
the money market is such as to justify the expectation 
that the Treasurer will be able to place all that it may 
be desirable to dispose of during the present year, on 
terms satisfactory to the City. 

An account of the City Property and other statements 
usually contained in the Auditor's Annual Report are 
annexed.

This Market House, which is the only Market with 
which the City has any connection, was com- 
menced, with the important improvements con- 
nected with it, in the year 1824, and finished in 
the year 1826. The first Income derived from tt 
was in the financial year 1826-27. The gross 
annual Income from Kents for the first five 
years averaged $23,220 ; for the next ten years 
the average was $24,379, and the last ten years 
tt has been $28,782, making a total for the twen- 
ty-five years of tts existence of $647,711, which 
includes the rent of the Halls over the Market. 

The cost of keeping the building in repair has 
averaged for the whole time $696 per annum, 
and the cost of carrying tt on, ineluding Salaries 
has averaged for the first five years $2,167 per 
annum, for the next ten years $1,962, and for 
the last ten years $3,737 per annum. 

The House covers 27,012 feet of ground and the 
Streets contiguous, which were built at the same 
time, occupy 166,935 feet.

By the Eighth Section of the Ordinance on Finance (Rf. O. 
page 122.) The Mayor, the President of the Common 
Council, and the Chairman of the Joint Committee of Finance 
on the part of the Common Council, are constituted Tue 
CoMMITTEE ON THE RepucTIOoN or THE Crry Dest, whose duty 
it shall be to cause all moneys passed to their credit in the 
Books of the Auditor of Accounts, to be applied to the pur- 
chase or payment of the Capital of the Debt of the City, in 
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the manner they may from time to time, deem expedient ; and 
it shall be the duty of the Auditor and of the Treasurer of 
the City, to conform to all orders in writing, in this respect, 
which shall be made and signed by all the members of said 
Committee. 

The Ninth Section of said Ordinance requires that “ all 
balances of money, remaining in the Treasury at the end of 
any financial year ; all receipts in money on account of the 
sale of real estate of any description, now belonging, or 
which may hereafter belong to the City; all receipts on ac- 
count of the principal sum of any bond or note now owned, 
or which may hereafter be owned by the City; and also of 
the Annual City Tax in every future year, a sum that shall 
not be less than three per centum of the amount of the prin- 
cipal of the City Debt, (and never less than Firty T'Housanp 
Doxuars in each year) shall be appropriated to the payment, 
or the purchase of the Capital of the City Debt.” 

The Tenth Section of the said Ordinance makes it the 
duty of she Auditor, annually to pass to the credit of the 
Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt, all receipts in 
money, the proceeds of either of the sources before mention- 
ed, and the said amount out of the Annual Tar ; and pro- 
vides that the sums so passed to the credit of said Committee 
shall be drawn from the Treasury of the City for the pay- 
ment, or the purchase of the Capital of the City Debt, in the 
manner before mentioned, and in no other mode, and for no 
other purpose whatsoever.

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The extent of iron pipes laid, for the introduction of water 
from the Brookline Reservoir, and the distribution of it in the 
City proper and South Boston, is 81 miles and 2,659 feet, of 
which 9 miles and 2,241 feet consist of pipes of 30 and 36 
inches in diameter. ‘The residue of the pipes, consisting in 
the chief part of those for distribution of the water through- | 
out the City, are of various dimensions, viz: of 24, 20, 16, 
12, 6, and 4 inches in diameter. The number of service 
pipes laid for the supply of houses, and places of business, is 
13,341. 

In addition to the extent of the iron pipes above stated, 
there is a double line of 30 inch pipes, each of 1,000 feet in 
length, for conveying the water of the aqueduct across the 
Charles River, over the arched bridge erected for the support 
of it, and connecting the two sections of brick conduit.

In Board of Mayor and Aldermen, 
Thursday, May 29, 1851. 


The Joint Standing Committee on the Treasury Depart- 
ment, to whom the Accounts of the City and County Treas- 
urer for the year ending April 30th, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-one, were referred by the order of the nine- 
teenth instant, have attended to the duty assigned to them, 
and beg leave to Report :—that all charges of payment in 
said accounts are duly authenticated by appropriate vouch- 
ers; that all sums due to the City, so far as there are means 
for ascertaining the same, have been properly collected and 
accounted for; and that the several items, footings and bal- 
ances are correctly cast and stated. 

Your Committee have also examined each note, bond, and 
other security on hand, belonging to the City, and find the 
same to correspond with the statements contained in the 
books. 

The amount of bonds and notes on hand on the thirtieth 
day of April last, was four hundred and forty-eight thousand, 
four hundred and twelve dollars, ($448,412 00); one hun- 
dred and sixty-nine thousand, four hundred and seventy-one 
dollars, thirty-two cents being in old bonds, and two hundred 
and seventy-eight thousand, nine hundred and forty dollars, 
sixty-eight cents in new ones. ‘The payments made on bonds 
and notes, during the year, have amounted to forty-four thou- 
sand, six hundred and seventy-two dollars, thitty-five cents, 
($44,672 35.) 

The amount of drafts, drawn for various objects during the 
last year, was two million, seven hundred and eleven thou- 
sand, one hundred and ninety-six dollars and twenty-two 
cents, ($2,711,196 22;) of which there were paid, on City 
account, two million, six hundred and seventy-nine thousand, 
nine hundred and eighty dollars and thirty-four cents, and on 
County account, seven thousand, one hundred and five dol- 
lars and twenty-one cents; making a total of payments of 
two million, six hundred and eighty-seven thousand, eighty- 
five dollars and fifty-five cents, ($2,687,085 55,) twenty-five 
thousand, seven hundred and twenty-six dollars and ninety- 
three cents, being payments of drafts of the year 1849-50. 

There has been received for the financial year ending April

thirtieth last, for account of the City of Boston, including the 
balance on hand, on May Ist, 1850, the sum of three million 
six hundred and sixty-four thousand, seven hundred and sev- 
enty-two dollars and ninety-nine cents, ($3,664,772 99 ;) and 
there has been paid, on the same account, the sum of three 


- million, four hundred and ninety thousand, fifty-nine dollars 


and forty-two cents, ($3,490,059 42;) leaving a balance on 
that day, of one hundred and seventy-four thousand, seven 
hundred and thirteen dollars, fifty-seven cents ($174,713 57.) 

There has also been received, during the same period, for 
account of the County of Suffolk, the sum of fifty-four thou- 
sand, five hundred and forty-six dollars, five cents, ($54,- 
546 05;) and there has been paid the sum of ninety-seven 
thousand, two hundred and fifty-two doliars, sixty cents, 
($97,252 60;) leaving a balance against the County on the 
thirtieth of April last, of forty-two thousand, seven hundred 
and six dollars, fifty-five cents, ($42,706 55;) and leaving a 
final balance in the Treasury, on the thirtieth of April last, of 
the City and County accounts, of one hundred and thirty-two 
thousand and seven dollars and two cents, ($132,007 02 ;) 
the cash in deposit in the Bank of Commerce, being eighty- 
one thousand, eight hundred and twenty-nine dollars, two 
cents,—in the office, one hundred and seventy-eight dollars ; 
and in City bonds, sold but not yet called for, fifty thousand 
dollars.
